SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  continued  influx  of  new  residents  to  Scituate  has  had  a 
very  definite  influence  on  the  economy  of  the  Town,  particularly 
with  respect  to  school  expenditures. 

In  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  are  two  Special 
Articles,  one  calling  for  the  addition  of  four  classrooms  to  the 
newly  constructed  Jenkins  School  and  the  other  requesting  funds  to 
construct  an  elementary  school  of  sixteen  (16)  rooms  on  Tilden 
Road.  The  combined  cost  will  be  approximately  three  fourth  of  a 
million  dollars. 

In  connection  with  available  funds  to  be  used  by  the  Assessors 
in  reducing  the  tax  rate,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  amount 
of  “Free  Cash"  for  1956  is  $57,157.52  as  compared  with  $114,342.65 
for  last  year.  This  is  due  largely  to  an  increase  of  $31,000.00  of  un¬ 
collected  taxes  and  nearly  $5,000.00  additional  motor  vehicle  excise 
tax  outstanding.  In  1955  the  amount  of  $85,000.00  was  used  by  the 
Assessors  to  apply  against  the  amount  to  be  raised,  whereas  it  is 
obvious  from  the  above  that  considerably  less  can  be  used  in  1956. 

During  the  year  the  Town  experienced  two  serious  financial 
blows  in  the  form  of  the  August  floods  and  the  collapse  of  the 
Sand  Hills  seawall  in  October.  The  net  cost  of  these  two  items  to 
the  Town  is  about  $50,000,  which  represents  an  increase  of  slightly 
more  than  $2.00  in  the  tax  rate. 

We  have  endeavored  during  the  year  to  improve  public  facili¬ 
ties,  and  provide  additional  protection  to  life  and  property.  In  the 
course  of  accomplishing  this  we  have  improved  police  protection 
at  Humarock  by  having  an  officer  on  duty  from  8:00  A.M.  to  12:30 
A.M.,  thereby  filling  a  serious  need. 

The  proposed  closing  of  the  Scituate  Railroad  Station  to  passen¬ 
ger  service  was  opposed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  both  personally 
and  through  the  medium  of  requests  to  local  organizations  to 
register  their  objections. 
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SELECTMEN  S  REPORT 


In  an  effort  to  promote  and  coordinate  die  future  development 
of  Scituate  Harbor  and  the  surrounding  area,  we  appointed  the 
“Scituate  Harbor  Development  Committee”,  which  absorbed  the 
previous  “Town  Pier  Committee”.  The  purpose  of  this  group  is 
to  plan,  promote  and  guide  the  future  development  of  the  Harbor 
area,  in  accordance  with  a  long  range  plan. 

Our  foreshore  protection  program  has  been  delayed  by  the 
floods  and  the  seawall  emergency,  but  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as 
practical. 

A“Public  Building  Committee”  has  been  created  to  study  possi¬ 
ble  sites  and  types  of  buildings  to  house  our  Police,  Fire  and  other 
Town  Departments.  Several  meetings  have  been  held  by  this  group, 
resulting  in  valuable  recommendations  being  made. 

The  severe  heat  of  last  summer,  with  the  resulting  crowded 
beaches,  brought  out  forcibly  the  fact  that  we  do  not  have  sufficient 
beaches  with  parking  facilities.  To  remedy  this  condition,  the 
Selectmen  have  inserted  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  requesting  the 
Town  to  make  funds  available  to  acquire  part  of  Egypt  Beach  for 
bathing  and  parking  purposes. 

In  conformity  with  the  law,  the  boundary  lines  between  the 
Town  of  Scituate  and  the  Town  of  Hingham  were  perambulated 
this  year,  and  all  bounds  were  found  to  be  in  order. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  satisfactorily  dispose  of  all  re¬ 
quests  received  by  us,  and  in  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  all  citizens 
of  the  Town  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year.

all  explanatory  matter  thereon,  is  hereby  incorporated  in  and  made 
a  part  of  this  by-law;  zones  “B-l,”  “C”  and  additional  or  revised 
as  “B,”  “A-l,”  “A-2”  or  “A-3”  zones  will  be  shown  on  said  map, 
as  any  such  area  or  areas  may  be  made  subject  to  vote  of  the  down 
at  any  annual  or  special  Town  Meeting.

Section  3. 

USE  REGULATIONS 

3-1.  Application  of  Use  Regulations. 

No  building  or  structure,  and  no  alteration,  enlargement  or 
extension  of  any  existing  building  or  structure  shall  be  designed, 
arranged  or  constructed,  and  no  land,  building,  structure  or  part 
thereof  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  in  any  manner  other 
than  for  one  or  more  of  the  uses  specifically  permitted  herein. 

3-2.  Residence  Zone  Uses. 

A.  Permitted  uses. 

In  a  “A-l,”  “A-2”  and  “A-3”  zone  the  following  uses  are  per¬ 
mitted  as  of  right. 

(1)  Single  family  detached  dwelling  with  not  more  than  one  single 
dwelling  located  on  any  lot. 

(2)  Church,  parish  home,  rectory  or  convent. 

(3)  Religious,  sectarian  or  denominational  educational  use. 

(4)  Public  school,  or  private  school  offering  general  educational 
courses. 

(5)  Public  or  non-profit  library,  museum,  art  gallery  or  civic  center. 

(6)  Public  administration  building,  fire  or  police  station. 

(7)  Public  recreation  or  water  supply  use. 

(8)  Country  club,  yacht  club,  lodge  building,  or  other  non-profit 
social,  civic  or  recreational  use  but  not  including  any  use 
the  chief  activity  of  which  is  one  customarily  conducted  as  a 
business. 

(9)  Orchard,  truck  garden,  nursery  or  similar  open  use  of  land  for 
the  raising  of  agriculture  or  horticidtural  crops. 

(10)  Commercial  dairy,  poultry  or  livestock  farm  on  a  lot  contain¬ 
ing  three  acres  or  more  (but  not  including  a  piggery,  com¬ 
mercial  kennel,  or  fur  farm),  provided  that  any  building  in 
which  poultry  or  livestock  are  housed  is  not  less  than  fifty  feet 
from  side  and  rear  lot  lines. 

(11)  The  alteration  of  a  single  family  dwelling  existing  at  the  time 
this  by-law  is  adopted  to  accommodate  two  families  if  located 
on  a  lot  having  an  area  not  less  than  twice  that  required  for 
the  erection  of  a  single  family  dwelling  in  the  same  zone,  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  exterior  change  is  made  which  alters  the  single 
family  character  of  the  dwelling. 

(12)  Accessory  use  as  hereinafter  limited  and  defined. 
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B.  Uses  Permissable  on  Appeal. 

In  an  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  and  “A-3”  zone,  the  following  additional 
uses  are  permitted  if  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals: 


(1)  Nursing  School  or  other  agency  for  day  care  of  children  or 
private  organized  camp. 

(2)  Rest  home,  convalescent  or  nursing  home. 

(3)  Cemetery,  hospital,  sanitorium,  philanthropic  or  charitable  in¬ 
situation  (but  not  including  a  correctional  institution.) 

(4)  Commercial  livery  or  mooring  for  marine  pleasure  craft  with 
no  fueling  or  repair  services. 

(5)  Commercial  golf  course  but  not  including  a  golf  driving  range 
or  miniature  golf  course.) 

(6)  Tourist  home,  boarding  or  lodging  house. 

(7)  Private  Garage  for  more  than  three  automobiles. 

(8)  Commercial  greenhouse,  provided  that  such  building  and  any 
heating  plant  accessory  thereto,  is  not  less  than  fifty  feet  from 
side  and  rear  lot  lines. 


(9)  Salesroom  or  stand  for  the  display  and  sale  of  agricultural  or 
horticultural  products  the  major  portion  of  which  are  grown 
on  the  premises  provided  that  no  such  products  are  displayed 
within  30  feet  of  any  street  or  lot  line. 


(10)  Removal  of  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel  or  other  earth  products  from 
the  premises  (except  where  permitted  as  an  accessory  use),  pro¬ 
vided  that  within  two  years  after  authorization  for  such  use 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  all  removal  operations  are  terminated 
and  the  premises  graded  and  planted  to  suitable  cover,  in  a 
manner  specified  by  said  Board. 

(11)  Airport,  airpark  or  landing  field  (whether  public,  private,  or 
accessory  to  a  dwelling),  provided  that  any  building,  structure 
or  ground  area  so  used  is  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet  from 
side  and  rear  lot  lines  and  one  hundred  feet  from  any  street 
line. 

(12)  Riding  academy  on  a  lot  containing  three  acres  or  more,  pro¬ 
vided  that  any  building  in  which  horses  are  housed  and  any 
riding  ring  is  not  less  than  fifty  feet  from  side  and  rear  lot  lines. 

(13)  Any  public  use  (including  a  public  utility  or  communications 
use)  not  hereinbefore  specifically  listed  which  is  necessary  for 
the  service  of  the  vicinity,  or  which  requires  a  location  within 
the  zones  for  reasons  of  space  or  function. 
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3-3.  Limited  Business  Zone  Uses. 

A.  Permitted  Uses. 

In  a  “B-l”  zone,  the  following  uses  are  permitted  as  of  right. 

it  in  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  and  “A-3” 
same  conditions  as  therein 

specified. 

(2)  Any  of  the  following  retail  businesses:  book,  stationery  or  news 
store,  cigar  store,  drug  store,  delicatessen,  dry  goods  or  variety 
store,  florist,  or  gift  shop,  fruit  or  grocery  store,  hadware  store, 
jewelry  store,  meat  market,  or  wearing  apparel  store. 

(3)  Any  of  the  following  personal  or  consumer  service  establish¬ 
ments:  Barber  or  beauty  shop,  collection  station  for  laundry 
or  dry  cleaning,  frozen  food  locker,  hand  or  self-service  laundry, 
photographic  studio,  shoe  or  hat  repair  shop,  shop  for  custom 
work  by  a  dressmaker,  milliner  or  tailor. 

(4)  Restaurant  or  other  place  for  the  serving  of  food  or  beverages 
to  persons  seated  at  tables  or  counters,  provided  that  no 
dancing  and  no  mechanical  or  live  entertainment  is  regularly 
furnished. 

(5)  Business  or  professional  office  or  bank,  provided  that  not  more 
than  five  persons  are  regularly  employed  therein. 

(6)  Parking  lot  for  passenger  automobiles. 

(7)  Accessory  use  as  hereinafter  limited  and  defined. 

B.  Uses  Permissable  on  Appeal. 

In  a  “B-l”  zone,  the  following  additional  uses  are  permitted  if 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals: 

(1)  Any  of  the  uses  permissable  on  appeal  in  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  and 
“A-3”  (Residence)  zones,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  there¬ 
in  specified. 

(2)  Any  other  retail  business  or  service  establishment  supplying 
commodities  or  performing  personal  or  consumer  services  pri¬ 
marily  for  residents  of  the  surrounding  neighborhood,  provided 
that  such  use  is  similar  to  the  use  hereinbefore  listed  in  general 
character,  extent  of  business  hours,  number  of  persons  or  cars 
to  be  attracted,  and  in  effect  on  adjacent  property  and  improve¬ 
ments  (but  not  including  any  use  first  specifically  listed  herein 
under  “B”  or  “C”  zone  uses,  nor  any  use  whose  stock  in  trade 
consists  primarily  of  large  bulky  objects  not  normally  subject 
to  being  carried  away  by  the  consumer  on  his  person  or  in  his 
automobile.) 


(1)  Any  of  the  uses  permitted  as  of  rigl 
(Residence)  zones,  subject  to  the 
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C.  Special  Provisions. 

In  a  “B-l”  zone,  all  uses  permitted  as  of  right  or  permissable 
on  appeal,  shall  be  conducted  wholly  within  a  completely  enclosed 
building,  except  for  the  following: 

(1)  Uses  permitted  as  of  right  or  permissible  on  appeal  in  “A-l,” 
“A-2,”  and  “A-3”  zones. 

(2)  Accessory  outdoor  dining  areas  serving  only  persons  seated  at 
tables. 

(3)  Parking  lots  for  passenger  automobiles. 

(4)  Exterior  signs,  as  hereinafter  permitted. 

(5)  Plants  growing  in  the  soil. 

3-4.  General  Business  Zones  Uses. 

A.  Permitted  Uses. 

In  a  “B”  zone,  the  following  uses  are  permitted  as  of  right: 

(1)  Any  of  the  uses  permitted  as  of  right  or  permissable  on  appeal 
in  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  and  “A-3”  (Residence)  zones,  except  the  re¬ 
moval  of  earth  products,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  as  there¬ 
in  specified. 

(2)  Any  of  the  uses  permitted  as  of  right  in  “B-l”  (Limited  Busi¬ 
ness)  zones. 

(3)  Dwelling  for  two  or  more  families. 

(4)  Hotel. 

(5)  Store  for  the  conduct  of  a  retail  business  but  not  including  any 
use  first  specifically  listed  herein  under  “C”  zone  uses. 

(6)  Showroom  for  building  supplies,  including  plumbing,  heating 
and  ventilating  equipment,  with  storage  limited  to  floor  samples 
only. 

(7)  Salesroom  for  boats,  trailers,  trucks,  farm  implements,  or  ma¬ 
chinery  with  no  repair  services. 

(8)  Salesroom  for  automobiles,  with  no  repair  services  except  in  a 
garage  authorized  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  as  herein¬ 
after  provided. 

(9)  Any  of  the  following  consumer,  professional  or  commercial  serv¬ 
ice  establishments:  bicycle  repair  shop,  blue  printing  estab¬ 
lishment,  business  or  trade  school,  clothing  rental  establish¬ 
ment,  dancing  or  music  school,  funeral  home,  medical  or  dental 
laboratory,  television  or  household  appliance  repair  shop, 
typewriter  repair  shop. 

(10)  Shop  of  a  carpenter,  cabinet  maker,  electrician,  painter,  paper 
hanger,  plumber,  sign  painter,  or  upholsterer,  with  not  more 
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than  5,000  square  feet  of  floor  area  per  establishment  used  for 
work  and  storage. 

(11)  Restaurant  or  other  place  for  the  serving  of  food  or  beverages 
with  or  without  dancing  and  entertainment. 

(12)  Office  building,  bank  or  other  monetary  institution. 

(13)  Bowling  alley  or  dance  hall  with  not  more  than  5,000  square 
feet  of  floor  area  per  establishment,  theater,  billiard  parlor  or 
pool  hall. 

(14)  Printing  or  publishing  establishment  with  not  more  than  5,000 
square  feet  of  floor  area  per  establishment  used  for  production. 

(15)  Accessory  use  as  hereinafter  limited  and  defined. 

B.  Uses  Permissable  on  Appeal. 

In  a  “B”  zone,  the  following  additional  uses  are  permitted  if 
authorized  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals: 

(1)  Automobile  repair  garage  or  service  station,  provided  that  such 
use  will  not  interfere  with  the  convenience  and  safety  of  ve¬ 
hicular  and  pedestrian  movement  within  the  zone  or  in  relation 
to  adjacent  streets,  property  and  improvements. 

(2)  Any  other  retail  business  or  service  establishment  similar  to  the 
uses  hereinbefore  listed  in  general  character  and  in  effect  on 
adjacent  property  and  improvements  (but  not  including  any 
use  first  specifically  listed  herein  under  “C”  zone  uses). 

(3)  Removal  of  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel  or  other  earth  products  from 
the  premises  (except  where  permitted  as  an  accessory  use,) 
subject  to  the  same  conditions  specified  for  such  removal  in 
“A-l,”  “A-2  ”  and  “A-3”  zones. 

C.  Special  Provisions 

In  a  “B”  zone,  all  uses  permitted  as  of  right  or  permissable  on 
appeal  and  all  uses  accessory  thereto,  shall  be  conducted  wholly 
within  a  completely  enclosed  building,  except  for  the  following: 

(1)  Open  uses  specifically  exempted  from  the  requirement  for  en¬ 
closure  in  “B-l”  zones. 

(2)  The  dispensing  of  fuels,  lubricants,  or  fluids  at  a  service  station 
or  garage,  where  permitted. 

(3)  The  serving  of  food  or  the  dispensing  of  goods  from  inside  a 
completely  enclosed  building  to  persons  standing  outside  or 
seated  in  their  automobiles  on  the  premises.

3-5.  Commercial  Zones  Uses. 

A.  Permitted  Uses. 

In  a  “C”  zone,  the  following  uses  are  permitted  as  of  right: 

(1)  Any  of  the  uses  permitted  as  of  right  in  “B”  general  business 
zones,  but  not  subject  to  any  requirement  for  enclosure  or  any 
limitation  on  floor  area  therein  specified. 

(2)  Commercial  farm,  greenhouse,  riding  academy,  stable,  animal 
or  veterinary  hospital. 

(3)  Place  of  amusement  or  assembly. 

(4)  Establishment  for  the  sale  of  lumber  or  other  building  supplies, 
heating  fuel,  livestock  feed,  ice,  fertilizer,  or  similar  materials 
stored  in  bulk  on  the  premises. 

(5)  Establishment  for  repair  of  trailers,  trucks,  farm  implements  or 
machinery. 

(6)  Automobile  repair  garage  or  service  station. 

(7)  Auto  body  or  fender  shop,  provided  that  all  work  is  conducted 
within  a  completely  enclosed  building. 

(8)  Yard  for  custom  building  or  repair  of  boats  under  one  hundred 
feet  in  length,  boat  storage  yard. 

(9)  Storage  yard  or  plant  for  contractors’  equipment,  storage  gar- 
arge  for  trucks,  trucking  yard  or  terminal. 

(10)  Wholesale  distribution  plant,  cold  storage  plant,  material  stor¬ 
age  yard,  or  warehouse,  (but  not  including  the  storage  of  ex¬ 
plosives,  or  the  wholesale  storage  of  petroleum,  petroleum  prod¬ 
ucts,  or  other  inflammables). 

(11)  Powder  laundry,  dry  cleaning  or  dyeing  works,  carpet  or  rug 
cleaning  plant. 

(12)  Soldering  or  welding  shop,  shop  for  light  metal  fabrication  or 
blacksmith  shop,  provided  that  all  work  is  conducted  within  a 
completely  enclosed  building. 

(13)  Woodworking  mill,  monument  works. 

(14)  Bottling  plant,  commercial  bakery,  dairy  products  plant,  or 
artificial  ice  plant. 

B.  Uses  Permissable  on  Appeal. 

In  a  “C”  zone,  the  following  additional  uses  are  permitted  if 
authorized  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals: 

(1)  Any  other  lawful  business  service  or  storage  use,  or 

(2)  Removal  of  earth  products,  or 

(3)  Plant  for  light  manufacturing,  processing  or  assembly,  provided 
that  such  use  is  not  dangerous  to  the  neighborhood  through 
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fire,  explosion,  emission  of  wastes  or  other  cause,  and  provided 
further  that  such  use  is  not  likely  to  create  more  noise,  vibration, 
dust,  heat,  smoke,  fumes,  odor  or  glare  than  the  minimum 
amount  normally  resulting  from  any  of  the  uses  specifically 
listed  hereinbefore. 


C.  Special  Provisions . 

In  a  “C”  zone,  all  open  storage  of  junk,  scrap  metal,  rags,  waste 
paper,  and  similar  used  materials  shall  be  completely  screened  from 
view  at  normal  eye  level  from  any  public  or  private  way  or  from 
any  premises,  other  than  that  on  which  located.  Any  other  business 
or  commercial  use  conducted  outside  a  completely  enclosed  building 
(including  open  displays,  storage,  regular  parking  of  commercial 
vehicles,  and  service  or  manufacturing  operations)  shall,  if  visable 
at  normal  eye  level  from  any  point  within  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  or  “A-3” 
(Residence)  zone  and  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  distant 
be  completely  screened  from  such  view  except  where  separated  from 
said  zones  by  a  railroad,  or  by  a  public  or  private  way  having  a 
width  of  forty  feet  or  more.  Screening  required  under  this  para¬ 
graph  shall  be  by  an  evergreen  planting,  fence  or  other  suitable 
visual  barrier. 


3-6.  Accessory  Uses. 

A.  Accessory  Uses  in  All  Zones. 

An  “Accessory  use”  within  the  meaning  of  this  by-law,  is  either 
a  subordinate  use  of  a  building,  other  structure  or  tract  of  land, 
or  a  subordinate  building  or  other  structure: 

(1)  Whose  use  is  customarily  in  connection  with  the  principal 
building,  other  structure  or  use  of  land,  and 

(2)  Whose  use  is  clearly  incidental  to  the  use  of  the  principal  build¬ 
ing,  other  structure  or  use  of  land,  and 

(3)  Which  is  located  on  the  same  lot  with  the  principal  building, 
other  structure  or  use  of  land,  or  on  a  lot  adjacent  to  such  lot, 
if  part  of  the  same  premises,  and 

(4)  Which  does  not  constitute,  in  effect,  a  conversion  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  use  of  the  premises  to  one  not  permitted  in  the  zone. 

B.  Accessory  Uses  in  Residence  Zones. 

In  an  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  and  “A-3”  zone,  the  following  uses  are 
hereby  specifically  declared  to  be  customary  accessory  uses  within 
the  meaning  of  this  by-law: 

(1)  Private  garage  for  not  more  than  three  automobiles,  not  more 
than  one  of  which  shall  be  a  commercial  vehicle. 
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(2)  Private  greenhouse,  stable,  tool  shed,  playhouse,  tennis  court, 
boat  house,  or  other  similar  building  or  structure  for  domestic 
enjoyment  or  household  use. 

(3)  The  keeping  of  animals,  livestock  or  poultry  for  personal  en¬ 
joyment  or  household  use. 

(4)  Removal  of  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel  or  other  earth  products 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a  building  for  which 
a  permit  has  been  issued,  provided  that  the  amount  of  such 
material  removed  does  not  exceed  the  amount  contained  before 
construction  in  the  particular  space  to  be  occupied  by  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  said  building. 

(5)  The  regular  renting  of  rooms  or  the  furnishing  of  table  board 
in  a  dwelling  by  prearrangement  to  not  more  than  5  persons. 

(6)  The  use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  or  building  accessory 
thereto  by  a  person  resident  on  the  premises  as  an  office,  studio 
or  workroom  for  a  home  occupation,  provided  that: 

(a)  Such  use  is  clearly  incidental  and  secondary  to  the  use  of 
the  premises  for  dwelling  purposes. 

(b)  Not  more  than  one  person  other  than  residents  of  the  prem¬ 
ises  is  regularly  employed  thereon  in  connection  with  such 
use. 

(c)  No  stock  in  trade  is  regularly  maintained. 

(d)  No  offensive  noise,  vibration,  smoke,  dust,  odor,  heat  or 
glare  is  produced. 

(e)  There  is  no  exterior  display  and  no  exterior  sign,  except 
as  hereinafter  permitted. 

(i)  There  is  no  exterior  storage  of  material  or  equipment  (in¬ 
cluding  the  exterior  parking  of  commercial  vehicles)and  no 
other  exterior  indication  of  such  use  or  variation  from  the  resi¬ 
dential  character  of  the  premises. 

C.  Accessory  Uses  in  Business  Zones. 

In  a  “B-l”  and  “B”  zone  permitted  accessory  uses  include: 

(1)  Such  industry  or  light  manufacturing  (including  processing, 
assembly  and  repairs)  as  is  usual  in  connection  with  a  permitted 
principal  use,  provided  that  it  does  not  occupy  an  area  exceed¬ 
ing  fifty  percent  of  the  total  floor  area  occupied  by  the  principal 
use,  that  the  major  portion  of  all  products  manufactured  are 
to  be  sold  at  retail  on  the  premises  and  that  no  more  than 
five  operatives  are  regularly  employed  therein.

3-7.  Accessory  Signs . 


A.  Signs  in  Residence  Zones. 

In  an  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  and  “A-3”  zone,  the  following  exterior 
signs  are  permitted: 

(1)  One  non-flashing  sign  for  each  dwelling  unit  on  the  premises 
not  over  one  square  foot  in  area,  indicating  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  occupant,  or  pertaining  to  a  permitted  home  occu¬ 
pation. 

(2)  One  non-flashing  sign  not  over  eight  square  feet  in  area  per¬ 
taining  to  permitted  buildings,  structures  and  uses  on  the 
premises  other  than  dwellings  and  their  accessory  uses,  pro¬ 
vided  that  no  such  sign  is  located  within  twenty  feet  of  any 
street  or  lot  line. 

(3)  Temporary  unlighted  sign  aggregating  not  over  twenty  square 
feet  in  an  area  pertaining  to  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  premises, 
provided  that  no  such  signs  are  located  within  twenty  feet  of 
any  street  or  lot  line. 

(4)  Unlighted  directional  signs  not  exceeding  one  square  foot  in 
area  pertaining  to  churches,  schools,  institutions  and  other 
public  or  non-profit  uses. 


B.  Signs  in  Business  and  Commercial  Zones. 

In  a  “B-l”  and  “B”  and  “C”  zone,  exterior  signs  pertaining  to 
permitted  buildings,  structures  and  uses  on  the  premises,  provided 
that: 


(1)  Such  signs  do  not  exceed  in  total  area  one  square  foot  for  each 
lineal  foot  of  principal  street  frontage  occupied  by  the  premises. 

(2)  Not  more  than  two  such  signs,  other  than  those  which  are 
attached  to  and  are  part  of  the  architectural  design  of  a  building, 
shall  be  permitted  for  each  separate  and  distinct  principal  use 
on  the  premises. 


3-8.  Site  Plan  Approval. 

A.  Required  Approval  in  Business  and  Commercial  Zones. 

In  a  “B-l,”  “B,”  and  “C”  zone,  no  business  or  commercial  build¬ 
ing  shall  be  constructed  or  externally  enlarged,  and  no  business  or 
commercial  use  shall  be  established  or  expanded  in  ground  area 
except  in  conformity  with  a  site  plan  bearing  an  endorsement  of 
approval  by  the  Planning  Board.  Said  site  plan  shall  show,  among 
other  things,  all  existing  and  proposed  buildings,  structures,  parking 
spaces,  driveway  openings,  driveways,  service  areas,  and  other  open 
uses,  all  facilities  for  sewage  refuse  and  other  waste  disposal,  and 
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tor  surface  water  drainage,  and  ail  landscape  features  (such  as 
fences,  walls,  planting  areas  and  walks)  on  the  lot.  Any  person  de¬ 
siring  approval  of  a  site  plan  under  this  paragraph  shall  submit  said 
plan  to  the  Town  Building  Commissioner,  who  shall  transmit  it 
forthwith  to  the  Planning  Board,  and  no  building  permit  shall  be 
issued  until  said  Board  has  approved  the  plan  or  has  allowed  forty- 
five  (45)  days  to  elapse  after  receipt  thereof  without  acting  thereon. 
The  Board  shall  have  power  to  modify  or  amend  its  approval  of  a 
site  plan  on  application  of  the  person  owning  or  leasing  the  prem¬ 
ises,  or  upon  its  own  motion  in  the  event  of  changes  in  physical  con¬ 
ditions  sufficient  to  justify  such  action  within  the  intent  of  this 
paragraph.  All  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  applicable  to 
approval  shall,  where  apt,  be  applicable  to  such  modification  or 
amendment. 

In  considering  a  site  plan  under  this  paragraph  the  Planning 
Board  shall  assure,  to  a  degree  consistent  with  a  reasonable  use  of  the 
site  for  the  purposes  permitted  by  the  regulations  of  the  district  in 
which  located: 

(1)  Protection  of  adjoining  premises  against  seriously  detrimental 
or  offensive  uses  on  the  site. 

(2)  Convenience  and  safety  of  vehicular  and  pedistrian  movement 
within  the  site  and  in  relation  to  adjacent  ways  and  land. 

(3)  Adequacy  of  the  methods  of  disposal  for  sewage,  refuse  and  other 
wastes  resulting  from  the  uses  permitted  on  the  site,  and  the 
methods  of  drainage  for  surface  water  from  its  parking  spaces 
and  driveways. 

In  exercising  its  jurisdiction  under  this  paragraph,  the  Board 
shall  conform  to  all  requirements  of  procedure  applicable  to  a  board 
of  appeals  when  hearing  and  deciding  requests  for  special  permits 
under  Section  30  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the 
requirements  thereof  for  public  notice  and  hearing. 

B.  Applicability  of  Approval  Requirements. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph  3-8,  the  following  uses  shall 
be  considered  as  business  or  commercial  uses,  and  all  buildings  de¬ 
signed,  arranged  or  constructed  for,  or  occupied  by,  one  or  more 
such  uses  shall  be  considered  as  business  or  commercial  buildings: 

(1)  Any  of  the  uses  permitted  in  “B-l,”  “B,”  or  “C”  zones,  but  not 
permitted  in  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  or  “A-3”  zones  (with  or  without 
Board  of  Appeals  authorization). 

(2)  Any  of  the  following  “A-l,”  “A-2,”  or  “A-3”  zone  uses,  when 
located  in  a  “B-l,”  or  “B”  or  “C”  zone. 
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(a)  Nursery  school  or  other  agency  for  day  care  of  children, 
or  private  organized  camp. 

(b)  Rest  home,  convalescent  or  nursing  home. 

(c)  Commercial  livery  or  mooring  for  marine  pleasure  craft. 

(d)  Commercial  golf  course  or  riding  academy. 

(e)  Tourist  home,  boarding  or  lodging  house. 

(f)  Salesroom  or  stand  for  the  display  and  sale  of  agricultural 
and  horticultural  products,  or  commercial  greenhouse. 

(g)  Airport,  airpark  or  landing  field,  unless  accessory  to  a  dwell¬ 
ing  or  operated  by  a  government  agency. 

Section  4. 

NON-CONFORMING  BUILDINGS  AND  USES 

4-1.  Buildings  and  Uses  Already  in  Existence. 

Any  lawful  building  or  structure,  or  use  of  a  building,  structure 
or  land  existing  at  the  time  this  by-law  is  adopted  may  be  continued, 
although  not  conforming  to  the  regulations  of  the  zone  in  which 
located,  unless  and  until  abandoned  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

4-2.  Change  of  Non-Conforming  Use. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  may  authorize  a  non-conforming  use 
to  be  changed  to  a  more  restricted  use  or  to  a  specified  use  not  sub¬ 
stantially  different  in  character,  or  more  detrimental  or  injurious 
to  persons,  property  or  improvements  in  the  vicinity. 

4- 3.  Repair  and  Restoration  of  Non-Conforming  Use. 

A  non-conforming  building,  structure,  or  use  damaged  or  des¬ 
troyed  by  accidental  causes  may  be  repaired,  reconstructed  or  re¬ 
stored  within  the  same  portion  of  the  lot  and  used  as  before,  pro¬ 
vided  that  such  repair,  reconstruction  or  restoration  is  completed 
within  two  years  of  said  damage  or  destruction. 

Section  5. 

HEIGHT  AND  OPEN  SPACE  REQUIREMENTS 

'■'v 

5- 1.  Building  Heights. 

In  all  zones,  no  building  shall  be  constructed  or  altered  to  exceed 
more  than  three  stories  or  forty  feet  in  height,  the  height  in  each  case 
to  be  measured  vertically  from  the  average  finished  grade  of  the 
ground  adjoining  such  building  to  the  highest  point  of  the  roof 
for  flat  roofs,  to  the  deck  line  for  mansard  roofs,  and  to  the  average 
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height  between  eaves  and  ridge  for  gable,  hip  and  gambrel  roofs. 
5-2.  Height  Protection. 

Chimneys,  spires,  towers  and  other  projections  not  used  for 
human  occupancy,  whether  constituting  separate  structures  or  at¬ 
tached  to  buildings,  may  be  constructed  above  the  height  limita¬ 
tions  hereinbefore  established,  but  no  such  structure  or  projection 
shall  be  constructed  in  any  zone  to  a  height  greater  than  seventy- 
five  feet  without  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

5-3.  Set  Back  and  Yard  Requirements. 

In  all  zones,  except  as  here  provided,  no  building  shall  here¬ 
inafter  be  erected  on  its  lot  nearer  to  the  line  of  any  street  or  way 
than  the  “Required  Set  Back  Distance/’  or  nearer  to  the  side  lines 
of  its  lot  than  the  “Required  Side  Yard  Width,”  or  nearer  to  the 
rear  line  of  its  lot  than  the  “Required  Rear  Yard  Depth,”  specified 
in  the  following  table  for  the  zone  in  which  said  lot  is  located:

5-4.  Modifications  and  Exceptions. 

A.  In  all  zones,  no  building  need  be  set  back  on  its  lot  further 
from  the  line  of  a  street  or  way  than  the  average  distance  for  such 
line  of  the  buildings  on  the  same  side  thereof  between  two  inter¬ 
secting  streets  or  ways  and  within  two  hundred  feet  of  the  lot  in 
question.  In  determining  such  average,  accessory  buildings  shall  not 
be  counted.  A  vacant  lot  or  a  lot  occupied  by  a  building  set  back 
more  than  thirty  feet  shall  be  considered  as  though  occupied  by  a 
building  set  back  thirty  feet. 
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B.  In  a  “B-l,”  “B.”  and  “C”  zone,  no  open  display  or  other  open 
use*  where  permitted,  and  no  sign  or  other  structure,  shall  be  lo¬ 
cated  nearer  than  twenty  feet  to  the  line  of  a  street  or  way,  except 
for  the  following: 

(1)  Utility  pole  or  mail  box. 

(2)  Plants  growing  in  the  soil,  if  not  obstructing  the  view  from  the 
street  of  cars  entering  and  leaving  the  premises. 

(8)  Parking  lot  for  passenger  automobiles. 

(4)  Sign  attached  to  a  building  if  extending  not  more  than  three 
feet  in  front  of  said  building,  and  only  above  a  height  of 
ten  feet. 

C.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  projection  of  cornices 
or  eaves  not  exceeding  eighteen  inches  in  width,  steps,  unroofed 
porches  or  window  sills  into  any  required  yard  or  other  open  space.

ARTICLE  53 

Will  the  Town  vote  to  designate  as  “Section  13”  an  addition

Report  of  the  President 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

This  year’s  services  to  our  community  were: 

The  Well  Baby  Clinic  (11  clinics),  under  the  guidance  of  Dr. 
Olga  Allers,  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Alice  Dowd,  R.N.,  the  Public 
Health  Nurse,  examined  112  babies  and  counselled  the  mothers 
on  the  care  and  health  of  their  children. 

The  Immunization  Clinic  had  3  clinic  days,  held  in  cooperation 
with  the  Board  of  Health,  gave  101  children  small-pox,  diphtheria 
and  booster  injections. 

A  committee  of  the  Health  Service  has  been  serving  as  assistants 
to  Dr.  W.  B.  Parsons  at  the  Dental  Clinic  held  weekly  at  the  Central 
Elementary  School. 

In  accordance  with  the  Scholarship  Fund  instituted  in  1954, 
the  sum  of  $100.00  was  given  to  a  high  school  student,  who  had  been 
accepted  in  an  accredited  School  of  Nursing,  and  said  amount  of 
money  is  given  to  assist  in  the  tuition  fee. 

Two  new  activities  have  been  added  this  past  year,  namely: 

(1)  Staffed  and  underwrote  all  expenses  (as  needles,  syringes, 
and  all  supplies)  involved  during  the  2  Salk  Vaccine  Clinics  held 
in  June  at  the  Jenkins  and  Central  Elementary  Schools,  where  263 
children  were  inoculated. 

(2)  The  sum  of  $100.00  was  allocated  to  Mental  Health  and 
to  be  used  by  Mr.  Howard  Pierce,  Chief  Probation  Officer  for  Ju¬ 
veniles  in  Plymouth  County,  as  he  saw  fit  in  Scituate.  We  feel  this 
is  a  new  branch  of  Civic  Health  and  wish  to  assist. 

Our  organization  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
the  citizens  of  Scituate  during  a  drive  for  funds  each  July.  A  contri¬ 
bution  of  $1.00  entitles  you  to  a  membership.  The  organization  is 
hopeful  of  giving  added  services  to  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  a  brief  report  of 
our  activities  for  the  year  1955.  Due  to  the  flood  in  August,  it  has 
been  a  very  busy  year,  otherwise,  due  to  the  cut  in  our  appropriation, 
it  would  have  been  necessary  to  discontinue  our  work  program  and 
all  services  by  October  1. 

asset  to  this  Department.  Fifteen  hundred  miles  of  our  streets  were 
swept,  some  once,  some  many  times.  All  old  sidewalks  were  checked 
for  repairs  and  many  new  sidewalks  were  completed.  Many  old  street 
signs  were  replaced  by  new  metal  signs  and  more  traffic  paint  was 
applied  than  ever  before. 

In  the  Spring  of  1955,  our  program  began  by  cleaning  and 
patching  all  roads  to  make  them  presentable  for  the  summer  traffic. 
The  power  sweeper  which  we  purchased  a  year  ago  has  been  a  great 

Over  the  past  few  years  we  have  had  many  complaints  about  a 
piece  of  road  from  North  Scituate  Village  to  the  Cohasset  line.  We 
completed  that  resurfacing  job  this  Fall. 

Approximately  twelve  miles,  (or  about  one-half  of  which  we 
planned  to  do)  of  our  highways  were  surface  treated.  As  a  whole,  at 
the  end  of  1955,  our  roads  were  in  very  good  condition,  but  at  this 
writing,  with  thirty  inches  of  frost  in  the  ground  and  a  week  of  con¬ 
tinuous  rain,  it  is  evident  that  we  will  face  a  bad  condition  in  the 
Spring. 

Due  to  the  early  freezeup,  there  were  many  projects  which  we 
coidd  not  complete  100%  such  as  Beaver  Dam  Road  (Chapter  90), 
Moorland  Road,  Third  Cliff,  the  sidewalk  at  Humarock  Beach  and 
a  culvert  at  Maple  Street.  These  projects  will  be  completed  as  soon 
as  possible  as  the  weather  allows. 

Due  to  our  growth  and  new  building,  we  are  still  confronted 
with  a  serious  drainage  problem.  As  you  remember  in  our  1955 
Town  Meeting,  our  drainage  appropriation  was  cut  approximately 
$24,000.  1  felt,  as  a  taxpayer,  that  if  the  people  of  our  d  own  felt 
that  they  could  not  afford  to  appropriate  this  extra  money,  it  was 
satisfactory  to  me.  However,  we  tried,  with  the  money  we  had  at  our 
disposal,  to  do  those  projects  which  we  thought  were  a  health  and 
public  menace. 
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As  we  all  remember,  instead  of  our  usual  hurricane,  we  were 
visited  by  one  of  the  worst  floods  we  have  had  in  the  history  of  the 
Town,  which  caused  the  flooding  of  hundreds  of  cellars  and  the 
destruction  of  many  oil  burners.  We  kept  a  crew  of  men  from  this 
Department  twenty-four  hours  a  day  in  co-operation  with  the  Fire 
Department,  pumping  cellars.  Immediately  upon  inspection  by  the 
Health  Engineer  and  myself,  a  state  of  emergency  was  declared  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  authorizing  this  Department  to  spend  up  to 
$25,000  to  relieve  many  of  these  conditions.  The  Board  of  Army 
Engineers  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  were  notified  and 
at  present,  upon  their  inspection,  one-third  of  that  amount  has  been 
reimbursed  to  the  Town.  At  the  present  time,  many  requests  for 
drainage  relief  for  1956  have  been  received  by  this  office.  It  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  do  them  all.  We  will  try  to  do  those  that  we  think  are  most 
important  if  our  budget  is  passed  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  winter  of  1955  was  a  comparatively  mild  one  but  despite 
that  fact,  we  have  put  out  hundreds  of  tons  of  sand  and  salt.  It 
has  always  been  our  thought  to  keep  our  roads  as  safe  as  possible 
during  a  storm  whether  it  is  snow  or  icy  conditions  as  we  always 
have  in  mind  the  safe  transportation  of  our  school  children. 

You  will  notice  in  this  report,  in  order  to  conserve  space,  we 
have  eliminated  actual  figures  of  our  work  completed.  However,  if 
any  citizen  wishes  these  figures,  he  may  obtain  them  at  the  Highway 
Office. 

In  conclusion,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  and  co-operate 
with  all  Departments  and  I  wish  to  thank  them  and  the  many  people 
for  their  great  interest  in  our  accomplishments.  If,  at  any  time,  you 
have  a  problem  which  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  we  would  be  glad  to  help  in  any  way  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  the  privilege  of  the  Water 
Dept,  to  work  in  close  cooperation  with  the  other  Departments  of 
the  Town.  With  the  rapid  growth  of  our  Town  this  is  an  important 
factor  in  the  over-all  administration  of  the  Town’s  affairs.  This 
cooperation  should  continue  on  a  very  high  level  for  the  future  bet¬ 
terment  of  all. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  this  Department  throughout  the  past 
two  years  to  carry  forward  an  extensive  exploration  project  in  an 
endeavor  to  secure  sufficient  water  to  meet  the  increasing  demands 
not  only  of  the  year-round  population  but  of  our  thousands  of 
summer  residents. 

During  1955  the  Commissioners  unanimously  agreed  that  a 
special  survey  (the  first  since  1935)  should  be  made  of  all  homes 
being  billed  on  a  fixture  basis.  From  this  survey  the  Town  realized 
a  yearly  revenue  increase  of  more  than  $9,000.00.  This  sum  repre¬ 
sents  the  dollar  value  of  undeclared  fixtures.  This  survey  will  be 
continued  in  1956  to  include  all  homes  not  covered  in  1955. 

Our  new  well  on  Chief  Justice  Cushing  Highway  was  in  use 
during  the  summer  months  of  1955  on  a  temporary  basis.  It  is  now 
completed,  with  a  new  Diesel  power  plant,  and  will  be  in  use  this 
year.  This  gives  the  Town  two  Diesel  pumps  with  a  pumping 
capacity  of  over  a  million  gallons  a  day;  sufficient  to  supply  our 
normal  needs  if  electric  power  fails  for  any  reason. 

All  of  you  surely  remember  the  floods  of  the  past  year  that 
caused  considerable  damage  throughout  the  Town.  The  Water 
Dept,  suffered  very  little  damage,  but  a  serious  situation  was 
averted  due  to  the  prompt  action  of  the  Department  personnel. 
The  wells  at  Webster’s  Meadow  became  flooded  with  surface  water 
and  could  have  been  pumped  throughout  the  Town  except  for 
the  quick  action  of  Supt.  Sherman,  Asst.  Supt.  Whittaker  and  Engr. 
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Allen,  who  put  the  well  out  of  operation.  In  behalf  of  the  Town’s 
people,  we,  the  Commissioners,  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  these 
men  for  a  job  well  done. 

For  the  first  time  in  many,  many  years  the  Commissioners  held 
special  meetings  during  August  and  September  of  1955  for  the 
purpose  of  permitting  the  citizens  of  the  Town  to  bring  their  sug¬ 
gestions,  complaints  and  criticisms  before  the  Board.  A  complete 
written  record  of  all  these  suggestions  and  complaints  has  been 
kept,  and  they  will  assist  the  Commissioners  in  the  decisions  that 
they  must  make  in  the  future  to  economically  operate  the  Town’s 
Water  Department. 

We  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Engineer,  which  will  give  in  detail  the  costs 
and  statistics  of  the  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

WATER  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  Scituate,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 

Following  is  the  twenty-fourth  annual  report  to  the  Scituate 
Water  Commissioners  recording  the  work  accomplished  during  the 
year  of  1955. 

A  total  of  8085  ft.  of  6-inch  water  mains  was  installed  by  the 
Water  Dept,  and  private  enterprise.  190  homes  were  equipped  with 
water  services,  and  59  old  services  were  renewed,  d  en  hydrants  were 
added  to  the  distribution  system,  and  22  water  meters  were  installed 
in  business  establishments  and  in  the  Humarock  area. 

In  the  early  spring  approximately  34  acres  of  land  was  acquired 
from  the  Brockton  Edison  Co.,  and  a  driveway  was  constructed  from 
Route  3A  to  the  site  of  our  test  well  borings. 

At  this  point  a  24"  x  18"  stabilized  gravel  packed  well  was  in¬ 
stalled  by  the  R.  S.  Chapman  Co.  of  Oakdale,  Mass.,  and  a  tem¬ 
porary  pump  set  up  to  test-prove  the  area. 

During  the  summer  months  over  75  million  gallons  of  water 
was  pumped  from  this  well  into  the  system,  and  when  the  pump 
was  shut  down  the  water  in  the  ground  returned  to  its  static  level 
in  less  than  24  hours.  This  output  exceeded  our  expectations  and 
warranted  the  construction  of  a  permanent  building  complete  with 
new  pumping  equipment  and  Diesel  auxiliary.  In  case  of  electric 
power  failure  we  now  have  two  Diesel-powered  units  capable  of  de¬ 
livering  over  a  million  gallons  of  water  per  day. 

In  the  month  of  June  the  water  main  on  1st  Parish  Rd.,  from 
Cudworth  Rd.  to  the  Scituate  Railroad  Crossing,  was  cleaned.  An 
estimated  seven  tons  of  rust  was  removed,  which  greatly  improved 
the  roily  water  condition  of  this  area  and  increased  the  fire  flow. 

A  fixture  survey  was  made  during  the  summer  months  and  re¬ 
sulted  in  a  substantial  reduction  of  certain  fixture  rates,  due  to  the 
increase  in  revenue  obtained  by  this  survey. 
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The  torrential  rains  of  August  flooded  the  Webster  meadow 
well  field  and  filled  the  wells  with  surface  water.  After  the  water 
receded  the  wells  had  to  be  pumped  to  waste  for  nearly  a  month 
before  the  State  Board  of  Health  permitted  its  use.  During  August, 
19.79"  of  rain  fell  in  Scituate,  which  is  the  amount  normally  re¬ 
ceived  over  a  five-month  period.  Because  of  the  saturated  condition 
of  the  ground  many  of  our  proposed  projects  were  postponed  until 
late  fall,  and  some  were  abandoned  entirely  because  of  ground  con¬ 
ditions. 

Replacement  of  the  road  surface  on  both  7th  Ave.  and  Cliff 
Ave.,  where  water  mains  had  been  installed,  had  to  be  postponed 
due  to  frozen  ground.  Deep  penetration  of  frost  caused  an  unusual 
number  of  frozen  services  and  meter  pits. 


Exploration  work  for  a  new  source  of  supply  was  carried  on 
throughout  the  year.  The  outlet  of  the  Herring  River  water-shed, 
below  the  Tack  Factory  Pond,  was  tested  with  borings  spaced  fifty 
feet  apart,  after  a  Seismic  Survey  showed  ample  depth  to  bedrock 
and  favorable  ground  characteristics.  None  of  the  test  wells  pro¬ 
duced  over  30  gallons  per  minute,  which  was  very  discouraging  and 
costly. 

As  Scituate  continues  to  grow,  failure  to  obtain  a  sufficient 
ground  water  supply  must  result  either  in  the  construction  of  a  large 
reservoir  and  filtration  plant  or  to  obtain  water  from  the  M.  D.  C. 

On  Dec.  9,  1955,  a  meeting  was  held  by  the  Department  heads 
of  Scituate  and  adjoining  towns  and  Sen.  Edward  C.  Stone  ex¬ 
plained  the  proposed  legislation  necessary  to  admit  Scituate  to 
membership  in  the  Metropolitan  Water  District.  It  was  unani¬ 
mously  agreed  that  Scituate  should  ask  for  membership  in  said 
Metropolitan  Water  District,  with  the  provision  that  the  Town 
would  not  be  bound  to  any  obligations. 

A  report  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  relative  to 
extensions  of  its  water  distributing  mains  into  the  cities  and  towns 
of  Plymouth  and  Bristol  Counties,  was  presented,  but  the  propor¬ 
tionate  share  each  Town  would  have  to  pay  for  its  services  has  not 
been  determined.  When  accurate  figures  are  available  they  will  be 
compared  with  the  annual  cost  of  exploration,  plus  the  construction 
costs  of  future  plants.  Unless  the  cost  of  obtaining  Metropolitan 
water  is  prohibitive  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  it  would  be  very 
wise  to  obtain  this  service  and  have  the  security  of  an  unlimited 
water  supply. 
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An  itemized  account  of  the  installation  of  water  mains  by  the 
Water  Dept,  and  private  enterprise  may  be  seen  in  the  tables  follow¬ 
ing  this  report. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  personnel  of  all  Town  Departments,  the 
plumbers  and  contractors  for  their  cooperation  in  making  our  work 
pleasant  and  efficient.

Your  police  department  is  in  desperate  need  of  a  new  housing 
facility.  The  present  building  has  been  condemned  and  that  part 
of  it  used  as  a  detention  room  has  been  referred  to  in  the  report 
as  a  dangerous  fire  hazard  and  a  public  health  menace.  There  is  no 


peed  greater  than  is  reasonable 
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facility  to  take  care  of  female  detention.  The  administrative  section 
is  inadequate  and  we  cannot  properly  conduct  serious  criminal  in¬ 
vestigations  in  the  present  building. 

There  will  be  two  articles  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  of 
March  5th,  1956.  One  is  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  a  new  building 
to  be  later  located  upon  and  the  other  is  for  the  cost  of  plans. 

The  time  is  here  to  make  a  start  on  this  serious  problem  and 
we  hope  that  you  the  people  will  take  action. 

May  I  conclude  this  report  with  a  word  of  sincere  thanks  to 
your  Honorable  Board,  the  various  town  departments  and  all  the 
citizens  of  Scituate  for  the  excellent  co-operation  given  the  Police 
Department  in  the  year  1955.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CLAM  WARDEN 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  report  is  based  on  the  activities  of  the  Dept. 

The  creeks  at  the  North  River  Area  that  have  been  so  heavily 
dug  over  for  clams,  are  being  reseeded.  The  clam  seed  is  taken 
from  the  Harbor  Area,  with  the  help  of  another  man,  and  trans¬ 
planted  in  the  Third  Cliff  section  of  the  North  River.  This  sec¬ 
tion  was  seeded  before  and  produced  some  good  clam  digging. 

Two  acres  of  fiat  that  was  seeded  in  at  Humarock  with  seed 
from  the  Harbor  will  be  opened  for  digging  this  fall. 

Twelve  hundred  feet  of  chicken  wire  fencing,  with  a  six-inch 
baffle  board  top,  was  put  around  a  seed  area  at  Humarock,  to  protect 
the  clams  from  green  crabs.  The  fencing  kept  the  crabs  from  the 
clams  almost  100%.  A  small  area  was  left  open  without  fencing,  and 
the  crabs  completely  destroyed  the  seed. 

Three  crab  traps  were  fished  near  the  fencing,  to  get  an  idea 
how  many  crabs  came  up  on  the  flat  at  high  water.  The  traps 
averaged  two  hundred  crabs  a  trap.  This  year  more  fencing  will 
be  put  around  seed  areas. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  bushels  of  legal  size  quahaugs  were 
seeded  in  two  creeks  at  the  North  River.  This  spring  the  same 
amount  is  planned  to  be  seeded  in,  to  produce  some  natural  qua- 
haug  seed.  More  quahaug  seed  showed  up  throughout  the  River 
than  in  any  other  year.  The  seed  should  set  in  the  creeks  and  pond 
holes,  with  good  water  circulation,  as  the  quahaug  is  usually  found 
under  water. 

The  mussels  brought  on  the  flats,  by  the  ice,  which  had  seed 
on  them,  were  cleared  off. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  connected  with  the  Division 
of  Marine  Fisheries,  for  their  advice  and  assistance  during  the 
past  year.  The  Div.  of  Marine  Fisheries  has  granted  one  thousand 
dollars,  for  reseeding  and  predator  control  for  1956.

Gentlemen: 

During  1955  your  inspectors  have  approved,  after  a  water  test, 
all  plumbing  installed  for  which  permits  have  been  granted. 

At  the  instigation  of  the  Planning  Board  a  survey  was  made  by 
the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  revise  the  Building 
Code,  in  order  to  arrive  at  an  equitable  fee  to  be  charged  for  permits 
for  all  building  operations. 

After  much  research  and  consideration  of  fees  paid  in  other 
towns  for  comparable  services,  this  Committee  unanimously  recom¬ 
mend  those  set  forth  in  the  Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  for  approval 
under  Article  00.  In  establishing  these  fees  it  was  not  the  intent  to 
make  the  building  department  entirely  self-supporting  as  this  might 
curtail  building  to  such  an  extent  that  it  would  deprive  the  Town  of 
revenue  on  much  new  taxable  property. 

With  your  approval  fees  for  plumbing  and  sewage  disposal 
permits  have  been  written  into  the  Building  Code  so  that  the 
builder  or  owner  may  be  aware  of  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of 
Health  when  he  applies  for  a  building  permit.  As  a  further  health 
measure  a  permit  must  be  obtained  for  the  remodelling  of  an  exist¬ 
ing  sewage  disposal  plant  which  has  become  inadequate. 

All  new  developments  which  have  been  sanctioned  by  the 
Planning  Board  have  been  approved  by  your  Agent  and  the  Town 
Engineer,  Mr.  Bamber,  for  proper  drainage  and  the  disposition  of 
sewage  underground.  All  departments  have  been  most  cooperative 
in  our  efforts  to  promote  and  maintain  Public  Health. 

The  Sewerage  Investigating  Committee  have  obtained  a  detailed 
study  of  the  proposed  sewerage  works  from  the  Consulting  En¬ 
gineers,  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  covering  a  design  of  progress  extending  over 
many  years  and  they  will  present  a  synopsis  of  the  study  and  recom¬ 
mendations  in  a  separate  report  to  the  Town.

To  the  Voters  of  Scituate: 

Our  report  this  year  will  have  to  continue  the  story  of  the 
ever  rising  cost  of  public  relief.  Our  Legislature  at  its  1955  session 
granted  additional  sums  to  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  and 
authorized  additional  payments  for  hospital  care,  and  while  Social 
Security  benefits  help  to  a  small  extent  we  expect  the  total  cost  of 
this  category  for  1956  will  be  greater  than  ever.  The  new  medical 
plan  put  into  effect  by  the  State  has  very  greatly  increased  the 
amount  of  clerical  work  necessary,  but  we  have  yet  to  see  any 
marked  reduction  in  these  costs. 

The  general  statements  above  apply  also  to  the  Aid  to  De¬ 
pendent  Children  program  which  shows  not  only  an  increase 
in  cost,  but  also  a  marged  increase  in  the  number  of  families 
benefited. 

Welfare  and  Disability  Assistance  show  only  the  expected  and 
natural  increase  during  the  winter  months  which  will  probably  re¬ 
turn  to  normal  with  the  coming  of  warm  weather. 

The  resignation  of  our  Welfare  Agent,  Mrs.  Ethel  R.  Andrews, 
took  effect  on  January  1,  1956,  and  her  place  is  filled  by  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  Rand,  who  is  fully  qualified  under  Civil 
Service  rules  for  the  position. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  all  individuals  and  Town  Officials 
who  have  assisted  in  carrying  out  the  work  for  which  this  Board  is 
responsible.

Two  college  students  were  employed  to  good  ad¬ 
vantage  during  the  summer,  however,  permanent  engineering  as¬ 
sistance  soon  must  be  made  available. 

Planning  Board  activities  reached  an  all  time  high,  necessitat¬ 
ing  many  hours  of  designs,  supervision  and  inspection  of  plans,  lot 
sizes,  drainage,  road  construction,  etc. 

A  survey  was  made  and  a  topographical  plan  drawn  of  the 
Wampatuck  School  lot  on  Tilden  Road. 

The  August  flood  proved  the  inadequacy  of  many  of  our  road 
drains,  and  survey  studies  wrere  made  to  eventually  correct  the  same. 

Assistance  was  given  to  State  Engineers  on  the  Harbor  Parking 
Space  addition  and  several  foreshore  protection  projects,  also  to 
County  Engineers  on  the  layout  of  Beaver  Dam  Road. 

Many  evenings  were  spent  on  the  following  committees;  Town 
Pier,  Harbor  Development,  Sewerage,  and  Municipal  Building  and 
consultant  to  the  Planning  Board.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen: 

During  the  year  of  1955  we  planted  176  maple,  22  willow,  and 
30  moraine  locust  trees  on  our  roadsides.  Due  to  the  heat  and 
drought  in  the  early  summer,  many  of  them  did  not  survive,  so 
there  will  be  many  replacements  to  be  made  this  coming  spring. 

The  hurricanes  were  good  to  us  this  year  by  missing  us,  and 
the  floods  gave  this  department  very  little  trouble.  We  have  the 
damage  from  the  last  storms  completed  and  a  few  more  years  of 
growth  on  the  trees  will  hide  most  of  that. 

The  dutch  elm  disease  is  still  with  us  and  the  number  of  elms 
we  lose  each  year  is  always  around  50.  Nothing  new  has  been 
found  to  get  rid  of  it  more  than  the  spray,  trim  and  remove  method 
we  always  used.  The  moraine  locust  tree  we  are  planting  in  the 
place  of  the  elm  is  growing  well  and  is  going  to  make  a  fine 
shade  tree  for  our  roadsides. 

The  gypsy  moth  did  not  show  up  anywhere  in  Scituate  this 
year  but  the  tick,  earwig  and  Japanese  beetle  were  very  bad  and 
gave  everybody  lots  of  trouble.  More  people  are  grub  proofing 
their  lawns  and  putting  the  milky  spore  disease  for  the  Japanese 
beetle  around  and  this  should  control  them,  but  everybody  has  to 
help.  There  is  no  easy  way  to  get  them  off  your  property. 

Our  roadsides  are  looking  better  every  year.  I  still  hope  to  see 
the  year  when  we  do  not  have  to  see  any  refuse  left  on  them.  All 
street  corners  and  blind  areas  were  cut  back  for  driving  safety,  and 
all  the  bad  poison  ivy  spots  on  sidewalks  and  streets  sprayed. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  us  in  any  way  this 

year.

Gentlemen: 

The  year  1955  was  the  first  full  year  for  the  newly  renovated 
Allen  Memorial  Library.  During  1955  the  circulation  of  books 
reached  a  total  of  44,491.  Books  acquired  by  purchase  or  gift 
totalled  1308.  The  growth  of  the  subscribers’  list  coincided  with 
the  growth  of  the  town.  Of  the  1049  new  people  who  registered, 
186  were  summer  residents. 

Although  the  alterations  made  in  1953  and  1954  were  extensive, 
it  is  already  apparent  that  an  additional  reference  reading  room 
is  needed.  This  room  should  be  set  apart  from  the  general  reading 
room  for  the  use  of  students. 

A  greater  degree  of  efficiency  and  accessability  could  be  achieved 
by  bringing  together  all  the  stacks  of  adult  books.  At  present  they 
are  in  opposite  ends  of  the  library. 

The  Association  wishes  to  thank  the  Garden  Club  for  its 
continuous  supply  of  unusual  flower  arrangements.  To  the  Girl 
Scouts,  the  Association  is  indebted  for  the  planting  of  tulips  that 
bloomed  so  beautifully  in  the  spring  of  1955.

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  is  an  educational 
organization  which  is  a  part  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts. 

There  are  three  departments  —  Agriculture,  Home  and  4-H  — 
and  the  office  in  the  Court  House,  Brockton,  Massachusetts. 

The  Program  of  each  department  —  Agriculture,  Home  Econ¬ 
omics  and  4-H  is  planned  with  the  cooperation  of  farm,  rural  and 
urban  people.  County  Extension  Agents  strive  to  bring  to  county 
people  the  results  of  research  in  Agriculture  and  Homemaking,  that 
will  increase  incomes,  provide  a  better  living,  and  happier  family 
life,  by  teaching  people  to  help  themselves.  Hundreds  of  leaders 
trained  by  the  Extension  Service  Staff,  augment  their  teaching 
by  publicizing  Extension  Service  Programs  and  passing  on  to  people 
in  their  own  communities  the  information  they  have  received. 

Funds  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  are  derived  principally 
from  the  County.  Some  Federal  funds  are  also  made  available 
through  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  Most  towns  in  Plymouth 
County  make  a  token  appropriation  which  is  used  for  the  general 
expenditures  of  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service.  Town 
Directors  are  appointed  in  these  towns  where  an  appropriation  is 
made.  These  Town  Directors  are  unpaid  volunteer  leaders  who 
serve  as  the  Extension  Service  representatives  in  their  respective 
town. 

A  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Plymouth  County  Com¬ 
missioners  administers  the  Extension  Service  program.

The  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1955  is  sub¬ 
mitted  for  your  approval. 

The  department  responded  to  631  emergency  calls  during  the 
year.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  very  few  of  these  calls  were  for 
fires  incurring  any  serious  damage,  and  none  resulted  in  loss  of  life. 

The  apparatus  and  equipment  is  presently  adequate  and 
efficient,  and  should  serve  the  needs  of  the  town  for  some  time  to 
come. 

The  several  fire  stations  are  in  good  repair,  excepting  only 
that  at  North  Scituate.  The  condition  and  general  layout  of  this 
station  are  such  that  it’s  replacement  is  advisable.  The  Town 
Buildings  Committee  will  submit  recommendations  in  this  mat¬ 
ter  at  the  town  meeting  in  March. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  report  the  resignation  of  Elmer 
F.  Ramsdell,  Call  Fire  Fighter.  Elmer  has  served  this  department 
and  his  fellow  citizens  loyally  and  unstintingly  for  the  past  fifty 
years.  He  was  enrolled  in  the  department  on  November  5,  1905 
and  retired  December  1,  1955.  We  shall  all  miss  “Rammy.” 

As  always,  we  have  enjoyed  most  cordial  relations  with  all  other 
departments  of  the  town,  and  extend  our  thanks  to  them  and  to  the 
citizens  of  the  town  for  their  co-operation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

TOWN  COUNSEL 


Litigation  involving  the  Town  continues  to  increase. 

Under  Article  43  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Town  Meeting  of 
March  7,  1955  the  Town  voted  to  purchase  for  $15,000,  or  take  by 
eminent  domain  a  parcel  of  land  on  Tilden  Road,  containing  ap¬ 
proximately  eleven  acres,  to  be  used  as  the  site  for  a  new  school. 
As  negotiations  with  the  owner  had  not  resulted  in  effecting  the 
purchase  of  this  land,  the  title  was  examined  and  the  land  was 
taken  by  eminent  domain.  Thereafter  the  owner’s  attorney  indi¬ 
cated  that  the  owner  would  accept  the  amount  which  the  Town 
had  voted  and  a  deed  was  drawn  up  and  sent  to  the  owner’s 
attorney  for  execution.  It  is  expected  that  the  deed  will  be  executed 
and  recorded  prior  to  the  publication  of  this  report. 

The  petition  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the  Selectmen 
to  accept  an  application  of  an  inn  for  a  liquor  license  is  still  pend¬ 
ing  and  will  probably  be  argued  on  the  merits  before  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  at  the  March  sitting.  Inasmuch  as  in  any  event 
the  whole  proceeding  will  doubtless  wind  up  in  a  refusal  of  the 
license  it  would  seem  that  this  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  is 
utterly  futile. 

At  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  a  town  official,  who  had  been 
sued  for  libel,  was  defended.  A  demurrer  was  filed  to  the  plaintiff’s 
declaration,  that  is  to  say,  it  was  contended  therein  that,  as  a 
matter  of  law,  the  declaration  set  forth  no  legal  cause  of  action.  A 
brief  was  prepared  and  filed  and  after  a  hearing  before  a  judge  of 
the  Superior  Court,  the  demurrer  was  sustained.  The  plaintiff 
thereupon  moved  to  amend  his  declaration.  This  motion  was  con¬ 
tested,  and  another  brief  was  prepared  and  filed.  After  hearing  this 
motion  was  also  denied.  The  plaintiff  then  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court.  Still  another  brief  was  prepared  and  filed.  The  case 
was  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  in  March.  The  Court  did 
not  hand  down  its  decision  until  the  fall  and  it  then  dismissed 
the  appeal,  which  of  course  means  that  this  litigation  is  completely 
at  an  end. 

Quite  a  number  of  suits  have  been  brought  for  the  Welfare 
Department,  and  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  both  to  enforce 
liens  on  real  estate  (which  are  required  by  statute  if  the  circum- 
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stances  warrant),  and  to  collect  from  estates  amounts  not  covered 
by  liens.  A  number  of  these  cases  have  been  concluded,  either  by 
settlement  or  payment  in  full.  Other  cases  are  pending. 

This  report  is  intended  only  to  cover  the  highlights,  so  to  speak, 
and  it  does  not  purport  to  include  a  detailed  account  of  all  the 
litigation  in  which  the  Town  was  involved. 

As  is  to  be  assumed,  advice  and  opinions  were  given  on  many 
occasions  and  on  various  matters  to  the  Selectmen  and  to  the  heads 
of  many  of  the  Town  departments,  and  various  types  of  legal 
documents  were  prepared. 

As  in  the  past  years  most  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  have  been  attended.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SEWERAGE  INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE 


December  31,  1955 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

This  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Town  in  1952  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  needs  of  Scituate  for  a  system  of  Sewerage  and  given 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  purposes  of  investigation. 

We  employed  as  consulting  engineer,  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  who 
prepared  a  report.  This  report  contained  a  preliminary  survey 
which  convinced  the  Committee  of  the  need  for  sewerage  works. 
We,  therefore,  came  before  you  at  a  later  date  asking  that  the  sum 
of  $6000.00  be  raised  so  that  a  more  definite  study  could  be  made  by 
the  engineers  and  that  the  Committee  be  continued.  Our  request 
was  granted  and  the  engineers  were  told  to  proceed  with  the  de¬ 
tailed  survey. 

There  are  fifteen  copies  of  this  report  containing  26  pages  tell¬ 
ing  of  the  general  conditions  to  be  encountered,  which  determines 
the  type  and  location  of  treatment  plants  and  type  of  sewers  to  be 
used  in  the  several  areas,  whether  forced  mains  or  gravity.  It  tells 
of  the  topography  of  the  Town  showing  the  approximate  17  square 
miles  and  11,000  acre  territory  with  about  8500  acres,  which  are 
available  for  building  purposes,  and  running  from  sea  level  to  120 
feet  elevation. 

There  are  tables  showing  past  figures  and  future  estimates  of 
the  probable  increase  in  population  in  the  next  35  years.  One  para¬ 
graph  of  the  report  covers  the  very  apparent  need  of  sewers  and  the 
locations  where  the  situation  is  most  critical.  Another  section  covers 
the  basis  of  design  which  determines  the  pipe  sizes  in  accordance 
with  the  rate  of  flow.  Since  the  cost  of  pumping  and  treating  sewage 
is  directly  affected  by  the  quantity  of  sewage  entering  the  system, 
the  engineers  have  recommended  and  designed  the  system  to  carry 
sewage  only  and  not  storm  water.  The  maximum  rate  of  sewage  flow 
is  assumed  as  200  gallons  per  capital  per  day  and  the  tributary 
population  is  based  on  the  figured  density  of  population  per  acre 
rather  than  on  the  present  count. 

The  areas  eventually  served  by  sewers  in  the  Town  would  be 
served  by  two  sewage  treatment  plants,  one  near  Kent  Street  and 
Driftway,  which  will  serve  the  following  sewer  districts:  “The  Har- 
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bor,”  “Sand  Hills,”  “Shore  Acres,”  “Mann  Hill”  and  “Herring 
Brook.”  The  other,  located  near  the  junction  of  Border  Street  and 
Gannett  Road,  would  serve:  “The  Minot,”  “Musquashcut”  and 
“Gulf”  districts.  These  districts  are  described  in  detail. 

An  outline  specification  of  the  treatment  plants  describing  the 
facilities  necessary  to  the  proper  treatment  is  incorporated  in  the 
report. 

The  engineers  have  presented  a  suggested  program  of  construc¬ 
tion  in  four  stages  and  covering  a  twenty  year  period. 

The  first  stage  would  include  the  construction  of  the  initial  por¬ 
tion  of  the  North  River  treatment  plant;  the  Kent  and  Front 
Street  sewer  to  Beaver  Dam  Road;  and  the  lateral  sewers  for  the 
harbor  area. 

The  second  stage  would  extend  the  main  sewer  along  Hatherly 
Road  to  Jericho  and  Hatherly  to  its  intersection  with  Scituate  Ave¬ 
nue.  Construct  the  Sand  Hills  pumping  station,  force  main  and 
Sand  Hills  connecting  sewers. 

The  third  stage  would  construct  the  Brook  Street,  First  Parish 
Road  and  lateral  sewers. 

The  fourth  stage  would  construct  pumping  stations  and  sewers 
to  serve  First,  Second  and  Third  Cliffs  and  pumping  stations  and 
sewers  in  the  Shore  Acres  and  Mann  Hill  districts. 

The  design  for  further  development  is  included  in  the  report 
and  the  order  in  which  the  various  portions  are  sewered  would  be 
determined  by  the  Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  the  necessity, 
the  public  demand  and  the  appropriations  having  been  made  by 
the  Town. 

There  are  graphs  and  figures  showing  the  cost  of  construction 
at  present  day  prices  so  that  the  cost  of  any  portion  of  the  system 
may  be  estimated. 

Accompanying  the  written  report  is  a  map  of  the  Town  show¬ 
ing  the  ultimate  plan  of  the  complete  sewerage  system  with  sewers  in 
the  most  critical  areas  shown  in  various  colors,  which  may  indicate 
certain  areas  to  be  constructed  in  a  certain  period  of  time. 

There  are  also  sixteen  maps  showing  the  profile  of  the  main 
sewers  which  indicate  slopes  and  elevations. 

The  Committee  feels  that  our  engineers  have  done  an  excellent 
piece  of  work  from  beginning  to  end  and  are  pleased  to  present  this 
layout  for  the  future  development  of  the  Sewerage  System  in  the 
Town. 
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We  are  inserting  two  articles  in  the  warrant  this  year  for  your 
approval.  The  first  authorizes  the  Committee  to  petition  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  to  allow  the  Town  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $1,125,000.00  outside 
the  debt  limit.  The  act  will  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  Board 
of  Sewer  Commissioners  and  authorize  them  to  perform  their 
duties.  This  petition  will  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  to  be  acted 
upon  in  1957  and  if  passed,  the  Town  may  appropriate  such  sums 
of  money  as  it  sees  fit  within  the  amount  to  be  used  for  the  purpose. 

The  second  article  seeks  to  have  this  Committee  continued 
and  raise  $1200.00  for  the  further  work  of  the  Committee. 

It  is  our  sincere  wish  that  you  vote  favorably  on  the  articles 
presented  and  thus  provide,  in  the  near  future,  the  Health  protection 
that  the  system  will  provide.

PLANNING  BOARD

Gentlemen: 

During  1955  The  Planning  Board  formally  approved  eight  sub¬ 
divisions  of  land  for  residential  purposes.  These  provided  for  one 
hundred  and  ten  house  lots. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
number  of  interested  townspeople,  effected  major  revision  of  the 
previously  proposed  amendments  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws,  and  these 
amendments  will  be  presented  to  the  Town  Meeting  in  1956.  The 
changes  will  bring  our  by-laws  into  line  with  those  of  other  Massa¬ 
chusetts  towns  of  comparable  size  giving  Scituate  a  full  set  of 
workable  rules  to  govern  its  future  growth. 

The  program  for  1956  has  been  established  and  will  include 
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bringing  the  town  land-use  map  up  to  date,  studying  the  popula¬ 
tion  growth  potential  by  districts,  and  examining  in  detail  the 
whole  matter  of  lot  sizes.  The  present  lot  size  regulations  have 
been  in  effect  long  enough  to  permit  an  appraisal  of  the  results. 

Based  on  these  studies  will  be  consideration  of  the  probable 
future  pattern  of  school  expansion,  the  recreational  needs  of  the 
town  on  a  long  range  basis,  and  provision  for  future  major  public 
ways. 

The  Board  further  plans  to  take  an  active  part  in  setting  up 
a  long  range  program  of  capital  expenditures  for  the  town.

Following  is  a  report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  of  the  Town  of 
Scituate,  setting  forth  the  activities  pursued  during  the  year  1955. 
The  early  part  of  the  year  was  devoted  primarily  to  the  development 
of  a  Civil  Defense  Organization.  Considerable  time  and  effort  was 
spent  on  this  work  and  the  first  of  May  found  the  project  practically 
completed  in  the  basic  levels  with  about  four  hundred  people  en¬ 
rolled  for  emergency  work.  Particular  effort  was  placed  on  com¬ 
munications  as  being  the  most  necessary  feature  in  an  emergency. 
The  Police  and  Fire  Departments  are  equipped  with  two  way  radios 
on  their  cars  and  trucks,  the  W.  R.  Schultz  Co.  has  volunteered 
the  use  of  its  cars,  trucks  and  central  station  equipped  with  two 
way  communication  systems  in  case  of  disaster,  and  the  Civil  Defense 
Agency  has  two  way  mobile  communicators,  four  of  which  were  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  Civil  Defense  Agency.  The  Amateur  Club  under 
Radio  Officer  Arthur  Sylvester,  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
maintaining  these  communicators  and  operating  them  in  emer¬ 
gencies.  Many  of  the  members  are  using  their  own  personal  funds  to 
purchase  and  build  sets  that  will  fit  into  the  network  being  set  up  by 
the  Mass.  Civil  Defense  radio  officers. 
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Radio  drills  are  carried  on  regularly  by  the  C  D  A  members  con¬ 
tacting  Sector  controls  and  other  towns,  in  the  area.  An  amateur 
network  is  being  set  up  and  when  complete  it  will  be  possible  to  put 
through  emergency  messages  in  case  of  disaster.  Because  of  the 
fact  that  the  Fire  and  Police  radios  will  be  jammed  with  messages, 
the  C  D  A  communications  becomes  a  must,  in  case  of  emergency. 

Negotiations  have  been  carried  on  with  Commander  Holleman, 
Chmn.  of  the  Scituate  Red  Cross  Chapter  and  very  satisfactory  ar¬ 
rangements  relative  to  cooperation  in  case  of  disaster  have  been 
reached;  such  that  there  will  be  no  infringements  of  procedures  or 
activities  to  be  carried  on  during  the  period  of  emergency. 

By  courtesy  of  the  Water  Commissioners,  the  C  D  A  has  been 
very  fortunate  in  having  been  granted  the  use  of  an  excellent  office 
in  the  Water  Dept.  Bldg,  in  Greenbush.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from  April  30,  1954 
to  March  19,  1955,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chap¬ 
ter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me 
by  Mr.  William  Schwartz,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  period 
from  April  20,  1954,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  March 
19,  1955,  preparatory  to  the  transfer  of  the  books  and  accounts  and 
of  the  cash  and  savings  deposits  to  the  newly  elected  treasurer,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments 
receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection  were  examined  and  checked  with  the  town  accountant’s 
and  the  town  treasurer’s  records. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s  office  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed 
and  proved  for  the  period  of  the  audit.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  treasury  warrants.  The  appropriations  and  trans¬ 
fers,  as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  record  of  town 
meeting  votes  and  with  the  finance  committee’s  record  of  transfers 
authorized  from  the  reserve  fund,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  March  19,  1955  was  prepared 
and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
checked  with  the  accountant’s  books,  with  the  records  of  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  pay¬ 
ments  were  compared  with  the  accountant’s  books  and  with  the 
selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  March  19,  1955  was  proved  hv 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by 
t lie  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

4'he  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  in¬ 
terest  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The  outstanding 
coupons  on  March  19.  1955  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
balance  in  the  coupon  account  as  shown  by  a  statement  furnished 
bv  the  depository. 
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The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  amounts 
transferred  to  the  town  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the 
accountant’s  books. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  amounts  added  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  tax  records,  the  reported 
redemptions  and  sales  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
the  foreclcosures  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions 
on  hand  were  listed,  proved  with  the  accountant’s  ledger,  and 
checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  on  account  of 
Federal  taxes  and  retirement  system  membership  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies  being  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  poll  and  property  taxes,  as  well  as  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excise,  assessments,  and  water  liens  added  to  taxes, 
outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination,  together  with 
all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  proved.  The 
collections  were  compared  with  the  cash  book  entries  and  with  the 
recorded  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book.  The  abatements  as  entered  on  the  commitment  books 
were  checked  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  re¬ 
spective  ledger  accounts. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  reported  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abate¬ 
ments  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  departmental  records 
of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the  town  accountant’s 
ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to 
a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  street  betterment  assessments  apportioned  were 
examined.  The  amounts  added  to  taxes  were  verified,  while  the 
assessments  not  due  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s 
deferred  revenue  accounts. 
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The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  checked.  The 
records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued  were  examined,  the 
payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book  and  the  payments  to  the  State  being  compared  with  the 
receipts  on  file. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  selectmen 
and  by  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  collections  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  as  shown  by  the 
treasurer’s  and  the  town  accountant’s  books. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  treasurer,  town  collector,  and 
others  required  to  furnish  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s  and  the  town 
collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental  and  water 
accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions 
of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  town  officials  while  en¬ 
gaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  Scituate  School  Committee,  continuously  faced  with  the 
challenge  of  increased  enrollment,  is  consistently  trying  to  maintain 
a  high  standard  of  education,  an  excellent  teaching  staff  and  ade¬ 
quate  classroom  space  for  our  children. 

The  Site  Committee,  reporting  at  the  last  annual  meeting, 
selected  a  location  on  Tilden  Road  situated  in  a  rapidly  growing 
population  center  as  the  most  desirable  site  for  a  new  elementary 
school.  Through  funds  voted  by  the  Town  this  land  has  been 
purchased  and  cleared. 

The  School  Building  Committee,  re-appointed  this  year,  through 
conscientious  study  and  wise  planning  has  decided  that  a  four-room 
addition  to  the  Jenkins  School  plus  a  new  sixteen-room  school  at 
the  Tilden  Road  location  is  the  best  and  most  economical  solution 
to  our  present  school  housing  problem. 

With  an  anticipated  four-room  addition  to  Jenkins  School 
along  with  further  utilization  of  the  Administration  Building  plus 
a  very  careful  scheduling  of  classes  for  1956-1957  we  hope  to  cope 
with  the  overcrowded  situation  until  the  opening  of  the  new  Wam- 
patuck  School. 

The  School  Committee  is  most  grateful  to  the  Townspeople 
for  their  continuing  interest  in  our  schools,  our  children  and  their 
education.

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SCHOOLS

To  be  admitted  to  Grade  One,  a  child  must  have  reached  the 
age  of  five  years,  eight  months,  on  September  1  of  the  year  he  is  to 
enter  school. 

Children  whose  birth  certficates  are  dated  later  than  January  1, 
will  not  be  enrolled. 

Kindergarten  pupils  will  not  be  admitted  after  October  1. 

A  vaccination  certificate  must  be  presented  to  the  school  when 
a  pupil  enters  for  the  first  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
What  Stands  In  Our  Wav? 

I  am  asked  at  least  fifteen  times  a  year,  “Mr.  Chace,  how  do 
Scituate  schools  rank  in  the  state?”  and  “How  do  our  schools  rank 
in  comparison  with  this  town  or  that  town?” 

I  can  honestly  say  that  Scituate’s  schools  rank  high  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  but  I  cannot  tell  anyone  how  our  schools  compare  with 
those  of  any  other  town  because  schools  in  the  Commonwealth  are 
not  so  rated. 

If  you  go  to  Schools  of  Education  in  Harvard  University  and 
Boston  University  and  ask  “How  do  Scituate  schools  rank?’  you 
will  be  told  that  they  rank  as  superior  schools,  and  if  you  ask  for 
a  list  of  the  towns  having  excellent  school  systems,  you  will  find 
Scituate  listed  thereon. 

Five  years  ago,  when  I  began  my  tenure  here,  Scituate  Public 
Schools  faced  these  problems: 

1.  Inadequate  physical  facilities.  No  laboratories  and  no  real 
library  in  the  high  school.  No  libraries  at  all  in  the  elementary 
schools.  No  playrooms  in  the  elementary  schools.  A  gymnasium 
which  did  duty  as  a  gymnasium  for  boys  and  girls,  an  audi¬ 
torium,  a  music  room,  and  a  classroom.  There  was  no  art  room. 
The  mechanical  drawing  room  and  shop  were  hardly  worthy 
of  the  names. 

2.  A  lack  of  evaluative  experience  in  our  teaching  and  our  grading. 
We  have  gone  too  many  years  following  outworn  formulae  in 
our  classroom  procedure  and  techniques.  We  did  not  know 
what  constitutes  the  best  in  practice  and  procedure. 

3.  In  a  growing  school  system,  we  lacked  written  curricula  and 
lesson  plans  so  that  five  sections,  each  with  a  different  teacher, 
in  one  grade  could  cover  the  same  subject  matter  in  one  year. 
Or  so  that  material  in  English  10  might  not  have  been  covered 
by  some  of  the  pupils  in  English  9. 

4.  An  individualistic  approach  to  teaching  in  that  there  might  be 
an  over-concentration  of  grammar  in  one  class,  in  another  in 
social  studies,  in  another  in  science,  with  a  consequent  omission 
of  basic  materials  in  the  other  subjects. 

5.  A  belief  that  “progressive  education”  which  had  rolled  over  on 
its  back  with  its  legs  in  the  air  deader  than  the  proverbial  duck, 
was  still  alive  in  Scituate  if  not  in  all  New  England. 

Progressive  education  had  been  badly  misrepresented. 
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With  a  staff  of  outstanding  teachers,  the  progressive  education 
plan  worked  well,  but  too  often  teachers  never  read  beyond  the 
part  which  advocated  that  pupils  determine  the  direction  of 
learning.  Consequently,  chaos  often  resulted.  We  had  moved 
away  from  the  basic  educational  axiom  that  you  cannot  teach 
anything  to  people  who  are  not  paying  attention  and  who  are 
misbehaving. 

6.  A  situation  resultant  from  a  beneficient  promotion  system  in  the 
elementary  schools  coming  to  grips  in  grade  seven  with  an 
iron-clad  1870  type  philosophy  of  promotion.  The  misfits  which 
resulted  from  the  head-on  collision  of  these  two  philosophies 
have  been  all  too  many. 

7.  And,  of  course,  the  problem  of  too  few  classrooms  for  all  our 

pupils. 

What  have  we  done  about  these  problems: 

1.  We  now  have  adequate  laboratories  and  libraries  in  the  high 
school  and  we  are  putting  more  money  a  year  into  each.  Our 
boys  and  girls  can  now  keep  up  with  the  graduates  of  other 
high  schools.  We  have  elementary  school  playrooms.  We  have 
one  gymnasium  in  the  high  school  which  is  divided  by  a  movable 
partition  thus  making  it  possible  to  have  two  classes,  girls  and 
boys  in  session  at  once.  We  have  an  adequate  shop,  and  we 
have  a  makeshift  badly  needed  second  shop.  We  have  a  first- 
class  art  room  and  a  first-class  mechanical  drawing  room. 

2.  We  have  employed  Dr.  James  F.  Baker,  of  Boston  University, 
to  set  up  evaluative  committees  to  examine  our  schools  and 
recommend  such  changes  in  procedure  as  will  benefit  us.  Later, 
we  hope  to  ask  committees  of  educators  to  come  to  Scituate  to 
evaluate  our  schools  in  the  light  of  our  philosophy  and  our  own 
evaluation.  This  is  a  vital  need. 

3.  Under  the  direction  of  Melden  E.  Smith,  Director  of  Curriculum 
and  Reading,  the  teachers  are  writing  curricula  and  lesson  plans, 
and 

*..'*!  * 

4.  We  are  now  doing  the  same  things  in  every  grade  section  with 
no  perceptible  deviation.  We  do  not  subscribe  to  the  French 
system  by  which  every  teacher  in  the  Republic  is  on  page  434 
at  2:15  p.m.  on  a  given  day.  But  we  no  longer  go  on  allowing 
the  youngsters  in  one  class  to  miss  the  important  materials 
because  a  teacher  is  more  interested  in  mathematics  or  social 
studies  than  in  science,  or  reading. 

5.  We  have,  I  hope,  given  the  long-dead  Progressive  Education 
a  decent  burial  and  are  insisting  that  the  very  basis  of  true 
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Democracy  is  the  insistence  upon  the  rights  of  the  individual 
to  speak  without  interruption,  and  on  order  and  discipline  as 
basic  in  Democracy  as  opposed  to  Anarchy. 

6.  We  are  working  on  the  schism  which  has  existed  so  long  between 
grades  6  and  7  (the  elementary  school  and  the  junior  high 
school).  We  are  bearing  down  harder  in  grades  5  and  6,  and 
we  are  setting  up  a  curriculum  for  the  less  academically  minded 
in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools. 

7.  We  are  building  schools.  The  new  Wampatuck  school  plus  the 
Jenkins  Addition  will  help.  After  that  must  come  relief  in  the 
form  of  a  Junior  High  School  for  Grades  7,  8,  and  9. 

Changes  In  Staff: 

In  July  1955,  Anne  L.  Cunneen,  teacher  in  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools  since  1919,  passed  away  at  a  nursing  home  in  Marshfield. 
Incapacitated  most  of  the  school  year,  she  was  beloved  by  the  towns¬ 
people  so  many  of  whom  had  known  her  as  teacher  and  friend. 
One  of  Scituate’s  great  teachers,  she  had  been  awarded  the  Woman 
of  the  Year  plaque  by  the  Scituate  Kiwanis  Club  in  1954.  Her 
work  in  making  American  citizens  from  Scituate’s  foreign-born  was 
one  of  the  remarkable  parts  of  her  long  career.  She  was  teacher  of 
English  and  Remedial  Reading  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

George  A.  J.  Froberger,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
1954-1955,  and  principal  of  the  Scituate  Junior-Senior  High  School 
from  1947  through  1954,  retired  in  July  1955,  because  of  health. 
The  teaching  staff  presented  him  with  a  camera  in  appreciation  of 
his  service  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  M.  Bassett,  Director  of  Reading  since  1958,  re¬ 
signed  to  accept  a  position  as  a  consulting  psychiatric  worker  in 
Miami,  Florida. 

Earle  P.  Bassett,  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Shop,  resigned  to 
take  a  similar  position  in  the  Miami,  Florida,  Schools. 

John  M.  Harrer,  Cadet  Teacher,  took  a  position  as  English 
teacher  in  the  Newton  Schools. 

John  L.  Hornor,  part-time  vocal  music  teacher,  during  1954- 
1955,  resigned  to  continue  with  his  singing  career. 

Richard  P.  Merrill,  French  and  English,  resigned  to  accept  a 
position  in  Bradford  Junior  College. 

Edward  B.  Williams,  Latin  and  French,  resigned  to  accept  a 
position  in  the  University  of  Connecticut. 

Mrs.  Elinor  S.  Manning  is  now  teaching  in  Westerly,  Rhode 
Island. 
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William  C.  Bonner,  Jr.,  sixth  grade  teacher,  is  now  teaching 
in  the  Miami,  Florida,  Public  Schools. 

Miss  Joanne  E.  Castles,  first  grade  teacher,  resigned  to  marry 
and  move  to  the  Pacific  coast. 

Mrs.  Helen  Young,  worker  in  the  Central  School  Cafeteria  since 
1950  resigned  her  position  in  June. 

Prescott  A.  Damon,  friend  of  the  Scituate  Schools,  and  driver 
and  operator  of  school  buses  since  he  was  fourteen  when  he  drove 
horse-drawn  barges,  died  in  January  1956.  His  bus  line  was  sold  to 
Raymond  K.  Olson. 

Russell  H.  Dyer  sold  his  bus  line  to  Merton  S.  Burbank  during 
the  summer. 

New  Appointments: 

Melden  E.  Smith,  graduate  of  Gorham  State  Teachers  College 
and  Colby  College,  was  appointed  Director  of  Reading  and  Cur¬ 
riculum  in  the  schools.  Mr.  Smith  has  been  principal  in  Barre  and 
Montague,  and  superintendent  in  Provincetown,  Stockbridge,  Mass., 
Thompson,  Conn.,  and  York-Kittery,  Maine.  For  the  past  ten  years 
he  had  been  headmaster  of  the  Harmon  Hall  School  in  York 
Harbor,  Maine.  He  has  completed  graduate  work  at  Teachers 
College  Columbia  University,  Boston  University,  and  Harvard 
University. 

Miss  Eleanor  Brown,  graduate  of  Tufts  College,  and  formerly 
instructor  in  Latin,  French,  and  English,  in  North  Brookfield, 
Whitman,  Harvard,  and  Falmouth,  was  appointed  teacher  of  Latin 
and  French  in  the  senior  high  school. 

E.  Elliott  Small,  graduate  of  Bates  College,  and  formerly  in¬ 
structor  in  Sanford,  Pittsfield,  Mechanic  Falls,  Freeport,  Richmond, 
and  Gray,  Maine,  was  appointed  teacher  of  mathematics  in  the 
senior  high  school.  Mr.  Small  had  also  been  high  school  principal 
in  Gray,  since  1950. 

John  J.  Gibbons,  Clinton,  Massachusetts,  graduate  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  the  Holy  Cross,  and  formerly  teacher  of  English,  social 
studies,  mathematics  and  science,  in  the  Cliffside  Park  High  School, 
Cliff  side  Park,  New  Jersey,  since  1951,  was  appointed  instructor  in 
English  in  the  junior-senior  high  school. 

Dominic  J.  Bonanno,  Dorchester,  formerly  instructor  in  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts  in  the  Franklin  High  School  since  1952,  was  appointed 
teacher  of  shop  and  mechanical  drawing  in  the  junior-senior  high 
school.  Mr.  Bonanno  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  Teachers  College. 
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Mrs.  Dorothy  H.  Croker,  Scituate,  formerly  teacher  in  Revere, 
anti  more  recently  full-time  substitute  in  the  Scituate  High  School, 
was  appointed  teacher  in  Spanish  and  French.  Mrs.  Croker  is  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University. 

Edgar  L.  White,  Jr.,  Vineyard  Haven,  formerly  teacher  of  vocal 
music  in  the  Martha’s  Vineyard  schools,  was  appointed  teacher  of 
vocal  music  in  the  junior-senior  high  school.  Mr.  White  is  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  taught  in 
Martha’s  Vineyard  from  1952  to  1955,  and  in  East  Douglas  from 
1950  to  1951. 

Mrs.  Ruth  D.  Allen,  Sanford,  Maine,  formerly  teacher  in  See- 
konk  Junior  High  School,  and  Sanford,  Maine,  High  School,  was 
appointed  teacher  of  Latin,  English  and  reading  in  the  junior  high 
school.  Mrs.  Allen  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University  and  has 
studied  remedial  reading  at  the  University  of  Maine. 

Mrs.  Ruth  J.  Cote,  South  Hanover,  formerly  teacher  of  science, 
mathematics,  remedial  reading,  and  social  studies  in  Middleboro, 
Brockton,  and  Howard  Seminary,  as  well  as  in  Pembroke  High 
School  where  she  had  taught  since  1946,  was  appointed  teacher  of 
science  in  the  junior  high  school.  Mrs.  Cote  is  a  graduate  of  Boston 
University. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Monahan,  teacher  in  the  elementary  schools  of 
Scituate,  mostly  in  the  5th  and  6th  grades,  since  1931,  was  transferred 
at  her  request  to  the  junior  high  school  to  teach  social  studies.  Miss 
Monahan  is  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College. 

Robert  A.  Wheeler,  Green  Harbor,  formerly  teacher  in  the 
Duxbury  Elementary  School,  was  appointed  sixth  grade  teacher  in 
the  Central  School.  Mr.  Wheeler,  a  graduate  of  Harvard  University, 
has  also  studied  at  Cornell  University,  and  Worcester  Polytechnic 
Institute. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  L.  Russell,  Scituate,  formerly  a  teacher  and  prin¬ 
cipal  in  the  Marshfield  Public  Schools,  was  appointed  6th  grade 
teacher  in  the  Central  School.  Mrs.  Russell  received  her  diploma 
from  Bridgewater  State  Teachers  College.  She  has  operated  her 
own  kindergarten  and  has  tutored  and  substituted  in  Scituate. 

Mrs.  Shirley  I).  Olson,  Scituate,  formerly  teacher  in  the  Agawam 
Public  Schools  was  appointed  cadet  teacher  in  January  to  replace 
Mrs.  Ruth  E.  Race,  who  resigned.  Mrs.  Olson  is  a  graduate  of  Mount 
Holyoke  College  and  has  completed  courses  in  Remedial  Reading 
at  Springfield  College. 

Herbert  E.  Bearce,  Scituate,  was  appointed  head  custodian. 
William  F.  Harrington,  Scituate,  was  appointed  custodian  in  Julv, 
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while  Richard  Mahan  and  Joseph  P.  Murphy  were  appointed  in 
January  1955.  Mrs.  Roberta  R.  Merritt,  North  Scituate,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  a  cafeteria  position  in  the  Central  School. 

Building  Problems  and  A  Building  Program: 

The  task  of  forecasting  school  population  increases  on  the 
South  Shore  is  complicated  by  the  ever-increasing  influx  of  new 
residents  into  the  towns.  Scituate  is  no  exception. 

A  year  ago  I  predicted  enrollments  in  our  schools  for  the  years 
1955-1956  through  1963-1964.  These  predictions  are  based  on  data 
supplied  by  vital  statistics  from  the  Town  plus  information  correl¬ 
ated  by  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Commission. 
The  figure  for  Scituate’s  total  enrollment  for  1955-1956  was  1835. 
We  opened  school  with  1849.  The  forecast  for  1956-1957  was  1994. 
Already  this  has  been  raised  (based  on  new  data)  to  2064  for  next 
September. 

The  significant  fact  is  that  the  trend  is  ever  upward.  At  no 
time  since  1947  has  our  enrollment  stood  still,  much  less  decreased. 

The  accompanying  table  shows  the  new  predictions,  based  on  a 
supposition  that  grade  totals  will  level  off  at  240  each,  a  supposition 
which  may  be  as  unreliable  as  all  data  which  have  been  available 
thus  far.  If  this  table  is  correct,  and  it  may  very  well  be  a  low 
estimate,  then  we  shall,  in  September  1963,  have  in  our  elementary 
schools  1645  boys  and  girls  as  compared  with  1254  now;  710  pupils 
in  grades  7-9  as  compared  with  383  now,  and  590  in  grades  10-12 
as  compared  with  212  now. 

Our  Junior-Senior  High  School  enrollment  can  jump  from  a 
present  595  to  1300  by  the  opening  of  school  September  1963.  It 
can  also  exceed  that  figure  if  the  Town’s  population  continues  to 
increase  as  it  has  been  increasing  since  1950. 

One  should  keep  in  mind  that,  by  and  large,  each  increase  of 
30  pupils  in  our  schools  means,  roughly,  one  new  classroom,  one 
new  set  of  furniture,  one  new  set  of  books,  one  new  teacher,  plus 
other  essentials. 

Hence,  if  our  enrollment  which  is  now  1849  and  which  may 
very  well  exceed  2945  in  September  1963,  then  we  shall  have 
increased  by  at  least  1096  pupils  or  some  36  added  rooms,  of  which 
20  will  be  added  in  the  fall  of  1956  and  1957  with  the  Jenkins  Ad¬ 
dition  and  the  Wamputuck  School.  In  other  words,  between  Sep¬ 
tember  1957  and  1963  we  shall  need  at  least  16  more  rooms  over 
and  above  those  which  are  being  planned  for  at  the  present  time. 
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Hence,  a  building  program  for  Scituate  is  needed  if  we  are  to 
avoid  the  history  of  the  past;  namely,  waiting  to  build  until  the  tide 
is  well  over  our  heads. 

Such  a  program  is  much  easier  to  outline  than  it  may  be  to 
adopt: 

(1)  Town  meeting  of  March  1956,  vote  the  20  rooms  of  elemen¬ 
tary  housing  in  the  form  of  a  four-room  addition  to  the  Jenkins 
School,  to  be  ready  by  September  1956,  and  the  16-room  Wampa- 
tuck  School  to  be  ready  by  September  1957.  These  twenty  rooms 
should,  if  we  move  grades  7  and  8  into  the  elementary  schools,  care 
for  the  elementary  increase  and  the  high  school  increase  for  a  few 
years. 

(2)  Start  planning  at  once  for  additional  high  school  housing 
to  be  ready  no  later  than  September  1959,  preferably  in  the  form  of 
a  building  to  house  grades  7,  8,  and  9,  leaving  the  present  building 
to  grades  10,  11,  and  12.  Another  addition  to  the  present  building 
would  seem  impracticable.  First,  it  would  be  unwieldy,  and,  second, 
there  is  not  enough  land  on  the  present  site  for  a  ten-to-fifteen 
room  addition,  either  under  our  own  requirements,  or  under  the 
requirements  of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission,  and, 
third,  because  separating  the  junior  high  school  adolescents  from 
the  senior  high  school  pupils  makes  for  better  education  for  both. 

(3)  To  say  that  these  two  parts  of  the  program  will  end  our 
troubles  would  be  to  make  a  very  unwise  statement.  If  the  popula¬ 
tion  levels  off  between  the  years  1959  and  1965,  then  the  program 
thus  far  suggested,  will  suffice,  but  if  it  does  not,  added  elementary 
housing  will  be  needed,  probably  in  the  West  End,  some  time  after 
1962. 

I  cannot  see  how  shutting  our  eyes  to  the  population  increases 
will  solve  any  problem.  I  cannot  see  how  waiting  until  it’s  “double 
sessions  or  build”  will  help.  We  must  plan  ahead.  The  present 
Scituate  School  Building  Committee  with  it  membership  coming 
from  the  School  Committee,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Advisory 
Board,  the  Selectmen,  the  PTA,  and  the  Teachers’  Association,  is 
an  ideal  committee  to  do  this  planning,  working  as  it  has  with  the 
School  Committee. 

I  certainly  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  remind  the  Town  that 
such  a  program  is  needed  now. 

Teachers  Salaries: 

The  trouble  with  teaching  as  a  profession  is  that  a  high  school 
graduate  can  make  almost  as  much  money  (if  not  more)  in  his 
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first  year  of  manual  labor  as  can  the  graduate  from  a  teacher’s  col¬ 
lege  after  four  or  five  years  of  training.  But  that  isn’t  the  only 
trouble.  Somewhere  through  the  years,  the  teacher  has  been  stripped 
of  any  patina  of  glamour  which  he  or  she  had  thirty  or  more  years 
ago.  Years  ago,  when  I  was  teaching  in  Vermont,  teachers  were 
known  as  “professors”  and  were  very  important  persons  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  Today,  little  Johnny  is  likely  to  say  to  his  peers,  “Ah,  he’s 
just  a  teacher!” 

Another  trouble  stems  from  the  fact  that  everyone  now  goes 
to  school  and  so  believes  that  he  knows  all  the  skills  of  teaching,  or, 
at  least,  that  he  is  qualified  to  criticize  all  the  teachers.  The  old 
adage  about  “little  pitchers  having  big  ears”  no  longer  means  any¬ 
thing  and  little  Johnny  or  little  Hepsibah  is  likely  to  be  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  all  the  faults  of  his  or  her  teacher,  because,  well, 
haven’t  mother  and  daddy  discussed  at  length  and  in  detail  the 
shortcomings  of  Miss  Jones  or  Mr.  Doaks  right  in  front  of  the  little 
pitchers?  Little  Johnny  is  likely  to  tell  Miss  Jones  or  Mr.  Doaks 
right  to  his  face  what  Mommy  or  Daddy  said,  too! 

And  so,  higher  pay,  once  the  reward  for  better  work  is  likely 
to  be  a  necessity  to  counterbalance  (1)  the  fact  that  Joe  Smow,  fresh 
from  high  school,  makes  more  money  than  does  Miss  Jones  or  Mr. 
Doaks,  (2)  the  fact  that  teachers  are  supposed  to  do  all  the  work 
of  disciplining  the  children  and  teaching  them  respect  (once  the 
sacred  precinct  of  the  parents  in  the  home),  (3)  the  fact  that  the 
little  children  are  likely  to  discuss  teachers’  shortcomings,  real  or 
fancied,  in  front  of  the  teachers. 

But,  seriously,  teachers’  pay  has  not  kept  pace  with  that  of  the 
other  professions.  S2900  or  about  S50  a  week  before  deductions  is 
not  enough  to  attract  the  best  college  graduates  to  teaching,  and 
it  doesn’t. 

But  automatic  security  and  automatic  increments  would  appear 
to  be  things  of  the  past  if  teachers’  salaries  are  to  move  upwards  as 
recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association.  If  the 
scale  in  this  Commonwealth  is  to  begin  at  $4000  and  go  to  $8500,  or 
anything  approximating  it,  teachers  must  be  willing  to  give  110 
cents  for  every  dollar  spent  on  salaries,  and  to  be  willing  to  have 
their  increments  set  up  on  a  scale  which  will  call  for  yearly  or  tri- 
vearly  evaluations  of  worth  before  any  increments  are  given.  It 
would  seem  to  me  that  the  old  days  of  automatic  increases  merely 
because  we  are  pedagogues  are  gone  forever. 

The  public  wants  good  teachers  in  their  schools,  but  they  want 
to  be  sure  they  are  good,  and  they  will  be  unwilling  to  tolerate  in- 
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elements  and  advancement  for  every  teacher  just  because  they  are 
teachers. 

Scituate  teachers  have  done  well  over  the  past  six  years.  We 
have  had  a  good,  fair  salary  scale,  and  the  teachers  have  been  used 
fairly.  However,  our  minima  are  too  low.  We  cannot  hire  the 
graduates  from  our  state  teachers’  colleges  by  offering  them  S2900 
per  vear  when  other  towns  and  states  offer  them  S3 100,  S3300,  and 
even  S3500  and  more. 

But  we  cannot  go  on  giving  “across  the  board  increases”  every 
time  the  minimum  goes  up.  Teachers  who  do  good  jobs  should  be 
rewarded  and  the  others  should  not.  It  is  as  simple  as  that.  Work¬ 
able  criteria  for  evaluation  of  teachers  and  teaching  will  be  set  up. 
A  good  portion  should  be  self-evaluation.  But  increments  should 
not  be  forthcoming  merely  because  a  teacher,  as  some  wag  put  it, 
“lives  and  breathes”. 

The  Public: 

Each  vear  I  state  in  print,  and  often,  in  public,  that  these 
schools  are  called  THE  SCITUATE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  because 
they  belong  to  the  people.  The  School  Committee  and  I  desire 
nothing  so  much  as  to  show  the  people  how  we  operate,  how  we 
do  things,  how  we  educate  your  child.  Each  year  we  say,  the  schools 
are  yours,  they  are  open  to  you  to  visit;  please  come  and  visit. 

But  each  year  I  am  startled  when  someone  says  out  loud  that 
the  Scituate  Public  Schools  is  a  closed  corporation  and  that  he  or 
she  can’t  find  out  anything  about  them! 

My  friends,  I’ve  now  been  with  you  five  years.  Surely  you  know 
me  well  enough  to  call  my  office  (Scituate  15)  or  my  home  (763) 
and  ask  me  about  that  which  puzzles  you?  I’ll  sit  down  with  you. 
I’ll  explain  in  detail.  The  teachers  will  explain  in  detail.  Each 
School  Committee  member  will  explain  in  detail.  Surely,  you  know 
that  you  can  come  to  us  anytime  for  the  facts. 

And  if  you’ve  got  an  idea,  pass  it  on  to  us.  If  you  don’t  like 
what  we’re  doing,  let  us  know.  We  want  to  know.  But,  for  good¬ 
ness'  sake  don’t  listen  to  those  who  tell  you  that  we  are  a  closed 
corporation,  —  because  we  aren’t,  and  you  can  prove  it  very  quickly 
by  using  the  phone.

Thank  you  to  the  staff,  teaching  and  non-teaching,  to  the  five 
school  committee  members  who  serve  without  remuneration  or 
reward,  to  the  Advisory  Board  for  working  with  us  on  the  perplex-

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Due  to  the  polio  epidemic  our  school,  as  did  most  others  in 
the  area,  opened  two  weeks  later  than  originally  scheduled.  The 
delayed  opening  resulted  in  an  increased  study  load  especially  on 
the  college  preparatory  group  that  the\  might  be  prepared  for  the 
College  Board  Examinations. 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1955  was  596.  Grades  7,  8, 
and  9  totaled  381;  grades  10,  11,  12  registered  215.  This  total 
represents  an  increase  of  79  over  the  1954  registration.  The  art 
room,  business  machines  room  and  homemaking  area  are  being 
used  as  home  rooms  as  well  as  class  rooms.  Also,  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Building  is  used  for  classes  each  period  throughout  the  day. 

Next  year’s  enrollment  in  grades  7-12  will  probably  increase 
by  another  90-100  over  this  year.  Of  necessity,  classes  will  be  much 
more  crowded  than  now,  and  ever)  available  space  must  be  used  to 
accommodate  this  enrollment. 

Among  the  schools  being  attended  by  last  June’s  graduates  are 
Boston  College,  Bowdoin,  Chandler,  Cornell,  Fisher,  Green  Moun¬ 
tain,  High  Point,  Miami,  M.I.T.,  Nichols,  Xasson,  Northeastern, 
St.  Lawrence,  Simmons,  St.  Michael’s,  University  of  Massachusetts, 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  University  of  Vermont,  and  the 
Vesper  George  School  of  Art.  Five  girls  are  in  schools  of  nursing. 
Sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  class  are  furthering  their  studies.  Seven  of 
those  graduated  in  1954  are  now  in  the  armed  services. 

Additional  courses  offered  in  the  high  school  this  year  are 
Spanish,  Sociolog)',  Family  Finance  and  Economic  Geography. 

An  evaluation  of  all  phases  of  the  school  is  now  in  the  process 
by  the  faculty  using  as  their  guide  the  Evaluative  Criteria.  In  May 
a  visiting  group  of  educators  will  check  the  objectivity  and  validity 
of  the  faculty’s  evaluation.  This  study  should  be  most  interesting 
and  constructive. 
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Our  athletic  teams  have  represented  us  well  this  past  year.  The 
boys  and  girls  have  conducted  themselves  as  true  sportsmen  at  all 
times  while  winning  their  share  of  games. 

This  fall’s  football  schedule  was  curtailed  by  two  games  due  to 
the  late  opening.  The  cross  country  team  enjoyed  signal  success  by 
winning  the  State  Class  D  championship  and  the  South  Shore  Class 
A  and  Class  B  championships. 

On  numerous  public  and  school  appearances  the  band,  orchestra 
and  glee  club  have  been  very  well  received.  The  Chimes,  Scituation 
and  Mariner,  school  publications,  reflect  the  hard  work  and  effort 
of  the  students  and  faculty  advisors.  It  is  hoped  that  a  student 
handbook  will  be  published  this  year  by  the  Student  Council. 

New  clubs  organized  this  year  include  a  Future  Teachers’  Club, 
Hobby  Club  and  Radio  Club.  Through  our  athletic  teams,  clubs, 
dramatic  productions,  and  music  groups,  we  have  a  high  percentage 
of  student  participation  in  extra-curricular  activities. 

The  death  of  Miss  Anne  Cunneen  during  the  summer  saddened 
all  who  knew  her.  She  left  a  heritage  of  kindness,  courage  and 
real  humanity  that  should  inspire  all  of  us. 

To  you  and  the  school  committee,  the  faculty  and  the  student 
body,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  help  and 
cooperation  I  have  received.

REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

With  the  increased  number  of  private  homes  being  constructed 
each  year,  we  can  be  assured  of  an  increased  school  enrollment. 
The  following  figures  will  show  the  distribution  of  pupils  in  Cen¬ 
tral  School  as  of  October  1,  1955.

Housing:  With  the  need  for  an  additional  room  for  grade  2 
(Jenkins),  it  became  necessary  to  eliminate  a  double  kindergarten 
there.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JENKINS  AND  HATHERLY 
SCHOOLS  PRINCIPAL 

As  of  January,  1955,  there  were  four  kindergarten  classes,  five 
second-grade  classes,  four  third-grade  classes,  and  one  fourth-grade 
class  at  Jenkins  School.  The  increasing  pupil  enrollment  made  it 
necessary  to  discontinue  two  of  the  kindergarten  classes  in  Septem¬ 
ber.  The  room  made  available  by  this  move  was  needed  for  an 
additional  fourth-grade  class  at  Jenkins  School.  Miss  Nancy  Turner, 
cadet  teacher,  became  our  new  fourth-grade  teacher. 

The  cooperation  which  was  so  evident  in  the  opening  months 
of  our  school  is  still  an  important  factor.  Our  staff  has  the  experi¬ 
ence  and  the  interest  in  their  pupils  to  provide  good  education  for 
your  children.  Our  purpose  is  to  train  your  children  to  be  worth¬ 
while  self-disciplined  citizens  who  will  respect  and  contribute  to¬ 
wards  American  democracv.  The  teaching  function  is  to  help 
children  rather  than  to  judge  them,  to  take  each  as  he  comes  and 
to  help  him  along  as  best  we  can. 

During  1955  all  classes  at  Jenkins  went  on  field  trips  to  Plym¬ 
outh  and  Boston  and  many  local  points  of  interest.  These  trips 
required  the  work  and  time  of  many  parents  for  which  we  are 
grateful.  Our  pupils  are  particularlv  fortunate  to  be  located  near 
the  town  libraries.  Mrs.  Finnie  and  Mrs.  Knowles  have  both  given 
much  extra  time  and  effort  in  helping  us  to  show  children  the  value, 
the  use,  and  the  proper  care  of  books. 

On  Student  Government  Day  the  Jenkins  Junior  Council  was 
formed.  Twenty- two  youngsters  meet  with  the  principal  to  cooper¬ 
ate  in  their  common  aim  of  making  their  school  better.  This 
training  in  the  procedures  and  responsibilities  of  representative 
government  developes  leadership,  reporting  ability,  and  a  better 
understanding  of  our  democratic  system. 

The  kindergarten  teachers,  in  cooperation  with  the  reading 
office  and  some  parents,  developed  a  new  report  card.  The  parents 
liked  this  improved  report.  With  certain  minor  changes  it  will 
become  a  permanent  part  of  our  reporting  to  parents.  The  Hath- 
erly  teachers  have  already  worked  many  hours  to  improve  their 
first-grade  report  cards.  We  hope  this  coming  year  will  see  the 
introduction  of  this  new  method  of  reporting  to  first-grade  parents. 

The  best  way  of  all  to  learn  how  well  your  child  is  doing  is 
to  visit  your  child’s  teachers.  We  hope  each  and  every  one  of  you 
will  do  so  in  1956.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  READING 
AND  CURRICULUM 

Supei'vision  of  Instruction:  The  situation  in  the  schools  of 
Scituate  is  one  that  is  especially  conducive  to  the  development  of 
a  program  of  constructive  supervision:  the  need  is  urgent;  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  teaching  staff  are  generally  well  trained  and  eager  to 
improve  their  abilities;  and  the  supervisor  is  conducting  studies 
which  should  indicate  the  points  of  emphasis. 

The  Curriculum:  Some  principles  underlying  the  curriculum. 
What  is  the  curriculum?  It  is  that  series  of  activities  in  which 
pupils  engage  and,  as  a  result  of  which,  they  grow  in  their  abilities 
to  do,  to  know,  to  think,  and  to  feel.  This  includes  both  classroom 
and  out-of-classroom  activities. 

Implication  of  Xext  Steps:  In  order  to  make  sane  and  practic¬ 
able  proposals  for  next  steps  in  any  enterprise,  it  is  necessary  that 
tentative  objectives,  or  goals,  be  defined  and  defended  as  better 
than  other  possible  objectives.  Unless  this  is  done,  the  next  steps 
toward  these  goals  may  not  fairly  be  set  forth  as  indicating  real  and 
desirable  progress. 

All  of  the  members  of  each  school  group  —  the  children,  the 
classroom  teachers,  the  special  teachers,  the  principals,  and  the 
parents  —  should  work  democratically  and  cooperativelv  to  plan 
the  work  of  the  school  in  order  that  (1)  they  may  create  a  free 
social  environment  where  pupils  in  cooperation  with  others  can  live 
together  much  as  they  would  in  a  good  home;  and  (2)  the  school 
curriculum  may  fit  the  needs  of  all  the  boys  and  girls  in  each 
particular  school  building. 

Xext  Steps  Recommended:  The  young  people  of  Scituate,  as 
future  citizens,  will  be  responsible  for  the  town’s  welfare  and  are 
entitled  to  the  best  education  the  community  can  provide.  Thev 
are  normal,  growing  human  beings  who  welcome  an  opportunitv 
to  take  part  in  the  activities  of  the  school  and  the  community. 
Apparently  they  suffer  no  greater  physical  or  mental  handicaps  than 
are  common  in  other  respects  from  children  throughout  the  land. 

A  forward  step  has  already  been  taken  in  initiating  a  coopera¬ 
tive  curriculum  revision  program.  With  the  hope  that  in  the 
future  the  school  will  prepare  pupils  better  to  take  their  places  in 
community  life,  the  following  recommendations  are  made: 

1.  That  an  effective  plan  for  continuous  improvement  and 

evaluation  of  the  curriculum  be  made. 
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2.  That  mastery  of  academic  subjects  be  elevated  to  its  proper 
position  as  one  of  the  important  factors  in  development. 

3.  That  the  many  existing  avenues  for  pupil  appraisal  and 
adjustment  be  utilized  more  fully. 

4.  That  the  success  of  the  school  program  should  be  evaluated 
just  as  all  really  important  social  institutions  are  evaluated 
now  —  on  the  basis  of  the  subjective  opinions  of  competent, 
intelligent  persons,  who  have  a  real  stake  in  the  success  of  the 
enterprise  and  of  each  of  its  elements  or  features. 

5.  That  mental  and  emotional  health  be  important  consider¬ 
ations  in  choosing  what  shall  be  taught  and  the  manner  of  its 
presentation. 

6.  That  procedures  for  the  scientific  classification,  grading,  and 
promotion  of  pupils  to  secure  best  results  be  established. 

7.  Greater  opportunities  be  provided  for  pupils  who  are  un¬ 
able  to  make  satisfactory  progress  in  the  regular  classroom. 

8.  Provision  be  made  to  care  for  the  needs  of  the  bright  and 
gifted  child  through  an  enriched  program  of  study. 

9.  That  the  splendid  co-operation  between  the  parents  and 
the  school  be  extended  to  make  a  more  vital  school-community 
relationship  possible. 

10.  That  we  “tailor”  the  reading  curriculum  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  slow  readers  with  average  ability,  but  who  have  not 
responded  to  the  prevailing  reading  method  and  procedures. 

The  Reading  Problem:  Before  attempting  to  discuss  the  cause 
of  the  situation  and  the  remedy,  we  shall  discuss  the  seriousness  of 
the  problem.  Far  too  many  of  our  children  in  the  elementary  school 
are  slow  readers.  These  pupils  who  have  the  ability  to  read  but  do 
not  read  are  destined  to  failure  in  other  school  subjects.  Outside 
of  school  they  cannot  now  hope  to  read  with  interest,  pleasure,  or 
profit.  These  children  cannot  live  up  to  their  potential  capacity  to 
serve  if  reading  is  always  to  be  an  unpleasant  experience  of  stumb¬ 
ling  over  strange  words. 

If  we  are  to  improve  the  situation  and  give  every  child  a  good 
start,  we  must  remove  the  cause  at  its  root.  We  must  find  the  remedy 
for  the  condition  which  produces  the  problem  and  which  has  pro¬ 
duced  so  many  slow  readers.  We  must  abandon  the  theoretical 
methods  which  have  failed  and  replace  them  with  new  methods 
which  work. 

Classes  for  the  retarded  readers  are  found  in  most  schools,  but 
no  school  can  point  with  pride  to  those  classes  for  they  can  spell 
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failure  on  the  part  of  the  school  to  prevent  the  remedial  reading 
necessity.  Most  of  these  children  could  and  would  be  reading  up 
to  grade  level,  if  the  method  and  content  of  the  reading  curriculum 
had  met  the  needs  of  the  child  in  the  primary  grades.  No  one  has 
yet  produced  a  perfect  plan  for  organizing  the  teaching  of  reading, 
and  it  is  unlikely  that  the  point  will  ever  be  reached  at  which  further 
improvement  is  impossible.  After  a  new  plan  has  been  devised  and 
tried  out,  an  evaluation  of  its  results  will  always  show  ways  in  which 
it  can  be  changed  for  the  better.  There  is  need  in  the  Scituate 
schools  for  continued  critical  study  and  for  continued  effort  to 
make  good  plans  still  better. 

What  Can  Be  Done  for  the  Child  Who  Fails:  Much  can  be  done 
for  the  child  who  fails  provided  the  teacher  has  the  capacity,  the 
ability,  the  willingness,  the  desire,  and  the  time  to  understand  him 
and  an  attitude  toward  him  which  makes  him  want  to  be  under¬ 
stood  by  her. 

For  the  child  to  win  best  success  and,  therefore,  to  be  motivated 
by  best  effort,  the  school  will  have  to  do  about  as  follows:  find 
out  in  each  subject  at  what  level  of  accomplishment  the  child  can 
enjoy  healthy  progress.  No  matter  in  what  grade  he  might  happen 
to  be,  he  must  face  learning  tasks  easy  enough  for  him  to  master. 
The  teacher  will  go  back  until  she  finds  the  degree  of  difficulty  at 
which  he  can  win  satisfactory  success;  then  she  will  give  him  no 
harder  learning  tasks  in  those  subjects,  ff,  for  instance,  he  is 
in  the  sixth  grade  and  can  read  material  only  of  fourth  grade  level, 
he  will  be  set  to  read  material  no  harder,  and  will  go  forward  from 
that  point,  though  remaining  in  the  same  grade.  He  will  be  made 
to  feel  no  disgrace  in  doing  such  tasks  but  will  find  abundant  satis¬ 
faction  since  he  can  succeed.  Through  his  success  he  will  be  stimu¬ 
lated  to  strive  harder  to  win  still  more  successes. 

When  we  reach  each  individual  in  the  group  and  adapt  the 
work  in  the  classroom  to  each  learner’s  attainment  and  ability,  there 
will  be  practically  no  failures  in  the  traditional  sense.  Virtually 
all  children  in  each  classroom  in  the  Scituate  schools  will  be  pro¬ 
moted  so  that  those  of  the  same  chronological  age  will  live  and  work 
and  play  at  school  together.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  GUIDANCE 

During  the  past  year  the  Guidance  Program  has  continued  its 
general  policies  of  testing,  student  conferences,  educational  guid¬ 
ance,  placement  and  occupational  information. 

The  testing  program  has  been  increased  at  some  levels.  Aca¬ 
demic  ability  tests  and  achievement  tests  were  administered  in  the 
elementary  grades.  In  Grades  7  and  8,  arithmetic,  and  English 
tests  were  given  in  the  spring  as  well  as  academic  ability  tests.  Next 
year  these  tests  will  be  given  in  the  fall,  so  that  they  may  be  of  more 
immediate  value  to  the  teachers  with  a  full  year  to  bring  up  deficien¬ 
cies.  Academic  ability  tests  will  be  given  in  grades  9  and  10  and  the 
Cooperative  achievement  tests  to  Grades  9  through  12.  The  general 
aptitude  testing  battery  of  the  United  States  Employment  Service 
was  administered  to  the  seniors  who  do  not  plan  to  go  on  to  college. 
Individual  Stanford  Binets  and  Wechsler  Bellevues  are  given 
throughout  the  system  at  the  request  of  principals  and  supervisors. 

Each  student  has  assigned  interviews  during  the  year  to  plan  his 
course  of  studies  and  discuss  other  problems  and  questions. 

The  office  has  continued  to  expand  its  library  of  occupational 
information,  college  catalogs,  nursing  schools,  special  schools  and 
information  on  scholarships  and  Armed  Services  programs.  Career 
meetings  in  various  fields  are  held  throughout  the  year. 

The  college  preparatory  seniors  are  applying  to  colleges  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  choice  and  abilities.  These  seniors  took  the  College 
Boards  in  May  of  their  junior  year.  These  scores  are  of  a  great 
value  in  determining  where  the  student  should  apply  the  following 
year  and  it  also  gives  the  students  an  idea  of  the  exams  they  must 
take  their  senior  year.  The  present  junior  class  will  also  take  them 
in  May. 

The  Guidance  Office  established  a  Placement  Bureau  in  the 
spring  as  an  aid  to  both  students  and  tradesmen.  The  Office  attempts 
to  serve  as  a  clearing  house,  and  in  no  way  wishes  to  interfere  with 
the  valuable  experience  to  the  student  in  applying  and  obtaining 
a  job  on  his  own. 

The  Office  has  continued  to  cooperate  with  the  Quincy  Child 
Guidance  Center.  This  spring  Dr.  Saul  Cooper  from  the  Center 
will  spend  one  day  a  week  in  Scituate  discussing  adjustment  cases 
with  individual  teachers. 

In  the  seventh  grade  Miss  Murphy  is  giving  an  orientation 
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course  which  has  proved  to  be  very  valuable  and  helpful  to  the 
students  new  to  high  school  life. 

I'he  alumni  and  townspeople  are  invited  to  use  the  occupa¬ 
tional  and  educational  library  in  the  Guidance  Office  on  Tuesday 
evenings  at  which  time  the  Guidance  Director  is  available  for 
evening  conferences.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  LIBRARIAN 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  John  J.  Heffernan  Memorial 
Library  has  been  developing  steadily  to  fit  the  needs  of  a  growing 
school.  There  are  now  approximately  2700  books  on  the  shelves. 
The  increase  in  volume  is  largely  due  to  donations  of  interested 
townspeople,  the  graduating  classes,  and  the  increased  annual  appro¬ 
priation.  A  special  effort  is  being  made  to  add  to  the  collection  of 
material  on  local  history,  in  the  form  of  books,  clippings,  and  pic¬ 
tures.  A  vertical  file  of  general  interest  has  been  started;  and,  the 
card  catalog,  still  in  the  process  of  being  complely  reorganized,  is 
beginning  to  take  form. 

Student  librarians  are  trained  to  assist  in  various  ways.  They 
not  only  work  at  the  charging  desk  but  also  help  to  prepare  books 
and  magazines  for  circulation,  type  catalog  cards,  and  mend  books. 
They  have  fun,  too;  for  they  attend  parties  at  other  school  libraries, 
entertain  occasionally,  and  hold  organized  club  meetings. 

Students,  in  general,  are  beginning  to  use  the  library  more 
intelligently.  During  the  school  year  1954-1955,  the  seventh  grade 
was  given  a  unit  of  library  instruction,  followed  by  special  exercises 
on  the  use  of  specific  reference  books.  The  latter  were  made  avail¬ 
able  to  teachers  of  other  grades  who  desired  to  use  them.  It  is 
planned  to  give  introductory  units  of  instruction  each  year  to  the 
seventh  grade,  followed  later  with  special  assignments  whenever  the 
need  arises. 

Thus,  work  in  the  library  moves  steadily  on  to  make  it  a  center 
of  learning  for  the  students  in  the  high  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 


Miss  Reynolds,  elementary  vocal  supervisor,  visits  each  class 
weekly,  kindergarten  through  grade  six.  The  Central  School  Boys 
Glee  Club  sang  at  Open  House  and  at  a  P.T.A.  meeting  last  spring. 
The  operetta,  Hansel  and  Gretel,  was  staged  by  students  of  grades 
five  and  six  for  all  the  children  of  Central  and  Jenkins  Schools. 
The  lack  of  a  stage  equipped  with  curtains  and  dressing  rooms  makes 
the  production  of  an  operetta  difficult,  but  the  many  advantages  the 
performers  gain  in  such  activities  make  the  attempt  worthwhile. 
At  the  Hatherly  School,  where  there  is  no  auditorium,  the  six  first 
grade  classes  frequently  gather  in  one  classroom  to  enjoy  singing 
together. 


We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Scituate  P.T.A.  for  their  generous 
gift  of  a  much-needed  set  of  rhythm  band  instruments  for  the 
Hatherly  School  and  subscriptions  to  a  music  appreciation  maga¬ 
zine  for  the  Jenkins  and  Central  Schools. 

Instrumental  instruction  is  now  offered  tw^o  days  wreekly  at 
Central  School  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  sixty-six 
students  were  enrolled  in  grades  five  and  six.  A  band  ensemble  is 
open  to  those  who  have  had  a  year  of  experience.  The  Seashore 
Music  Aptitude  Tests  continue  to  be  given  to  all  fifth  grades  in 
September. 

The  school  year  ending  last  June  concluded  a  successful  and 
busy  one  for  members  of  the  high  school  concert  band,  chorus  and 
orchestra,  having  participated  in  numerous  local  school  and  munici¬ 
pal  functions.  They  also  performed  at  the  annual  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Music  Festival  in  Mansfield,  Southeastern  School  Con¬ 
cert  in  Hingham  and  the  All  State  Concerts  in  Boston.  The  con¬ 
cert  band  played  several  summer  concerts  in  Scituate  and  Cohasset. 

In  June  Mr.  John  Hornor,  vocal  music  teacher,  resigned.  We 
were  fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  Edgar  L.  White,  Jr.  to  take  his  place. 
Mr.  White,  the  first  full-time  instructor,  has  had  a  very  fine  educa¬ 
tional  and  musical  background  and  several  years’  experience  as  a 
vocal  supervisor  in  public  school  work. 

All  students  in  the  junior  high  school  have  been  given  a  private 
voice  test  to  determine  the  type  of  voice,  quality  and  range,  powrer 
and  intonation.  This  test  determines  the  placement  of  each  voice 
to  its  respective  part.  As  a  result,  two  and  three  part  singing  can 
be  accomplished  successfully.  Records  have  been  played  as  a  means 
of  audio-aids  to  develop  a  keener  sensitivity  to  music. 
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The  High  School  Glee  Club  stresses  greater  exactness  of 
musicianship.  Accompanists  have  been  chosen  from  the  students 
so  that  more  individual  attention  can  be  given  to  three  part  har¬ 
monic  singing  by  Mr.  White.  The  results  of  a  continuing  interest  is 
evident  with  a  volunteer  Glee  Club  of  forty  voices  and  a  Girls  Choir 
that  have  sung  at  the  Thanksgiving  Assembly,  the  first  public 
Christmas  Concert  and  Christmas  School  Assembly  with  the  Orches- 
tra.  The  Girls  Choir  made  two  other  outside  public  performances. 

A  rotating  schedule  for  the  instrumental  department  was  in¬ 
stituted  in  the  fall  to  facilitate  better  heterogeneous  groupings  for 
instructional  purposes.  This  likewise  released  time  for  a  much 
needed  additional  day  at  Central  School.  Rehearsals  for  band  or 
orchestra  are  held  during  the  daily  activity  period. 


Three  good  used  instruments  were  purchased  during  the  past 
year.  These  were  gratefully  received  as  they  form  the  nucleus  of 
the  background  instruments  needed  to  build  a  better  balanced 
organization. 


The  football  band  played  for  all  games  except  one,  despite 
generally  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  They  also  marched  at 
the  Boston  University-Temple  game  and  the  South  Shore  Music 
Festival  in  Quincy.  Future  vocal  and  instrumental  appearances  are 
scheduled  for  Brockton,  Needham,  Pittsfield  and  a  joint  concert  with 
Marshfield  High  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF 
PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


I  (The  effect  of  physical  education  is  measurable  in  terms  of  pupil 
development,  just  as  is  the  effect  of  any  other  phase  of  education. 
The  development  of  strength,  the  acquirement  of  skills,  and  par¬ 
ticipation  in  muscular  activities  will  tend  to  create  an  intelligent 
interest  in  the  pupil  concerning  his  bodily  welfare.  As  a  result, 
hygienic  living  and  mental  poise  will  become  desirable  achievements. 

Everyone  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  is  required  to 
participate  in  physical  education  classes  at  least  twice  a  week,  unless 
excused  by  the  proper  authorities.  T  he  7th  and  8th  grades  have 
three  (lasses  of  physical  education  weekly,  while  the  9th  and  10th, 
11th  and  12th  attend  classes  twice  a  week.  The  State  Department 
of  Education  recommends  five  classes  weekly,  but  due  to  the  number 
I  of  grades  and  students  in  the  high  school  building  this  is  an 
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administrative  impossibility.  We  feel  that  the  students  are  getting 
about  the  minimum  requirements  of  a  good  physical  education 
program.  In  order  to  be  able  to  show  very  many  tangible  results 
in  a  physical  education  program,  each  student  needs  more  than  one 
hour  of  actual  physical  education  time  weekly.  Our  program  of 
calisthenics,  instruction  in  different  activities  and  games,  and  par¬ 
ticipation  in  activities  and  games  meets  the  immediate  requirements 
of  physical  education,  but  lasting  benefits  cannot  be  achieved  in 
such  a  short  amount  of  weekly  time  per  student.  Co-ordination, 
agility,  strength  and  stamina:  each  is  the  result  of  time  consuming 
activities.  Our  physical  plant  is  ample,  although  with  more  time 
allotted  to  each  student,  it  is  hoped  that  more  gymnasium  equip¬ 
ment  mav  be  purchased  so  that  our  phvsical  education  program  may 
be  more  diversified. 

Our  elementary  physical  education  program  in  the  Central 
School  and  Hatherly  School  is  very  limited  during  the  late  fall, 
winter,  and  early  spring  since  practically  all  activity  is  limited  to 
classrooms.  This  is  unsatisfactory  and  not  conducive  to  a  good 
physical  education  program.  In  the  Jenkins  School,  the  all-purpose 
room  is  providing  opportunity  for  games  and  activities  necessary 
in  elementary  phvsical  education.  During  the  months  when  out¬ 
door  activity  is  feasible,  there  is  plenty  of  play  area  available  al¬ 
though  not  enough  of  it  has  been  developed  to  make  it  suitable  for 
phvsical  education  and  general  play  activity. 

As  everyone  knows,  our  high  school  has  grown  in  the  last  few 
years,  and  we  have  tried  to  keep  abreast  of  the  growth  in  our 
athletic  program.  We  have  added  wrestling,  cross  country  and  track 
to  the  boys’  athletic  program  of  football,  baseball,  and  basketball. 
"We  now  offer  two  sports  during  each  season.  Addition  of  these  three 
sports  has  increased  the  number  of  boys  participating  in  the  ath¬ 
letic  program.  Also,  we  have  scheduled  junior  varsity  and  fresh¬ 
man  games  in  sports  where  it  seemed  feasible.  The  girls’  athletic 
program  of  field  hockey,  basketball,  softball  and  tennis  seems  ample 
for  this  school  at  this  time. 

Our  gymnasium  serves  our  indoor  athletic  and  physical  educa¬ 
tion  program  very  well.  Our  outdoor  facilities  are  not  reallv  ade¬ 
quate.  The  grounds  are  being  used  to  such  a  degree  that  it  is  now 
nearly  impossible  to  maintain  a  surface  suitable  for  physical  educa¬ 
tion  classes  and  athletic  contests.  We  need  more  area  in  the  immedi¬ 
ate  vicinity  of  the  school.  Our  athletic  squads  and  physical  educa¬ 
tion  classes  are  getting  larger;  consequently,  our  outdoor  facilities 
will  be  used  a  great  deal  more  than  they  have  been  in  the  past. 

Our  coaching  staff  should  be  complimented  for  the  fine  team- 
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work  and  sportsmanship  their  teams  have  exhibited.  I  wish  to 
compliment  the  cheerleaders  for  their  fine  spirit  this  last  year.  We 
hope  that  more  students  will  enter  into  the  athletic  program  and 
benefit  from  the  fine  instruction  of  our  coaching  staff.

REPORT  OF  THE  DRIVER-TRAINING  INSTRUCTOR 

The  Driver-Training  Course  is  offered  as  an  extra-curricular 
activity  in  the  High  School  to  qualified  students.  Two  courses  are 
offered  each  year  accommodating  twenty  students  each.  The  class¬ 
room  work  is  accomplished  during  the  activity  period  of  the  school 
day,  while  the  behind- the-wheel  instruction  is  given  after  school. 
The  classroom  activities  are  aimed  at  promoting  proper  attitudes 
toward  driving  problems. 

In  order  to  meet  standards  set  up  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles,  classroom  instruction 
must  total  twenty  clock  hours  for  a  complete  course  of  instruction. 
Another  six  clock  hours  of  actual  driving  instruction  is  also  required. 
The  classroom  instruction  must  be  given  either  before  the  actual 
driving  instruction  or  the  two  may  be  given  simultaneously. 

Students  have  to  pass  two  written  examinations  before  they 
are  allowed  to  take  a  road  test  for  a  driver’s  license.  The  first  test 
is  given  by  the  instructor  based  on  the  work  covered  in  the  class¬ 
room  sessions.  The  other  test  is  one  prepared  and  distributed  bv 
the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  On  this  test  every  student  must  get 
a  grade  of  at  least  eighty  per  cent  in  order  to  qualify  for  a  certificate 
which  is  issued  by  the  Registry  after  the  applicant  has  succeeded  in 
getting  his  driving  license.  It  is  this  certificate  which  entitles  the 
holder  to  certain  insurance  premium  benefits.  The  certificate  can 
be  cancelled  if  the  driver’s  record  becomes  poor.  A  regular  birth 
certificate  is  also  required. 

At  the  present  time  plans  are  being  put  into  effect  to  add  an¬ 
other  dual-controlled  car  for  instructional  purposes.  This  will 
double  our  facilities  for  instruction  and  should  mean  that  soon 
every  student  who  wants  Driver  Education  can  have  it.  The  school 
is  certainly  fortunate  in  having  the  full  cooperation  of  our  three 
local  automobile  dealers,  Paul  Young  Motors,  Watson  Chevrolet, 
and  Front  Street  Sales  and  Service,  in  providing  dual  control  auto¬ 
mobiles  for  our  use.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DEPARTMENT 

Elementary  Schools:  The  use  of  Visual  Aid  Films  has  provided 
added  stimulus  to  the  craft  part  of  our  Art  Program,  and  after  all 
the  pupils  of  the  Elementary  Schools  were  shown  movies  on  “Mak¬ 
ing  Papier  Mache  Animals"  and  “Finger  Painting",  many  groups 
enjoyed  projects  of  making  and  decorating  their  own  Indian  masks, 
toys  and  Prehistoric  Animals. 

An  open  house  evening  provided  one  group  of  enthusiastic 
Finger  Painters  with  an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  their  skills 
before  admiring  friends  and  relatives. 

Children  from  several  grades  worked  on  the  planning,  painting 
and  construction  of  scenery  and  furnishings  for  the  “Hansel  and 
Gretel"  musical. 

Last  spring  the  Massachusetts  S.P.C.A.  awarded  many  prizes 
to  our  boys  and  girls  for  designing  posters  on  “Be  Kind  to  Animals”. 

Many  teachers  voluntarily  attended  Art  Workshops  held  in 
Jenkins  and  Central  Schools  where  they  learned  screen  printing 
methods  which  would  be  practical  for  children  to  use.  This  skill, 
added  to  the  other  special  skills  of  finger  painting  and  papier  mache 
work  which  a  number  of  teachers  have  taken  time  to  learn,  helps 
to  further  our  art  program. 

Drawing,  painting,  clay  modeling,  design,  measuring,  lettering 
and  paper  construction  continue  to  be  taught  in  our  schools,  stress¬ 
ing  the  development  of  manual  skills  in  the  lower  grades. 

We  teachers  are  aware  of  the  changing  concepts  of  Art  Educa¬ 
tion  and  are  encouraging  children  to  illustrate  their  own  ideas  and 
activities,  rather  than  copy,  trace  or  color  in  pictures  made  by  adults.

High  School:  The  art  course  is  compulsory  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.  Classes  meet  once  a  week  for  approximately  forty 
minutes. 

Within  the  limitations  of  time  and  increasing  numbers  in  each 
class,  the  work  is  as  varied  and  flexible  as  possible. 

The  basic  elements  of  art  are  included  in  all  the  creative  art 
work  which  includes  freehand  drawing,  design,  perspective  compo¬ 
sition  and  watercolor. 

The  students  are  encouraged  to  do  more  difficult  work  as  they

become  more  capable.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  each  individual’s 
growth,  increasing  interest  and  creativeness  since  imitation  has  very 
limited  value  if  any. 

The  students  in  the  high  school  elect  the  art  course  and  fit  it  to 
the  individual  program,  with  the  help  of  the  Guidance  Director, 
where  they  can.  Usually  the  student  can  have  two  periods  a  week; 
in  some  special  cases  four  periods  may  be  taken. 

At  this  level,  work  is  more  and  more  with  each  individual  to 
meet  the  specific  needs  of  each  within  their  personal  interest  and 
particular  ability. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  several  of  the  students  have  met 
the  entrance  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  School  of  Art,  the 
Vesper  George  School  of  Art,  and  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design. 
These  schools  are  among  the  best  of  their  kind. 

During  several  Open  House  evenings,  the  Art  room  was  visited 
by  many,  and  very  favorable  comments  were  made.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

The  pupils  of  grades  2,  5,  7,  9,  and  1 1  have  been  given  a  com¬ 
prehensive  physical  examination,  and  also  the  pupils  who  were  on  an 
athletic  squad  or  who  had  recently  moved  into  Scituate.  Where 
important  physical  defects  were  found,  the  child’s  parents  were 
advised  to  consult  their  own  physician,  because  our  work  is  to  dis¬ 
cover  physical  handicaps  rather  than  to  treat  them. 

I  have  attended  the  home  football  games  to  give  first  aid  to 
injured  players,  and  have  been  consulted  by  teachers  about  injuries 
to  pupils  at  school  and  their  illnesses. 

In  February  there  was  an  outbreak  of  “intestinal  grippe”  at  the 
High  School.  Samples  of  the  food  prepared  at  the  cafeteria  were 
taken  to  the  state  Public  Health  laboratory,  where  no  evidence  of 
spoilage  or  of  bacterial  contamination  was  found.  Each  employee 
of  the  cafeteria  was  also  examined  and  no  communicable  disease 
was  found.  The  kitchen  was  inspected  by  myself  and  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  and  seen  to  be  clean  and  well  equipped. 

In  May  four  other  local  physicians,  myself  and  several  volun¬ 
teer  nurses  worked  with  the  Board  of  Health  in  giving  the  Salk 
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polio  vaccine  to  the  children  of  the  hrst  and  second  grades  who  were 
well  and  whose  parents  had  given  written  permission. 

I  am  grateful  indeed  to  the  School  Staff,  and  to  the  Parents 
for  their  help  in  caring  for  the  health  of  the  pupils.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 
High  and  Jenkins  Schools 

I  divide  my  time  between  the  High  School  and  the  Jenkins 
School.  At  the  High  School  I  have  completed  the  Keystone  Tele- 
binocular  vision  test  on  all  the  new  pupils  and  on  those  in  grades 
7,  9,  11.  The  parents  of  all  pupils  whose  eyes  require  the  attention 
of  a  doctor  have  been  advised  of  the  fact.  Assisting  Dr.  Miles,  I 
have  finished  the  physical  examination  of  all  new  pupils,  members 
of  the  cross-country,  football,  field  hockey,  basketball,  and  wrestling 
teams,  and  all  members  of  grades  7,  9,  11. 

At  the  Jenkins  School,  I  am  well  on  the  way  to  completing  the 
examination  of  the  eyes  of  the  second  grade  pupils  and  the  eyes  of 
any  other  pupils  whose  ability  to  see  well  is  at  all  doubted.  At 
the  close  of  this  year  I  will  have  completed  the  examination  of 
the  second  graders’  hearing,  and  I  will  have  also  assisted  Dr.  Miles 
in  giving  physical  examinations. 

In  May  of  last  year  I  took  part  in  the  administration  of  the  Salk 
Vaccine  to  all  members  of  the  first  and  second  grades  in  Scituate 
who  requested  it.  Assistance  was  given  by  the  Future  Nurses’  Club 
of  the  High  School. 

Although  it  is  necessary  to  divide  my  time  between  two  schools, 
I  have  been  able  to  answer  emergency  calls  at  both  schools.  A  good 
part  of  my  time  at  both  schools  is  spent  in  giving  consideration  to 
various  personal  problems  of  girls  brought  to  my  attention  by 
students,  and  school  office. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  people  who  have 
given  me  their  wholehearted  cooperation  and  have  thus  helped  me 
to  carry  out  my  duties  as  school  nurse.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 
Hatlierly  and  Central  Schools 

The  1955  Scituate  public  school  health  program  in  the  Scituate 
Elementary  Schools  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education 
and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

First  aid,  health  education,  communicable  disease  control,  ac¬ 
cident  and  disease  prevention,  special  tests,  conferences  with  social 
and  health  agency  workers,  teachers,  pupils,  and  parents,  assistance 
to  school  physician,  use  of  available  facilities  for  the  correction  of 
remedial  defects,  the  use  of  resources  for  assistance  in  dealing  with 
mental  and  emotional  problems  are  a  few  of  the  numerous  phases 
of  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  Health  Program.  Others  need  not 
be  stressed  at  this  time  since  they  are  known  to  the  average  citizen. 

The  most  significant  experience  of  the  year  was  the  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  teamwork  by  school  personnel,  members  of  the  medical  and 
nursing  profession,  cooperative  parents,  children  and  interested 
persons  who  helped  to  make  the  Salk  Vaccine  Clinic  a  success.

The  cafeteria  is  operating  under  the  Federal  School  Lunch 
Program,  serving  the  Type  A  lunch  which  consists  of  2  ozs.  protein, 
3  4  cup  of  fruit  or  vegetables,  1  serving  of  bread  and  butter,  and 
1/2  pt.  milk.  We  also  serve  soup,  salads,  and  sandwiches  a  la  carte. 

The  enrollment  is  almost  600  students,  and  we  are  serving 
approximately  500  daily,  whole  or  part  meals. 

We  have  two  serving  periods  from  Grades  7  and  8,  and  two 
serving  periods  for  the  upper  four  grades. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  my  co-workers  for  their 
wonderful  assistance.

REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGER  OF  THE  CAFETERIA 
CENTRAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  Central  School  Cafeteria,  following  the  National  School 
Lunch  Program,  serves  a  “Type  A”  meal  for  twenty-one  cents.  A 
weekly  five  day  lunch  ticket  may  be  purchased  for  one  dollar.  The 
lunch  furnishes  the  child  with  one  third  of  his  daily  nutritional 
requirements.  The  child  is  encouraged  to  buy  the  complete  meal 
so  his  diet  will  be  well-balanced  and  so  that  he  will  learn  to  enjov 
a  greater  variety  of  foods. 

The  State  reimburses  the  Cafeteria  at  the  rate  of  nine  cents  for 
each  complete  meal.  Since  September  the  reimbursement  for  milk 
has  been  four  cents,  thus  making  it  possible  to  sell  milk  for  three 
cents  a  carton  to  the  child.  Many  children  have  taken  advantage 
of  this  reduction  in  price  and  are  consuming  more  milk.  The  LT.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  continues  to  donate  surplus  foods. 

A  deep  freeze  chest  and  a  portable  washing  machine  have  been 
purchased  with  Cafeteria  funds  this  vear.

REPORT  OF  THE 

JENKINS  SCHOOL  CAFETERIA  MANAGER 

The  Jenkins  School  Cafeteria  is  one  of  the  306  of  the  351 
communities  in  the  Bay  State  that  operates  under  the  National 
School  Lunch  Program.  The  dual  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
safeguard  the  health  and  well-being  of  our  Nation’s  youth,  and  to 
encourage  the  domestic  consumption  of  agricultural  commodities. 
We  serve  a  complete  “Type  A”  lunch  for  one  dollar  a  week  which 
supplies  a  child  with  one  third  to  one  half  of  his  nutritional  daily 
diet.  It  includes:  y2  pint  of  whole,  white  milk;  2  oz.  protein;  6  oz. 
fruit  and/or  vegetables;  one  portion  bread;  and  at  least  2  tsps.  butter. 
The  State  reimburses  us  nine  cents  for  each  complete  meal.  In  order 
to  encourage  more  milk  consumption,  the  State  has  established  a 
Special  Milk  Program  this  year,  for  which  four  cents  is  reimbursed 
for  each  half  pint  of  milk.  In  this  way,  we  have  been  able  to  sell 
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milk  for  three  cents  a  carton.  We  also  receive  government  subsidies 
for  which  we  pay  the  shipping  charge  of  fifty  cents  a  case. 

Under  this  program,  we  have  certain  regulations  to  follow. 
Every  day  we  must  serve  Vitamin  C  (citrus),  and  at  least  twice  a 
week  Vitamin  A  (green  or  yellow  vegetables)  foods.  Each  month 
plentiful  foods  in  the  market  are  listed,  on  which  we  report  the 
amount  served  and  spent.  The  meals  must  not  only  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Program,  they  must  be  wholesome,  nutritious,  have  eye 
and  color  appeal,  be  varied,  have  texture  contrast,  and  yet  be  econ¬ 
omical.  Records  must  be  kept  of  complete  meals,  and  cartons  of  milk 
served,  and  submitted  to  the  State  along  with  records  of  income  and 
expenditures. 

Last  year  we  served  33,126  complete  lunches  in  serving  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  school.  This  year  we  are  serving  more  than 
three-fourths  of  the  school.  The  majority  of  the  children  are  second 
grades  and  for  the  first  time  are  becoming  acquainted  with  cafe¬ 
teria  style  meals.  We  try  to  make  the  atmosphere  quiet,  friendly  and 
cheerful.  There  is  no  nutrition  in  food  that  is  not  eaten.  What  a 
child  eats  vitally  effects  his  development  and  growth  and  has  an 
important  bearing  on  his  health  all  through  life.  We  have  tried  in 
many  tactful  ways  in  the  past  year  to  introduce  some  nutritional 
education  to  these  youngsters.  I  have  made  charts  on  foods  that 
are  good  for  them,  written  a  letter  to  them  that  their  young  minds 
might  understand,  and  added  food  value  drawings  to  their  mimeo¬ 
graphed  menus  each  week.  In  this  way,  we  hope  to  gain  their  con¬ 
fidence  in  teaching  them  to  eat  a  wider  variety  of  foods  while  giving 
them  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  basic  facts  of  nutrition.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  past  year  was  a  progressive  one  for  the  Town  of  Scituate. 
Only  through  the  combined  efforts  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
other  Town  Officials  were  solutions  found  to  the  many  problems 
which  arose. 

Early  in  the  year  Sections  56  through  59  of  Chapter  32  of  the 
General  Laws  were  accepted  for  the  Town  by  your  Board  of 
Selectmen.  This  authorized  certain  retirement  benefits  to  veterans 
of  the  Armed  Forces,  which  previously  had  been  denied  to  them. 

In  March,  of  course,  the  Etrusco  came  ashore  on  Cedar  Point. 
The  presence  of  the  vessel  posed  many  problems  to  the  Town. 
Immediately  regulations  and  conditions  were  set  up  by  the  Select¬ 
men  to  protect  the  interests  of  all  concerned.  Several  meetings  and 
conferences  were  held  with  the  owners  of  the  ship,  resulting  in  the 
acceptance  of  the  Town’s  regulations,  including  the  posting  of  an 
adequate  bond  to  insure  that  the  Town  was  fully  protected. 

Several  hearings  on  applications  for  liquor  licenses  were  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Board,  thereby  giving  all  concerned  an  opportunity 
to  present  their  views.  Hearings  of  this  sort  are  not  compulsory, 
but  it  is  felt  by  your  Board  of  Selectmen  that  they  are  desirable. 

In  connection  with  this,  a  complete  survey  was  made  of  the 
fees  charged  for  Liquor  Licenses  with  the  result  that  the  fee  for  all 
types  was  increased,  bringing  additional  revenue  to  the  Town. 

The  mosquito  and  midge  nuisance  became  a  serious  problem 
during  the  year,  particularly  in  the  Musquashiat  Pond  area.  With 
the  co-operation  of  the  State  Reclamation  Board  and  the  South 
Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project,  the  Pond  was  sprayed  at  least 
three  times,  but  with  varying  degrees  of  success.  However,  through 
the  continued  efforts  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen,  entailing  several 
meetings  with  State  Officials,  the  dredging  and  drainage  of  the 
Pond  is  now  fast  becoming  a  reality. 

For  the  further  protection  of  the  citizens,  two  Police  Officers 
and  three  Firefighters  were  appointed,  all  with  the  full  co-operation 
of  the  Police  and  Fire  Chiefs. 

The  Selectmen  have  inserted  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  of  the 
March  4,  1957  Town  Meeting  requesting  funds  to  improve  the 
Town  owned  parking  area  off  Jericho  Road,  overlooking  beautiful 
Scituate  Harbor.  This  is  one  of  the  few  locations  that  are  available 
to  park  and  enjoy  the  beauty  of  the  Harbor.  Included  in  the  im- 
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provements  are  grading,  resurfacing  and  the  planting  of  trees  along 
the  roadside.  Also,  it  is  planned,  if  voted,  to  construct  a  suitable 
launch  way  for  the  use  of  boat  owners.  It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the 
Board  that  this  Article  is  acted  upon  favorably. 

Various  meetings  with  the  Selectmen  of  Norwell  and  Marsh¬ 
field  were  held  for  die  purpose  of  promulgating  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations  for  the  usage  of  boats  on  the  North  and  South  Rivers,  as  well 
as  for  Scituate  Harbor.  It  might  be  pointed  out  at  this  time  that 
Scituate  took  the  initiative  in  this  respect,  and  was  the  first  Town  to 
approach  the  problem  in  an  objective  manner.  The  result  was  the 
filing  of  a  Bill  in  the  State  Legislature,  seeking  authority  to  enforce 
Rules  and  Regulations  governing  the  speed  and  handling  of  boats 
in  die  waters  of  Norwell,  Marshfield  and  Scituate.  The  coming 
boating  season  should  see  a  marked  improvement  in  this  respect  as 
a  direct  result  of  the  efforts  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  property  off  Hatherly  Road  at  Egypt  Beach  has  been 
taken  by  eminent  domain  to  provide  additional  bathing  and  park¬ 
ing  facilities  for  the  residents  of  Scituate.  It  is  hoped  that  this  action 
will  result  in  more  people  being  given  access  to  the  use  of  the  ocean 
for  bathinsr. 

O 

Several  inspections  of  the  seawalls  have  been  made,  and  many 
additions  and  repairs  have  been  requested  of  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  Waterways.  To  implement  this  vital  work,  an  .Article 
has  been  inserted  in  the  Annual  Warrant  requesting  the  appropria¬ 
tion  of  S50,000.00  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  matching  funds 
from  the  State  and  Countv.

The  Board  has  inserted  Articles  for  the  acceptance  of  several 
streets  bv  the  Town  as  Town  Wavs.  These  Articles  are  the  direct 

*  J 

result  of  petitions  received,  and  are  being  submitted  for  the  voters 
consideration. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  oppose  the  proposed  abandon¬ 
ment  of  the  Old  Colony  Branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad.  This  committee  attended  all  hearings  and 
voiced  their  opposition  to  the  discontinuance  of  service. 

In  closing,  your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  made  every  effort  to 
handle  satisfactorily  all  requests,  and  we  wish  to  thank  all  citizens 
and  Town  Departments  for  the  co-operation  received  during  the 
year.

ARTICLE  2 

To  hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen,  other  Town  Officers, 
Standing  Committees,  or  am  other  Committees  heretofore  chosen, 
or  act  thereon. 
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Salary  Committee  reported,  and  Five  Selectmen  Committee 
also  reported. 

VOTED:  To  accept  reports  as  printed  in  the  Town  Reports;

ARTICLE  3 

To  see  if  the  Town  pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  in 
Section  108 A  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  will  vote  to  amend 
the  By-Laws  by  adding  a  Classification  and  Salary  Plan  as  follows: 

Town  of  Scituate  Classification  and  Salary  Plan 

PART  I  — GENERAL 

Section  1.  TITLE. 

The  Classification  of  Positions  and  Pay  Schedules  appended 
hereto  and  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  the  Classification 
and  Salary  Plan  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Plan)  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  and  wages  to  the  employees  of  the  Town  of  Scituate 
covered  by  the  Plan. 

Section  2.  COVERAGE. 

The  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  apply  to  all  positions  in 
the  employ  of  the  Town,  except  (1)  those  filled  by  general  election, 
(2)  those  under  the  control  of  the  School  Committee,  (3)  part  time 
professional  services  which  are  more  appropriately  contracted  for 
on  either  a  fee  or  a  contractual  basis,  (4)  part  time  or  intermittent 
official,  executive,  or  other  services  for  which  the  compensation  paid, 
if  any,  represents  an  honorarium  rather  than  actual  pay  for  services 
rendered,  or  work  performed.  Nothing  herein,  however,  shall  bar 
reference  to  the  Plan  for  assistance  in  determining  the  compensation 
of  employees  not  covered  by  the  Plan. 

Section  3.  TITLES  OF  POSITIONS. 

The  title  of  each  classification  shall  be  the  official  title  for  all 
purposes  having  to  do  with  the  position  as  such,  and  shall  be  used 
to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates,  and 
official  records  and  reports,  and  in  every  connection  involving  per¬ 
sonnel  and  fiscal  processes,  but  any  abbreviation  or  code  symbol 
approved  by  the  Personnel  Board  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  title 
to  designate  the  classification  in  any  such  connection. 

(a)  Position  titles  shall  be  interpreted  as  descriptive  only 

and  not  restrictive.  They  shall  be  construed  solely  as  a  means 

of  distinguishing  one  position  from  another  and  not  as  pre- 
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scribing  what  the  duties  or  responsibilities  of  any  position 
shall  be,  or,  as  modifying,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  power 
of  any  administrative  authority,  as  otherwise  existing,  to  ap¬ 
point,  to  assign  duties  to,  or  to  direct  and  control  the  work  of, 
any  employee  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such  authority. 

Section  4.  RECORDS. 

The  Town  Accountant  shall  keep  such  records  of  all  employees 
of  the  Town,  including  the  name,  age,  date  of  employment,  classi¬ 
fication,  department  in  which  employed,  and  other  information  as 
the  Personnel  Board  shall  deem  necessary.  Department  Heads 
shall  furnish  such  information  as  shall  be  requested  for  this  pur¬ 
pose. 

Section  5.  CONFLICTING  BY-LAWS 

All  By-Laws  or  parts  of  By-Laws  in  conflict  with  this  By-Law  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  INVALIDITY. 

If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase,  or  figure 
of  this  By-Law  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or 
invalid,  such  decision  and  invalidity  or  voidance  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  By-Law.  The  Town 
Meeting  hereby  declares,  that  it  would  have  passed  this  By-Law 
and  each  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase,  or  figure 
thereof  even  if  it  had  known  that  any  one  or  more  sections,  sub¬ 
sections,  sentences,  clauses,  phrases,  or  figures  shall  be  declared 
unconstitutional  or  void. 

Section  7.  BUDGETS. 

Each  Department  Head  shall  include  in  the  departmental 
budget  a  Pay  Adjustment  Section,  to  provide  funds  for  anticipated 
pay  adjustments  during  the  year,  expenditures  to  be  made  there¬ 
from  only  in  accordance  with  the  Salary  Plan  with  the  approval 
of  the  Personnel  Board. 

Section  8.  GIVIL  SERVICE. 

Nothing  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with 
Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  9.  EFFECTIVE  DATE. 

Except  as  otherwise  specified  herein,  this  By-Law  shall  take 
effect  January  1,  1956. 

Section  10.  AMENDMENT. 

This  By-Law  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  any  regu¬ 
lar  or  special  Town  Meeting.

PART  II  — PERSONNEL  BOARD 

Section  11.  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD. 

There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board  serving  without  compensa¬ 
tion  consisting  of  five  (5)  persons  responsible  for  the  administration 
and  maintenance  of  the  Classification  and  Pay  Plan.  The  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  be  as  follows:  five  (5)  members 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  two  (2)  to  serve  for  one  year, 
two  (2)  to  serve  for  two  (2)  years,  and  one  (1)  to  serve  for  three 
(3)  years;  at  the  expiration  of  each  term  of  office,  appointments 
thereafter  shall  be  for  a  three  (3)  year  term.  In  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  Personnel  Board,  the 
position  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  original  method 
of  selection  and  for  the  remainder  of  such  unexpired  term  of  office. 
The  members  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  not  be  employees  or 
elected  officials  of  the  Town.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  chairman 
from  its  membership  who  shall  have  the  power  to  call  meetings 
and  who  shall  preside  over  such  meetings.  Any  three  (3)  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  transaction  of  business.  A  majority 
vote  of  such  a  board  shall  prevail  unless  there  be  a  bare  quorum, 
in  which  event  there  must  be  a  unanimous  vote.  The  initial  Board 
shall  be  appointed  within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  the  adoption  of  this 
By-I  .aw.  Each  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  April  1st,  except  that 
an  incumbent  shall  continue  to  serve  until  his  successor  is  appointed. 

Section  12.  DUTIES  OF  PERSONNEL  BOARD. 

(a)  Administration.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  administer  the 
Plan,  establishing  only  such  policies,  procedures  and  regulations 
as  may  be  consistent  with  the  administration  of  the  Plan. 

(b)  Job  Descriptions.  The  Board  shall  maintain  written  de¬ 
scriptions  of  the  jobs  or  positions  in  the  Plan  describing  the  essential 
characteristics,  requirements  and  general  duties.  The  descriptions 
shall  not  be  interpreted  as  complete  or  limiting  definitions  and 
employees  shall  continue  to  perform  any  duties  assigned  by  their 
superiors. 

(c)  Salary  and  Wage  Review.  The  Board  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  not  to  exceed  three  years,  review  the  wage  and  salary  schedules 
and  the  duties  of  all  positions  subject  to  the  Plan.  It  shall  keep 
informed  as  to  pay  rates  and  policies  outside  the  service  of  the 
Town,  and  be  in  a  position  to  recommend  to  the  Town  any  action 
deemed  desirable  to  maintain  a  fair  and  equitable  pay  level. 

(d)  Job  Review.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  review  the  work 
of  all  employees  subject  to  the  Plan  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
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three  years.  The  Board  upon  presentation  of  substantiating  data, 
may  add  a  new  position,  tentatively,  to  the  classification  schedule, 
or  reclassify  an  existing  position  group,  subject  to  the  subsequent 
ratification  of  its  action  by  formal  amendment  of  this  by-law  by 
vote  of  the  Town  at  Town  Meeting. 

(e)  Reports.  The  Personnel  Board  shall,  when  deemed  nec¬ 
essary,  in  advance  of  each  annual  Town  Meeting  at  which  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Board  will  be  considered,  prepare  a  printed 
report  for  the  information  of  Town  Meeting  and  town  employees. 
The  Personnel  Board  shall  make  an  annual  report  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  or  before  January  15,  of  each  year. 

PART  III  — SALARY  PLAN 

Section  13.  GENERAL. 

(a)  All  present  employees  in  the  Classification  Plan  who  are 
rendering  satisfactory  service  in  the  opinion  of  their  Department 
Head  shall  be  compensated  according  to  the  official  Pay  Plan. 

(b)  No  pay  shall  be  reduced  as  a  result  of  the  installation  of 
this  Plan.  Any  existing  rates  above  the  maximum  shall  become 
Personal  Rates  and  apply  only  to  the  present  incumbent.  Such 
rates  are  not  subject  to  automatic  changes  until  such  time  as  these 
rates  conform  to  the  Pay  Plan  or  until  such  time  as  the  position  is 
vacated.  When  the  incumbent  leaves  the  employ  of  the  Town,  or 
is  transferred  to  another  job,  the  rate  shall  disappear.  No  other 
employee  assigned  to,  or  hired,  for  the  job  shall  advance  beyond 
the  maximum  of  the  job. 

(c)  Employees  in  the  continuous  full-time  service  of  the  Town, 
who  have  a  satisfactory  performance  record,  shall  be  eligible  for  an 
advance  of  one  step-rate  per  year  (the  year  to  be  counted  from 
the  date  of  the  latest  increase) ,  but  not  more,  until  the  maximum 
for  their  job  is  reached,  subject  to  the  approval  of  their  Depart¬ 
ment  Head  and  the  Personnel  Board.  Any  employee  denied  such 
an  increase  has  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board,  which 
will  confer  with  both  the  employee  and  the  Department  Head. 
All  adjustments  shall  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  Personnel 
Board. 

(d)  Progressions  through  the  rate  ranges  are  not  mandatory 
and  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  merit  and  ability  on  recommendation 
of  the  Department  Head. 

(e)  When  an  employee  is  promoted  to  a  higher  rated  job,  he 
shall  enter  at  the  minimum  of  the  job  rate  range  or  at  his  own  rate, 
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whichever  is  the  higher.  He  may  also  receive  a  one  step-rate  increase 
at  the  time,  if  the  Department  Head  feels  that  qualifications  and 
performance  warrant  it,  and  the  Personnel  Board  approves. 

(f)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  be  notified  of  all  requisitions 
for  persons  to  fill  positions  or  perform  duties  subject  to  the  Classi¬ 
fication  Plan  and  shall  advise  upon  the  appropriate  classification 
to  which  such  persons  shall  be  assigned. 

(g)  The  hiring  rate  shall  be  the  minimum  of  the  rate  range 
of  the  job  for  which  the  new  employee  is  hired,  unless  otherwise 
authorized  by  the  Personnel  Board.  The  first  six  months  of  em¬ 
ployment  shall  be  a  probationary  period,  at  the  end  of  which  the 
Department  Head  may  decide  whether  his  performance  warrants 
continued  employment. 

(h)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  establish  the 
salary  schedule  which  shall  be  paid  in  a  new  position  title  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town. 

(i)  The  official  Pay  Plan,  when  established  by  the  vote  of  the 
Town,  shall  consist  of: 

1.  Minimum  and  maximum  salaries  to  be  paid  for  each 

position  included  in  the  Classification  Plan,  and 

2.  Designated  step-rate  increases  for  such  salary  ranges  as 

shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  established  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

Section  14.  VACATIONS. 

To  establish  a  uniform  vacation  policy  throughout  the  Town, 
the  following  annual  vacations  with  pay  will  be  granted  after  the 
following  periods  of  full-time  continuous  employment:  1  week 
after  6  months;  2  weeks  after  1  year;  3  weeks  after  10  years;  and 
4  weeks  after  20  years. 

In  the  case  of  nurses  and  the  Library  staff,  the  Personnel  Board 
may  establish  a  vacation  program  in  accordance  with  the  general 
custom  of  such  professional  groups.  Details  of  vacation  practices 
for  the  several  departments  shall  be  worked  out  under  the  direction 
of  the  Personnel  Board. 

Vacations  with  pay  shall  not  be  granted  to  temporary  em¬ 
ployees.  Vacations  shall  not  be  cumulative  from  year  to  year.  No 
additional  vacation  shall  be  allowed  because  of  a  holiday  in  the 
vacation  period. 
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Section  15.  PAID  HOLIDAYS. 

Regular  employees  shall  be  paid  for  each  of  the  following 
holidays  which  fall  on  or  are  observed  on  a  regularly  scheduled 
work  day: 

New  Year’s  Day 
Washington’s  Birthday 
Patriot’s  Day 
Decoration  Day 
Independence  Day 
Labor  Day 
Columbus  Day 
Thanksgiving  Day 
Veteran’s  Day 
Christmas  Day 

Regular  employees  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  other 
than  the  Chiefs  thereof  required  to  work  on  any  of  the  above 
specified  holidays  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  straight  time  in 
addition  to  the  regular  pay  for  that  day,  or,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Chief,  may  be  given  equivalent  time  off. 

Section  16.  OVERTIME. 

a.  No  overtime  shall  be  paid  to  the  following,  even  though  the 
positions  may  be  referred  to  below: 

Department  Heads 
Professional  Employees 
Custodians 

Others  by  agreement  when  hired 

b.  Laborers,  truck  drivers  and  foremen  —  Time  worked  prior 
to  or  after  the  regularly  scheduled  work  day,  Monday  through 
Friday,  inclusive,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-half. 
Time  worked  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  after  40  hours  have  been 
worked  during  the  week,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one- 
half.  Work  performed  on  a  paid  holiday  (as  stated  in  Section  15) 
occurring  during  the  regular  work  week,  Monday  through  Friday, 
inclusive,  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  time  and  one-half. 

c.  Office  workers  —  Overtime  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-half 
shall  be  paid  for  all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  33  hours  in  any  one 
week  but  only  if  36  hours  or  more  of  work  during  that  week  has 
been  performed.  Overtime  work  totaling  less  than  3  hours  per 
week  will  not  be  compensated. 

d.  Police  —  Overtime  at  the  rate  of  straight  time  less  any  fees 
collected  shall  be  paid  for  all  time  worked  in  excess  of  8  hours  in 
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any  one  day,  but  only  if  9  hours  or  more  of  work  during  that  day 
has  been  performed.  Overtime  work  totaling  less  than  1  hour  per 
day  will  not  be  compensated.  Work  performed  on  a  scheduled  day 
off  or  during  vacation  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  straight  time, 
less  any  fees  collected  in  addition  to  any  regular  pay  applicable  to 
that  day,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  Chief,  the  employee  may  be 
given  equivalent  time  off.  Appearances  in  court  by  police  officers 
shall  not  be  considered  as  overtime. 

e.  Fire  —  Overtime  at  the  rate  of  straight  time  shall  be  paid 
for  all  time  worked  in  excess  of  56  hours  in  any  one  week  but  only 
if  57  hours  or  more  of  work  during  that  week  has  been  performed. 
Overtime  work  totaling  less  than  1  hour  per  week  will  not  be  com¬ 
pensated.  Overtime  for  firemen  called  in  on  off  duty  hours  shall 
be  paid  at  the  rate  of  straight  time,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  Chief, 
the  employee  may  be  given  equivalent  time  off. 

f.  Other  —  if  any  employee  holding  two  or  more  paid  jobs  in 
the  service  of  the  Town  accrues  overtime,  the  Department  Head 
shall  refer  to  the  Personnel  Board  the  determination  of  the  fair 
normal  time  content  of  each  job,  and  to  the  extent  that  each 
employee  works  daily  or  weekly  in  excess  of  that  time,  he  shall 
be  paid  overtime  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-half. 

g.  There  shall  be  no  pyramiding  of  overtime. 

Section  17.  SICK  LEAVE. 

No  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  be  granted  during  the  first  3 
months  of  employment.  After  3  months  employment  and  up  to  1 
year,  any  employee  absent  because  of  his  own  sickness  shall  be 
entitled  to  sick  leave  with  pay  for  time  absent  not  in  excess  of  6 
work  days.  After  1  year  of  employment  the  period  in  any  year  for 
which  employees  shall  be  paid  while  absent  because  of  personal 
sickness  shall  be  12  work  days,  plus  the  amount  of  any  accrued  and 
unused  sick  leave  in  previous  years,  not  in  excess  of  a  total,  however, 
of  90  work  days.  Loss  of  time  directly  attributable  to  injury  incurred 
while  performing  assigned  duties  shall  not  be  charged  to  sick  leave. 

Section  18.  JURY  DUTY. 

An  employee  called  for  jury  duty  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town 
an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  compensation  paid 
for  a  normal  working  period  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  Court, 
excluding  allowance  for  travel  and  this  will  be  certified  to  by  the 
Town  Accountant  upon  presentation  of  the  check  for  moneys  re¬ 
ceived  for  Jury  Duty. 

VOTED:  That  the  Town  amend  its  By-Laws  by  adding  to  its 
present  By-Laws  Sections  1  through  18  of  the  “Classification  and 
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Salary  Plan”  contained  in  the  February  15,  1956  Salary  Committee 
Report.  Said  By-Law  is  to  be  known  as  “Classification  and  Salary 
Plan.”  (Voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  4 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  By-Laws  by  adding 
to  the  By-Law  entitled  “Classification  and  Salary  Plan”  the  follow¬ 
ing  schedules:

BUILDING  BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I. 

General  Provisions 

Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  no  person  shall  erect,  raise, 
move,  alter  or  repair  any  building  except  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  these  By-Laws  or  without  having  first  obtained  a  build¬ 
ing  permit  from  the  Building  Commissioner.  Plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Building  Commissioner  together 
with  such  structural  detail  as  he  may  require. 

These  By-Laws  shall  be  deemed  to  present  minimum  require¬ 
ments  for  residential  construction.  In  the  case  of  apartment  build- 
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ings  stores,  places  of  assembly  and  industrial  buildings,  the  Build¬ 
ing  Commissioner  may  make  such  requirements  in  addition  to  these 
regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  the  public  safety. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Exemptions 

a.  All  repairs  to  buildings  which  do  not  include  the  removal 
or  replacement  of  any  wall,  door,  window,  column,  post,  floor 
umber  rafter,  chimney,  pier  or  any  foundation  which  would  tend 
to  weaken  the  structure. 

b.  The  application  of  these  By-Laws  to  Farm  Buildings  and

ol  tile  Building  Commissioner. 

c.  Buildings  owned  or  occupied  by  the  United  States  or  Com- 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

d.  Bridges,  Quays,  Wharfs. 


ARTICLE  III. 

General  Requirements 

Section  1.  It  is  not  the  intent  of  these  By-Laws  to  prohibit 

new  or  unconventional  methods  of  construction  which  are  not 

detrimental  to  the  public  safety  and  in  keeping  with  the  general 

appearance  of  other  buildings  in  a  locality.  All  dwellings  shall 

have  at  least  two  (2)  outside  doors  or  entrances,  for  each' family. 

n>  non-iesidential  building  that  is  to  be  later  converted  into  a 

residence  must  conform  to  the  requirements  of  residential  construc¬ 
tion. 


1  ectwn  2.  Foundations.  No  dwelling  house  shall  hereafter 
be  built  within  the  town  without  continuous  foundation  walls  on 
all  sides.  All  lootings  or  foundations  shall  extend  to  solid  soil  and 
no  ioundation  shall  be  constructed  until  inspected  and  approved 
by  the  Building  Commissioner. 

Section  .1.  Every  excavation  shall  be  properly  guarded  and 
protected  by  the  person  responsible  therefor,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings;  and  so  as  to  pre¬ 
vent  it  from  becoming  dangerous  to  life  and  limb  and  to  the  neigh- 

bonng  property.  It  shall  be  sheet  piled  whenever  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  shall  so  direct. 
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Section  4.  With  the  exception  of  footings,  no  concrete  foun¬ 
dations  shall  be  constructed  without  the  use  of  forms  for  both  sides 
of  the  walls  except  where  concrete  blocks  are  used. 

Section  5.  All  cement  block  and  poured  8"  Walls,  Piers, 
Posts,  or  Lally  Columns  shall  rest  upon  footings  not  less  than  eight 
inches  (8")  thick.  For  foundation  wall  footings  must  be  eight  inches 
(8")  wider  than  said  foundation  wall  and  in  case  of  Piers,  Posts  or 
Lally  Columns,  all  footings  must  be  not  less  than  twenty  inches 
(20")  square.  Ten  inch  (10")  poured  walls  or  over  may  be  con¬ 
structed  without  footing  subject  to  approval  of  Building  Inspector. 
Except  that  foundations  for  residential  garages,  breezeways,  or 
porches  may  be  of  eight  inch  (8")  poured  concrete  without  footings. 
The  Commissioner  must  be  notified  when  footings  are  complete, 
which  must  be  approved  by  him  before  the  work  is  continued. 

Section  6.  If  the  Commissioner  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  safe 
sustaining  power  of  the  soil  upon  which  a  building  is  to  erected, 
he  may  order  borings  made  or  he  may  order  tests  of  the  sustaining 
power  of  the  soil  upon  which  a  building  is  to  be  erected,  either 
or  both  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  proposed  buildings. 
Tests  and  borings  shall  be  made  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Commissioner.  Reports  of  all  borings  shall  be  filed  with  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  Commissioner  may  establish  allowable  maximum  loads 
for  various  types  of  soil  and  shall  establish  such  as  a  result  of  all 
tests  or  borings. 

Section  7.  Wherever  the  safe  sustaining  power  of  the  soil  upon 
which  a  building  is  to  be  erected  does  not  conform  to  the  require¬ 
ment  of  the  law,  the  Commissioner  shall  require  the  proper  foun¬ 
dations  of  a  type  satisfactory  to  him  and  sufficient  to  support  the 
proposed  building. 

Section  8.  Foundation  and  underpinning  walls  for  one  and 
two  story  dwellings  shall  be  at  least  eight  (8")  thick,  if  of  concrete, 
concrete  blocks  or  brick  when  not  over  seven  feet  (7')  below  finished 
grade.  When  stone  masonry  is  used  the  thickness  shall  be  twenty 
inches  (20")  up  to  finished  grade  and  not  less  than  twelve  inches 
(12")  from  finished  grade  to  the  sill. 

Section  9.  Where  cement  blocks  are  used,  all  joints  must  be 
filled  and  jointed  outside  as  well  as  inside.  Mortar  for  all  masonry 
shall  be  no  poorer  than  one  part  Portland  cement,  one-quarter  (14) 
part  lime  putty,  and  three  parts  sand;  for  footings  and  poured 
concrete,  no  poorer  than  one  part  Portland  cement,  three  (3)  parts 
sand,  and  five  (5)  parts  coarse  aggregate  not  exceeding  one  and 
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one  half  inches  (U/^O-  All  material  shall  meet  the  commissioner’s 
approval,  be  thoroughly  mixed  and  properly  placed  and  tamped. 

Section  10.  Posts,  piers  or  lally  columns  supporting  buildings 
shall  not  be  more  than  eight  feet  (8')  apart  on  centers,  seven  feet 
(7')  where  a  6"  x  6"  girder  is  used;  six  feet  (6')  apart  where  a 
4"  x  6"  girder  is  used.  (See  Girders,  under  Section  4  of  Article 
4).  Lally  columns,  or  red  cedar  posts  not  less  than  six  inches  (6") 
in  diameter  at  the  small  end  may  be  used  for  interior  supports. 

On  all  piers  and  bearing  points  of  girders  the  voids  must  be 
filled  at  least  two  blocks  down. 

Section  11.  All  loam  and  subsoil  under  dwellings  must  be 
removed,  and  at  least  twenty  inches  (20")  of  space  must  be  left 
between  the  remaining  earth  and  the  under  side  of  the  first  floor 
timbers.  Under  all  buildings  with  continuous  foundations,  there 
must  be  at  least  two  (2)  screened  openings  for  cross  draft  ventila¬ 
tion  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  forty  (240)  square  inches 
per  opening. 

Section  12.  Chimneys:  No  tile  or  metal  chimneys  shall  be 
allowed.  All  masonry  chimneys  shall  rest  on  a  concrete  footing 
not  less  than  eight  inches  (8")  thick  and  at  least  eight  inches  (8") 
wider  both  ways  of  the  chimney  and  except  those  with  solid  brick 
walls  eight  inches  (8")  or  more  thick  shall  be  lined  throughout 
with  vitreous  flue  lining,  and  shall  be  topped  at  least  two  feet  six 
inches  (2'6")  above  the  highest  point  of  contact  with  the  roof 
and  shall  project  at  least  one  inch  (1")  above  any  ridge  within 
ten  feet  (10').  No  chimney  shall  be  supported  on  wood.  No  wood 
closer  than  one  inch  (1")  to  any  chimney.  Space  between  chimneys 
and  floor  joists  to  be  firestopped.  Every  smoke  pipe  hole  in  a 
chimney  shall  be  provided  with  a  metal  thimble.  Masonry  walls 
at  the  back  and  sides  of  every  fireplace  shall  be  at  least  eight  inches 
(8")  thick  if  of  brick  and  twelve  inches  (12")  thick  if  of  stone. 
All  fireplaces  shall  have  dampers.  Hearths  shall  extend  at  least 
sixteen  inches  (16")  in  front  of  fireplace  openings,  and  at  least 
eight  inches  (8")  wider  than  the  firplace  opening.  Wood  centers 
under  fireplace  and  hearth  arches  shall  be  removed  before  finishing 
thereunder.  No  wood  work  shall  be  within  five  inches  (5")  of  any 
smoke  pipe.  No  wooden  studding,  furring,  lathing,  or  plugging 
shall  be  placed  against  any  chimney  or  in  joints  thereof.  Wooden 
construction  shall  either  be  set  away  from  the  chimney  or  the  plast¬ 
ering  shall  be  directly  on  the  masonry  or  on  metal  lathing  or  on 
incombustible  furring  material.  Wood  furring  strips  placed  around 
chimneys  to  support  base  or  other  trim  shall  be  insulated  from  the 
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masonry  by  asbestos  paper  at  least  one-sixteenth  (1/16")  thick.  In 
no  case  shall  a  chimney  be  built  out  of  plumb  unless  the  same  be 
attached  to  a  brick  wall,  or  approved  by  building  commissioner. 

Section  13.  Electrical  Wiring.  All  electrical  installations 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Code  and 
amendments  thereto,  also  Requirements  of  the  Town  of  Scituate, 
and  no  installation  of  electrical  equipment  shall  be  made  except  in 
conformity  thereto. 

(a)  Permits.  No  person  shall  install  wires,  conduits,  appara¬ 
tus,  fixtures,  or  appliances  for  carrying  or  using  electricity  for  heat, 
light  or  power,  within,  or  connected  to  any  building,  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit,  in  writing,  from  the  Inspector  of  Wires. 

Application  for  permit  must  be  made  to  the  Wire  Inspector, 
who  will  issue  permits,  on  any  working  day,  between  the  hours  of 
eight  and  nine  A.M.,  at  the  Town  Hall,  Scituate  Center.  Temporary 
service  will  require  the  filing  of  an  application  and  issuance  of  a 
permit. 

(b)  Inspection  and  Certificates.  Upon  completion  of  the 
work  which  has  been  authorized  by  the  issuance  of  a  permit,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person,  firm,  or  corporation  installing  the 
same  to  notify  the  Inspector  of  Wires,  who  shall  inspect  the  installa¬ 
tion,  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Certificate  of  approval  will  be  issued  to  the  owner  if  requested. 

Connection  of  the  Public  Service  Company’s  lines  shall  require 
a  written  notice  of  approval. 

All  wiring  installed,  due  to  remodeling  or  the  new  construction 
of  a  building,  for  which  a  building  permit  has  been  issued,  must 
have  the  approval  stamp  for  wiring,  on  the  Building  Permit,  in  the 
space  provided,  before  such  wiring  is  covered  over  and  concealed 
from  view. 

(c)  Penalties.  Whoever  violates  this  By-Law  shall  be -subject 
to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20). 

Section  14.  All  work  on  construction  of  any  kind  not  other¬ 
wise  specifically  covered  shall  be  performed  with  the  best  practice 
of  the  particular  trades  involved  or  in  accordance  with  the  accepted 
standards  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Materials 

Section  1.  All  lumber  sizes  given  herein  are  nominal  dimen¬ 
sion. 
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Section  2.  All  material  shall  be  of  such  quality  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  are  to  be  used  as  to  insure  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings,  ample  safety  and  security  to  life  and  limb 
and  the  neighboring  property.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall 
have  the  power  to  reject  all  materials  which  in  his  opinion  are 
unsuitable  and  may  require  tests  to  be  made  by  the  architect, 
builder  or  owner  to  determine  the  strength  of  the  structural  mate¬ 
rials  before  or  after  they  are  incorporated  in  a  building  and  may 
require  certified  copies  of  results  of  tests  made  elsewhere  from  the 
architect,  builder  or  owner  or  other  interested  persons.  Owners 
shall  furnish  expert  advice  and  tests  at  their  own  expense. 

Section  3.  Second  hand  structural  material  shall  not  be  used 
without  the  approval  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  All  timbers 
shall  be  of  good  sound  material  of  sufficient  strength  for  purpose 
intended,  and  free  from  imperfections  whereby  the  strength  may 
be  impaired. 

Section  4.  (a)  Residences. 

SILLS:  shall  not  be  less  than  4"  x  6"  and  must  be  on  edge 
unless  resting  upon  a  continuous  foundation.  Box  sills  may  be  used 
when  approved  by  the  Building  Commissioner,  and  the  bottom 
members  must  not  be  less  than  2"  x  8". 

GIRDERS:  shall  not  be  less  than  6"  x  8"  where  they  carry 
floor  timbers  twelve  (12'  or  longer;  6"  x  6"  where  floor  timbers 
are  eight  (8')  up  to  twelve  (12')  and  shall  be  supported  eight  (8') 
on  centers  for  one  story,  seven  feet  (7')  for  one  and  one  half  and 
two  stories,  and  4'6"  on  edge  where  floor  timbers  are  less  than 
eight  feet  (8')  and  shall  be  joined  only  over  a  support.  Eastern 
pine  shall  not  be  used  for  girders. 

FLOOR  JOISTS:  Spans  of  more  than  eight  feet  (8')  shall  be 
bridged  once,  of  more  than  twelve  feet  (12')  twice.  Ends  of  joists 
shall  not  be  notched  more  than  one-fourth  of  their  depth,  except 
with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner.  (The  rule  for  bridging 
and  notching  includes  Platforms  and  Piazzas.)  Joists  under  parti¬ 
tions  running  parallel  to  them  shall  be  doubled  in  frame  construc¬ 
tion  every  opening  exceeding  three  feet  (3')  in  width,  in  a  bearing- 
partition  shall  be  trussed.  Stair  stringers  must  be  at  least  two  inches 
(2")  thick,  shall  be  placed  not  over  eighteen  inches  (18")  on  centers. 
All  floors  shall  be  double  boarded.  All  walls  and  partitions  going 
through  floors  shall  be  fire-stopped  with  masonry  or  with  wood  not 
less  than  two  inches  (2")  thick  nominal  dimension.  Studding  of 
outside  walls  and  bearing  partitions  shall  be  not  less  than  2"  x  4" 
set  16"  on  centers.  Balloon  frame  shall  not  be  used  on  walls  more 
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than  14'  high,  measured  from  the  sill.  Ballon  frame  shall  have 
ledger  boards  not  less  than  1"  x  6"  set  into  the  studs,  and  shall 
be  thoroughly  fire-stopped  at  each  floor  level.  Studing  of  non-bear¬ 
ing  partitions  shall  rest  on  a  shoe  not  less  than  2"  thick.  Corner 
posts  shall  be  not  less  than  4"  x  6"  and  may  be  built  up.  All  corners 
shall  be  braced  with  diagonal  braces,  extending  out  at  least  two 
bays  of  studding.  Bearing  partitions  8'  or  over  in  height  shall  have 
at  least  one  row  of  horizontal  bracing  in  each  story  of  the  same  size 
as  the  studs.  All  joists  headers  more  than  two  and  one-half  feet 
(2i/2r)  long  shall  be  doubled  and  spiked  together,  or  be  at  least 
four  inches  (4")  in  thickness.  All  joists  supporting  headers  shall  be 
doubled  and  spiked  or  be  at  least  four  inches  in  thickness.

RAFTERS:  (Except  Platforms  and  porches)  .  Rafters  shall  be 
as  follows:  Where  the  pitch  is  less  than  4"  to  the  foot,  2"  x  4"  up  to 
4'  horizontal  span,  2"  x  5"  up  to  6'  horizontal  span,  2"  x  6"  up  to 
8'  horizontal  span,  2"  x  8"  up  to  12'  horizontal  span,  shall  not  be 
spaced  more  than  16"  on  centers.  Where  the  pitch  is  more  than 
4"  to  the  foot,  2"  x  4"  up  to  6'  horizontal  span,  2"  x  5"  up  to  9' 
horizontal  span,  2"  x  6"  up  to  12'  horizontal  span,  shall  be  placed 
not  more  than  24"  on  centers.  2"  x  6"  up  to  15'  horizontal  span  and 
2"  x  8"  up  to  18'  horizontal  span  shall  be  spaced  not  more  than  16" 
on  centers. 


(b)  All  exterior  walls  and  roofs  shall  be  sheathed  with  sheath¬ 
ing  not  less  than  eleven  sixteenths  (11/16")  thick,  or  plywood  not 
less  than  one  half  inch  (14,")  thick. 

(c)  Platforms  and  Piazzas:  Floor  joists  on  porches  or  plat¬ 
forms  shall  be  not  less  than  2"  x  6"  on  spans  up  to  8'.  Girders  of 
4"x  6",  laid  on  edge,  shall  be  used  where  the  span  is  more  than  8'. 
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Floor  timbers  may  be  framed  flush.  Ends  of  joists  shall  not  be 
notched  more  than  one-fourth  of  their  depth;  the  same  being  well 
spiked  to  said  girders,  and  a  1"  x  2"  must  be  well  nailed  to  the 
girder  flush  with  the  under  side,  for  floor  timber  to  rest  upon. 

(d)  Garages:  Garages  allowed  in  a  Zone  A  area  may  use 
2 "  x  4"  sills  where  they  rest  upon  continuous  foundations,  other¬ 
wise  they  must  be  4"  x  6"  laid  on  edge.  Studding  for  outside  walls 
shall  be  at  least  2"  x  4"  and  not  more  than  24"  on  centers. 

(e)  Garages  within  a  cellar  basement  or  body  of  a  dwelling, 
may  be  of  wood  frame;  ceilings  and  walls  must  be  covered  with 
expanded  metal  lath  and  cement  plaster  or  perforated  gypsum  lath 
and  cement  plaster.  Any  door  leading  from  garage  to  cellar,  base¬ 
ment  or  any  part  of  dwelling  must  be  covered  on  garage  side  with 
tin  and  have  a  self  closing  device.  These  rules  shall  apply  to  gar¬ 
ages  that  are  connected  with  breezeways  of  less  than  five  feet  (5') 
to  dwellings. 


ARTICLE  V. 

Setback:  Setback  of  any  building  shall  be  30'  from  the  street 
line  where  no  building  line  is  already  established.  No  building, 
residential  or  non-residential,  shall  be  erected  nearer  than  8'  to  the 
side  or  rear  of  lot  lines,  except  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 
after  adjoining  property  owners  and  other  interested  parties  have 
been  notified. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  No  studding  for  any  part  of  the  outside  walls  of 
any  building  shall  be  less  than  2"  x  4",  except  for  small  storage 
buildings  with  walls  not  over  7'  in  height.  Studding  for  such  wall 
may  be  2"  x  3"”  and  shall  be  spaced  not  over  16"  on  centers. 

Section  2.  No  building  already  erected  or  hereafter  to  be 
built  shall  be  extended,  altered,  raised,  moved  or  built  upon  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  be  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Building  Code 
relating  to  new  construction. 

Section  3.  No  wall  of  any  building  already  constructed  shall 
be  increased  in  height  unless  the  entire  building  is  altered  so  as 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Building  Code  relative  to 
new  buildings. 

Section  4.  Doors  shall  not  open  immediately  upon  a  flight 
of  stairs  but  on  a  landing  at  least  equal  to  the  width  of  the  door. 
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Section  5.  No  opening  shall  be  made  in  a  wall  separating  a 
store  either  from  a  habitation  unless  protected  by  fire-doors,  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Section  6.  In  no  case  shall  a  chimney  be  built  out  of  plumb 
unless  the  same  be  attached  to  a  brick  wall  or  approved  by  the 
Building  Commissioner. 

Section  7.  In  running  pipes,  no  floor  joist,  header  or  trimmer 
shall  be  cut  into  more  than  2"  in  depth  or  more  than  V  from  its 
support,  without  a  permit  from  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Section  8.  No  Coal  Bin  or  closet  of  any  kind  shall  be  con¬ 
structed  under  a  stairway  in  any  building  other  than  a  one  family 
house  and  then  only  when  approved  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Section  9.  No  wood  lintel  shall  be  used  to  support  masonry 
over  a  door,  window,  or  other  opening. 

Section  10.  No  change  shall  be  made  in  character  of  occu¬ 
pancy  or  use  of  any  building  or  portion  of  building,  which  would 
change  the  required  floor  strength,  unless  such  building  is  made 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  Code. 

Section  11.  No  reinforcing  steel  or  structural  framework  of 
any  part  of  any  building  or  structure  shall  be  covered  or  concealed 
in  any  manner  whatsover  without  first  obtaining  the  approval  of 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Section  12.  No  repairs  after  fires  shall  be  made  except  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  All  structural 
parts  damaged  by  fire  shall  be  removed  and  replaced  with  new 
material.  Slightly  damaged  parts  not  impaired  in  strength  shall 
be  treated  as  directed  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Fire  Safety  and  Prevention 

Section  1.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  shall  be  made  rea¬ 
sonably  fire  safe. 

Section  2.  All  stud  walls,  partitions,  furring  and  spaces  be¬ 
tween  joists  where  they  rest  on  wall  or  bearing  partitions  and  similar 
vertical  spaces  shall  be  fire-stopped  with  incombustible  material  in 
a  manner  to  cut  off  all  concealed  draft  openings  and  form  an 
effectual  horizontal  fire  barrier  between  stories  and  between  stories 
and  roof  spaces  full  depth  of  joists,  except  that  in  one  story  or 
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one  and  one-half  story  wooden  buildings  for  residential  occupancy, 
fire  stopping  may  be  done  with  wood  not  less  than  two  inches  in 
thickness  and  full  width  of  wall  or  partition  and  forming  an 
effectual  fire  barrier  between  stories  and  roof  spaces.  Such  fire 
stopping  shall  extend  the  full  depth  of  joists  and  at  least  4"  above 
each  floor  level.  Stair  carriages  shall  be  fire  stopped  at  least  once 
in  the  middle  portion  of  each  run. 

Section  3.  No  fire  stopping  shall  be  concealed  from  view  until 
authorized  by  the  Commissioner. 

Section  4.  Party  walls  shall  be  of  masonry  or  other  improved 
incombustible  materials.  Ceilings  in  stores  not  constructed  of  fire- 
resisting  materials  shall  be  plastered  on  metal  lath. 

Section  5.  Buildings  constructed  above  the  ground  on  posts 
or  piers,  including  porches,  piazzas,  etc.,  shall  have  solid  outside 
wall  construction  carried  to  the  ground.  Openings  may  be  inserted 
not  exceeding  twelve  square  feet  in  area  in  any  one  elevation, 
providing  that  such  openings  will  be  equipped  with  sash,  shutters, 
or  doors  that  will  close  the  openings  and  can  be  closed  from  outside. 

Section  6.  All  apparatus  for  heating  and  cooking  shall  be  so 
installed  as  not  to  create  a  fire  hazard. 

Gas  Fitting: 

(a)  No  person,  or  persons,  shall  construct,  extend  or  alter  any 
system  of  pipes  for  the  conveyance,  distribution,  or  use  of  gas,  or 
install  any  pipes  for  the  conveyance,  distribution,  or  use  of  gas,  or 
install  any  gas  appliance,  unless  he  is  lawfully  registered  with  the 
Building  Commissioner. 

(b)  All  concealed,  painted,  or  coated  gas  piping  and  fittings 
shall  be  tested  at  the  request  of  and  in  the  presence  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  or  his  agent,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner. 

(c)  Defective  or  second  hand  pipe  or  fitting  shall  not  be  used 
unless  such  materials  meet  the  requirements  of  new  pipe  and  fittings. 
No  sweated  joints  shall  be  used  on  pipe  conveying  gas  inside  of 
buildings.  All  materials  shall  be  subject  to  the  Commissioner’s 
approval. 

(d)  All  gas  appliances  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner. 

(e)  Every  gas  appliance  shall  be  connected  to  an  effective  flue 
or  outlet  pipe  to  the  outer  air.  In  cases  where  the  flue  pipe  does 
not  enter  a  chimney,  the  flue  pipe  shall  enter  a  vertical  stack 
.erminating  with  a  suitable  device  installed  to  prevent  a  down  draft. 
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The  flue  or  pipe,  where  extending  through  from  floor  to  floor  to 
roof,  located  inside  of  partitions  or  walls,  or  extending  through  wall 
or  partitions,  shall  have  at  least  one  and  one-half  inch  clearance 
from  all  combustible  materials,  or  otherwise,  as  the  Commissioner 
may  require.  A  pitch  or  rise  of  at  least  one-fourth  inch  to  the  foot 
shall  be  maintained.  No  vent  pipe  shall  enter  the  chimney  or  flue 
at  a  lower  level  than  the  outlet  of  appliance. 

(f)  The  cross  sectional  areas  of  flues,  or  vents,  for  gas  burning 
appliances  shall  not  be  less  than  one  square  inch  per  7.500  hourly 
B.  T.  U.  in  put  and  in  no  case,  shall  this  section  be  less  than  three 
inches  in  diameter. 

Section  7.  Metal  smoke  stacks  may  be  permitted  only  when 
enclosed,  within  the  building,  in  walls  of  approved  masonry  con¬ 
struction  and  so  designed  that  the  entire  stack  is  accessible  for 
examination  and  repair. 

Section  8.  Combustible  material  over  or  at  the  sides  of  heaters 
and  smoke  pipes  shall  be  covered  with  wire  lath  and  plaster  or 
other  approved  fire  resisting  materials  to  such  an  extent  as  the 
Commissioner  may  require. 

Section  9.  Stoves  shall  be  set  on  approved  incombustible  ma¬ 
terials  extending  not  less  than  6"  beyond  stove  on  all  sides.  Stoves 
without  at  least  6"  clear  air  space  beneath  same  shall  not  be  placed 
within  12"  of  walls  or  partitions  of  combustible  material  unless 
protected  by  a  shield  of  approved  incombustible  material  of  such 
area  as  the  Commissioner  may  require. 

Section  10.  No  hot  air,  hot  water  or  steam  heating  furnace 
shall  be  located  nearer  than  18"  in  any  direction  to  combustible 
materials  or  construction. 

Section  11.  Room  containing  furnaces  or  other  heating  ap¬ 
paratus  having  a  grate  area  of  more  than  ten  square  feet  shall  be 
separated  from  other  parts  of  the  building  by  fire  resisting  walls, 
partitions  and  ceilings  having  at  least  a  two  hour  rating.  Doorways 
from  such  rooms  to  other  rooms  within  the  building  shall  be  fitted 
with  approved  self-closing  fire  doors. 

Section  12.  Every  roof  hereafter  placed  on  a  building  shall 
be  covered  with  an  approved  fire  resisting  roofing.  Where  it  is 
desired  to  use  wood  shingles  they  shall  be  vertical  grain  or  edge 
grain  wooden  shingle.  Five  shingles  measured  at  the  butts  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  American  Lumber  Standards  established  in 
simplified  Practice  Recommendation  R- 16-29  of  the  U.  S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Commerce.  Such  shingles  shall  be  firmly  nailed  to  roof 
deck  with  rust  resistive  nails. 
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RESTRICTIONS  ON  CONSTRUCTION 
Within  Established  Fire  Limits 

The  following  Fire  Limits  are  hereby  established: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  northwesterly  side  of  Front  Street 
at  the  centerline  of  Satuit  Brook,  thence  running  in  a  northwesterly 
direction  by  said  centerline  of  Satuit  Brook  to  the  division  line 
between  Lot  7  and  Lot  8  as  shown  on  the  Waterman  Plan,  thence 
running  northeasterly  by  said  division  line  and  the  northeasterly 
extension  thereof  to  the  northeasterly  line  of  Brook  Street,  thence 
running  in  a  southeasterly  direction  by  said  northeasterly  line  of 
Brook  Street  285  feet,  thence  running  in  a  general  northeasterly 
direction  by  a  series  of  lines,  said  lines  being  100  feet  distant  from 
and  parallel  to  the  northwesterly  line  of  Front  Street  to  the  southerly 
line  of  Morton  Lane,  thence  running  southeasterly  by  the  south¬ 
erly  line  of  Morton  Lane  to  the  westerly  line  of  Front  Street,  thence 
running  in  a  northerly  direction  across  Front  Street  to  a  point  in 
the  easterly  line  of  Front  Street  marking  the  northwesterly  corner 
of  land  of  Russell  LI.  Dyer  et  ux,  thence  running  in  an  easterly 
direction  by  the  Dyer  northerly  line  150  feet,  thence  running  in  a 
general  southeasterly  direction  to  the  northeasterly  corner  of  the 
Welch  Company  Dock,  thence  running  in  a  general  southerly  direc¬ 
tion  by  the  outer  face  of  said  Dock  to  land  of  the  Town  of  Scitu- 
uate  and  marked  by  a  Bulkhead,  thence  running  in  a  general  south¬ 
erly  and  thence  southwesterly  direction  by  the  line  of  the  existing 
Parking  Space  Bulkhead  to  a  point  approximately  80  feet  from  the 
southeasterly  line  of  Front  Street,  thence  running  southwesterly  by 
the  northerly  extension  of  a  ditch  and  by  said  ditch  to  Edward 
Foster  Road,  thence  running  northwesterly,  northerly  and  north¬ 
easterly  by  the  northerly  line  of  Edward  Foster  Road  to  a  point  in 
the  southeasterly  line  of  Front  Street,  thence  running  in  a  north¬ 
easterly  direction  by  said  southeasterly  line  of  Front  Street  to  the 
centerline  of  Satuit  Brook  and  thence  running  northwesterly  across 
Front  Street  and  by  said  centerline  of  Satuit  Brook  to  the  point  of 
beginning. 

1.  GENERAL  RESTRICTIONS: 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  sub-section  5  of  this  section, 
no  building  or  structure  of  wood  frame  construction  or  of  unpro¬ 
tected  metal  construction  shall  be  erected  within  the  Fire  Limits. 

2.  ALTERATIONS: 

(a)  Within  the  fire  limits  no  building  or  structure  of  wood 
frame  construction  or  of  unprotected  metal  construction  shall  be 
hereafter  increased  in  height. 
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(b)  Within  the  fire  limits  no  building  or  structure  of  wood 
frame  construction  or  of  unprotected  metal  construction  shall  be 
hereafter  extended  on  any  side;  unless  the  construction  of  such 
extension  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  this  code  for  new  con¬ 
struction;  and  provided  that  the  total  area  of  the  building  including 
extension  shall  not  exceed  the  allowable  area  for  wood  frame  con¬ 
struction. 

(c)  Within  the  fire  limits  no  other  building  or  structure  shall 
be  hereafter  extended  on  any  side  by  wood  frame  construction  or 
unprotected  metal  construction. 

(d)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prohibit  other  alterations 
within  the  fire  limits;  provided  there  is  no  change  of  occupancy 
to  a  class  of  occupancy  otherwise  prohibited. 

3.  MOVING  BUILDINGS: 

No  building  of  wood  frame  construction  or  unprotected  metal 
construction  shall  hereafter  be  moved  from  without  to  within  the 
fire  limits  or  within  the  fire  limits. 

4.  DOUBLFUL  LOCATION: 

A  building  or  structure  shall  be  deemed  to  be  within  the  fire 
limits  if  one-third  or  more  of  the  area  of  such  building  or  structure 
is  located  therein. 


5.  EXCEPTIONS: 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prohibit  within  the  fire  limits 
and  subject  to  the  fire  limits  and  subject  to  the  specified  limitations, 
the  erection  of  new  buildings  or  structures,  nor  the  extension  or 
enlargement  of  heretofore  erected  buildings  or  structures,  of  wood 
frame  construction  or  unprotected  metal  construction,  as  follows: 

(a)  Frame  dwelling  not  exceeding  two  stories  in  height  and 
separated  by  at  least  eight  feet  from  lot  line  of  adjoining  property. 

(b)  Gasoline  service  stations,  parking  lot  offices,  real  estate 
offices  or  similar  business  structures,  of  unprotected  metal  construc¬ 
tion,  not  exceeding  2,500  square  feet  in  area,  nor  more  than  one 
story  in  height,  and  located  at  least  10  feet  from  lot  lines.  If  erected 
less  than  10  feet  from  the  adjoining  lot  line,  the  walls  facing  such 
lot  lines  shall  have  a  fire  resistance  of  not  less  than  one  hour. 

(c)  A  building  of  wood  frame  construction  or  of  unprotected 
metal  construction  occupied  exclusively  as  a  private  garage  or 
stable,  not  more  than  one  story  in  height  nor  more  than  750  square 
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feet  in  area,  located  on  the  same  lot  with  a  dwelling;  provided  that 
such  building  shall  be  placed  at  least  8  feet  from  the  lot  lines  of 
adjoining  property. 

(d)  Outhouse  nor  more  than  8  feet  in  height  nor  more  than 
100  square  feet  in  area. 

(e)  Greenhouses  not  more  than  15  feet  in  height  erected  on 
the  same  lot  with  and  accessory  to  a  dwelling  or  a  store. 

(f)  Sheds  open  on  the  long  side,  not  more  than  15  feet  in  height 
nor  more  than  500  square  feet  in  area,  located  at  least  8  feet  from 
buildings  and  from  adjoining  lot  lines. 

(g)  Builders’  shanties  for  use  only  in  connection  with  a  duly 
authorized  building  operation  and  located  on  the  same  lot  with 
such  building  operation,  on  a  lot  immediately  adjoining,  on  an 
upper  floor  of  the  building  under  construction,  or  on  a  sidewalk 
shed. 

(h)  Coal  tipples,  ice  houses,  material  bins,  trestles  and  water 
tanks,  when  built  of  planking  and  timbers  of  the  dimensions  speci¬ 
fied  for  heavy  timber  construction. 

(i)  Fences  not  exceeding  10  feet  in  height. 

(j)  Roofs  over  parking  lots,  of  unprotected  metal  construction, 
where  roof  is  at  least  10  feet  above  the  floor,  and  every  40  feet 
there  is  an  open  ventilation  area  6  feet  wide  extending  either  the 
full  length  or  the  full  width  of  the  roof. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  sub-section  5  of  this  section, 
no  building  or  structure  of  wood  frame  construction  or  of  unpro¬ 
tected  metal  construction  shall  be  erected  within  the  Fire  Limits. 

The  exterior  walls  of  all  buildings  for  commercial,  mercantile 
or  manufacturing  purposes  erected  within  these  areas  shall  have  a 
fire  resistance  of  at  least  two  hours. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Health  Safeguards 

(a)  AH  plumbing  systems  shall  be  installed  in  accordance  with 
rules  and  regulations  on  file  with  the  Board  of  Health,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Inspector  of  Plumbing. 

(b)  Wherever  sewers  are  not  available,  the  plumbing  of  every 
building  shall  be  connected  to  a  suitable  cesspool  or  septic  tank 
with  leaching  drains.  All  cesspools  shall  be  substantially  constructed 
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with  reinforced  concrete  or  arched  top  to  fit  18"  iron  or  cement 
cover.  Dug  at  least  8'  in  diameter  and  6'  deep.  Septic  tanks  shall 
be  of  cement  and  of  a  capacity  equal  to  the  average  daily  sewage 
flow,  but  in  no  case,  less  than  500  gallons. 

(c)  Disposal  fields  shall  be  of  sufficient  area  and  with  effective 
leaching  surface  to  take  care  of  the  minimum  flow.  Field  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  a  series  of  finger  trenches  exposing  a  stratum  of  effective 
leaching  soil.  A  distribution  pipe  of  perforated  indestructible  mate¬ 
rial  or  vitrified  clay  with  protected  open  joints  shall  be  laid  the 
entire  length  of  the  trench  with  a  grade  of  approximately  4"  in  100 
feet.  Around  the  distribution  pipe  place  coarse  gravel  to  within 
one  foot  of  the  surface.  Over  this,  place  building  paper  to  prevent 
top  soil  from  filling  the  interstices  between  the  stones  and  cover 
with  loam. 

(d)  In  no  case  shall  sewage  be  deposited  above  ground,  or 
under  ground  nearer  than  15'  to  a  street  or  adjoining  lot  line  if  the 
adjoining  land  be  lower  or  five  feet  if  it  be  higher.  If  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Commissioner,  unusual  conditions  not  covered  under  these 
By-Laws  are  encountered,  he  may  withhold  a  building  permit  until 
plans  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  disposal  of  sewage 
shall  bear  their  approval. 

(e)  No  person  shall  start  the  construction  or  alter  any  plant 
for  the  disposal  of  sewage  without  first  submitting  a  sketch  for  the 
proposed  works,  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  obtaining  a  permit  therefor. 

(f)  The  owner,  person  or  agent  responsible  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  local  sewage  disposal  works  shall,  after  the  permit  has  been 
obtained: 


1.  Notify  the  Board  of  Health  or  its  agent  when  excava¬ 
tion,  for  the  sewage  disposal  system,  is  completed.  No  further 
work  shall  be  done  until  the  Board  of  Health  or  its  agent 
permits  the  work  to  continue. 

2.  Upon  approval,  the  sewage  system  may  be  installed, 
but  not  covered. 

3.  Upon  approval  by  the  Board  of  Health  or  its  agent,  sewage 
system  may  be  covered,  and  such  covering  shall  thereafter  be 
applied  in  a  manner  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

(g)  The  owner  or  other  person  or  persons  having  control  of 
any  lot  or  lots  shall  not  commence  the  construction  of  any  struc¬ 
ture  or  structures,  that  may  contain  toilet  or  washing  facilities  or 
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both,  until  the  Board  of  Health  or  its  agent  has  approved  said  lot 
or  lots  as  suitable  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  for  a  sewage  disposal 
installation. 

(h)  Every  habitable  room  shall  have  adequate  ventilation 
approved  by  the  Building  Commissioner. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Building  Commissioner 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  BUILDING  COM¬ 
MISSIONER  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  and 
qualified  by  training  and  experience  in  the  supervision  of  building 
operations  as  a  master  builder  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  years  of 
experience.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  for  one  (1)  year.  He  may 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  appoint  such  qualified  and 
experienced  assistants  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  their  compensation 
to  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  Building 
Department  in  such  amounts  as  the  Selectmen  shall  approve. 

Section  2.  The  word  “Commissioner”  in  this  By-Law  shall 
mean  the  Building  Commissioner  or  his  authorized  representative. 
The  Commissioner  shall  have  all  powers  and  duties  which  he  would 
have  if  he  were  herein  denominated  “Inspector  of  Buildings.” 

Section  3.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  see  that  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Code  and  except  as  otherwise  provided,  those  of  the 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  relating  to  build¬ 
ings,  are  strictly  observed;  and  to  that  end,  shall  have  authority 
to  institute  any  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  or  prevent¬ 
ing  violations  of  the  provisions  thereof  or  enjoining  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  any  structure  erected  contrary  thereto. 

Section  4.  The  Commissioner  shall  have  full  power  to  pass 
upon  questions  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  Code  relating 
to  the  manner  of  repair  of  any  structure;  shall  grant,  sign  and  revoke 
all  permits,  and  give  notices  required  by  this  Code,  and  may  dele¬ 
gate  any  of  his  duties  or  powers  to  any  person  employed  in  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection. 

Section  5.  The  Commissioner  or  any  member  of  his  depart¬ 
ment  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties,  to  enter,  examine,  and  inspect  any  premises,  building,  or 
any  other  structure  within  the  Town  of  Scituate,  Massachusetts. 

Section  6.  No  oversight  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  legalize  the  erection,  construction,  alter- 
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at  ion  or  repair  of  any  building  or  structure  in  a  maner  not  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code. 

Section  7.  The  Builder  in  charge  of  construction,  or  the  owner 
of  the  premises  shall  give  notice  to  the  Commissioner  whenever  any 
parts  are  ready  for  inspection,  if  those  parts  are  to  be  covered  in  the 
further  construction  of  the  building.  The  Commissioner  shall  re¬ 
spond  promptly  and  in  no  case  shall  he  delay  more  than  thirty-six 
(36)  hours  after  such  notice  has  been  received.  It  is  also  required 
that  stamp  of  approval  by  the  several  Inspectors  be  placed  on  the 
permit,  before  any  lathing  is  started. 

Section  8.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  of  a  description  not 
specified  in  this  Code,  shall  be  constructed  in  a  manner  that  shall 
be  satisfactorv  to  the  Commissioner. 

J 

ARTICLE  X. 

Permits 

Before  erecting,  altering,  moving,  razing,  adding  to  or  making 
any  changes  in  use  or  type  of  occupancy  of  any  building  or  struc¬ 
ture,  the  owner  or  his  agent  shall  file  an  application  for  a  permit 
with  the  Building  Department.  No  work  shall  begin  until  a  permit 
is  granted.  The  application  shall  state  the  location,  dimensions, 
estimated  cost,  nature  and  extent  of  the  proposed  work  or  changes, 
purpose  for  which  the  building  is  to  be  used  and  such  other  infor¬ 
mation  as  the  Commissioner  may  require.  No  work  shall  be  done 
except  in  accordance  with  the  permit. 

Section  2.  All  permits  shall  be  void  if  operations  thereunder 
are  not  commenced  within  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  the  permit 
or  if  the  operations  thereunder  are  discontinued  for  a  period  of 
more  than  six  months. 

Section  3.  If  any  person  violates  any  of  these  Building  Laws, 
or  any  amendment  thereof,  the  Commissioner,  upon  discovery  of 
such  violation  shall  give  notice  thereof  in  writing  to  such  person 
or  to  the  owner  of  the  premises  where  such  violation  occurs,  and 
may  order  such  person  or  owners  to  remove  any  part  of  a  structure 
erected  in  violation  thereof,  or  to  do  such  other  acts  as  the  Com¬ 
mission  deems  necessary  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  these  Building  Laws  and  of  such  permit;  if  after  such  notice 
such  person  or  owner  continues  such  violation,  or  fails  to  obey  any 
such  lawful  order  of  the  Commissioner,  the  Commissioner  may  re¬ 
voke  the  permit  for  the  work  in  connection  with  such  violation 
and  it  shall  thereupon  become  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  contractor 
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to  proceed  with  such  work.  Before  a  permit,  revoked  for  the  rea¬ 
sons  b(  tore  mentioned  can  be  lawfully  reissued,  the  entire  building 
and  building  site  must  be  made  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
these  Building  Laws,  and  any  work  or  materials  applied  to  the 
building  in  violation  thereof  must  be  removed. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Board  of  Appeals 

A  Board  of  Appeals  consisting  of  three  (3)  voters  of  the  Town 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  who  shall  be  qualified  by 
education  or  experience  to  pass  upon  matters  which  may  be  brought 
before  them.  One  member  shall  be  an  architect  or  structural  engi¬ 
neer:  one  a  master  builder  or  a  person  of  at  least  ten  years’  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  construction  or  supervision  of  buildings;  and  one  to  be 
an  attorney-at-law,  if  possible.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  for  terms  of  one,  two  and  three  years,  the  term  of  one 
member  expiring  each  year;  appointments  after  the  first  year  to  be 
for  three  years.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Selectmen  for  the 
balance  of  any  unexpired  terms.  No  member  shall  act  in  any  case 
in  which  he  may  have  a  personal  or  financial  interest,  a  substitute 
being  chosen  in  such  case  by  the  other  members  of  the  Board.  Each 
member  or  substitute  shall  be  paid  S3. 00  for  each  hearing  attended 
by  him. 

Section  2.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  act  or  decision  of  the 
Commissioner  may  appeal  therefrom  within  ten  (10)  days  by  filing 
an  application  for  a  hearing  with  the  Commissioner,  who  shall  at 
once  set  a  time  and  place  for  the  hearing,  notify  the  members  of 
the  board,  adjoining  property  owners,  and  all  other  interested 
parties.  The  application  shall  state  the  cause  of  appeal. 

Section  3.  Every  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  be 
in  writing  and  shall  require  the  assent  of  at  least  two  members. 
It  shall  specify  the  variations  allowed  and  reasons  therefor  and 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  within  seven  (7)  days 
after  the  hearing,  where  it  shall  be  kept  publicly  posted  for  thirty 
days  thereafter.

Section  -4.  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  in  cases  where  manifest 
injustice  is  done,  suspend  or  waive  the  By-Laws.  If  the  action  of  the 
Commissioner  shall  be  affirmed  it  shall  have  full  force  and  effect, 
il  modified  or  annulled  the  Commissioner  shall  issue  directions  in 
accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

Building  Fees 

For  each  permit  issued  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  Building 
Commissioner,  for  the  use  of  the  Town,  a  fee  according  to  the 
following  schedule;  The  minimum  fee  shall  be  $3.00.  For  dwell¬ 
ings,  alterations  and  other  building  projects,  the  fee  shall  be  $1.00 
for  each  estimated  additional  cost  of  $1,000.00  or  fraction  thereof. 
Said  estimated  cost  shall  be  made  by  the  Building  Commissioner.

Fees  for  Plumbing  Permits  for  All  New  Buildings 

For  all  new  buildings,  other  than  public  buildings  which  re¬ 
quire  plumbing,  a  fee  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  shall  be  charged 
for  a  permit  up  to  and  including  five  (5)  fixtures,  and  One  Dollar 
($1.00)  for  each  additional  fixture. 

For  alteration  or  remodeling  in  old  buildings  which  require 
plumbing,  a  fee  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00)  shall  be  charged  for  a 
permit  to  include  not  over  five  (5)  fixtures,  and  One  Dollar  ($1.00) 
for  each  additional  fixture. 

Fees  for  Public  Buildings  shall  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

In  all  cases  where  a  single  plumbing  fixture  shall  be  replaced 
with  a  new  fixture,  a  permit  shall  be  required  and  a  fee  of  One 
Dollar  ($3.00)  charged.  This  shall  apply  to  installation  or  replace¬ 
ment  of  range  boilers,  storage  systems,  hot  water  tanks,  gas  heaters, 
domestic  hot  water  appliances,  sinks,  sink  and  tray  combinations, 
water  coolers,  water  closets,  lavatories,  garbage  disposals,  dish  wash¬ 
ers,  clothes  washers  and  dryers  with  drain  connections,  or  any  other 
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single  fixture  installation  or  replacement.  In  all  cases  fees  shall 
accompany  the  application  for  permit  and  all  fees  shall  be  payable 
to  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

The  fee  for  a  permit  to  construct  a  system  of  sewerage  for  the 
disposal  of  sewage  on  any  lot  shall  be  $5.00.  The  fee  for  a  permit 
to  alter  or  reconstruct  any  system  of  sewerage  now  in  existence  shall 
be  Si. 00. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  pay  a  fine 
not  less  than  $10.00  or  not  more  than  $100.00. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  remaining  sections  or  provisions  of  these  By-Laws.

Zones  “A-l”,  “A-2”,  “A-3”,  and  existing  “B”  areas  are 
located  and  bounded  as  shown  on  a  map  entitled  “Supple¬ 
mentary  Zoning  Map,”  dated  May  18,  1953,  signed  by  the 
Planning  Board,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
which  map,  together  with  all  explanatory  matter  thereon,  is 
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hereby  incorporated  in  and  made  a  part  of  this  by-law;  "C” 
zones,  and  additional  or  revised  “B”,  “A-l”,  “A-2”  or  “A-3” 
zones  will  be  shown  on  said  map,  as  any  such  area  or  areas  may 
be  made  subject  to  vote  of  the  town  at  any  annual  or  special 
town  meeting.

SECTION  3.  USE  REGULATIONS 
3-1.  Application  of  Use  Regulations 

No  building  or  structure,  and  no  alteration,  enlargement 
or  extension  of  an  existing  building  or  structure  shall  be  de¬ 
signed,  arranged  or  constructed,  and  no  land,  building,  struc¬ 
ture  or  part  thereof  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose  or  in  any 
manner  other  than  for  one  or  more  of  the  uses  specifically  per¬ 
mitted  herein. 

3-2  Residence  Zone  Uses 
a.  Permitted  Uses 

In  an  “A-l”,  “A-2”  and  “A-3”  zone  the  following  uses  are 
permitted  as  of  right: 

(1)  Single  family  detached  dwelling  with  not  more  than 
one  such  dwelling  located  on  any  lot. 

(2)  Church,  parish  home,  rectory  or  convent. 

(3)  Religious,  sectarian  or  denominational  educational 

use. 

(4)  Public  school,  or  private  school  offering  general  edu¬ 
cational  courses. 

(5)  Public  or  non-profit  library,  museum,  art  gallery  or 
civic  center. 
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((>)  Public  administration  building,  fire  or  police  station. 

(7)  Public  recreation  or  water  supply  use. 

(8)  Country  club,  yacht  club,  lodge  building,  or  other 
non-profit  social,  civic  or  recreational  use  (but  not  including 
any  use  the  chief  activity  of  which  is  one  customarily  conducted 
as  a  business. 

(9)  Orchard,  truck  garden,  nursery  or  similar  open  use 
of  land  lor  the  raising  of  agriculture  or  horticultural  crops. 

(10)  Commercial  dairy,  poultry  or  livestock  farm  on  a 
lot  containing  three  acres  or  more  (but  not  including  a  piggery, 
commercial  kennel,  or  fur  farm)  ,  provided  that  any  building 
in  which  poultry  or  livestock  are  housed  is  not  less  than  fifty 
feet  from  side  and  rear  lot  lines  and  from  the  exterior  line 
of  any  street. 

(11)  The  alteration  of  a  single  family  dwelling,  existing 
at  the  time  this  by-law  is  adopted,  to  accommodate  two  families 
if  located  on  a  lot  having  an  area  not  less  than  twice  that  re¬ 
quired  for  the  erection  of  a  single  family  dwelling  in  the  same 
zone. 

(12)  Accessory  use  as  hereinafter  limited  and  defined, 
b.  Uses  Permissible  on  Appeal 

In  an  “A-l”,  “A-2”  and  “A-3”  zone  the  following  addi¬ 
tional  uses  are  permitted  if  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Appeals: 

(1)  Nursery  school  or  other  agency  for  day  care  of  chil¬ 
dren  or  private  organized  camp. 

(2)  Rest  home,  convalescent  or  nursing  home. 

(3)  Cemetery,  hospital,  sanitorium,  philanthropic  or  char¬ 
itable  institution  (but  not  including  a  correctional  institu¬ 
tion)  . 

(1)  Commercial  livery  or  mooring  for  marine  pleasure 
craft  with  no  fueling  or  repair  services. 

(5)  Commercial  golf  course  (but  not  including  a  golf 
driving  range  or  miniature  golf  course)  . 

(6)  Tourist  home,  boarding  or  lodging  house  (but  not 
including  motels) . 

(7)  Private  garage  for  more  than  three  automobiles. 
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(8)  Commercial  greenhouse,  provided  that  such  building 
and  any  heating  plant  accessory  thereto,  is  not  less  than  fifty 
feet  from  side  and  rear  lot  lines  and  from  the  exterior  of  any 
street. 

e  .• 

(9)  Salesroom  or  stand  for  the  display  and  sale  of  agricul¬ 
tural  or  horticultural  products  the  major  portion  of  which  are 
grown  on  the  premises  provided  that  no  such  products  are 
displayed  within  thirty  feet  of  any  street  or  lot  line. 

(10)  Airport,  airpark  or  landing  field  (whether  public, 
private,  or  accessory  to  a  dwelling) ,  provided  that  any  building, 
structure  or  ground  area  so  used  is  not  less  than  two  hundred 
feet  from  side  and  rear  lot  lines  and  one  hundred  feet  from 
any  street  line. 

(11)  Riding  academy  on  a  lot  containing  three  acres  or 
more,  provided  that  any  building  in  which  horses  are  housed 
and  any  riding  ring  is  not  less  than  fifty  feet  from  side  and  rear 
lines  and  from  the  exterior  line  of  any  street. 

(12)  Any  public  use  (including  a  public  utility  or  com¬ 
munications  use)  not  hereinafter  specifically  listed  which  is 
necessary  for  the  service  of  the  vicinity,  or  which  requires  a 
location  within  the  zones  for  reasons  of  space  or  function. 

3-3.  General  Business  Zones  Uses 

a.  Permitted  Uses 

In  a  “B”  zone,  the  following  uses  are  permitted  as  of  right: 

(1)  Any  of  the  uses  permitted  as  of  right  or  permissible 
on  appeal  in  “A-l”,  “A-2”,  and  “A-3”  (Residence)  zones,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  same  conditions  as  therein  specified. 

(2)  Dwelling  for  two  or  more  families. 

(3)  Store  for  the  conduct  of  a  retail  business  (but  not 
including  any  use  first  specifically  listed  herein  under  “C”  zone 
uses)  . 

(4)  Showroom  for  building  supplies,  including  plumbing, 
heating  and  ventilating  equipment. 

(5)  Any  of  the  following  consumer,  professional  or  com¬ 
mercial  service  establishments:  barber  or  beauty  shop,  hand  or 
self-service  laundry,  bicycle  repair  shop,  clothing  rental  estab- 
ment,  collection  station  for  laundry  or  dry  cleaning,  dancing 
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or  music  school,  frozen  food  locker,  funeral  home,  medical  or 
dental  laboratory,  photographic  studio,  shoe  or  hat  repair 
shop,  shop  for  custom  work  by  a  dressmaker,  milliner  or  tailor, 
television  or  household  appliance  repair  shop,  typewriter  repair 
shop. 

(6)  Shop  of  a  carpenter,  cabinetmaker,  electrician,  job 
printer,  painter,  paperhanger,  plumber,  sign  painter,  or  up¬ 
holsterer. 

(7)  Restaurant  or  other  place  for  the  serving  of  food  or 
beverages. 

(8)  Office  building,  bank  or  other  monetary  institution. 

(9)  Accessory  use  as  hereinafter  limited  and  defined. 

b.  Uses  Permissible  on  Appeal 

In  a  “B”  zone,  the  following  additional  uses  are  permitted 
if  authorized  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals: 

(1)  Hotel  or  motel. 

(2)  Salesroom  for  automobiles,  boats,  trailers,  trucks, 
machinery  or  farm  implements  and  their  accessories,  or  auto¬ 
mobile  repair  garage  or  service  station. 

(3)  Any  other  retail  business  or  service  establishment 
similar  to  the  uses  hereinbefore  listed  in  general  character  and 
in  effect  on  adjacent  property  and  improvements  (but  not  in¬ 
cluding  any  use  first  specifically  listed  herein  under  “C”  zone 
uses) . 

c.  Special  Provisions 

In  a  “B”  zone,  all  uses  permitted  as  of  right  or  permis¬ 
sible  on  appeal  and  all  uses  accessory  thereto,  shall  be  con¬ 
ducted  wholly  within  a  completely  enclosed  building,  except 
for  the  following: 

(1)  Lises  permitted  as  of  right  or  permissible  on  appeal 
in  “A-r,  “A-2”  and  “A-3”  zones.  ‘ 

(2)  Outdoor  dining  areas  accessory  to  a  restaurant  or 
hotel  on  the  same  premises,  and  serving  only  persons  seated 
at  tables. 

(3)  Parking  lots  for  passenger  automobiles. 

(-1)  Exterior  signs,  as  hereinafter  permitted. 

(5)  Plants  growing  in  the  soil. 
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3-4.  Commercial  Zones  Uses 

a.  Permitted  Uses 

In  a  “C”  zone,  the  following  uses  are  permitted  as  of  right: 

(1)  Any  of  the  uses  permitted  as  of  right  in  “B”  (Gen¬ 
eral  Business)  zones,  but  not  subject  to  any  requirement  for 
enclosure  or  any  limitation  on  floor  area  therein  specified. 

(2)  Commercial  farm,  greenhouse,  riding  academy,  stable, 
animal  or  veterinary  hospital. 

(3)  Meeting  hall  for  hire,  indoor  theater. 

(4)  Establishment  for  the  sale  of  lumber  or  other  building 
supplies,  heating  fuel,  livestock  feed,  ice,  fertilizer,  or  similar 
materials  stored  in  bulk  on  the  premises  (but  not  including 
the  storage  of  used  or  salvaged  materials)  . 

(5)  Establishment  for  repair  of  trailers,  trucks,  machin¬ 
ery  or  farm  implements. 

(6)  Automobile  repair  garage  or  service  station. 

(7)  Auto  body  or  fender  shop,  provided  that  all  work  is 
conducted  within  a  completely  enclosed  building. 

(8)  Yard  for  custom  building  or  repair  of  boats  under 
one  hundred  feet  in  length,  boat  storage  yard. 

(9)  Storage  yard  or  plant  for  contractors’  equipment, 
storage  garage  for  trucks,  trucking  yard  or  terminal. 

(10)  Wholesale  distribution  plant,  cold  storage  plant,  ma¬ 
terial  storage  yard,  or  warehouse  (but  not  including  the  storage 
of  used  or  salvaged  materials,  or  explosives,  or  the  wholesale 
storage  of  petroleum,  petroleum  products,  or  other  inflam¬ 
mables)  . 

(11)  Soldering  or  welding  shop,  shop  for  light  metal  fab¬ 
rication  or  blacksmith  shop,  provided  that  all  work  is  conduct¬ 
ed  within  a  completely  enclosed  building. 

( 1 2)  Woodworking  mill. 

(13)  Commercial  bakery  or  dairy  products  plant. 

(14)  Accessory  use  as  hereinafter  limited  and  defined. 

b.  Uses  Permissible  on  Appeal. 

In  a  “C”  zone,  the  following  additional  uses  are  permitted 
if  authorized  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals: 
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(1)  Any  other  lawful  business,  service,  distribution,  or 
storage  use  similar  to  the  uses  hereinbefore  listed  in  general 
character  and  in  effect  on  adjacent  property  and  improvements. 

(2)  Plant  for  light  manufacturing,  processing  or  assembly 
provided  that  such  use  is  not  dangerous  to  the  neighborhood 
through  fire,  explosion,  emission  of  wastes  or  other  cause,  and 
provided  further  that  such  use  is  not  likely  to  create  more 
noise,  vibration,  dust,  heat,  smoke,  fumes,  odor  or  glare  than 
the  minimum  amount  normally  resulting  from  any  of  the  uses 
specifically  listed  hereinbefore. 

c.  Special  Provisions 

Any  business  or  commercial  use  conducted  outside  a  com¬ 
pletely  enclosed  building  (including  open  displays,  storage, 
accessory  parking  of  commercial  vehicles,  and  service  or  manu¬ 
facturing  operations)  shall,  if  visible  at  normal  eye  level  from 
any  point  within  “A-l”,  “A-2”,  or  “A-3”  (Residence)  zone  and 
less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  distant  be  completely 
screened  from  such  view  except  where  separated  from  said 
zones  by  a  railroad,  or  by  a  public  or  private  way  having  a 
width  of  forty  feet  or  more.  Screening  required  under  this 
paragraph  shall  be  by  an  evergreen  planting,  fence  or  other 
suitable  visual  barrier. 

3-5.  Accessory  Uses 

a.  Accessorv  Uses  in  all  Zones

An  “Accessory  use”  within  the  meaning  of  this  by-law,  is 
either  a  subordinate  use  of  a  building,  other  structure  or  tract 
of  land,  or  a  subordinate  building  or  other  structure: 

(1)  Whose  use  is  customary  in  connection  with  the  prin¬ 
cipal  building,  other  structure  or  use  of  land,  and 

(2)  Whose  use  is  clearly  incidental  to  the  use  of  the 
principal  building,  other  structure  or  use  of  land,  and 

(3)  Which  is  located  on  the  same  lot  with  the  principal

b.  Accessory  Uses  in  Residence  Zones 

In  an  “A-l”,  “A-2”,  or  “A-3”  zone,  the  following  uses  are 
lierebv  specifically  declared  to  be  customary  accessory  uses 
within  the  meaning  of  this  by-lawr: 
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(1)  Private  garage  for  not  more  than  three  automobiles, 
not  more  than  one  of  which  shall  be  a  commercial  vehicle. 

(2)  Private  greenhouse,  stable,  tool  shed,  playhouse,  tennis 
court,  boat  house,  or  other  similar  building  or  structure  for 
domestic  storage  or  use. 

(3)  The  keeping  of  animals,  livestock  or  poultry  for  per¬ 
sonal  enjoyment  or  household  use. 

(4)  The  regular  renting  of  rooms  or  the  furnishing  of  table 
board  in  a  dwelling  by  prearrangement  to  not  more  than  five 
persons. 

(5)  The  use  of  a  room  or  rooms  in  a  dwelling  or  building 
accessory  thereto  by  a  person  resident  on  the  premises  as  an 
office,  studio  or  workroom  for  a  home  occupation,  provided 
that: 

(a)  Such  use  is  clearly  incidental  and  secondary  to 
the  use  of  the  premises  for  dwelling  purposes. 

(b)  Not  more  than  one  person  other  than  residents 
of  the  premises  is  regularly  employed  thereon  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  such  use. 

(c)  No  stock  in  trade  is  regularly  maintained. 

(d)  No  offensive  noise,  vibration,  smoke,  dust,  odor, 
heat  or  glare  is  produced. 

(e)  There  is  no  exterior  display  and  no  exterior  sign, 
except  as  hereinafter  permitted. 

(f)  There  is  no  exterior  storage  of  material  or  equip¬ 
ment  (including  the  exterior  parking  of  commercial  ve¬ 
hicles)  and  no  other  exterior  indication  of  such  use  or 
variation  from  the  residential  character  of  the  premises. 

c.  Accessory  Uses  in  Business  Zones 

In  a  “B”  zone,  permitted  accessory  uses  include: 

(l)  Such  industry  or  light  manufacturing  (including 
processing,  assembly  and  repairs)  as  is  usual  in  connection 
with  a  permitted  principal  use,  provided  that  it  does  not  occupy 
an  area  exceeding  fifty  per  cent  of  the  total  floor  area  occupied 
by  the  principal  use,  that  the  major  portion  of  all  products 
manufactured  are  to  be  sold  at  retail  on  the  premises,  and  that 
no  more  than  five  operatives  are  regularly  employed  therein. 

3-6.  Accessory  Signs 
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a.  Signs  in  Residence  Zones 

In  an  “A-l”,  “A-2”,  and  “A-3”  zone,  the  following  exterior 
signs  are  permitted: 

(1)  One  non-flashing  sign  for  each  dwelling  unit  on  the 
premises  not  over  two  square  feet  in  area  indicating  the  name 
of  the  owner  or  occupant,  or  pertaining  to  a  permitted  home 
occupation. 

(2)  One  non-flashing  sign  not  over  eight  square  feet  in 
area  pertaining  to  permitted  buildings,  structures  and  uses 
on  the  premises  other  than  dwellings  and  their  accessory  uses, 
provided  that  no  such  sign  is  located  within  twenty  feet  of  any 
street  or  lot  line. 

(3)  Temporary  unlighted  sign  aggregating  not  over  twen¬ 
ty  square  feet  in  an  area  pertaining  to  the  sale  or  lease  of  the 
premises,  provided  that  no  such  signs  are  located  within  twenty 
feet  of  any  street  or  lot  line. 

(4)  Unlighted  directional  signs  not  exceeding  one  square 
foot  in  area  pertaining  to  churches,  schools,  institutions  and 
other  public  or  non-profit  uses. 

b.  Signs  in  Business  and  Commercial  Zones 

In  a  “B”  and  “C”  zone,  exterior  signs  pertaining  to  build¬ 
ings,  structures  and  uses  on  the  same  premises  are  permitted.

In  a  “B”  and  “C”  zone,  no  business  or  commercial  building 
shall  be  constructed  or  externally  enlarged,  and  no  business 
or  commercial  use  shall  be  expanded  in  ground  area,  or  estab¬ 
lished  in  an  existing  building  not  theretofore  used  for  business 
or  commercial  purposes,  except  in  conformity  with  a  site  plan 
bearing  an  endorsement  of  approval  by  the  Planning  Board. 
Said  site  plan  shall  show,  among  other  things,  all  existing  and 
proposed  buildings,  structures,  parking  spaces,  driveway  open¬ 
ings,  driveways,  service  areas,  and  other  open  uses,  all  facilities 
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for  sewage  refuse  and  other  waste  disposal,  and  for  surface 
water  drainage,  and  all  landscape  features  (such  as  fences,  walls, 
planting  areas  and  walks)  on  the  lot.  Any  person  desiring  ap¬ 
proval  of  a  site  plan  under  this  paragraph  shall  submit  said 
plan  to  the  Town  Building  Commissioner,  who  shall  transmit 
it  to  the  Planning  Board,  within  seven  (7)  days  of  said  sub¬ 
mission,  and  said  Board  shall  take  final  action  thereon  within 
forty-five  (45)  days  of  receipt  thereof.  No  building  permit 
shall  be  issued  until  said  Board  has  approved  the  plan.  The

(2)  Convenience  and  safety  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian 
movement  within  the  site  and  in  relation  to  adjacent  ways  and 
land. 

(3)  Adequacy  of  the  methods  of  disposal  for  sewage,  ref¬ 
use  and  other  wastes  resulting  from  the  uses  permitted  on  the 
site,  and  the  methods  of  drainage  for  surface  water  from  its 
parking  spaces  and  driveways. 

In  exercising  its  jurisdiction  under  this  paragraph,  the 
Board  shall  conform  to  all  requirements  of  procedure  appli¬ 
cable  to  a  board  of  appeals  when  hearing  and  deciding  requests 
for  special  permits  under  Section  30  of  Chapter  40  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws,  including  the  requirements  thereof  for  public  notice 
and  hearing.

5-2.  Height  Projection 

Chimneys,  spires,  towers  and  other  projections  not  used  for 
human  occupancy,  whether  constituting  separate  structures  or 
attached  to  buildings,  may  be  constructed  above  the  height 
limitations  hereinbefore  established,  but  no  such  strucure  or 
projection  shall  be  constructed  in  any  zone  to  a  height  greater 
than  seventy-five  feet  without  authorization  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals. 

5-3  Set  Back  and  Yard  Requirements 

In  all  zones,  except  as  herein  provided,  no  building  shall 
hereinafter  be  erected  on  its  lot  within  sixty  (60)  feet  of  the 
exterior  lines  of  the  Chief  Justice  Cushing  Highway,  or  within 
thirty  (30)  feet  of  the  exterior  lines  of  any  other  street  or  way; 
or  nearer  to  the  side  lines  of  its  lot  than  the  “Required  Side 
Yard  Distance,”  or  nearer  to  the  rear  line  of  its  lot  than  the 
“Required  Rear  Yard  Depth,”  specified  in  the  following  table 
for  the  zone  in  which  said  lot  is  located:

5-1  Modifications  and  Exceptions 

a.  In  all  zones,  no  building  need  be  set  back  on  its  lot 
further  from  the  line  of  a  street  or  way  than  the  average  dis¬ 
tance  front  such  line  of  the  buildings  on  the  same  side  thereof 
between  two  intersecting  streets  or  ways  and  within  two  hun¬ 
dred  feet  of  the  lot  in  question.  In  determining  such  average, 
accessory  buildings  shall  not  be  counted.  A  vacant  lot  or  a  lot 
occupied  by  a  building  set  back  more  than  the  required  dis¬ 
tance  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  be  considered 
as  though  occupied  by  a  building  set  back  the  required  dis¬ 
tance. 

b.  In  a  “B  ’  and  “C”  zone,  no  open  display  or  other  open 
use,  where  permitted,  and  no  sign  or  other  structure  shall  be 
located  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  the  exterior  line  of  Chief  Justice 
Cushing  Highway,  or  twenty  feet  to  the  exterior  line  of  any 
other  street  or  way,  except  for  the  following: 

(1)  Utility  pole  or  mail  box. 

(2)  Plants  growing  in  the  soil,  if  not  obstrucing  the 
view  from  the  street  of  cars  entering  and  leaving  the 
premises. 

(3)  Parking  lot  for  passenger  automobiles. 

(4)  Sign  attached  to  a  building  if  extending  not  more 
than  three  feet  in  front  of  said  building,  and  only  above 
a  height  of  ten  feet.

“Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child,  and  every 
householder,  within  forty  days  alter  a  birth  in  his  house,  shall 
catise  notice  thereof  to  be  eiven  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where

SHOULD  BE  RECORDED 

To  establish  identity. 

To  prove  nationality. 

To  prove  legitimacy. 

To  show  when  the  child  has  a  right  to  enter  school. 

To  show  when  the  child  has  the  right  to  seek  employment 
under  the  child  labor  laws. 

To  establish  the  right  of  inheritance  of  property. 

To  establish  liability  to  military  duty,  as  well  as  exemption 
therefrom. 

To  establish  the  right  to  vote. 

To  qualify  to  hold  title  to,  and  to  buy  and  sell  real  estate.

mitted  by  law. 

In  the  year  1956  there  were  828  names  added  to  the  voting  list 
by  registrations,  while  82  names  were  dropped  because  of  deaths 
and  change  of  residence,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  registration. 

Registered  Voters  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  on  December  31, 
1956  were  5,297. 

The  attention  of  interested  parties  is  called  to  Chapter  51, 
Section  2  of  the  General  Laws,  viz:  If  the  name  of  a  female  who  is 
duly  registered  as  a  voter  is  changed  by  marriage  or  by  decree  of 
court,  her  right  to  vote  in  her  former  name  shall  continue  until 
January  first  next  following.  Adherence  to  this  law  requires  every 
female  now  on  the  voting  list  whose  name  is  changed  by  marriage 
or  by  decree  of  court  to  appear  before  the  Town  Clerk  or  at  an 
advertised  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Registrars  and  re-register  as  a 
voter  if  desirous  of  continuing  to  vote  in  Scituate,  as  her  previous 
name  will  automatically  be  stricken  from  the  list.

Report  of  the  President 

This  year’s  services  to  our  community  were: 

The  Well  Baby  Clinic  (12  clinics) ,  under  the  guidance  of 
Dr.  Olga  Allers  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Alice  Dowd,  R.N.  the  Public 
Health  Nurse,  examined  143  babies  and  counselled  the  mothers 
on  the  care  and  health  of  their  children. 

The  Immunization  Clinic  had  3  clinic  days,  held  in  cooperation 
with  the  Board  of  Health,  give  139  children  smallpox,  diphtheria 
and  booster  shots. 

A  committee  of  the  Health  Service  has  been  serving  as  assist¬ 
ants  to  Dr.  W.  B.  Parsons  at  the  Dental  Clinics  held  weekly  at  the 
Central  Elemenary  School. 

We  have  staffed  and  underwrote  all  expenses  (as  needles, 
syringes,  and  all  supplies)  involved  during  the  Salk  Vaccine  Clinics 
(7  clinics)  when  1776  children  received  inoculations. 

Purchased  all  the  supplies  used  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse, 
Mrs.  Alice  Dowd,  R.N. 

In  accordance  with  the  Scholarship  Fund  instituted  in  1954, 
the  sum  of  $100.00  was  given  to  a  High  School  Student  who  had 
been  accepted  in  an  accredited  School  of  Nursing,  and  said  amount 
of  money  is  given  to  assist  in  the  tuition  fee. 

A  new  interest  of  our  organization  is  Mental  Health.  The 
sum  of  SI 00.00  was  given  to  Mr.  Howard  Pierce,  Chief  Probation 
Officer  for  Juveniles  in  Plymouth  County,  to  be  used  for  Scituate 
children  as  needed. 

The  Tuberculin  Patch  Test  Survey  was  done  in  conjunction 
with  the  School  Department  of  Scituate  and  the  Board  of  Health,  to 
a  total  of  1780  children. 

Our  organization  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
the  Citizens  of  Scituate  during  a  Fund  Drive  each  July.  A  contri¬ 
bution  of  $1.00  entitles  you  to  a  membership.  The  organization  is 
hopeful  of  giving  added  services  to  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  Highway  Department  submits  for  your  approval,  a  re¬ 
port  of  its  activities  for  the  year  1956.  Due  to  the  tremendous 
growth  of  our  Town,  the  demands  on  this  Department  are  many 
for  drainage,  resurfacing,  sidewalks  and  many  more  items  that 
come  under  our  jurisdiction.  However,  we  have  tried  to  do  our 
best  with  our  limited  budget  and  limited  equipment,  to  spend  the 
taxpayer’s  dollar  where  we  thought  it  would  do  the  most  good  for 
all  concerned. 

RESURFACING 

After  the  blizzards  of  March,  1956,  we  found  it  was  necessary  to 
resurface  manv  of  our  roads,  principally  Hatherly  Road  from  the 
corner  of  First  Avenue  to  Egypt  Beach  Road,  Turner  Road  from 
the  corner  of  Jericho  Road  to  the  corner  of  Oceanside  Drive 
and  smaller  sections  of  Jericho  Road  and  Oceanside  Drive,  the 
Town-owned  section  of  Indian  Trail  and  also  Moorland  Road, 
Third  Cliff.  Town  Way,  Third  Cliff,  had  to  be  relocated  and  rebuilt. 
At  this  writing,  we  are  again  faced  with  this  problem  as  we  have 
had  the  coldest  and  snowiest  January  that  we  have  had  for  years 
and  it  is  hard  to  predict  in  what  condition  our  roads  will  be  bv 
April. 

SURFACE  TREATMENT 

Over  thirty  miles  of  our  highways  have  been  surface  treated 
and  sand  covered,  which  it  is  necessary  to  do  every  three  years  in 
order  to  hold  their  stability. 

STREET  CLEANING 

In  the  Spring,  all  of  our  streets  were  swept  at  least  once  and 
some  many  times  by  our  power  sweeper,  which  has  proven  a  great 
asset  to  this  Department. 

PATCHING 

l  ive  hundred  thirty-five  (535)  tons  of  bituminous  concrete, 
or  patching  material,  were  used  where  necessary. 

SIGNS 
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Ninety  (90)  new  street  signs  and  thirty-six  (36)  Slow  Children 
signed  were  purchased  and  erected  on  various  streets.  All  traffic 
signs  were  erected  under  the  direction  of  the  Police  Department. 

TRAFFIC  REGULATIONS 

Three  hundred  fifty  (350)  gallons  of  traffic  white  paint  were 
used  to  mark  the  “life  lines”  of  our  streets.  It  has  been  customary 
for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  match  this  amount.  How¬ 
ever,  this  year,  no  paint  was  allotted  from  the  State  despite  our 
request. 

DRAINAGE 

Over  two  thousand  (2000)  feet  of  drainage  systems  were  con¬ 
structed  and  twenty-six  (26)  new  catch  basins  built  and  many  old 
basins  rebuilt.  All  basins  and  old  drainage  systems  were  repaired 
and  cleaned.  Flowever,  we  do  still  have  a  great  demand,  especially 
after  a  heavy  rain  or  flood  conditions,  for  more  of  this  construction. 
A  new  culvert  was  placed  under  Maple  Street  and  at  the  present 
time,  it  is  working  very  adequately.  Many  old  culverts  were  re¬ 
placed. 

PARKING  SPACES 

The  new  parking  space  at  the  Harbor  was  asphalt  treated  and 
parking  lines  painted  for  the  parking  of  approximately  one  hundred 
fifty  (150)  extra  cars  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  year,  the  remainder 
of  the  parking  space  will  be  sealed  and  lined.  New  setees  were  built 
during  the  winter  months  and  placed  in  the  new  parking  space 
in  the  Harbor  for  the  relaxation  and  enjoyment  of  all.  During  the 
winters  of  1955  and  1956,  the  Town-owned  land  at  Lighthouse 
Point  was  filled  and  brought  to  proper  grade  and  asphalt  treated, 
with  parking  lines  painted  accommodating  about  one  hundred 
twenty-five  (125)  cars.  At  that  time,  we  had  no  way  of  knowing 
we  would  be  visited  by  the  Etrusco,  but  needless  to  say,  this  parking 
space  was  very  much  in  demand  during  the  stay  of  the  Etrusco. 
While  we  are  writing  about  parking  spaces,  I  would  like  to  mention 
the  parking  space  on  Jericho  Road.  In  past  years,  I  have  asked  for 
an  appropriation  to  finish  this  parking  space,  but  the  money  was 
not  appropriated.  I  do  feel  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
spots  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  and  coidd  be  enjoyed  by  the  residents 
and  visitors  to  Scituate,  but  at  the  present  time,  it  is  a  disgrace  to 
the  Town  and  is  being  used  as  a  public  dump.  Since  the  taking  of 
this  property  by  the  Town,  the  Highway  Department  has  filled  it 
in  and  has  provided  a  stone  protection  at  absolutely  no  cost  to  the 
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Town.  With  the  exception  of  a  seal  coat,  the  parking  spaces  at 
the  Sand  Hills,  Peggotty,  Minot  and  Humarock  are  in  good  con¬ 
dition. 

SIDEWALKS 

In  the  Spring,  all  sidewalks  were  inspected  and  repaired  where 
necessary.  Sidewalks  were  resurfaced  on  the  following  streets: 
Grasshopper  Lane,  Damon  Road,  Ocean  Avenue  and  Gannett 
Road.  It  was  recommended  as  a  post-war  project  that  a  sidewalk 
program  be  started  and  many  of  these  projects  have  been  completed, 
namely,  Beaver  Dam  Road,  First  Parish  Road,  Edward  Foster  Road 
and  River  Street,  Humarock.  I  recommend  that  this  program  con- 
tin  tie  with  the  construction  of  sidewalks  especially  around  our 
schools  on  Branch  Street  and  also  on  Country  Way,  the  Sand  Hills 
and  North  Scituate  Village  to  the  Cohasset  Line.  Two  years  ago, 
under  a  special  article,  $4000.  was  appropriated  for  the  construction 
oi  a  sidewalk  from  Julian  Street  to  Alden  Street,  Humarock.  T  his 
past  year,  a  new  concrete  curb  was  set  and  this  coming  year,  there 
will  be  included  in  our  budget,  sufficient  funds  to  finish  this  project 
with  a  Type  I  top. 

BRIDGES 

W  e  had  many  complaints  front  the  residents  of  Humarock 
about  the  condition  of  the  surface  of  the  Julian  Street  Bridge.  In 
cooperation  with  the  Town  of  Marshfield,  the  old  plank  surface  was 
removed  and  replaced  by  a  new  special  bridge  mix  over  the  entire 
bridge. 

CHAPTER  90 

As  you  know,  $6000.  was  appropriated  under  Chapter  90  in 
1956  for  the  elimination  of  the  dangerous  corner  at  Beaver  Dam 
Road  and  Tilden  Road.  Due  to  the  great  amount  of  traffic  during 
the  summer  months,  it  was  impossible  to  undertake  this  project 
until  late  in  the  Fall.  However,  we  did  complete  all  excavation, 
gravel  base  in  place,  traffic  light  conduit  installed,  and  drainage 
put  in  and  it  will  be  one  of  the  first  projects  which  we  will  start 
as  soon  as  the  frost  leaves  the  ground.  This  will  be  topped  with  a 
Type  I  material  to  Ha/el  Avenue,  a  twenty-six  (26)  foot  road. 

EQUIPMENT 

It  is  three  years  since  we  have  purchased  a  new  truck  and  it 
is  pretty  discouraging  to  try  to  do  the  work  that  is  necessary  for 
us  to  do  without  the  proper  equipment.  Of  the  five  trucks  that  the 
I  own  owns,  three  were  purchased  second  hand  anti  their  life  is 
about  over.  We  had  a  small  bulldozer,  Catapillar  22,  which  was  a 
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great  help,  but  it  is  twenty  (20)  years  old  and  at  the  present  time, 
is  in  the  junk  pile.  Also,  we  had  a  tandem  sidewalk  roller,  over 
thirty  years  old,  that  is  right  beside  it  in  the  junk  pile.  It  was 
necessary  this  year  to  take  some  of  our  plows  off  Town  trucks  and 
put  them  on  private  trucks,  which  seems  ridiculous  to  me,  but  it 
was  necessary  in  order  to  perform  the  work  efficiently. 

SNOW  REMOVAL 

The  winter  of  1956,  up  to  the  16th  of  March,  was  fairly  normal 
despite  the  fact  that  we  used  much  sand  and  salt.  We  were  on  the 
verge  of  removing  plows  and  preparing  for  Spring  work  when  the 
blizzards  came!  I  still  do  not  think  the  snow  plow  operators  of 
our  Department  and  the  private  hired  plows  get  the  credit  they 
deserve  for  leaving  their  warm  homes  in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morn¬ 
ing  to  fight  a  blizzard  for  as  many  hours  as  it  may  continue,  and 
at  this  time,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  private 
contractors  and  the  men  who  helped  in  any  way  to  keep  our  roads 
open  during  the  week  of  March  16,  because  I  know  that  without 
their  help,  traffic  would  be  unable  to  move.  It  gives  me  great  satis¬ 
faction  to  know  that  the  Town  of  Scituate  was  one  of  the  few  towns 
in  this  section  that  had  every  road  passable  the  day  after  the  storm. 
I  realize  the  cost  of  snow  removal  was  very  large,  but  I  hope  that 
the  people  realize  that  the  total  amount  spent  included  not  only 
removing  snow  and  ice  control,  but  also  included  the  complete 
rebuilding  of  Glades  Road,  the  cleaning  and  picking  up  of  rubbish 
from  the  streets  and  the  cleaning  of  drains  and  drainage  systems. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  heads  and  members  of  all  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Town  who  have  helped  this  Department  in  any  way. 
If  we  can  be  of  help  at  any  time,  call  us  and,  if  we  can,  we  will  be 
glad  to  be  of  assistance.

As  Water  Commissioners  for  the  Town  of  Scituate,  it  gives  us 
great  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  vear 
1956. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  most  profitable  year  for  this  Depart¬ 
ment  financially  as  the  Town  Accountant’s  records  will  show. 

A  careful  examination  of  all  rates  showed  that  an  inequality 
in  the  rates  was  apparent,  so  necessary  changes  in  both  fixture 
and  meter  rates  were  effected. 

Fixture  rates  were  reduced  as  of  July  1,  1956  and  meter  rates 
were  raised  S3. 00  effective  January  1,  1957.  This  brings  both  types 
of  rates  in  close  proximity. 

For  the  first  time  in  years,  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  your 
Water  Department  has  decreased  below  $50,000.00.  This  decrease 
will  continue  as  years  pass. 

Fhe  Water  Department  feels  that  an  additional  water  tower 
is  needed  in  the  near  future  and  this  project  will  be  submitted 
with  our  reasons  when  we  feel  the  Town  will  be  in  a  position  to 
approve  this  expenditure. 

The  Department  must  grow  as  the  Town  grows  to  properly 
take  care  of  the  health  and  sanitation  of  its  citizens. 

Our  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  all  Departments  and 
Personnel  who  have  co-operated  in  any  way  with  this  Department 
during  the  past  year.

To:  The  Water  Commissioners  of  Scituate 
Gentlemen: 

Respectfully  submitted  herewith  is  the  25th  Annual  Report 
of  the  Scituate  Water  Department  showing  the  work  accomplished 
during  the  year  1956. 

A  total  of  9,739  feet  of  six  and  eight-inch  mains  were  installed 
by  the  Water  Department  and  private  enterprise,  nine  new  hydrants 
were  added  to  the  system  and  seven  hydrants  were  installed  to 
replace  those  broken  by  automobiles  or  moved  to  new  locations. 
216  homes  were  equipped  with  water  service,  67  old  services  were 
renewed  and  116  meters  were  installed. 

Total  water  consumption  rose  only  5%  over  1955,  but  this 
small  increase  was  due  to  cool  weather  conditions  during  the 
summer  months  and  above  average  rainfall. 

During  the  spring,  the  Boston  Sand  and  Gravel  well  started 
to  pump  such  a  high  percentage  of  sand  that  it  became  necessary 
to  shut  down  the  plant. 

A  new  well  was  installed  nearby  with  an  especially  designed 
screen,  and  this  new  well  proved  more  than  satisfactory.  It  was 
pumped  from  June  to  December,  24  hours  per  day,  at  a  500,000 
G.P.D.  rate  and  at  a  substantial  saving  in  power  costs. 

During  the  fall,  474  hydrants  were  tested,  greased  and  painted 
with  a  new  type  of  paint  designed  to  resist  rust  conditions  and 
reflect  light  at  night. 

Exploration  work  continued  again  this  year  with  discouraging 
results.  No  amount  large  enough  to  warrant  the  expenditure  neces¬ 
sary  for  a  large  well  could  be  found. 

Scituate  is  composed  mostly  of  hard  pan  and  clay  with  an 
occasional  vein  of  water-bearing  gravel.  Seismic  surveys  give  the 
depth  to  bedrock  and  the  over-all  consistency  of  the  soil  to  that 
point,  but  the  water-bearing  veins  themselves  must  be  found  by 
test  boring. 
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This  exploration  work  is  costly  and  discouraging  but  it  must 
continue  each  year  as  Scituate  grows. 

Each  new  well  discovered  is  a  priceless  addition  to  the  Town’s 
supply. 

The  Water  Department  budget  for  1957  has  again  been  set 
at  a  safe  operating  minimum  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  long  range 
plan  of  replacements  and  additional  storage  may  be  deferred  until 
after  1961,  at  which  time  the  original  Water  bond  issue  of 
$750, 000.00  will  be  amortized. 

A  detailed  Table  of  the  year’s  accomplishments  follow  this 
report  including  the  capital  expenditures  which  determine  the 
Department’s  valuation. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  both  the  Heads  and  Personnel  of  all 
Departments  for  their  fine  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

The  report  is  based  on  the  activities  of  the  Dept. 

Two  creeks  in  the  North  River  were  seeded  with  one  hundred 
and  fifty  bushels  of  quahaugs. 

Four  acres  of  flat  were  fenced  in  at  Humarock.  These  two 
fences  have  good  sets  of  clams.  One  fence  was  open  to  thin  out 
the  legal  clams  and  is  now  closed  to  let  the  rest  reach  legal  size. 
Where  these  fences  are  put  up,  the  clam  seed  gets  a  chance  to 
survive  from  the  many  predators,  mainly  the  crabs,  which  swarm 
over  the  flats  at  high  water. 

This  year  with  the  money  received  from  the  Div.  of  Marine 
Fisheries,  we  will  be  able  to  fence  in  six  acres  at  Humarock  and 
two  acres  at  Wills  Island  in  the  North  River  area,  where  the 
clam  seed  is  very  thickly  populated. 

Fhe  Div.  of  Marine  Fisheries,  through  Richard  Burton,  state 
biologist,  has  contributed  one  thousand  dollars  and  a  good  deal 
of  the  lumber,  to  help  with  the  fencing  of  the  clam  flats.

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  year  1956  was  one  of  the  busiest,  yet  one  of  the  most 
successful  years  that  your  Board  of  Health  has  experienced.  As  our 
population  increases  and  new  homes  are  built,  problems  arise  that 
require  action  for  the  safety  and  health  of  our  citizens. 

The  various  Clinics,  such  as  Polio,  Antitoxin,  Dental,  Well 
Baby,  and  all  others,  have  been  well  attended  and  we  shall  con¬ 
tinue  them  during  the  year  1957  and  increase  them  whenever 
necessary. 

The  many  sanitary  problems  that  arise  from  time  to  time  have 
been  well  taken  care  of  by  our  Sanitary  Engineers,  Mr.  Philip  S. 
Bailev  and  Mr.  Edward  B.  McCarthy. 

All  milk  sold  in  the  Town  is  inspected  twice  a  year  and  licenses 
issued  to  all  stores  and  dealers.  Our  Milk  Inspector,  Mr.  George 
H.  Otis,  in  his  report,  states  that  the  milk  sold  in  this  Town  is  of 
a  high  standard  and  has  passed  the  many  State  and  Town  require¬ 
ments. 

Cattle  slaughtered  for  human  consumption,  and  meat  sold 
in  this  Town  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time  by  our  Meat 
and  Slaughter  Inspector,  Mr.  William  J.  McAuliffe. 

Our  Public  Health  Nurse,  Mrs.  Alice  M.  Dowd,  RX,  reports 
that  all  Clinics  have  greatly  increased  during  the  past  year. 

All  places  where  Soft  Drinks  are  sold,  also  restaurants,  hotels, 
and  other  places  where  food  is  dispensed,  have  been  inspected  by 
State  and  Town  Inspectors  and  are  complying  with  the  laws. 

All  those  employed  by  the  Board  have  given  very  efficient  and 
satisfactory  service,  and  the  Board  at  this  time,  wishes  to  thank 
them  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation;  their  Reports  follow 
on  the  next  pages.

Gentlemen: 

The  school  clinic  throughout  the  school  vear  has  been  func- 
tioning  very  smoothly  with  the  efficient  assistance  of  Mrs.  Winthrop 
Hall  and  Mrs.  James  Duffy,  acting  under  the  auspices  of  the  Scituate 
Public  Health  Service. 

At  this  writing,  most  of  the  first  grades  at  Hatherly  School 
have  been  completed  either  at  the  clinic  or  with  their  family 
dentist.  Work  at  the  Jenkins  School  will  start  at  the  first  of  the 
year. 

In  October,  a  survey  of  the  first,  second  and  eighth  grades  was 
made  by  Dr.  James  Mailland  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health.  A  similar  survey  five  years  from  now,  will  help  us 
evaluate  the  effect  of  fluorinated  water  in  Scituate. 

The  hygienist  has  been  busy  examining  and  cleaning  the 
teeth  of  children  from  the  third  through  the  sixth  grade.  All  chil¬ 
dren  with  defects  were  urged  to  visit  their  family  dentist. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Wampatuck  School  with  dental  facili¬ 
ties,  I  recommend  that  dental  equipment  be  installed  at  the  Jenkins 
School.  This  will  enable  more  children  to  be  reached  bv  the  dental

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Voters  of  Scituate: 

It  speaks  well  for  the  citizens  of  Scituate  that  Public  Welfare 
costs  for  the  past  year  have  been  less  than  usual,  although  it  has 
shown  a  decided  increase  since  the  severe  winter  weather  started; 
we  expect  however  that  this  is  largely  seasonal  and  will  not  con¬ 
tinue  throughout  the  year. 

The  same  cannot  be  said  however  in  regard  to  the  other  cate¬ 
gories  of  assistance,  notably  the  Old  Age  program;  here  we  have 
constantly  rising  costs,  due  to  legislative  action  and  rulings  by  the 
State  Welfare  Department.  Hospital  charges  have  moved  upward, 
as  has  the  cost  of  care  in  nursing  homes,  and  across  the  board  cost 
of  living  increase  was  ordered  in  June.  Medical  costs,  including 
doctors’  fees,  hospital  and  nursing  home  charges  now  average  one 
third  of  the  total  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance. 

The  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  program  has  continued  much 
the  same  as  in  previous  years,  that  is,  moderate  increase  from  year 
to  year. 

We  have  only  a  very  small  Disability  Assistance  list,  this  cate¬ 
gory  has  not  increased  as  much  as  expected,  and  it  seems  to  become 
more  and  more  difficult  to  obtain  State  approval  for  granting  this 
form  of  aid,  which  of  course  will  tend  to  increase  Public  Welfare 
charges. 

In  the  latter  part  of  December  we  received  a  peremptory  order 
from  the  Civil  Service  Department  to  increase  the  salaries  of  our 
employees,  who  are  all  under  Civil  Service,  an  average  of  about 
16%;  this  after  our  budget  for  1957  had  been  submitted  to  the 
Advisory  Committee,  which  will  result  in  it  being  necessary  to 
appropriate  more  money  for  our  Administrative  account. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Dowd,  Public  Health  Nurse, 
to  the  Red  Cross,  to  our  very  co-operative  Police  Department,  and 
to  all  others  who  have  assisted  us  during  the  year.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  routine  work  of  house  numbering,  additions  and  altera¬ 
tions  to  the  Assessors  Plans,  line  and  grades  for  highway  construc¬ 
tion,  checking  Land  Court  Registration  plans,  street  layouts  etc. 
have  been  carried  on  as  in  the  past  together  with  assisting  the 
general  public  and  giving  engineering  services  and  advice  to  the 
several  Town  Departments  requesting  same. 

Developers  Plans  have  been  examined,  checked  and  numerous 
changes  have  been  recommended  in  accordance  with  approved  lay¬ 
out  and  construction  methods. 

Many  evening  meetings  have  been  attended,  while  serving  as 
a  consultant  to  the  Planning  Board  and  on  several  committees 
including  Sewerage,  Harbor  Development  and  Road  Acceptance. 

At  your  request  a  study  and  report  was  made  relative  to  neces¬ 
sary  foreshore  protection  projects  that  the  Town  is  now  facing  or 
soon  will  face. 

A  survey  and  study  was  made  of  the  Bound  Brook  from  Morris 
Pond  to  Hunter  Pond,  and  a  report  submitted  recommending  a 
stream  clearance  project  to  alleviate  the  periodical  flooding  of 
Henry  Turner  Bailey  Road  and  a  portion  of  North  Scituate  Village. 
A  survey  and  plan  was  drawn  of  the  proposed  Egypt  Beach  Parking 
and  Bathing  Area. 

Assistance  was  given  to  State  and  County  Engineers  on  the 
layout  and  construction  of  Beaver  Dam  Road  under  Chapter  90 
funds,  several  foreshore  protection  projects  accomplished  during 
the  past  year  and  the  Mushquashicut  Pond  Project. 

As  desirable  permanent  engineering  assistance  was  not  ob¬ 
tained,  the  burden  was  considerably  eased  by  the  assistance  and 
co-operation  given  by  many  Town  Departments.  To  all  I  am 
deeply  appreciative.

TREE  WARDEN 


January  1,  1956 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  Hall,  Scituate 

Gentlemen: 

During  this  past  year  we  increased  our  shade  tree  planting 
and  used  189  maples,  42  moraine  locust  and  30  willow  trees.  We 
also  replaced  38  lost  by  the  drought  of  last  year.  This  has  been 
a  moist  year  so  we  do  not  expect  a  heavy  loss. 

The  dutch  elm  disease  has  spread  more  and  we  lost  85  elms 
this  year.  Our  control  is  still  spraying,  trim  dead  wood  and  remove 
diseased  trees.  No  cure  has  yet  been  found  to  stop  this  disease  and 
loss  of  our  beautiful  trees. 

The  gypsy  moth  was  found  on  the  western  borders  of  town. 
This  is  the  first  time  we  have  found  them  since  1950  ad  unless  they 
can  be  cleaned  out  this  year,  that  area  will  have  to  be  sprayed  by 
air. 


The  tick  is  still  a  problem  in  the  same  spots  as  in  the  past  and 
the  spraying  we  are  now  doing  is  all  that  can  be  done.  The  Japa¬ 
nese  beetle  is  bad  but  no  worse,  for  with  the  gradual  buildup  of 
their  parasites,  they  will  not  be  as  troublesome. 

Our  roadsides  do  look  better  and  as  more  of  us  become  inter¬ 
ested  in  their  appearance,  they  will  look  better.  Refuse  thrown 
there  does  not  help  the  looks  of  our  town.  All  poison  ivy  found 
on  the  roadsides  have  been  sprayed,  and  the  curves  and  corners 
cleared  of  brush  for  safer  driving. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  us  in  our  work 
during  this  past  year.

Gentlemen: 

The  Allen  Memorial  Library  continues  to  increase  its  services 
to  the  community.  For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  library  was 
open  to  the  public  six  days  a  week,  with  hours  from  two  to  eight- 
thirty,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  from  ten  to  five  on  Saturday. 
Unfortunately,  the  Saturday  morning  opening  forced  the  discon¬ 
tinuance  of  the  children’s  hour  formerly  held  at  this  time.  Requests 
by  mothers  to  use  the  library  mornings,  when  their  children  are  in 
school,  are  being  considered  and  may  bring  about  further  changes. 

Circulation  of  books  was  increased  by  10,000  over  the  previous 
year  to  a  total  of  56,000  in  1956.  The  continued  purchase  of  new 
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books  to  meet  the  demand  has  brought  about  an  over-crowding 
of  facilities.  To  remedy  this  situation,  an  appropriation  is  being 
asked  to  increase  the  size  of  the  library  by  removing  the  stage  and 
by  utilizing  the  space  now  occupied  by  the  kitchen.  By  rearranging 
the  children’s  section  more  space  will  be  gained  for  junior  and 
senior  high  school  pupils.  This  change  will  nearly  double  the  stack 
space  and  should  allow  for  a  future  circulation  of  100,000  volumes. 

Membership  in  the  Allen  Memorial  Library  Association  is 
open  to  all  and  may  be  obtained  by  paying  annual  dues  of  $1.00 
at  the  desk.  Our  gratitude  extends  to  all  those  who  have  contributed 
books  and  magazines  during  the  past  year,  and  we  are  especially 
grateful  to  the  Girl  Scouts  who  planted  the  bulbs  and  flowers  on 
the  library  grounds.

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 

By  Robert  B.  Ewing,  Agent-Manager 


Board  of  Selectmen. 

Scituate,  Mass. 

The  following  report  of  the  County  Agent-Manager  of  Plymouth 
County,  Mr.  Robert  B.  Ewing,  may  be  of  interest  to  those  citizens 
of  Scituate  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  services  which  this  depart¬ 
ment  has  to  otter. 

“The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  is  an  educational 
organization  which  is  a  part  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  University  of  Massachusetts. 

There  are  three  departments — Agriculture,  Home  and  4-H — 
and  the  office  is  in  the  Court  House,  Brockton,  Massachusetts. 
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The  Program  of  each  department  —  Agriculture,  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  and  4-H  is  planned  with  the  coperation  of  farm,  rural  and 
urban  people.  County  Extension  Agents  strive  to  bring  to  county 
people  the  results  of  research  in  Agriculture  and  Homemaking, 
that  will  increase  incomes,  provide  a  better  living  and  happier 
family  life,  by  teaching  people  to  help  themselves.  Because  more 
families  are  moving  into  our  Plymouth  County  towns  there  is  an 
increased  demand  for  information  by  telephone  and  letters  per¬ 
taining  to  the  home,  home  grounds,  gardens  and  livestock.  Many 
leaders  trained  bv  the  Extension  Service  staff  forward  information

to  groups  and  individuals  in  the  community  through  meetings, 
news  articles  and  special  activities. 

Funds  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  are  derived  principally 
from  the  County.  Some  Federal  funds  are  also  made  available 
through  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  Most  towns  in  Plymouth 
County  make  a  token  appropriation  which  is  used  for  the  general 
expenditures  of  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service.  Town 
Directors  are  appointed  in  those  towns  where  an  appropriation  is 
made.  These  Town  Directors  are  unpaid  leaders  who  serve  as  the 
Extension  Service  representatives  in  their  respective  town. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Plymouth  County 
Commissioners  administers  the  Extension  Service  program  and  is 
composed  of  the  following  members:”

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1956. 

Flic  department  was  called  to  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  forty- 
three  emergencies.  Of  this  number,  thirty-eight  were  audible  alarms, 
ninety-six  first  aid  and  rescue  calls,  and  the  remainder  variously 
classified.  The  fire  calls  were,  for  the  most  part,  easily  and  quickly 
handled  because  of  prompt  notification,  with  only  one  resulting  in 
serious  loss  of  property. 

The  equipment  and  apparatus  is  at  present  adequate  to  the 
needs  of  the  department,  and  in  dependable  repair. 

The  fire  alarm  system  is  not  as  modern  as  could  be  desired 
and  will  require  more  than  ordinary  maintenance  and  replacement 
of  wires  during  the  current  year. 

During  the  past  year,  the  department  suffered  the  loss  of  Albert 
E.  Newcomb,  a  member  since  1928.  Starting  as  a  call  man,  he  was 
promoted  to  permanent,  full  time  Fire  Fighter  in  1941  and  con¬ 
tinued  in  that  position  until  his  death,  October  20,  1956. 

Howard  H.  Cole,  Deputy  Chief,  retired  on  July  9,  1956  after 
serving  the  department  for  over  thirty  years.  Howard  is  presently 
living  in  Florida,  where  we  hope  he  will  enjoy  a  long  and  happy 
life. 

Three  men  have  been  added  to  the  roster  of  permanent  Fire 
Fighters  in  the  past  year: — Arthur  E.  Ahola,  Howard  A.  Cole,  and 
Charles  N.  Turner.  This  brings  the  complement  to  thirty-four  men. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  close 
co-operation  of  the  citizens,  officers  and  departments  of  the  town.

The  report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending

The  rapid  development  of  the  town,  incurring  as  it  does  the 
division  of  fields  and  woodlands,  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  re¬ 
duction  of  serious  glass  and  forest  fires.  The  building  of  roads 
coincident  to  these  developments  provides  fire  breaks  confining 
nranv  fires  to  relativelv  small  areas  and  increases  the  ease  of  access

The  department  continues  to  burn  over  those  grass  lands  which 
appear  to  be  hazards,  in  so  far  as  weather  conditions  permit.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

TOWN  COUNSEL 


One  of  the  interesting  things  about  acting  as  Town  Counsel  is 
the  fact  that  new  questions  and  problems  constantly  arise.  In  fact, 
some  of  the  problems  are  so  unusual  that  it  is  frequently  difficult, 
and  sometimes  impossible,  to  find  any  precedents  in  the  decisions 
ol  our  Supreme  Court  for  guidance  as  to  the  procedures  to  be 
adopted. 

For  example  the  “Etrusco”  going  ashore  last  March  presented 
a  large  number  of  problems,  both  actual  and  potential,  which  were 
both  unusual  and  unique.  To  mention  only  two,  the  question 
arose  as  to  whether  legal  action  could  be  successfully  maintained 
against  the  Town  to  compel  it  to  require  that  the  Etrusco,  if 
scrapped,  be  removed  by  sea  instead  of  by  trucks  over  the  roads. 
Of  course  this  question  subsequently  became  of  no  real  consequence 
because  of  the  attempt  which  was  successfully  made  to  remove  the 
ship  intact  by  sea.  It  was  felt,  however,  that  the  owners  should  be 
required  to  post  a  surety  bond  to  indemnify  the  Town  against  any 
damage  which  it  might  sustain  to  its  beach  or  shoreline  from  the 
operations  involving  the  removal  of  the  ship.  The  Town  engineer, 
after  conferring  with  the  heads  of  other  departments,  accordingly 
prepared  a  list  of  conditions,  which  were  ultimately  incorporated 
by  reference  in  a  surety  bond  in  the  amount  of  $10,000.00  Most 
of  the  work  necessary  to  restore  the  beach  and  shoreline  has  now 
been  done  and  it  is  expected  that  the  small  amount  remaining  will 
be  completed  in  the  near  future  and  the  bond  surrendered. 

The  appeal  from  the  denial  of  the  petition  for  a  writ  of  man¬ 
damus  to  compel  the  Selectmen  to  accept  the  application  of  an  Inn 
for  a  liquor  license  was  argued  before  the  full  bench  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  and  in  due  course  it  handed  down  its  decision 
affirming  the  dismissal  of  the  petition. 

An  appeal  for  an  abatement  of  a  real  estate  tax  was  tried  at 
length  before  the  Appellate  l  ax  Board. 

Fhe  Board  reserved  its  decision  but  ultimately  decided  in 
favor  of  the  Town.  Several  other  similar  appeals  were  disposed  of. 

A  petition  has  been  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  for  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  damages  for  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  of  certain  real 
estate  at  Egypt  Beach.  T  his  petition  is  pending  and  is  being  de¬ 
fended. 
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It  may  not  be  generally  known,  but  upon  the  death  of  a  re¬ 
cipient  of  welfare  or  old  age  assistance  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  may  issue  a  directive  to  the  local  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  requiring  it  to  institute  legal  action,  either  to 
enforce  a  lien  on  real  estate,  or  to  recover  from  the  estate  of  the 
deceased,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  local  Department  is  obliged  to 
comply  with  such  a  directive  for  if  it  neglects  or  refuses  to  do  so 
the  State  Department  thereupon  may  refuse  to  give  any  further 
financial  aid  to  the  Town. 

During  the  past  year  several  such  actions  have  been  brought. 
As  a  result,  and  as  the  result  of  threatening  to  bring  such  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  other  cases,  a  very  substantial  amount  has  been  paid  to 
the  Town  during  the  past  year. 

An  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  was  filed  from  a  decision 
of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  granting  a  variance  to  a  local 
restaurant  to  permit  it  to  obtain  a  liquor  license.  This  appeal  was 
defended  when  it  came  on  for  hearing  before  Morton,  }.  He 
reserved  his  decision  but  in  due  course  handed  down  his  finding 
sustaining  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

Phe  above  comprises  merely  an  outline  of  some  of  the  activi¬ 
ties  which  have  taken  place  since  last  March.  As  usual  advice  and 
opinions  were  given  on  many  occasions  to  the  heads  of  the  Town 
Departments  on  a  variety  of  matters. 

As  has  been  the  case  during  the  past  ten  years  most  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  been  attended.

Board  of  Health, 

Town  of  Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

Your  inspectors  have  approved  all  installations  of  plumbing 
for  which  permits  have  been  issued. 

After  approval  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Building  Code, 
which  was  voted  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  on  June  22nd,  an 
accounting  system  was  set  up  and  fees  collected  for  Plumbing  and 
Sewerage  permits.  Since  that  date  the  amount  turned  over  to  the 
Treasurer  is  SI, 09 1.00  which  brings  the  burden  of  payment  for  some 
of  the  expenses  of  this  department  on  the  individual  purchaser  or 
owner  rather  than  on  the  Taxpayer. 


PLUMBING  INSPECTORS  REPORT 


Many  plans  for  the  development  of  property  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Planning  Board  to  this  department  and  all  have  been 
approved,  with  a  few  restrictions  on  some  of  the  lots.  While  the 
changes  in  lot  sizes  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  and  voted  by 
the  Town  in  1953  seemed  drastic  at  the  time  the  benefits  of  the 
change  can  now  be  seen  in  some  of  the  developed  areas  in  the  20 
and  40  thousand  foot  zones,  which  are  verv  attractive  as  well  as 
being  more  healthful  than  they  would  be  if  more  crowded. 

In  accordance  with  your  vote  the  Board  of  Plumbing  examiners 
was  petitioned  for  permission  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  formu¬ 
lated  by  them  under  Section  8  and  9  of  Chapter  142  of  the  General 
Laws.  Permission  was  granted  and  upon  publication  as  prescribed, 
the  new  rules  will  be  effective. 

The  Town  was  authorized  by  the  voters  on  March  5th,  1956 
to  enter  a  bill  in  the  Legislature  to  provide  for  the  establishment 
of  a  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  to  lay  out  a  system  of  sewerage 
and  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money,  outside  the  statutorv  limit,  not

exceeding  SI,  125, 000. 00  for  the  purpose. 

The  Bill  has  been  entered  by  the  Selectmen  through  our 
Representative  to  the  General  Court,  Mr.  Tilden,  and  if  acted  upon 
favorably,  the  Town  will  be  called  upon  in  the  near  future  to  raise 
the  monev  to  start  this  much  needed  facilitv.

PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 


During  1956  The  Planning  Board  has  approved  new  sub¬ 
divisions  totalling  sixty  house  lots.  This  compares  with  new  sub¬ 
divisions  totalling  one  hundred  and  ten  house  lots  approved  in 


1955. 


This  year  for  the  first  time  the  Town  received,  on  application 
of  The  Planning  Board,  a  grant  of  Federal  funds  amounting  to 
SI, 300  under  the  Urban  Planning  Assistance  Program. 

Used  with  funds  appropriated  by  the  Town  a  detailed  study 
was  completed  which  provided: 

Detailed  land  use  maps. 

Maps  showing  distribution  and  size  of  population,  both 
present  and  future. 

Maps  showing  general  availability  of  services  (school, 
water,  fire,  police)  relative  to  present  and  future  distribution 
of  homes  and  other  buildings. 

Maps  showing  presently  vacant  land  and  its  suitableness 
for  such  purposes  as  residences,  commercial  buildings,  and 
public  buildings  and  uses. 

These  are  the  tools  necessary  to  intelligent  planning. 

In  accordance  with  the  Board’s  promise  at  the  1956  Town 
Meeting,  it  has  met  on  one  or  more  occasions  with  every  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Town  with  which  it  is  remotely  concerned.  A  sub¬ 
committee  of  the  Advisory  Board  has  taken  active  part  in  all  of 
this  work,  and  it  is  genuinely  a  joint  enterprise  of  the  two  Boards. 

The  task  has  been  to  determine  as  accurately  as  possible  the 
major  needs  of  the  Town,  to  determine  the  relative  urgency  of  each 
and  to  endeavour  to  line  them  up  in  such  manner  as  will  least  affect 
the  tax  rate.  Such  a  schedule  has  been  set  up  and  includes: 

Town  Office  Building  with  Police  and  Fire  Stations 

Foreshore  protection 

Land  purchase  for  public  use 
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Junior  High  School 
Sewerage 

Recreation  (including  beaches  and  harbor  development) 
Roads  and  sidewalks 


Of  the  foregoing  it  has  been  determined  that  the  need  for 
Town  Office  Building,  Police  and  Fire  Stations  has  passed  the 
critical  level  and  such  building  should  be  built  in  1958.  The 
Junior  High  School  should  be  built  in  1959.  Foreshore  protection 
is  a  continuing  need  and  should  be  handled  by  regular  annual 
appropriations.  The  purchase  of  some  of  the  land  needed  for 
public  buildings  and  schools  is  recommended  for  1957. 

The  other  projects  can  be  handled  in  relatively  small  parts 
from  year  to  year  including  sewerage  after  the  initial  investment 
is  made. 

The  two  Boards  have  also  examined  the  question  of  modern 
business  machines  for  the  Assessors,  Collector,  Treasurer,  Account- 
and,  and  Water  Department  and  found  that  the  cost  of  such  will 
be  more  than  saved  the  first  year.

Another  project  is  the  establishment  of  a  unified  Public  Works 
Department  to  combine  under  one  management  the  functions  of 
Highway,  Park,  Water,  and  Sewer  Departments. 

The  Planning  Board  has  applied  for  an  additional  $5,000  of 
Federal  funds  and  will  ask  for  a  like  amount  of  Town  appropriation 
to  cover  its  planning  operations  for  the  next  two  years.  The  studies 
to  be  made  are  (1)  Analysis  of  existing  streets  in  view  of  their 
locations  and  present  and  prospective  traffic  loads;  (2)  Recom¬ 
mendations  for  major  and  feeder  ways  showing  new,  widened,  or 
re-located  streets,  and  connections  with  new  State  highways;  (3)  De¬ 
tailed  plan  for  traffic  and  parking  in  Scituate  Harbor;  (4)  Complete 
professional  survey  of  the  present  physical  school  plant  with  specific 
recommendations  for  its  improvement  and  expansion;  (5)  Surveys 
of  and  recommendations  for  recreation  and  public  open  areas,  both 
present  and  future;  (6)  A  complete  redrafting  of  the  regulations 
governing  new  subdivisions  in  respect  to  the  facilities  to  be  provided 
bv  builders  and  safeguards  to  ensure  performance.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 


27  December  1956 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Civil  Defense  Agency  activities  for  the  year  1956,  together 
with  proposed  action  for  future  development  in  cooperation  with 
State  and  Federal  Governments  are  set  forth  in  this  report.  Early 
in  the  year,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Chace,  was  consulted 
relative  to  the  establishment  of  radio  training  classes  in  the  High 
School.  In  this  connection  the  actual  work  was  turned  over  to  Mr. 
Bordne,  who  is  one  of  the  staff  teachers  in  the  High  School,  and 
C.D.A.  Radio  Officer,  Arthur  Sylvester.  Two  members  of  the  School 
Committee  were  consulted  and  approved  of  such  a  Civil  Defense 
radio  training  class.  A  radio  station,  having  a  Gonset  Communi¬ 
cator  of  the  same  type  that  is  being  used  in  this  area,  has  been  set 
up  with  the  necessary  fittings  and  connections,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Mr.  Bordne  for  the  High  School  and  Radio  Officer  Syl¬ 
vester  for  the  Civil  Defense  Agency.  It  is  hoped  that  by  next  year, 
evening  classes  for  men  and  women  will  be  available.  While  this 
training  class  is  primarily  for  Civil  Defense  Communications  in 
time  of  disaster,  the  possibilities  for  the  High  School  students  are 
developing  daily.  A  student,  having  taken  this  course  in  High 
School,  with  actual  field  practice  in  Civil  Defense,  will  have  a  very 
considerable  advantage  if  he  continues  his  radio  classes  in  the 
Armed  Forces  while  completing  his  compulsory  service.  Evening 
classes  would  offer  adults,  practical  and  theoretical  radio  work,  and 
the  services  of  women  would  become  invaluable  particularly  during 
the  daytime,  in  manning  these  stations.  The  great  value  of  radio, 
as  conducted  by  the  Civil  Defense  Communications,  was  brought 
directly  into  the  homes  of  the  Civil  Defense  Organization,  through 
the  Communications  Division  on  the  17  of  March  1956.  The  Italian 
freighter  “Etrusco”  came  ashore  at  Light  House  Point,  and  through 
the  efforts  of  Radio  Officer  Arthur  Sylvester,  the  men  in  the  radio 
division  spent  hours  working  their  way  to  the  Coast  Guard  Station 
and  location  of  the  wreck,  through  a  severe  blizzard  and  established 
the  only  communication  between  the  ship  and  shore  at  the  Coast 
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Guard  Station.  This  action  was  of  such  value  to  the  Coast  Guard 
that  Admiral  Raney  wrote  a  letter  of  commendation  to  the  Scituate 
Civil  Defense  Agency,  emphasizing  particularly  the  Radio  Com¬ 
munication  Division. 

This  one  action  was  worth  more  than  the  entire  amount  spent 
on  Civil  Defense  Radio  communications  for  preparedness.  Chief 
Warden  Judson  Merrill,  surveyed  the  disaster  area  with  respect  to 
the  use  of  Wardens  at  the  wreck.  The  situation  was  taken  over  by 
the  Police  Department  and  handled  in  an  excellent  manner.  The 
Fire  Department  did  a  great  amount  of  work,  particularly  in  trans¬ 
portation  and  feeding.  The  Highway  Department  took  care  of 
numerous  calls  for  help  in  getting  Civil  Defense  automobiles  back 
on  the  road,  after  they  were  stuck  in  the  mud  and  snow.  All  of  this 
work  indicates  very  definitely,  the  fine  cooperation  of  all  the  Depart¬ 
ments  in  town,  when  called  out  on  disaster  work. 

On  October  29,  1956,  His  Excellency  Governor  Herter,  signed 
a  “Statement  of  Understanding”  between  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  National  Red  Cross.  The  Scituate  Red  Cross 
Chapter  has  always  been  very  cooperative  as  far  as  Civil  Defense 
has  been  concerned.  The  Disaster  chairman  and  crew,  using  the 
Red  Cross  wagon  worked  hours  on  the  Etrusco  disaster.  The  Scitu¬ 
ate  Red  Cross  Chapter  has  complied  with  the  “Statement  of  Under- 
standing”  over  the  years. 

There  is  additional  need  for  more  communications  stations, 
particularly  in  the  western  part  of  the  town,  and  a  mobile  set  should 
be  available  for  the  Red  Cross  disaster  wagon.  The  set  in  the  wagon 
should  be  operated  by  a  Civil  Defense  Communications  member. 

Women  who  had  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of 
working  in  the  Radio  Training  Class,  would  be  particularly  desir¬ 
able  for  this  consignment.  The  development  of  a  rescue  squad  was 
started  in  October  and  four  men  took  first  aid  training  from  a  Red 
Cross  instructor  in  Pembroke,  Mass.  Classes  should  be  set  up  in 
Scituate  for  First  Aid  and  Rescue  Work.  This  is  a  very  important 
part  of  the  Civil  Defense  Program.  There  should  be  in  Scituate  a 
First  Aid  Station,  completely  outfitted  for  fiftten  or  twenty  persons 
and  sufficient  trained  personnel  to  handle  the  situation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

PERSONNEL  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Salary  8c  Classification 
Plan,  the  Personnel  Board  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1956: 

Our  first  meeting  was  held  on  March  26,  1956,  and  through 
January  15,  1957  we  held  a  total  of  thirty-one  meetings,  an  average 
of  three  meetings  per  month  during  this  period. 

Almost  immediately  following  its  appointment,  the  Board  was 
faced  with  a  great  many  requests  for  interpretations  of  provisions 
of  the  new  Plan  as  they  applied  to  employees  of  the  town,  groups 
or  individuals,  who  were  covered  by  the  Plan.  These  interpretations 
ranged  from  the  correct  number  of  weeks  of  accrued  vacation  time 
to  which  certain  individuals  were  entitled,  to  requests  for  changes 
in  job  classifications  and  direct  increases  in  salary  rates. 


Here  is  a  list  of  the  requests  for  changes  in  job  classifications 
referred  to  us  during  the  year.

In  the  following  table  is  shown  a  list  of  the  various  jobs  in  the 
Salary  &:  Classification  Plan  for  which  rate  increases  were  requested 
or  which  were  changed  by  us  voluntarily  with  no  application  on  the 
part  of  the  individuals  involved. 
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In  addition,  rulings  were  made  concerning  the  following: 

(1)  Interpretation  of  the  term  “Full  Time  Continuous  Employ¬ 
ment”  and  its  use  in  the  proper  administration  of  the  Plan; 

(2)  The  resultant  status  under  the  Plan  of  an  employee  who 

transfers  from  one  department  to  another. 

A  card  record  was  designed  to  be  kept  by  and  in  the  office  of  the 
Town  Accountant.  On  these  personnel  cards  is  to  be  posted  perti¬ 
nent  information  for  each  employee  covered  by  the  Plan,  together 
with  a  record  of  vacations  and  sick  leave,  earned  and  taken.  The 
Personnel  Board  also  instructed  the  Town  Accountant  to  require 
a  certificate  on  each  weekly  payroll  whereby  the  Department  Head 
certifies  to  the  amount  of  sick  leave  or  vacation  taken  by  each  em¬ 
ployee  during  the  period  covered  by  each  payroll. 

In  its  consideration  of  requests  for  up-grading  of  classifications 
or  changes  in  salary  rates  or  increased  vacation  time,  we  have  been 
mindful  of  the  Board’s  responsibility  and  obligation  to  maintain 
good  employee  relations.  In  all  cases  considered  where  it  was 
physically  possible,  the  individual  employee  as  well  as  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Head  concerned  were,  in  our  opinion,  given  ample  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  present  information  dealing  with  the  request.  In  cases 
where  the  Board  found  it  necessary  to  deny  the  request  the  Board 
notified  the  Department  Head  of  its  intention  and  offered  a  second 
hearing  for  presentation  of  additional  information  before  rendering 
a  final  decision. 

We  believe  that  each  employee  of  the  Town  now  realizes  that 
he  has  benefited  substantially  through  the  adoption  of  this  Plan. 
Nevertheless,  we  feel  that  it  is  desirable  to  point  out  once  again 
several  of  these  benefits: 

1.  Provision  for  an  increase  in  pay  to  the  majority  of 
employees  covered  by  the  Plan. 

2.  A  standard  wage  or  salary  rate  at  the  beginning  of 
employment  with  definite  step  rate  increases  as  the  employee 
increases  his  value  through  experience  on  the  job. 

3.  A  pay  rate  of  time  and  a  half  for  overtime  work. 

4.  A  standard  vacation  plan  with  increasing  vacation  time 
based  on  length  of  employment. 

5.  A  standard  sick  leave  plan  based  on  length  of  service. 

6.  A  non-political  impartial  Board  to  which  an  employee 
may  appeal  in  matters  of  personnel  administration  at  any  time 
during  the  year. 
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As  the  employee  benefits,  so  does  the  Town.  The  benefit  to 
the  Town  lies  in  the  knowledge  that  in  personnel  matters  it  is  rep¬ 
resented  by  a  Board  whose  duty  it  is  to  study  personnel  problems 
constantly  and  make  recommendations  that  will  be  fair  to  the 
employee  and  to  the  Town  as  well. 

The  Board  wishes  to  point  out  that  patience  on  both  sides  is 
required  in  the  area  of  personnel  administration.  As  adopted  by 
the  Town  the  operation  of  the  Plan  will  improve  as  employees 
become  more  familiar  with  it  and  as  experience  indicates  the  need 
for  clarification  of  its  provisions.  The  Board  itself  in  the  execution 
of  its  duties  will  improve  with  experience.  We  gained  several 
impressions  from  our  work  during  the  past  year.  — 

Firstly,  Part  1,  Section  4  of  the  Plan  assigns  to  the  Town 
Accountant  the  responsibility  for  keeping  such  records  as  the  Per- 
sonel  Board  shall  deem  necesary.  We  realize  that  much  of  this 
information  must  come  to  him  from  the  Department  Heads.  During 
the  year  1956  instructions  given  by  the  Personnel  Board  to  the 
Town  Accountant  did  not  in  some  instances  give  the  results  which 
the  Board  had  a  right  to  expect.  Department  Heads  as  well  as  the 
Town  Accountant  must  understand  that  under  the  Plan  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Board  has  full  authority  to  prescribe  the  information  which 
the  Town  Accountant  must  obtain  and  record. 

The  second  impression,  unless  Department  Heads  use  great 
care  in  authorizing  overtime  work  at  overtime  rates,  the  Town  will 
lose  control  of  its  money  spent  for  this  type  of  work  and  will  thereby 
be  denied  a  fair  return  for  money  so  spent. 

To  assist  the  Town  in  this  matter,  the  Personnel  Board  will 
submit  a  recommendation  in  substantially  the  following  form  as 
part  of  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting: 

“To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  the  recommendations 
of  the  Personnel  Board  to  amend  the  Salary  Sc  Classification 
Plan  as  follows: 

Section  16  b  The  rates  paid  for  overtime  work  shall  be 
one  and  one-half  times  the  normal  rate.  Work  performed  on 
a  paid  holiday  (as  stated  in  Section  15)  occurring  during  the 
regular  work  week  Monday  through  Friday,  inclusive,  shall  be 
paid  on  the  basis  of  time  and  one-half. 

Section  16  h  Overtime  —  Definition.  To  qualify  for  pay¬ 
ment  at  overtime  rates,  overtime  work  must  be  performed  in 
accordance  with  all  of  the  following  conditions: 
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1.  The  work  must  be  required  to  be  performed  in  addition 
to  the  regular  work  week. 

2.  The  work  must  be  of  an  emergency  nature. 

3.  The  necessity  for  the  work  cannot  be  foreseen  or  antici¬ 
pated. 

4.  The  work  cannot  be  performed  during  the  regular  work¬ 
ing  period  of  the  Department. 

Work  which  is  repetitive,  which  can  be  scheduled  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  its  performance  and  which  can  be  performed  during 
the  regular  working  period  of  the  Department  must  be 
scheduled  so  that  it  is  performed  during  such  regular  working 
period  of  the  Department.” 

The  Board  was  greatly  disturbed  in  noting  the  practices  regard¬ 
ing  overtime  in  one  or  more  of  the  Town  Departments. 

Another  impression,  —  we  sincerely  believe  that  the  present 
Board  must  take  upon  itself  the  adoption  of  a  policy  of  more  active 
inspection  and  control  over  salary  rates  actually  being  paid  as 
shown  on  Departmental  payrolls.  Our  experience  over  the  next 
few  months  will  show  just  how  far  in  this  direction  the  Board  must 

g°- 

In  our  report  to  be  submitted  at  Town  Meeting  we  intend  to 
point  out  to  the  Town  in  order  that  they  may  more  fully  under¬ 
stand  just  what  is  taking  place  on  the  broad  payroll  picture  here 
in  Scituate,  the  whole  effect  of  action  taken  by  them  at  the  March 
7,  1956  Town  Meeting.  A  member  of  the  previous  Salary  Com¬ 
mittee  spoke  briefly  at  that  meeting  on  the  possible  serious  effects 
of  the  ill-advised  action  taken  at  the  time.  Just  how  far  reaching 
these  effects  can  be  should  now  be  shown. 

With  regard  to  the  Police,  Fire,  Water  and  Highway  Depart¬ 
ments,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Personnel  Board  that  the  action 
taken  at  the  March  1956  Annual  Town  Meeting  increased  each 
annual  step  rate  in  the  pertinent  sections  of  the  Salary  8c  Classifica¬ 
tion  Plan  applicable  to  these  Departments  by  $300  (15c  per  hour 
in  the  case  of  the  Highway  Department)  ,  so  that  each  employee  in 
these  Departments  was  to  receive  pay  under  the  Amended  Pay 
Schedule  of  the  newly  approved  Salary  8c  Classification  Plan  in 
accordance  with  his  length  of  service. 

However,  acting  under  an  opinion  from  the  Town  Counsel 
and  the  Advisory  Committee,  confirmed  by  the  Division  of  Cor¬ 
porations  8c  Accounts  at  the  State  House,  the  increase  of  $300  was 
applied  to  the  1955  rate,  regardless  of  the  length  of  service  of  the 
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individual  employee.  Under  this  decision,  the  over-all  effect  was 
to  virtually  eliminate  the  application  of  step  rates  to  a  great  many 
of  the  employees  in  these  Departments.  Maximums  were  reached 
in  1956  instead  of  1957,  1958,  or  even  1959. 

I'he  financial  effect  on  the  Town  is  shown  below. 


(a)  Pay  increases  resulting  from  adoption  of  wage 

scales  recommended  in  Original  Salary  Plan  $  10,000. 

(b)  Cost  of  .$300  increases  in  step  rates  voted  at 

d  own  Meeting  .  $16,000. 

(c)  Additional  cost  in  1956  due  to  application  of 

$300  raise  to  1955  rates  as  outlined  above .  $  7,500. 


Total  cost  of  pay  raises  to  Town  Employees 

in  1956,  not  including  overtime  .  $33,500. 


I  he  Board  recommends  that  so  far  as  employees  of  the  Police, 
Fire,  Water  and  Highway  Departments  are  concerned,  it  would 
not  be  desirable  to  reduce  pay  rates  below  those  paid  in  1956  even 
though  in  many  cases  such  rates  are  in  excess  of  the  rate  called  for 
by  the  Plan,  d  o  do  so  would  work  an  unnecessary  hardship  on  the 
employee  whose  pay  was  reduced. 

However,  this  situation  is  a  perfect  example  of  what  can  happen 
when  action  is  taken  by  voters  without  full  consideration  being 
given  to  the  recommendations  of  a  Committee  which  has  spent 
much  time  and  effort  in  the  study  of  the  problem  being  acted  upon. 

Although  this  is  the  report  called  for  by  Section  12(e)  of  the 
Salary  and  Classification  Plan,  the  present  Board  intends  to  prepare 
a  printed  report  at  a  later  date  for  the  information  of  the  voters. 
This  report  will  contain  Amendments  made  by  the  Town  at  the 
down  Meeting. 

I  he  Salary  and  Classification  Plan  itself  will  be  successful  in 
proportion  to  the  degree  of  trust  and  confidence  shared  by  all  who 
fall  within  its  scope.  In  its  dealing  with  employees  and  Department 
Heads  the  Board  has  tried  to  create  such  an  atmosphere  to  the  end 
that  personnel  administration  in  our  jurisdiction  has  been  and  will 
be  fair  to  the  employee,  fair  to  the  Town,  and  fair  to  the  tax  payer.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

HARBOR  DEVELOPMENT  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  Harbor  Development  Committee,  originally  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  October  1955,  was  subsequently  appoint¬ 
ed  as  a  permanent  committee  under  Article  52  by  vote  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  March  1956.  Terms  of  reference 
are  to  recommend  and  plan  for  the  future  development  of  the 
Scituate  Harbor  area. 

During  the  past  15  months,  the  Committee  held  twenty  meet¬ 
ings.  Due  to  the  complexity  of  the  subject,  most  of  these  meetings 
were  held  in  executive  session.  In  addition  to  the  main  objectives 
of  the  Committee,  a  number  of  urgent  collateral  matters  were 
studied  by  request,  and  recommendations  thereon  were  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Assistance  was  rendered  to  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public  Works,  Waterways  Division,  by 
preparing  detailed  technical  specifications  covering  the  proposed 
underwater  repairs  to  the  existing  Town  Pier.  This  repair  work 
is  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Division,  for  which  the  Town  has  voted 
the  sum  of  $2,000  towards  the  total  cost  estimated  at  $4,000.  The 
resignation  from  the  Committee  by  Mr.  Fred  S.  Gilley  on  account 
of  pressure  of  personal  work  was  accepted  with  regret  and  the 
vacancy  was  filled  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Malcolm  T.  Hall. 

The  terms  of  reference  contained  in  the  above-mentioned 
Article  52  were  interpreted  by  the  Committee  to  cover  the  following 
primary  factors: 

The  study  and  preparation  of  a  Master  Plan  for  adoption 
by  the  Town  to  control  and  promote  the  future  growth  and 
development  of  Scituate  Harbor  and  adjacent  areas,  with 
particular  reference  to  dredging,  land  reclamation,  navigation 
and  mooring  areas,  waterfront  protection,  town  pier  and  water¬ 
front  structures,  highways,  traffic  control  and  automobile  park¬ 
ing  areas,  land  and  water  recreational  facilities,  fishing  and 
boating  industries,  business  and  commerce,  sources  of  potential 
revenue,  aesthetic  considerations  of  the  area,  and  matters  gen¬ 
erally  pertinent  to  the  over-all  project. 

In  order  to  prepare  a  Master  Plan,  it  was  first  necessary  to 
obtain  a  base  plan  of  the  harbor  area  to  show  present  conditions. 
Since  no  such  plan  was  in  existence,  and  since  available  funds  did 
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not  permit  of  a  complete  new  topographic  survey  being  made,  it 
was  decided  to  prepare  a  base  plan  from  available  material.  A 
dredging  and  sounding  plan  of  the  Waterways  Division  to  a  scale 
of  1"  =  83.33'  was  reduced  photographically  to  a  scale  of 
1"=100'  and  plotted  on  tracing  cloth  measuring  96  inches  by 
42  inches.  On  this  tracing  were  plotted  land  conditions  as  shown 
on  six  sheets  of  the  old  town  plans  (scale  1"=  100'),  with  addi¬ 
tional  topography  picked  up  in  the  field,  notably  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Edward  Foster  Road  causeway.  All  this  work  was  time- 
consuming  and  involved  more  than  90  hours  of  professional  drafting 
alone.  By  October  1956  the  base  plan  was  sufficiently  complete  for 
use  in  superimposing  on  a  master  print  the  features  considered 
desirable  or  necessary  for  the  long  range  development  of  the  harbor 
area. 

Layout,  drafting  and  color  work  on  the  master  print  were 
completed  by  the  end  of  December.  On  January  9,  1957,  the  plan 
was  submitted  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  with 
members  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  Advisory  Committee,  and  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  in  attendance.  General  approval  of  the 
plan  was  voted  unanimously  by  those  present  and  the  Committee 
was  authorized  to  complete  the  tracing  and  publish  prints  for  con¬ 
sideration  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town  and  by  the  various  civic 
organizations. 

It  is  expected  that  publication  of  the  Master  Plan  will  be  made 
in  the  near  future  and  copies  will  be  posted  at  the  Town  Hall  and 
other  public  places.  It  is  emphasized  that  the  proposed  Master 
Plan  as  now  submitted  constitutes  a  coordinated  scheme  for  the 
orderly  development  of  the  harbor  area.  It  is  sufficiently  flexible 
to  permit  modification  of  detail  without  sacrificing  the  objectives 
of  the  over-all  plan.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Plan  be  adopted 
in  principle  and  that  proper  organization  and  funds  be  programmed 
for  the  early  implementation  of  its  initial  phases.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

TOWN  MEETING  BY-LAW  COMMITTEE 


The  Town  Meeting  By-Law  Committee,  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  pursuant  to  a  resolution  introduced  by  Frederick  W. 
Harrington,  Jr.  and  passed  by  the  1956  Town  Meeting,  first  met 
May  8,  1956,  and  elected  Nathaniel  Tilden,  Chairman  and  Mrs. 
Lawrence  Cahoon,  Secretary.  The  Committee  examined  other 
town  by-laws,  the  model  by-laws  of  the  Massachusetts  Taxpayers’ 
Association  and  suggestions  volunteered  by  interested  citizens.  The 
Committee  decided  that  there  was  no  real  need  to  draft  detailed 
rules  of  parliamentary  procedure  because  under  the  present  by-laws, 
rules  of  order  have  already  been  established,  principally  according 
to  Cushing’s  Manual.  If  these  rules  were  fully  publicized  they 
would  be  adequate  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  points  of  order. 
The  committee  feels,  however,  that  there  are  basic  problems  of 
Town  Meeting  which  are  not  covered  by  existing  rules. 

After  considering  many  factors  affecting  these  problems  the 
Commitee  has  inserted  in  the  1957  Town  Warrant  four  proposed 
by-laws,  as  appended  hereto.  In  substance  these  proposals  deal  with 
(1)  procedure  for  requesting  a  secret  ballot,  (2)  arrangement  of 
articles  in  the  Warrant  into  logical  groupings,  (3)  action  upon 
articles  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and  (4)  limitations  on 
reconsideration. 

The  reasons  underlying  the  recommendation  of  these  proposals 
are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Committee  members  reported  a  strong  sentiment  among 
the  voters  that  a  secret  ballot  should  be  taken  on  controverted  mat¬ 
ters  not  only  when  desired  by  the  majority  but  also  whenever 
requested  by  a  serious  minority.  The  number  of  voters  that  should 
be  permitted  to  force  a  secret  ballot  presented  the  principal  prob¬ 
lem,  and  was  discussed  at  length  by  the  Committee.  Any  percentage 
of  voters  present  at  the  meeting  was  discarded  as  impractical  because 
a  count  of  those  present  would  always  be  required.  While  a  fixed 
number  is  subject  to  the  weakness  that  the  proportion  to  the  total 
meeting  would  vary  greatly  from  session  to  session  of  the  Meeting, 
the  number  30,  or  15%  of  the  quorum,  was  agreed  upon  as  the 
most  satisfactory  for  two  reasons.  First,  thirty  members  will  not 
be  too  difficult  to  obtain  even  when  the  number  of  voters  present 
dwindles  to  several  hundred.  Second,  the  requirement  that  the 
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thirty  voters  requesting  a  secret  ballot  stand  up  in  the  Meeting 
and  be  counted  will  eliminate  frivolous  or  purely  self-centered 
requests  and  dilatory  tactics  even  when  the  Meeting  is  well  attended. 

Since  the  desirability  of  a  secret  ballot  is  in  part  dependent  upon 
the  efficiency  with  which  one  may  be  taken,  the  Committee  has 
recommended  a  procedure  for  secret  ballots  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

2.  The  size  and  complexity  of  the  warrant  have  increased 
to  the  point  where  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  compare  intelligently 
the  various  requested  appropriations.  The  voter  has  no  clear  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  see  and  possibly  choose  between  possible  alternative  ex¬ 
penditures  in  the  same  area  of  government.  Arrange  of  the  warrant 
by  categories  will  serve  to  make  the  warrant  more  intelligible  and 
the  voter’s  decision  easier  to  make.  Appended  is  a  model  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  1956  Warrant,  which  is  offered  by  the  Committee  as 
an  example. 

3.  Fixing  the  order  of  articles  in  the  warrant,  unless  the  Meet¬ 
ing  votes  to  change  it  by  a  two-thirds  majority,  is  an  obvious  corol¬ 
lary  to  the  by-law  arranging  the  warrant  into  categories.  It  also 
prevents  unfair  re-arrangement  and  provides  some  certainty  in  the 
order  of  business  for  the  benefit  of  voters  who  may  not  be  able  to 
attend  all  sessions  of  the  meeting.  This  is  a  common  by-law  in  other 
towns. 

4.  At  present,  all  the  articles  voted  at  a  Monday  night  session, 
for  example,  might  be  reconsidered  at  a  Friday  night  session  of  the 
same  meeting.  This  violates  the  generally  accepted  principle  favor¬ 
ing  finality  of  legislative  action  and  also  may  be  grossly  unfair  to 
those  interested  in  specific  measures.  Under  the  proposed  rule, 
reconsideration  may  be  moved  only  at  the  same  session  of  the 
meeting,  when  those  most  vitally  interested  in  the  measure  will 
presumably  still  be  in  attendance. 

Your  Committee  specifically  recommends  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Town  adopt  the  Town  Meeting  By-Laws  proposed 
at  the  1957  Town  Meeting. 

2.  That  Town  officials  and  civic  leaders  use  every  possible 
means  to  acquaint  the  voters  with  the  purposes,  rules  and  proce¬ 
dures  of  our  Town  Meeting  and  that  a  concise  summary  of  existing 

rules  of  order  be  presented  annually  in  the  Town  Report  or  in  the 
Advisory  Committee  Report  for  the  guidance  of  the  voters. 
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3.  That  the  Moderator  cause  a  ballot  box  to  be  furnished  at 
Town  Meeting  for  each  section  of  voters  so  that  on  a  secret  ballot 
the  sections  may  all  vote  at  once  by  the  voters  filing  to  the  ballot 
box  and  receiving  a  standard  Yes-No  ballot  from  a  teller  as  they 
approach  the  box,  balloting  to  be  supervised  by  the  tellers.

PROPOSED  BY-LAWS 

1.  If  when  any  article  is  put  to  the  meeting  for  a  vote  a  member 
stands  to  request  a  secret  ballot  he  shall  be  promptly  recognized 
by  the  moderator  and  if  on  inquiry  by  the  moderator,  such  member 
is  joined  by  at  least  29  other  members  standing,  the  moderator  shall 
automatically  order  a  secret  ballot  without  debate. 

2.  The  Selectmen  shall  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  service  or 
publication  of  the  warrant  for  an  annual  Town  meeting  submit 
all  articles  to  be  inserted  therein  to  the  Advisory  Committee,  who 
shall  determine  under  the  following  headings  the  order  in  which 
said  articles  shall  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  by  the  Selectmen: 

1.  Elections  and  Reports 

2.  Fiscal  (operational  general) 

3.  Public  Safety  (Police,  Fire,  Health,  Water  and 

Sewerage) 

4.  Education  (Schools,  libraries) 

5.  Public  Works  (Highways,  Parks,  Waterfront) 

6.  Town  Planning  (Zoning,  Building  Codes,  etc.) 

7.  General  (By-laws  and  articles  not  applicable  to  specific 

categories) 

3.  All  articles  in  the  warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  order 
of  their  arrangement,  except  by  a  2/*  vote. 

4.  No  article  which  has  once  been  voted  upon  may  be  recon¬ 
sidered  or  rescinded  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  the  same  session 
of  the  Town  Meeting — or  take  any  action  thereon. 
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Comment:  The  following  rearrangement  of  the  1956  Warrant 
attempts  to  follow  the  foregoing  categories  in  order.  Note  that  the 
number  to  the  left  indicates  the  actual  number  on  the  Warrant. 
Where  such  numbers  follow  in  sequence  it  shows  that  an  attempt 
had  been  made  to  relate  like  items.  However,  where  numbers  bear 
no  relationship  one  to  another  but  where  subject  matter  does,  it 
indicates  the  possible  need  for  closer  correlation.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  TO  CONSIDER  THE 
\D  VIS  ABILITY  OF  THE  LIMITED  FORM  OF 
TOWN  MEETING  FOR  SCITUATE 


To  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

The  undersigned,  having  been  appointed  by  Moderator,  John 
Barnard,  Jr.,  as  a  committee  of  five  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  for  the  Town  of  Scituate  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  final  session  of  the 
1956  Annual  Town  Meeting,  hereby  respectfully  submit  this  report 
of  our  activities,  findings  and  recommendations,  as  directed  by 
such  resolution. 

I.  INVESTIGATIONS: 

Your  Committee  has  met  frequently  and  reviewed  in  detail 
the  various  forms  of  limited  or  representative  town  meetings  now 
in  existence  in  Massachusetts,  and  has  compiled  a  complete  sum- 
ntary  of  the  available  statistical  information  on  all  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth  eligible  to  adopt  the  limited  or  representative  form 
of  town  meeting  and  reviewed  such  data  as  to  the  experience  of 
other  towns  bearing  on  the  question.  In  addition,  Committee  mem¬ 
bers  have  personally  interviewed  reliable  sources  in  other  towns 
as  to  the  experience  of  such  towns  relative  to  the  matter  and  have 
held  two  public  hearings  to  permit  interested  Scituate  voters  to 
make  their  views  on  the  matter  known  to  your  Committee. 

A  Grief  summary  of  the  information  compiled  through  these 
investigations  is  set  forth  below.  The  original  minutes  of  your 
Committee’s  activities,  together  with  the  detailed  information  sup¬ 
porting  the  following  summaries  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  such  possible  future  use  as  may  be  merited. 

(a)  Summary  of  Existing  Forms  of  Limited  Town  Meeting: 

At  the  outset  of  its  investigations,  it  became  obvious  to  your 
Committee  that  the  so-called  “limited  or  representative”  form  of 
town  meeting  is  not  in  fact  a  fixed  form  of  town  government  at  all. 
Rather,  it  is  more  accurately  described  as  an  approach  to  town 
government  which  has  been  adopted  in  a  wide  range  of  differing 
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forms  authorized  by  special  act  of  the  State  Legislature  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  voters  of  the  towns  in  question  by  secret  ballot. 

The  only  generally  applicable  legislative  provisions  are  those 
appearing  in  Article  LXX  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  which  authorize  the  establishment  of  “a  Town  Meeting 
limited  to  such  inhabitants  of  the  town  as  may  be  elected  to  meet, 
deliberate,  act  and  vote  in  the  exercise  of  the  corporate  powers 
of  the  town.  .  .”  The  Article  is  applicable  only  to  towns  with  a 
population  in  excess  of  6,000  residents,  and  provides  that  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  this  form  of  town  government  must  be  in  accordance 
with  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  may  be  established  by  the 
legislature  and  must  be  with  the  consent  of  the  voters  of  the  town. 

I  he  legislature  has  never  passed  any  general  legislation  estab¬ 
lishing  a  fixed  form  of  limited  town  meeting  for  towns  desiring 
to  establish  that  form.  A  so-called  “Standard  Form”  of  limited 
town  meeting  is  set  forth  in  Chapter  43 A  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws,  but  this  is  applicable  only  to  towns  which  have  previously 
adopted  a  limited  form  of  town  meeting  by  special  act  of  the  legis¬ 
lature.  This  Act,  adopted  in  1931,  has  had  little  influence  on  the 
development  of  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting.  Only  two  towns 
(Arlington  and  Brookline)  have  seen  fit  to  adopt  it. 

Your  Committee’s  task  of  reviewing  the  wide  variety  of  legis¬ 
lative  provisions  contained  in  the  special  legislative  acts  relative 
to  the  forty  towns  which  have  previously  adopted  a  form  of  limited 
town  meeting  has  been  simplified  considerably  by  an  excellent 
report  prepared  by  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Taxpayers 
Associations  in  1943  which  analyzes  objectively  the  varying  pro¬ 
visions  in  the  special  acts  enacted  up  to  that  time.  Your  Committee 
has  independently  reviewed  the  special  acts  relative  to  the  twelve 
towns  which  have  adopted  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  since 
the  1 9-1 3  studv.

The  major  areas  in  which  the  existing  town  meetings  differ 
are  the  following: 

1.  Provisions  relative  to  the  number  of  representatives  consti¬ 
tuting  the  limited  town  meeting  and  the  proportion  of 
elected  representatives  to  registered  voters. 

2.  Provisions  relative  to  the  number  and  size  of  precincts  (in¬ 
cluding  provisions  requiring  relative  equality  of  voting 
strength  among  precincts) . 

3.  Provisions  relative  to  nomination  and  election  of  town  meet¬ 
ing  members  and  the  filling  of  vacancies. 
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4.  Provisions  as  to  town  officials  being  made  members-at-large 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  town  meeting  without  having  been 
elected  as  town  meeting  members  (including  provisions  mak¬ 
ing  elected  or  appointed  town  officials  ineligible  for  election 
as  town  meeting  members) . 

5.  Provisions  relative  to  the  number  of  members  required  to 
constitute  a  quorum. 

6.  Provisions  relative  to  power  of  voters  to  rescind  action  of 
town  meeting  by  secret  ballot  referendum  on  petition  of 
specified  number  of  voters  within  specified  period  after 
action  taken. 

In  general,  each  town  has  handled  each  of  these  areas  in  the 
manner  which  seemed  to  it  in  the  best  interest  of  the  particular 
town.  Valid  arguments  can  be  advanced  for  most  of  the  particular 
provisions  on  each  item.  The  best  form  of  special  act  for  each 
town  can  be  determined  only  after  careful  and  intelligent  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  factors  involved  in  the  light  of  the  objectives 
which  the  town  seeks  to  achieve  in  the  adoption  of  the  limited 
form  of  town  meeting;  and  this,  in  turn,  can  be  accomplished  only 
with  the  active  assistance  of  the  voters  at  large.  In  the  opinion  of 
your  Committee,  these  questions  should  be  determined  after  the 
Town  has  decided  to  submit  the  question  of  adopting  the  limited 
form  of  Town  meeting  to  the  voters  at  large,  by  means  of  adequate 
public  hearings  directed  specifically  to  the  drafting  of  the  form  of 
special  legislative  act  best  adapted  to  the  particular  requirements 
of  the  Town  of  Scituate. 

(b)  Summary  of  Statistical  Data: 

Review  of  the  1955  census  figures  reveals  the  following  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  the  100  towns  in  the  Commonwealth  with  populations 
in  excess  of  6,000,  as  to  the  proportion  having  limited  town  meet¬ 
ings:

Subjects  of  investigation,  in  addition  to  the  experience  of  the 
towns  with  the  particular  provisions  of  their  Act  relating  to  the 
matters  referred  to  in  paragraph  (a)  above,  were  the  following: 

1.  Principal  reasons  for  adoption  of  act. 

2.  Attendance  over  past  5  years. 

3.  Average  length  (number  of  sessions)  of  annual  meetings. 

4.  Has  there  been  any  disposition  to  amend  or  revoke  the  act. 

As  to  (1) ,  the  reasons  for  adoption  of  the  acts  were  mixed. 
In  some  towns  interviewed,  the  reason  given  was  the  expected  one 
of  increasing  population  taxing  physical  facilities  for  open  meetings 
to  the  breaking  point.  However,  surprisingly,  some  of  these  towns 
advised  us  that  the  reason  for  adoption  was  the  opposite  one  of 
chronic  inability  to  secure  a  quorum  at  open  meetings,  particularly 
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in  the  case  of  special  meetings,  due  to  voter  apathy.  Additionally, 
domination  of  open  meetings  by  minority  interests  was  cited  as  a 
principal  reason  for  adoption  of  the  limited  form. 

As  to  (2) ,  all  of  the  towns  interviewed  advised  us  that  attend¬ 
ance  under  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  was  excellent,  — 
running  between  80  and  90  per  cent  of  total  membership.  This 
was  true  even  in  the  case  of  towns  in  which  poor  attendance  at 
open  meetings  was  a  principal  reason  for  adoption  of  the  act.  It 
teas  also  noted  that  none  of  the  towns  interviewed  had  encountered 
any  marked  difficulty  in  securing  sufficient  candidates  for  election 
as  town  meeting  members. 

O 


As  to  (3) ,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  marked  difference 
in  length  of  annual  meetings  under  the  limited  form  of  town 
meeting  as  opposed  to  the  open  form.  The  towns  interviewed  felt 
that  the  length  of  meeting  in  either  case  was  determined  primarily 
by  the  length  of  warrant  and  the  magnitude  of  the  issues  involved. 

As  to  (4)  ,  there  has  been  no  disposition  to  revoke  the  act  in 
any  of  the  towns  interviewed,  but  amendments  have  been  adopted 
relative  to  the  areas  discussed  under  (a)  above.

In  general,  these  towns  were  all  satisfied  with  their  present 
form  of  town  meeting  with  the  exception  of  Hingham  where  a 
committee  similar  to  this  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  con¬ 
sider  adoption  of  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting.  The  report 
of  the  Hingham  committee  is  not  yet  published,  but  your  Com¬ 
mittee  understands  that  there  is  a  substantial  group  in  Hingham 
which  feels  adoption  of  the  limited  form  to  be  inevitable  within 
a  few  years  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  Hingham  has  not  had 
more  than  two  sessions  in  an  annual  meeting  in  recent  years.  The 
other  towns  interviewed  also  had  relatively  short  annual  meetings 
and  had  encountered  difficulties  of  various  sorts  such  as  main¬ 
taining  a  quorum  and  domination  of  the  meetings  by  factions. 
The  Town  of  Stoneham,  while  the  largest  town  in  this  group  inter¬ 
viewed,  appears  to  have  avoided  the  program  of  space  limitations 
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only  because  attendance  at  its  annual  meetings  is  substantially 
lower  than  towns  of  comparable  size;  in  fact,  we  are  advised  that 
average  attendance  is  in  the  order  of  750  (as  compared  with  more 
than  1200  in  the  Scituate  1956  Annual  Meeting,  first  session). 

(d)  Summary  of  Public  Hearings: 

Your  Committee  held  a  public  hearing  on  January  10,  1957 
after  published  notice  in  all  local  newspapers.  This  hearing  was 
amended  by  only  eleven  persons  due  to  a  storm  and,  for  this  reason, 
an  adjourned  hearing  was  held,  after  published  notice,  on  January 
22,  1957  which  was  attended  by  twenty-four  persons. 

After  extensive  discussion  of  the  foregoing  information,  it  was 
the  expressed  opinion  of  the  voters  present  at  both  hearings  that 
the  adoption  of  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  for  Scituate  was 
not  advisable  at  this  time  or  likely  to  become  so  within  the  next 
few  years.  Several  persons  addressed  your  Committee  at  length  in 
in  opposition  to  adoption  of  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  at  this 
time.  In  contrast,  no  one  appeared  in  support  of  adoption.  The  con¬ 
sensus  of  the  public  hearings  seemed  clearly  to  be  that  the  adoption 
of  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  was  inevitable  eventually,  but 
that  it  should  be  deferred  until  such  time  as  continuation  of  the 
present  open  meetings  was  demonstrated  to  be  no  longer  feasible. 

A  number  of  persons  at  both  hearings  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  effect  of  changes  in  the  Town  by-laws  relating  to  town 
meeting  procedure  (which  are  currently  under  consideration  by 
another  committee)  should  be  awaited  before  further  consideration 
is  given  to  adoption  of  the  limited  form. 

Several  persons  who  felt  adoption  in  the  near  future  to  be 
premature  suggested  that  the  Committee  be  continued  for  further 
consideration  of  the  matter  because  of  the  fact  that  considerable 
time  would  be  required  to  draft  and  adopt  a  special  act,  if  future 
developments  proved  this  to  be  necessary. 

As  an  aid  to  discussion  at  both  public  hearings,  your  Com¬ 
mittee  prepared  and  made  available  a  copy  of  a  form  of  Limited 
Town  Meeting  Act  recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Federation 
of  Taxpayers  Association  with  the  hope  that  such  act  might  elicit 
comments  from  voters  present  at  the  hearings  as  to  the  various 
problems  of  legislative  draftsmanship  discussed  in  paragraph  (a) 
above  which  were  reviewed  orally  at  the  hearing  by  your  Com¬ 
mittee.  Because  of  the  consensus  of  those  present  at  the  hearings 
that  the  adoption  of  limited  town  meetings  in  any  form  is  pre¬ 
mature  at  this  time,  your  Committee  was  unable  to  ascertain  any 
public  sentiment  as  to  these  detailed  points. 
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II.  FINDINGS: 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that,  ideally,  the  open  form 
of  town  meeting  is  the  preferred  form  of  town  government.  When 
properly  conducted  by  informed  citizens,  it  is  clearly  the  most  truly 
democratic  method.  The  problem  is,  however,  that  the  passage  of 
time  and  the  growth  of  population  has  proven  this  traditional  form 
of  government  to  be  far  less  than  ideal  in  actual  practice. 

Town  after  town  has  found  it  necessary  to  abandon  it  in  favor 
of  one  of  the  limited  forms  because,  for  one  reason  or  another,  it 
has  ceased  to  represent  effectively  the  true  wishes  of  a  majority  of 
the  voters  of  the  town.  This  condition  has  arisen  for  many  reasons, 
of  which  that  of  lack  of  physical  capacity  to  care  for  a  growing 
population  is  only  one.  Any  situation  which  defeats  the  purpose 
of  town  government,  —  that  of  having  town  decisions  determined 
in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the 
town,  —  will  destroy  confidence  in  open  town  meetings;  whether 
it  be  lack  of  physical  capacity  for  open  meetings,  voter  apathy, 
unruly  and  or  unnecessarily  extended  open  town  meetings  or 
domination  of  open  meetings  by  packing  by  minority  interests. 

On  the  other  hand,  your  Committee  has  been  impressed  by 
the  fact  that  the  limited  forms  of  town  meeting  now  in  existence 
have  proven  very  satisfactory  and  have  remedied  the  defects  in 
the  open  form  of  town  meeting  which  lead  to  their  adoption  with¬ 
out  any  appreciable  impairment  of  the  direct  control  of  town 
affairs  bv  the  citizens  at  large.  The  limited  form  of  town  meeting 
has  generally  produced  a  more  truly  representative  attendance  at 
town  meetings  than  the  open  form  which  it  replaced,  and,  in  so 
doing,  has  aided  in  preventing  control  of  town  affairs  by  minority 
interests  —  at  least  where  citizens  and  civic  organizations  have 
worked  to  produce  qualified  candidates;  it  has  produced  more 
intelligent  discussion  and  determination  of  important  issues,  — 
and  all  this  without  any  significant  impairment  of  individual  voter 
control  of  town  affairs  due  to  the  availability  of  direct  referenda. 
There  is,  further,  impressive  testimony  in  the  fact  that  no  town  has 
abandoned  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  after  having  adopted 
it. 

It  will  readily  be  seen,  however,  that  these  “advantages”  of 
the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  are,  in  actuality,  merely  corrective 
of  deficiencies  which  had  been  allowed  to  develop  in  the  conduct 
of  town  affairs  through  the  open  town  meeting.  Subject  only  to 
the  problem  of  inadequate  physical  capacity  for  continued  open 
meetings  because  of  population  growth,  these  “advantages”  should 
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all  be  attainable  through  improvements  in  the  conduct  of  the  open 
form  of  town  meeting.  Accordingly,  if  the  voters  of  Scituate  inform 
themselves  of  town  affairs  and  attend  town  meetings,  and  if  the 
town  adopts  procedural  safeguards  to  regulate  its  open  meetings 
to  prevent  domination  of  town  affairs  bv  minorities  through  the 
process  of  attrition  due  to  unreasonably  late  and  numerous  sessions, 
—  there  is,  in  your  Committee’s  opinion,  no  reason  why  Scituate 
should  not  be  able  to  continue  its  traditional  open  town  meeting 
until  such  time  as  its  population  growth  reaches  the  level  at  which 
such  continuation  is  no  longer  feasible,  either  because  of  limitation 
of  physical  capacity  or  because  of  meetings  so  large  as  to  be  un¬ 
wieldy. 

As  the  physical  capacity  for  open  meetings  in  Scituate  has  not 
proven  inadequate  in  recent  years,  and  as  Scituate’s  present  popu¬ 
lation  is  only  approximately  9500,  the  adoption  of  a  limited  form 
of  town  meeting  at  this  time  cannot  be  said  to  be  dictated  by  reason 
of  population  growth  alone.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  statistical 
data  set  forth  in  (b)  above,  the  population  level  at  which  the 
majority  of  towns  have  found  the  limited  form  of  town  meeting 
necessary  is  that  of  12,000-15,000. 

Your  Committee  is  also  of  the  opinion  that,  although  previous 
open  meetings  have  been  the  subject  of  justifiable  criticism  as  to 
some  of  the  aspects  discussed  above,  it  would  be  premature  to  con¬ 
clude  at  this  time  that  Scituate  is  incapable  of  conducting  open 
town  meetings  in  a  truly  representative  manner.  In  this  connection, 
the  effect  of  the  activities  of  the  committee  headed  by  Representa¬ 
tive  Tilden  considering  changes  in  town  by-laws  relative  to  town 
meetings  and  the  similarly  orientated  activities  of  local  civic  groups 
designed  to  acquaint  voters  with  town  affairs  and  procedure  at 
town  meetings  cannot  now  be  forseen,  and,  in  your  Committee’s 
opinion,  merit  a  fair  trial.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  further 
opinion,  based  on  the  public  hearings  described  in  (d)  above, 
that  there  is  no  evidence  of  any  substantial  interest  in  adoption  of 
the  limited  form  of  town  meeting  for  Scituate  at  this  time.  For  this 
reason,  any  attempt  to  formulate  legislation  for  possible  adoption 
would  lack  the  benefit  of  interested  voter  comment,  which  your 
Committee  feels  is  essential  to  that  end. 

In  the  light  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  the  considered  and  unanimous 
conclusion  of  your  Committee  that  the  adoption  of  the  limited  or 
representative  form  of  town  meeting  is  not  advisable  for  Scituate 
at  this  time. 
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III.  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  the  foregoing 
report  be  accepted  and  the  Committee  discharged.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Scituate  for  the  period  from  March  20,  1 955, 
the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  August  31,  1956,  and  report 
thereon  as  follows: 

An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  financial 
transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  several  departments 
receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  town  accountant’s  ledgers  for  the 
period  covered  by  the  audit.  The  receipts  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer’s  books  and  the  records  of  the  departments  making  pay¬ 
ments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the 
warrants  authorizing  them  and  with  the  treasurer’s  records  of  pay¬ 
ments.  The  appropriation  accounts  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk’s  records  of  town  meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
the  records  of  the  advisory  board.  The  necessary  adjusting  entries 
resulting  from  the  audit  of  the  several  departments  were  made,  and 
a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  August  31,  1956. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared 
with  the  several  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer, 
with  other  sources  from  which  the  town  received  money,  and  with 
the  accountant’s  books.  The  recorded  payments  were  checked  with 
the  approved  warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds 
and  with  the  accountant’s  books. 

The  cash  book  footings  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
August  31,  1956  was  proved  by  listing  the  cash  memoranda  in  the 
office,  by  reconciliation  of  the  balances  in  the  checking  accounts 
with  statements  received  from  the  depositories,  and  by  verification 
of  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Bills. 

The  payments  made  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled 
securities  and  coupons  on  file. 
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The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  the 
trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  investments  were  listed,  the  in¬ 
come  was  proved,  and  all  transactions  were  verified  and  compared 
with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  taxes 
and  county  retirement  system  membership  were  examined  and 
reconciled  with  the  controlling  ledger  accounts. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  taxes  and  water  liens  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  collector’s  records, 
the  redemptions  of  tax  titles  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s 
recorded  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise, 
assessments,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  outstanding  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commit¬ 
ments,  were  audited  and  proved.  The  collections,  as  posted  to  the 
commitments,  were  compared  with  the  cash  book  entries  and  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 
The  abatements  as  entered  were  checked  with  the  records  in  the 
departments  authorized  to  grant  such  credits,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  controlling  accounts 
in  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

Verification  of  the  correctness  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was 
obtained  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies 
received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses,  permits,  and  registrations  issued  by  the 
selectmen,  the  town  clerk,  the  building  inspector,  and  the  police  and 
health  departments  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments 
to  the  State  and  to  the  town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law  to  file 
them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

I  he  records  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  recon¬ 
ciled  with  the  town  treasurer’s  receipts  and  with  the  accountant’s 
records. 
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In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this 
report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s  and  the 
collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title, 
tax  possession,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  sched¬ 
ules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  invest¬ 
ment  funds. 


While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  received 
from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  Scituate  School  Committee  submits  its  report  for  1956 
with  sincere  pleasure  and  genuine  humility.  Perhaps  its  most  press¬ 
ing  problem  is  the  ever-increasing  enrollment.  To  alleviate  the 
situation  the  new  sixteen-room  Wampatuck  Elementary  School  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September  1957.  Another  policy  voted 
by  the  School  Committee  which  will  help  in  meeting  the  rapid 
growth  of  our  school  population  in  an  orderly  manner  was  the 
adoption  of  the  6-3-3  plan  (six  years  in  elementary  school,  three 
years  in  junior  high  school  and  three  years  in  high  school).  This 
will  eventually  replace  our  present  6-6  plan  (six  years  in  elementary 
school  and  six  years  in  high  school). 

During  the  past  year  the  cafeteria  system  was  reorganized  to 
afford  an  over-all  continuity  which  would  make  for  better  service. 

To  keep  pace  with  educational  requirements,  Scituate  High 
School  was  evaluated  by  outside  educators  acting  for  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  An  article  in 
the  Town  Warrant  focuses  your  attention  upon  a  recommended 
study  for  the  exploration  of  the  possibilities  for  a  regional  voca¬ 
tional  school. 

In  an  effort  to  handle  the  task  of  school  committeemen  more 
efficiently  and  more  intelligently,  members  of  the  Scituate  School 
Committee  met  twice  in  conjunction  with  the  Rockland  School 
Committee  to  observe  and  share  problems  common  to  communities 
of  comparable  size.  Educational  journals  were  perused  and  studied; 
educational  workshops,  conferences  and  regional  school  board  meet¬ 
ings  were  attended.  Three  members  journeyed  to  Atlantic  City 
where  a  national  convention  provided  them  with  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  present  educational  problems. 

With  a  sincere  wish  for  a  long  and  happy  life  in  retirement 
from  the  principalship  of  the  Central  Elementary  School,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  from  LeRoy  Fuller  after 
his  many  years  of  outstanding  service.

The  School  Committee  eyes  the  past  year  pleasantly  and  grate¬ 
fully.  It  has  been  its  aim  to  provide  the  youngsters  in  Scituate  with 
an  education  which  will  provide  them  well  in  meeting  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  healthy,  happy  and  useful  Americans.  We  believe  this 
goal  has  been  accomplished  and  each  year  we  meet  the  challenge 
more  easily  and  more  confidently.  None  of  our  hopes  could  be 
realized  without  the  keen  interest  of  the  Scituate  Townspeople  nor 
tlie  devoted  teachers  in  our  schools.

Kindergarten  hours  are  from  9:30  a.m.  to  11:30  a.m.  or  from 
1:15  p.m.  to  3:20  p.m.  Please  be  careful  to  learn  the  correct  hours 
when  your  child  is  registered. 

Registration  Day:  Children  who  will  enter  Kindergarten  for  the 
first  time  in  September,  1957,  should  be  registered  at  the  school 
he  is  to  attend  Thursday  and  Friday,  August  29  and  30,  1957, 

between  9:00  a.m.  and  12  noon.  You  will  need  to  take  with  you 

his  birth  certificate  and  vaccination  certificate.  You  will  want  to 
take  your  child  to  school  when  he  is  registered  to  let  him  know 

where  the  school  is  and  to  give  him  a  chance  to  meet  some  of  his 

future  friends.  Classes  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  10,  1957. 
Preparation  for  Kindergarten:  Your  child  will  be  more  nearly 
ready  for  Kindergarten  if  he  knows  his  name  and  address,  and  will 
repeat  them  if  asked;  can  speak  clearly  and  thoughtfully;  will  listen 
when  spoken  to;  can  carry  out  simple  instructions. 

He  will  be  happier  in  Kindergarten  if  he  can  put  on  his  own 
clothing,  including  his  rubbers;  has  good  toilet  habits;  has  been 
taught  to  keep  fingers  and  objects  out  of  his  mouth;  has  learned 
to  obey;  stays  with  relatives  and  friends  occasionally  without  crying 
for  his  parents;  accepts  new  friends. 

He  will  fit  more  readily  into  Kindergarten  if  he  can  share 
toys  with  other  children  and  enjoys  taking  small  responsibilities. 

He  will  be  healthier  and  stronger  if  he  eats  without  being 
coaxed;  plays  out-of-doors  when  the  weather  permits;  goes  to  bed 
regularly,  getting  twelve  hours  sleep  each  night. 

You  and  your  child  will  benefit  if  his  clothing  is  simple  and 
washable;  labeled  with  his  name;  provided  with  large  loops  for 
hanging;  equipped  with  pockets;  roomy  enough  to  be  put  on  and 
taken  off  easily. 

All  children  should  be  taught  to  carry  and  use  a  handkerchief, 
and  to  cross  streets  carefully.

You  can  help  by  providing  in  the  family:  trips  to  parks,  farms, 
train  stations,  airports,  fire  stations;  pleasant  experiences  with  suit¬ 
able  stories  read  aloud;  attentive  listening  to  his  experiences;  an¬ 
swers  to  his  questions. 

Have  you  told  him  that  school  is  a  wonderful  place  to  be? 
Is  he  looking  forward  to  it  with  pleasure?  If  so,  his  chances  for 
happier  and  more  effective  school  experiences  are  much  better. 


WHAT  YOUR  CHILD  WILL  DO  IN  KINDERGARTEN 

...  It  looks  like  Play  It’s  really  Work  .  .  . 

Painting — Using  bright  colors  to  create  satisfying  symbols  all  his 
own,  with  movement  of  arms,  wrists,  hands  and  fingers  can  be  a 
joyous  experience. 

Story  Telling — Relating  what  has  happened  at  home  .  .  .  the  new 
baby,  the  picture  he  has  painted,  something  constructed,  the  new 
car,  a  visit  to  a  relative,  a  ride  on  the  train. 

Dancing  and  Singing — Hopping,  skipping,  and  running  in  rhythm 
.  .  .  dancing  like  whirling  leaves,  or  gliding  like  an  airplane  .  .  . 
singing  of  falling  snow  and  growing  things. 

Looking  at  Books — Turning  pages,  looking  at  brightly  colored  pic¬ 
tures,  telling  others  about  them,  making  up  stories  about  them,  and 
showing  others  what  is  interesting  or  funny. 

Building  with  Blocks — The  building  in  which  Daddy  works,  the 
bridge  over  the  river,  the  fire  station,  the  garage,  the  house  ...  all 
the  things  they  have  found  interesting. 

Listening  to  Stories — Teacher  reads  from  a  book,  other  pupils  tell 
of  their  activities,  teacher  tells  about  her  vacation  ...  all  like  to 
talk,  and  all  learn  to  listen. 

Sharing  Playthings — Taking  turns  with  toys  and  games,  with  scis¬ 
sors  and  paste  brush,  letting  others  play  and  cut  .  .  .  understanding 
how  a  group  can  have  fun  and  get  things  done  too. 

Cutting  and  Pasting — Scrap  books,  illustrations  for  a  story,  pictures 
for  a  bulletin  board  display,  decorations  and  designs  appropriate 
for  holidays  .  .  .  creating  in  the  third  dimension. 

Going  on  Trips — Visiting  a  fire  station,  a  post  office,  the  grocery 
store,  a  farm,  a  boat  in  the  harbor,  the  train  station,  the  animals 
at  the  park  .  .  .  even  the  neighbor’s  goati 
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WHAT  KINDERGARTEN  WILL  DO  FOR  YOUR  CHILD 

...  It  looks  like  Play  It's  really  Work  .  .  . 

Writing  Skills — Working  with  paints  and  crayons  is  relaxing  and 
gives  the  thrill  of  accomplishment  as  well  as  providing  practice  in 
the  use  of  hand  and  arm  muscles. 

Language  Skills — Speaking  before  a  class,  giving  a  recitation  or  a 
report,  is  sometimes  difficult,  especially  for  shy  children.  Telling 
stories  helps  overcome  this. 

Reading,  Social  Skills  —  Doing  things  with  others,  in  harmony, 
where  the  help  of  all  is  necessary.  Using  words  clearly  to  express 
thoughts,  with  good  pronunciation  of  words. 

Interest  in  Books — Books  become  interesting,  friendly  things,  and 
words  in  print  tell  a  story  teacher  will  read,  making  books  and  read¬ 
ing  very  desirable. 

Broadening  of  Interests — Knowledge  of  the  world  is  necessary  for 
reading  with  understanding.  Working  together  with  teacher’s  en¬ 
couragement  helps  make  learning  fun. 

Listening  Skills — Listening  isn’t  easy  for  an  age  characterized  by 
activity,  but  listening  and  thinking  are  necessary  for  getting  mean¬ 
ing  from  the  sounds  of  words. 

Social  Skills — At  home,  playthings  are  mine — in  school,  ours  .  .  . 
It’s  a  hard  lesson,  but  a  necessary  one  for  school  and  for  living  with 
others  pleasantly. 

Writing  Skills — Cutting  on  a  line  is  hard  .  .  .  Keeping  paste  within 
bounds  takes  terrific  concentration  .  .  .  small  hands  and  young 
muscles  need  training  and  development  for  pens. 

Reading  Skills — Children  need  to  see  for  themselves,  to  touch,  to 
hear,  to  smell  ...  he  builds  understanding,  and  understanding 
plus  a  book  makes  reading  a  wonderful  experience. 

Your  Child’s  Health  is  Very  Important:  Before  starting  school,  it 
is  wise  to:  see  that  good  health  and  eating  habits  have  been  formed; 
have  the  child  examined  by  your  physician  and  dentist;  provide 
protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus;  (a 
booster  shot  is  recommended  before  entrance  to  Kindergarten). 

At  all  times,  you  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  the  following 
symptoms:  cough  or  cold,  running  nose,  fever,  earache  (or  dis¬ 
charging  ears),  rash,  conjunctivitis  (inflamed  eyes),  nausea,  vom¬ 
iting,  swollen  glands,  ringworm.  If  these  symptoms  occur  you  should 
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keep  the  child  at  home,  calling  the  family  physician.  (Yon  will 
want  other  parents  to  do  this  to  prevent  your  child  from  becoming 
ill;  you  will  want  to  do  your  part  to  keep  illness  from  spreading 
to  others.) 

The  school  nurse  makes  regular  visits  to  the  school  to  examine 
children  whose  condition  warrants  it;  may  visit  you  to  discuss  the 
child’s  health  and  his  needs;  will  help  you  to  secure  proper  treat¬ 
ment  through  advice  and  information;  is  a  friendly  person,  anxious 
to  maintain  high  standards  of  health. 

In  school  your  child  will  be  observed  by  the  teacher  and  the 
school  nurse;  given  first  aid  treatment  in  case  of  accident  or  illness 
(you  will  always  be  called  if  he  needs  to  be  sent  home);  examined 
by  the  school  physician  in  Kindergarten;  examined  by  the  school 
dentist  in  grades  1,  2,  3;  given  a  vision  test  each  year,  and  a  hearing 
test  every  year  (if  defects  are  found,  you  will  be  notified  so  that 
you  may  consult  your  doctor  or  dentist). 

We  hope  you  will  visit  the  school  when  notified  that  health 
examinations  are  to  be  given  and  help  in  every  way  to  keep  your 
child  and  others  in  the  best  health  possible. 

YOU  AND  THE  SCHOOL 

School  and  Home  Together — When  your  child  enters  school, 
his  teacher  takes  your  place.  It  is  very  important  to  the  child  to  feel 
that  the  teacher  is  a  wise  and  competent  person  whom  you  trust. 
Never  let  the  child  feel  that  you  don’t  approve  of  anything  the 
teacher  does  or  says.  If  you  think  the  teacher  is  doing  or  saying 
things  that  keep  your  child  from  growing  in  the  best  possible  man¬ 
ner,  find  an  opportunity  to  talk  with  her  personally.  It  may  be  that 
the  child  is  misinterpreting  something  the  teacher  says.  It  has  hap¬ 
pened,  you  know! 

The  Telephone — The  school  office  will  always  take  care  of  an 
emergency  telephone  call,  but  would  like  to  have  the  cooperation 
1  of  parents  in  avoiding  calls  like  “Please  tell  Johnny  to  go  to  his 
aunt’s  this  afternoon;  I  have  to  go  down  town.”  However,  please  do 
use  the  phone  to  make  an  appointment  to  come  and  visit. 

Please  Excuse — The  habit  of  being  on  time,  and  of  being  regu¬ 
lar  in  attendance,  can  mean  much  to  the  child,  so  you  won’t,  of 
course,  keep  him  out  unnecessarily,  or  make  him  late;  it’s  a  good 
idea  to  get  him  accustomed  to  taking  an  excuse,  and  one  is  required 
in  kindergarten  after  absence.  If  he  has  been  ill,  please  state  type 
1  of  illness. 
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Visiting  the  School — Classrooms  are  always  open  to  parents, 
who  are  invited  to  come  for  individual  conferences  with  teacher 
and  principal.  Of  course,  teachers  are  not  free  to  talk  with  parents 
during  the  school  day;  they  must  not  leave  their  classes  unattended. 
Please  call  the  principal  to  make  an  appointment,  for  much  more 
satisfactory  work  will  result  if  pupils  feel  that  home  and  school  are 
in  harmony.  As  a  parent,  you  know  much  more  about  your  child 
than  the  teacher  can  learn  in  a  few  hours  each  day.  Your  talking 
with  the  teacher  may  be  just  the  help  she  needs  in  understanding 
your  child.  Visit  as  frequently  as  you  feel  the  need. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association:  Parents  of  children  entering 
school  for  the  first  time  will  find  this  organization  a  valuable 
medium  of  exchange  between  parents  and  teachers.  Both  groups 
work  together  not  only  for  local  projects,  such  as  dancing  classes  or 
scout  troops,  but  also  for  broader  objectives  on  a  national  scale  af¬ 
fecting  the  health  and  welfare  of  all  children. 

The  monthly  meetings  offer  programs  which  aid  in  under¬ 
standing  the  development  of  children,  and  provide  opportunities 
for  friendly,  informal  sociability  between  parents  and  teachers. 

Dues  are  fifty  cents  a  year,  and  fathers  are  strongly  encouraged 
to  attend,  as  well  as  mothers.  In  many  schools,  your  child  will  bring 
home  notices  of  meetings,  and  your  attendance  will  please  your 
child,  since  those  present  are  counted  room  by  room.  The  children 
are  proud  to  be  able  to  say  that  their  room  had  the  most  parents 
present. 

Adjustment  of  Parents  and  of  Children 

Entrance  into  school  will  be  a  new  and  strange  experience  for 
many  children.  Not  all  children  will  make  the  adjustment  from 
home  to  school  easily  because  of  differences  in  temperament,  atti¬ 
tude,  and  previous  experience.  If  your  child  has  been  helped  to  look 
forward  to  school  as  a  place  where  he  will  find  new  and  interesting 
experiences  he  will  be  more  likely  to  make  a  good  adjustment. 

Children  who  have  been  accustomed  to  playing  with  brothers, 
sisters,  or  neighborhood  friends,  will  be  more  likely  to  adjust  to  a 
school  group  than  children  who  have  associated  mainly  with  adults. 

The  child  who  has  developed  confidence  in  his  ability  to  take 
care  of  himself  will  feel  more  secure  than  the  child  who  doubts  his 
own  ability.  Encourage  independence  and  self-reliance  in  your  child. 

A  child’s  work  in  school  is  important  to  him.  Show  an  interest 
in  the  things  he  brings  home  from  school.  It  means  much  to  him. 
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Information  about  Busses 

Parents  are  asked  to  consult  with  the  principals,  Mr.  Abbott 
and  Mr.  Graves,  regarding  school  busses,  and  bus  schedules.  Parents 
are  urged  to  impress  their  children  with  the  need  for  safety  on 
school  busses. 

TO  PARENTS 

Due  to  recent  outstanding  incidents  of  child  molestation,  we 
have  now  become  more  aware  of  this  problem.  Parents,  teachers  and 
policemen  must  work  together  if  boys  and  girls  are  to  be  protected 
from  child  molesters.  This  is  what  you  —  a  parent  —  can  do  to  help: 

Discuss  the  matter  calmly  with  your  child.  Be  sure  that  he  has 
been  instructed  what  to  do  if  he  is  approached;  such  as: 

1.  Refuse  to  get  into  a  stranger’s  car  or  to  go  anywhere  with 

him,  and  get  away  as  fast  as  possible. 

2.  Report  the  incident  to  you,  his  teacher,  or  the  police. 

3.  If  possible,  get  descriptions  of  the  car  and  the  person.  These 
should  be  reported  to  the  police. 

If  you,  yourself,  see  anyone  acting  suspiciously  around  a  play¬ 
ground,  or  near  children  anywhere,  don’t  become  upset.  Observe 
him  so  that  you  can  identify  him  later.  Get  his  automobile  license 
number  if  you  can,  then  notify  the  authorities.  Cooperate  with  Po¬ 
lice  and  School  Officials  in  every  way  you  can. 

Don’ts  for  School  Children 

DON’T  ever  get  into  an  automobile  with  a  stranger.  Don’t 
even  go  near  the  car. 

DON’T  allow  a  stranger  to  pick  you  up  or  touch  you. 

DON'T  take  candy  or  money  or  presents  from  a  stranger. 

DON’T  go  into  a  stranger’s  home  or  workshop  or  room. 

DON’T  let  anyone  fuss  with  your  clothes. 

DON’T  go  away  from  the  playground  or  school  with  any 
stranger. 

Please  instruct  your  child  accordingly. 

Safety  Education 

Safety  education  should  aim  to  develop  independent,  respon¬ 
sible  actions  on  the  part  of  your  child,  as  well  as  provide  for  his 
immediate  protection.  He  should  be  instructed  in  the  following:

A.  He  should  know  and  be  able  to  tell  distinctly

1.  His  own  name,  father’s  and  mother’s 

2.  Street  and  house  number 

3.  Telephone  number 

B.  He  should  know  how  his  parents  may  be  reached  in  an 

emergency. 

II  At  School 

A.  In  the  Building 

1.  Use  all  schoolroom  materials  and  equipment  properly 

2.  Conduct  self  in  orderly  manner  in  corridors,  on  stair¬ 
ways  and  in  toilets 

3.  Use  care  at  drinking  fountains 

B.  On  the  Playground 

1.  Keep  grounds  safe  for  play  by  removing  harmful  ob¬ 
jects 

2.  Do  not  run  out  into  the  street  after  balls 

3.  Do  not  throw  snowballs  on  playground  or  to  and 
from  school 

4.  Do  not  bring  to  school  articles  which  may  cause 
accidents 

5.  Avoid  strenuous  play  —  younger  children  frequently 
try  to  compete  with  older  children  and  fail  to  realize 
that  they  cannot  play  as  hard  as  older  children. 
Sometimes  they  get  hurt. 

Ill  In  the  Community 

A.  Respect  for  Authority. 

1.  Respect  for,  and  confidence  in  police 

2.  Regard  rights  of  others,  don’t  push  in  crowds,  etc. 

B.  On  the  Street 

1.  Do  not  loiter  on  the  way  home 

2.  Obey  traffic  officer’s  signals  promptly 

3.  Walk  between  white  lines  when  crossing  over  to  the 
other  side 
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4.  Stop  and  look  in  both  directions  for  passing  cars 
when  an  officer  is  not  on  duty 

5.  Take  care  of  younger  children 

G.  Walk  on  sidewalks 

7.  Do  not  run  from  behind  parked  cars 

8.  Do  not  ask  for,  nor  accept,  rides  from  strangers. 

Physical  Examinations 

J 

Before  entering  school,  your  child  should  have  a  physical  and 
dental  examination  and  any  defects  found  should  be  corrected  if 
possible  in  order  that  the  child  enter  school  in  the  best  physical 
condition  attainable.  Such  untreated  handicaps  can  seriously  retard 
mental  and  social  development. 

The  periodic  health  examination  of  each  school  child  by  the 
school  physician  is  a  “screening”  examination  to  find  signs  of  trou¬ 
ble  that  might  not  have  been  recognized  before.  Lack  of  time  pre¬ 
vents  complete  study  of  each  child.  Where  serious  defect  is  found, 
the  child  should  be  taken  to  the  doctor  of  the  family’s  choice,  or  to 
a  clinic,  for  more  adequate  diagnosis,  and  for  treatment.  The  school 
physician  also  examines  children  sent  to  him  by  teachers  or  the 
school  nurse,  for  special  attention.

In  six  years  from  1951  to  1957  our  total  enrollment  will  have 
doubled.  In  twelve  years  it  will  have  trebled.  A  simple  rule  of  thumb 
for  housing  elementary  pupils  is  to  place  30  pupils  in  a  room. 
Thus,  in  1951  we  needed  28  elementary  rooms.  In  1957  we  shall 
need  53  rooms  and  in  1963  we  shall  need  70  rooms.  In  1951  we 
had  28  elementary  rooms  (Jenkins  School  had  been  closed  perma¬ 
nently).  Today  we  will  have  60  elementary  rooms  when  Wampatuck 
School  is  completed. 

To  further  complicate  the  problem  of  housing  is  the  high 
school  situation.  With  our  1953  addition  and  the  Administration 
Building,  we  can  accommodate  600  pupils.  Today  we  have  684. 
Next  fall  we  shall  have  705.  By  1963-1964  we  shall  have  1515. 
Because  high  schools’  schedules  are  set  up  by  subjects,  not  by  rooms, 
some  subjects  such  as  French  III  and  Latin  III,  Solid  Geometry 
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and  Trigonometry  have  small  enrollments,  often  as  few  as  6  or  7 
pupils.  Hence,  one  cannot  place  30  pupils  in  each  high  school 
room,  nor  can  one  drop  subjects  which  are  essential  to  college 
entrance. 

Of  course,  we  can  place  35  in  each  elementary  room,  and  then 
we  need  fewer  rooms,  but  the  quality  of  instruction  lessens  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  increase  in  class  enrollment.  Remember  that  to 
achieve  an  average  of  35  to  an  elementary  room  means  that  some 
classes  must  have  40.  The  National  Education  Association,  basing 
its  recommendation  on  statistics,  states  that  classes  should  never 
exceed  25,  particularly  in  the  primary  grades. 

In  Scituate  we  aim  at  30,  but  we  do  not  hit  that  target.  Many 
grades,  including  the  first,  now  have  as  many  as  38  to  a  room. 

It  is  easy  to  say,  “Why  not  put  exactly  35  in  every  room?” 
Pupils  live  in  various  parts  of  the  Town.  It  is  not  so  simple  to 
arrange  transportation,  room  size  (two  rooms  in  Hatherly  cannot 
accommodate  more  than  25!) ,  and  parental  desires  so  that  we  have 
the  same  number  of  pupils  in  all  the  rooms. 

But  to  return  to  the  table  above.  Between  1951  and  1957  our 
elementary  enrollment  jumped  736.  Between  1957  and  1963  we 

I  expect  it  to  jump  another  531,  and  between  1951  and  1963  we 
expect  a  total  jump  of  1267  —  and  remember  that  in  1951  we  had 
only  853  in  our  elementary  grades! 

Junior  Eligh  School  figures  and  Senior  High  figures  are  even 
more  startling.  Between  1951  and  1957  in  Junior  High  increase 

I  has  been  223  and  Senior  High  increase  153.  Between  1957  and  1963 
we  expect  another  increase  of  360  in  the  Junior  High  School  and 
350  in  the  Senior  High  School.  Between  1951  and  1963  the  Junior 
High  School  will  jump  583  (enrollment  in  1951  was  only  257!),  and 
Senior  High  School  will  move  a  total  of  502  (enrollment  1951  was 
173)  upwards. 

The  total  school  enrollment  will  leap  upwards  from  1283  in 
1951  to  2394  in  1957  (it  is  2126  this  year),  to  3635  in  1963!  Remem¬ 
ber,  too,  that  all  predictions  on  Scituate’s  school  enrollment,  includ¬ 
ing  those  made  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission, 
have  always  been  low. 

Do  you  see  what  we  face? 

This  problem  is  not  just  one  of  housing.  New  schools  mean 
more  teachers,  more  books,  more  pencils,  more  busses,  more  fuel 
and  electricity,  and  more  money  to  pay  for  these  things. 
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A  long-range  program  through  1965  includes  a  new  Junior 
High  School  for  grades  7,  8,  and  9,  a  second  addition  to  the  present 
high  school  (grades  10,  11,  and  12)  and  one  more  elementary  school. 
Not  all  at  once,  to  be  sure,  but  we  begin  active  thinking  about  the 
Junior  High  School  by  March  1958. 

The  old  Hatherly  School  does  not  make  our  problem  any 
easier.  Built  in  1896,  having  four  ancient  furnaces  to  heat  its  six 
rooms,  having  steep  wooden  stairs  with  no  fire  doors,  a  steep  wooden 
fire  escape,  catacomb-like  basement  toilets,  this  building  does  not 
fit  into  a  modern  educational  plan.  First  it  is  too  small.  Six-room 
schools  will  house  six  sections  of  one  grade  (as  at  present),  or  one 
section  each  of  six  grades.  Neither  plan  is  too  successful.  There  is 
no  lunch  room  (much  less  a  cafeteria),  nor  is  there  a  room  for  sick 
pupils.  There  is  no  place  for  indoor  play  and  the  terrain  is  such 
that  the  rear  part  of  the  land  is  wet  and  the  front  part  muddy.  The 
ash  pile,  accumulated  through  the  years,  makes  a  wonderful  place 
to  gain  skinned  knees,  barked  shins,  and  torn  clothes. 

However,  the  six  rooms  in  old  Hatherly  School  constitute  a 
vital  part  of  our  60  room  total.  Take  these  six  rooms  out  of  circula¬ 
tion  and  where  shall  we  put  the  200  boys  and  girls  who  go  to  school 
there? 

During  the  January  1957  record  cold  spell,  we  could  not  keep 
some  Hatherly  rooms  warm.  The  heating  system  is  such  that  there 
can  be  a  temperature  variation  of  60  degrees  in  rooms  side  by  side. 
When  the  weather  becomes  warm,  the  heat  then  floods  the  build¬ 
ing.  Windows  must  be  opened,  drafts  sweep  across  the  rooms,  and 
the  health  of  the  children  is  further  jeopardized. 

We  heat  our  modern  schools  at  about  $150.00  per  room.  We 
pay  $350.00  per  room  to  heat  (when  we  do)  the  Hatherly  School. 

We  can,  of  course,  tear  out  these  ancient  furnaces,  and  replace 
them  with  an  oil-fired  boiler,  hot-water  heat,  and  modern  univents. 
This  will  cost  the  taxpayers  $20,000.  We  can  spend  another  $20,000 
painting  the  building  (have  you  seen  it  lately?),  modernizing  the 
basement  so  that  pupils  can  eat  and  play  there,  and  replacing  the 
lining  in  the  chimney  which  fell  in  this  fall.  But  what  is  left? 

No  health  room.  The  same  very  poor  toilet  situation.  The 
same  wooden  stairs.  The  same  wooden  fire  escape.  The  same  win¬ 
dows  which  are  likely  to  fall  apart  when  you  try  to  raise  or  lower 
them.  The  same  blackboards  on  which  white  chalk  is  hardly  dis¬ 
cernible  across  the  room.  The  same  unvented  teachers’  toilet.  The 
same  poor  play  areas. 
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We  could  spend  much  more  than  $40,000  trying  to  correct 
these  faults. 

What  have  we  left?  An  ancient  school  into  which  we  will  have 
poured  $20,000,  $40,000,  $80,000,  or  more,  a  school  which  will  burn 
like  a  torch,  and  which  will  still  be  expensive  to  maintain. 

So,  the  housing  problem  has  three  parts:  (1)  The  elementary 
school  part,  (2)  The  high  school  part,  and  (3)  The  Hatherly 
School  part. 

Just  to  illustrate  how  fast  our  rising  population  changes  our 
predictions,  I  have  just  re-read  a  letter  dated  May  9,  1956  written 
to  various  town  organizations  requesting  the  formation  of  a  site¬ 
finding  committee  for  a  new  junior  high  school.  In  it,  I  said  then: 
“Realizing  that  our  present  school  population  of  1849  boys  and  girls 
has  risen  from  1283  in  1951,  and  will  rise  to  at  least  2945  by  Septem¬ 
ber  1963  .  .  .”.  Our  school  population  today  numbers  2126,  our 
estimate  for  September  1963  is  now  3635! 

LONG-RANGE  PLANNING  FOR  SCHOOL  HOUSING:  Next 

fall  the  present  sixth  grade  will  attend  the  Central  School  as  the 
7th  grade.  Only  Grades  8  through  12  will  attend  the  high  school. 
The  Hatherly  School  will  be  closed  unless  the  new  Wampatuck 
School  cannot  open  in  September  in  which  case  it  will  reopen  and 
remain  open  until  the  Wampatuck  School  is  ready  for  occupancy. 
At  this  writing  in  January  it  would  appear  that  the  Wampatuck 
cannot  possibly  open  in  September.  December  1957  or  January 
1958  would  seem  to  be  a  more  probable  date.  This  is  the  fourth 
piece  of  construction  under  my  tenure.  None  has  opened  on  time. 

When  school  begins  in  September  1958,  either  the  Hatherly 
School  must  be  reopened  full  time  or  double  sessions  somewhere 
along  the  line  must  be  effected. 

One  possibility  is  to  operate  all  first  grades  on  a  half-day  ses¬ 
sion  much  as  kindergartens  are  now  operated.  Parents  have  asked 
for  shorter  sessions  for  first  graders  and,  in  truth,  the  day,  from  the 
time  the  little  ones  leave  home  until  they  are  left  at  their  doors,  is 
long.  So  double  session  first  grades  should  not  be  too  objectionable. 

We  should  then  plan  to  ask  in  the  March  1958  Town  Meeting 
for  money  for  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new  Junior  High  School. 
Such  plans  and  specifications  would  then  be  ready  on  a  bid  price  by 
March  1959,  and  a  new  school  could  be  ready  for  September  1961. 

It  would  appear  that  a  new  16-room  elementary  school  should 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  September  1961  and  an  addition  to  the 
present  high  school  by  September  1963. 
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THE  TIME  SCHEDULE:  Placed  on  a  time  schedule,  the  long- 
range  plan  might  be  something  like  this: 

March  1958:  Appropriate  money  for  plans  and  specifications 

for  Junior  High  School 

March  1959:  Appropriate  money  on  bids  for  Junior  High 

School,  and  money  for  plans  and  specifications 
for  new  elementary  school 

March  1960:  Appropriate  money  on  bid  for  elementary  school 

March  1961:  Appropriate  money  for  plans  and  specifications 

for  ten-room  addition  to  present  high  school 

September  1961:  Open  new  Junior  High  School  and  elemen¬ 
tary  school 

March  1962:  Appropriate  money  for  addition  to  present  high 

school 

September  1963:  Open  new  addition  to  present  high  school 

With  a  new  junior  high  school,  a  high  school  addition,  and 
another  16-room  elementary  school,  we  should  be  able  to  accom¬ 
modate  our  increased  enrollment  through  1965  or  later,  depending 
on  what  happens  to  our  population. 

The  National  School  Public  Relations  Association  in  TRENDS 
for  January  9,  1957,  states:  “One  of  the  major  handicaps  of  school 
public  relations  is  the  widely-held  misconception  that  the  birth 
increase  which  has  caused  major  school  problems  is  something 
transitory  ...  It  simply  isn’t  true.  A  solid  decade  of  boom  birth 
years  proves  conclusively  that  we  are  not  experiencing  a  temporary 
bulge  in  the  birth  rate  as  was  the  cause  after  World  War  I  .  .  . 
America  is  becoming  a  bigger  family  and  will  get  larger  for  years 
to  come.  Births  hit  another  all-time  high  last  year.  All  signs  show 
higher  in  the  future  .  .  .  Young  mothers  are  producing  more  babies 
that  did  their  mothers.  U.  S.  population,  now  170  millions,  will 
hit  221  millions  in  less  than  20  years.” 

We  are  forecasting  300  pupils  to  a  grade  in  1963.  We  could  be 
wrong  again.  We  have  raised  our  sights  on  estimates  of  maximum 
grade  enrollment  from  150  to  200  to  230  to  270  and  now  to  300! 
And  still  they  come! 

THE  SCHOOL  BUDGET:  If  you  will  look  again  at  the  Enroll¬ 
ment  chart  which  heads  my  report,  you  will  see  there  the  answer 
to  budget  increases.  Our  enrollment  increased  by  291  pupils  last 
year.  Roughly  that’s  an  increase  of  10  classrooms,  ten  teachers,  290 
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sets  of  books,  290  desks  and  chairs,  290  sets  of  supplies,  290  more 
people  crowded  into  our  crowded  busses.  How  can  the  budget  go 
down  in  the  face  of  this  increase?  Worse,  we  expected  2078  pupils 
last  fall,  and  received  2126! 

We  expect  2394  next  fall  and  we  shall  probably  receive  more. 
At  the  least  we  shall  get  316  additional  pupils  when  school  opens 
in  September.  Again,  ten  more  rooms,  and  so  on!  Naturally  it 
costs  more  to  run  your  schools.  Now  I  shall  give  you  a  picture  of 
our  1956  and  1957  budgets.

The  1957  budget  will  increase  in  these  areas  for  the  following 
reasons: 

1.  Salaries:  Last  year  our  new  salary  schedule  paid  dividends. 
Unable  for  three  years  to  hire  beginning  teachers  at  our  old  low 
minima  salaries,  with  new  minima  of  $3400  and  $3600,  we  are  able 
to  compete  with  other  Massachusetts  towns.  For  1957-1958  we 
must  hire  eight  additional  teachers  and  effect  normal  increases  to 
the  others.  Our  new  merit  salary  policy  is  not,  as  some  seem  to 
think,  a  means  of  saving  money  in  salaries.  Rather  is  it  a  means  of 
encouraging  better  teaching  of  your  children.  Our  salary  scales 
are  as  follows:  Bachelor’s  degree  $3400-$5400;  Master’s  degree 
$3600-$5700;  Master’s  degree  plus  one  extra  year  of  college  train¬ 
ing  $3800-$6000.  While  comparable  with  scales  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  none  of  these  scales  is  high.  Massachusetts  teachers  are 
being  siphoned  off  into  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and 
Pennsylvania  because  these  states  pay  more  money. 

2  Textbooks:  Last  year  we  spent  $11,790.05  for  textbooks. 
With  316  additional  pupils  next  fall,  we  shall  need  to  increase  our 
appropriation  for  texts.  It  is  estimated  nationally  that  it  costs 
$18.95  to  supply  each  new  pupil  and  $6.30  to  maintain  each  pres¬ 
ent  pupil  in  Grade  3.  These  figures  increase  in  higher  grades.  Like 
everything  else  textbook  prices  are  increasing  rapidly. 

3.  Supplies:  Last  year  we  budgeted  $8,500.00  for  supplies.  We 
found  this  insufficient.  The  unexpected  increase  in  pupil  enroll¬ 
ment,  the  increase  in  prices  made  it  necessary  to  expend  $10,138.65. 
Hence,  we  are  setting  $11,000.00  as  our  budget  item  this  year. 

4.  Fuel  and  power:  We  spent  $13,436.85  in  this  category  last 
year.  We  are  opening  a  new  school.  We  anticipate,  in  the  face  of 
rising  oil  prices,  a  budget  item  of  $16,000.00. 
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5.  Electricity:  We  spent  $9,602.85  here  last  year.  We  are 
budgeting  $9,600.00  for  1957,  as  against  $9,000.00  in  1956. 

6.  Cafeterias:  We  are  opening  a  new  school  and,  with  it,  a  new 
cafeteria.  We  must  hire  more  workers.  Hence  here,  too,  there  will 
be  an  increase. 

7.  Repairs  and  Replacements  will  be  less  this  year  because 
last  year  we  had  to  make  major  repairs  to  the  heating  equipment 
in  the  High  School.  This  will  evidently  recur  every  three  years. 

8.  Transportation  will  rise  sharply.  We  must  add  at  least  two 
new  operators  next  fall.  Our  busses  are  filled  to  capacity.  We  can¬ 
not  accommodate  any  increase  in  them.  Our  own  bus,  never  before 
used  except  for  the  Kindergarten  runs  and  athletic  trips,  is  now  in 
daily  use  for  elementary  pupils.  Hence,  we  have  no  bus  for  field 
trips  to  museums  and  landmarks  or  for  athletic  trips.  We  shall  in¬ 
vestigate,  as  we  did  three  years  ago,  the  possibility  of  lend-lease 
vehicles  and  other  means  of  lowering  this  cost.  The  Town  is  reim¬ 
bursed  for  all  pupils  who  live  over  a  mile  and  a  half  from  a  school. 

9.  Capital  Outlay  will  increase  because  the  old  toilet  rooms  in 
the  original  high  school  building  must  be  completely  rebuilt.  They 
are  not  fit  for  use.  Further,  at  least  temporary  repairs  must  be  made 
to  the  Hatherly  School  furnaces. 

Through  the  efforts  of  your  superintendent  of  schools,  we  will 
have  a  surplus  of  about  $25,000.00  from  Public  Law  874.  This 
amount  will  be  used  as  a  base  for  the  1957  budget,  the  difference 
being  raised  from  local  taxes  rather  than  raising  the  whole  amount 
from  local  taxation. 

YOUR  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS:  I  recently  read  an 
article  in  the  LEXINGTON  MINUTE-MAN  that  John  Blackball 
Smith,  Superintendent  of  the  Lexington  Schools  “is  boss  of  a  multi¬ 
million  dollar  business.”  Perhaps  your  superintendent,  too,  is  the 
head  of  a  multi-million-dollar  business! 

Our  school  buildings  are  valued  at  $3,937,000.  School  furniture 
and  equipment  are  worth  another  $1,000,000.  We  have  116  em¬ 
ployees  and  2126  pupils.  He  is  the  head  of  the  most  important  busi¬ 
ness  in  town  because  it  is  part  of  his  job  to  choose  the  personnel 
which  will  mold  the  character  and  education  of  the  youth  of  Scitu- 
ate.  He  must  be  a  “cracker  jack”  accountant,  able  administrator, 
lawyer,  troubleshooter,  and  general  jack  of  all  trades,  and  he  never 
stops  attending  school. 
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Your  superintendent  is  a  graduate  of  Brown  University  where 
he  obtained  his  bachelor’s  degree.  He  taught  at  Brown  and  Norwich 
Universities,  at  the  latter  being  in  charge  of  all  courses  in  journal¬ 
ism.  He  returned  to  Brown  in  1933  to  earn  his  master’s  degree, 
borrowing  money  and  teaching  in  the  University  to  do  it.  He  has 
completed  graduate  courses  at  Brown,  Rutgers,  Norwich,  and 
Teachers  College  Columbia  University  in  addition  to  completing 
all  work  toward  his  Ph.D.  at  New  York  University.  He  has  corrected 
College  Board  Examinations  and  served  on  high  school  evaluation 
committees. 

He  taught  English  at  Brown  and  Norwich  and  High  Schools  in 
Albany,  New  York;  Kearny,  New  Jersey;  and  Princeton,  New  Jersey. 
In  the  latter  he  was  chairman  of  the  department,  assistant  principal 
and  acting  principal.  He  went  from  Princeton  to  become  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Lower  Camden  County  Regional  School  District  in 
New  Jersey,  a  regional  district  made  up  of  seven  towns.  After  four 
years  there  he  was  called  to  Scituate  to  be  Superintendent  of  your 
schools. 


An  expert  in  remedial  reading,  education  for  the  “other  50% 
—  the  slow,  the  retarded,  and  reluctant”,  and  academic  education, 
he  has  set  up  outstandingly  successful  programs  in  all  three. 

Your  superintendent  is  directly  responsible  to  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and,  by  law,  is  its  executive  officer.  The  School  Committee 
is  the  legislative  body,  the  superintendent  the  executive  officer. 


STAFF  CHANGES:  LeRoy  E.  Fuller,  Principal  in  Scituate’s  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  since  1926,  retired  in  June  after  thirty  years  as 
teacher,  friend,  and  leader  in  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  A  “This 
Is  Your  Life”  Program  was  attended  by  his  pupils,  their  parents  and 
grandparents,  who  had  gone  to  school  under  Roy.  Over  $2000  in 
cash  was  presented  to  him  by  the  townspeople. 

Raymond  C.  Biggar,  instructor  in  English  and  Social  Studies 
in  the  high  school,  resigned  to  enter  college  teaching. 

Mrs.  Ruth  D.  Allen,  instructor  in  English  and  Remedial  Read¬ 
ing,  resigned  to  be  nearer  her  home  in  Sanford,  Maine. 


Meldon  E.  Smith,  Director  of  Curriculum,  resigned  to  be 
nearer  his  home  in  Maine. 

Miss  Margaret  MacDonald,  4th  Grade  Teacher  in  the  Jenkins

EVALUATIONS:  On  January  22  and  23  an  eighteen-member  team 
of  school  people,  principals,  supervisors  and  teachers  from  as  far 
west  as  Worcester  and  as  far  south  as  Fall  River,  came  to  Scituate 
to  evaluate  our  high  school. 

New  England  has  lagged  behind  other  parts  of  the  country  in 
evaluating  schools.  Last  year  the  New  England  Association  of  Sec¬ 
ondary  Schools  and  Colleges,  of  which  we  are  a  member,  voted  to 
become  active  in  evaluating  schools.  Hence,  high  schools  must  be 
evaluated  once  every  ten  years.  Schools  are  not  compared;  rather 
is  each  school  rated  against,  first,  its  own  self-evaluation,  and, 
second,  against  proven  criteria.  Evaluation  is  valuable  because, 
through  “outside”  eyes,  we  gain  a  perspective  evaluation  of  our 
educational  methods,  and  because  it  affords  staff  members  a  golden 
opportunity  to  serve  on  such  committees  in  other  schools  and  to 
compare  our  methods  with  theirs.  At  this  writing  the  final  evalua¬ 
tion  has  not  been  submitted  to  the  School  Committee. 

Principal  Edward  L.  Stewart  deserves  high  praise  in  guiding 
his  faculty  through  the  self-evaluation,  which  took  all  of  the  1 955— 
1956  school  year  to  complete,  and  for  setting  up  the  process  of 
evaluation  so  that  the  outside  committee  could  function  smoothly. 
The  faculty  deserves  high  praise  for  their  cooperation  in  evaluating 
themselves  and  for  their  gracious  reception  of  the  outside  commit¬ 
tee.  Our  pupils  evoked  high  commendation  at  all  times  from  the 
evaluators,  for  their  attitude  and  for  their  manners.  No  matter 
what  the  report,  and  it  will  be  made  public,  we  can  be  proud  of  our 
high  school,  its  principal,  teachers,  and  pupils. 

The  high  school  faculty  states  in  its  philosophy:  “It  is  our 
belief  that  the  Scituate  Junior-Senior  High  School  should  provide 
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for  the  educational,  vocational,  social,  cultural,  economic,  and  civic 
needs  of  the  youth  of  Scituate. 

“To  meet  these  needs  we  should  strive  to:  (1)  Provide  thor¬ 
ough  preparation  in  the  fundamentals  necessary  for  furthering 
learning  and  for  job  competency;  (2)  Develop  effective  personality, 
social  responsibility,  and  moral  integrity;  (3)  Instill  an  appreciation 
for  the  finer  things  of  life;  (4)  Train  students  to  become  coopera¬ 
tive,  productive,  and  self-supporting  members  of  home  and  com¬ 
munity;  (5)  Prepare  for  intelligent,  responsible  citizenship  in  our 
American  democracy.” 

The  elementary  schools  are  completing  their  self-evaluation 
this  year  under  the  direction  of  Royal  S.  Graves,  Jenkins  School 
Principal. 

Thomas  E.  Abbott,  new  Principal  of  the  Central  School,  states: 
“Although  there  is  a  scarcity  of  good  teachers  in  the  state,  we  were 
able  to  hire  well-trained  and  competent  teachers  who  have  added 
strength  to  the  teaching  staff.” 

READING:  Mrs.  Gertrude  Russell,  Co-ordinator  of  the  Reading 
Program,  reports  that  the  complete  testing  program  administered 
by  the  Reading  and  Guidance  Offices  insures  that  each  teacher  will 
know  in  advance  the  capabilities  of  her  class  so  that  she  can  plan 
her  methods  of  completing  the  year’s  work.  Testing  shows  her  the 
weak  as  well  as  the  strong  points.  Thus  the  teacher  knows  where 
to  strengthen  and  where  to  enrich. 

“A  good  reading  program,”  says  Mrs.  Russell,  “considers  the 
child’s  individual  differences  in  mental  maturity,  rate  of  learning, 
physical  maturity,  social  and  emotional  adjustment,  and  experience 
and  interests.  At  no  time  must  there  be  pressures  on  a  child  to  do 
more  than  his  total  development  warrants,  yet  the  standards  should 
be  high  enough  to  challenge  him  and  to  extend  his  reading  ability. 
Children  of  approximately  the  same  maturity  and  level  of  achieve¬ 
ment  should  be  grouped  together  for  basic  reading  instruction. 

“Remedial  teaching,”  she  says,  “is  often  simply  good  teaching 
applied  at  the  point  of  weakness.  It  differs  from  regular  classroom 
instruction  in  being  preceded  by  more  careful  diagnosis  and  accom¬ 
panied  by  carefully  planned  motivation  and  recognition  of  successes. 

“We  hope  to  reduce  the  span  of  abilities  found  in  the  class¬ 
room,”  says  Mrs.  Russell. 
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GUIDANCE:  Samuel  J.  Tilden,  Director  of  Guidance,  reports  that 
the  testing  program  is  administered  in  all  schools.  Academic  ability 
tests  are  administered  at  the  end  of  the  Kindergarten  year,  and  in 
the  second,  fifth,  seventh,  and  ninth  grades.  Achievement  tests  are 
given  at  the  end  of  each  year,  grades  one  through  twelve.  Individual 
Stanford-Binet  tests  and  Wechsler-Bellevue  tests  are  administered 
throughout  the  school  system  at  the  request  of  the  principals.  The 
College  Preparatory  Seniors  are  now  taking  both  the  College  En¬ 
trance  Examination  Board  Scholastic  Aptitude  and  three  Achieve¬ 
ment  Tests  at  the  end  of  their  Junior  Year  and  again  in  January 
and  March  of  their  Senior  Year. 

Those  not  going  to  college  take  the  aptitude  testing  battery  of 
the  United  States  Employment  Service. 

Mr.  Tilden  two  years  ago  set  up  a  Placement  Bureau  as  an  aid 
to  both  the  pupils  and  the  tradesmen.  His  office  attempts  to  serve 
as  a  clearing  house,  but  does  not  attempt  to  interfere  with  the 
valuable  student  experience  of  applying  for  and  obtaining  a  job 
on  one’s  own. 

The  guidance  program  is  based  on  the  individual  needs  of  the 
student,  and,  as  such,  must  be  flexible.  These  needs  vary  from  year 
to  year.  For  example,  75%  of  the  present  Senior  Class  plan  to  take 
more  formal  education.  45%  will  go  to  four-year  colleges,  15%  to 
two-year  schools,  and  15%  to  schools  of  nursing  or  other  specialized 
schools.  25%  plan  to  work  or  enter  the  armed  services. 

Dr.  Saul  Cooper,  South  Shore  Guidance  Center,  serves  us  as 
a  consulting  psychologist  each  Monday. 

Mr.  Tilden  has  office  hours  at  the  High  School  every  Tuesday 
from  7:30  till  10:00  p.m.  for  the  benefit  of  parents  who  cannot  see 
him  during  the  school  day. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION:  Herschel  G.  Benson,  Director  of  Phy¬ 
sical  Education  and  Athletics,  reports  that  60%  of  the  high  school 
pupils  are  now  participating  in  school  sports.  This  is  an  excellent 
representation  for  a  school  of  700  pupils. 

Girls  have  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  field  hockey, 
basketball,  baseball,  and  tennis.  Boys  may  participate  in  football 
(junior  high  school  boys  in  touch  football),  cross  country,  basket¬ 
ball,  wrestling,  baseball,  and  track. 

The  girls’  tennis  team  was  undefeated  in  regular  competition, 
Linda  Stewart,  being  a  finalist  in  the  New  England  Girls’  Cham- 
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pionship.  The  girls’  basketball  team  was  co-champion  with  Marsh¬ 
field  in  the  South  Shore  Basketball  League. 

The  boys’  cross  country  team  was  undefeated  in  regular  season 
meets.  This  team  won  the  South  Shore  Interscholastic  Champion¬ 
ship,  South  Shore  Class  A  Championship,  and  Massachusetts  Class 
A  Championship.  They  were  chosen  as  one  of  three  teams  to  rep¬ 
resent  Massachusetts  in  the  New  England  Cross  Country  Champion¬ 
ships  held  at  Colby  College,  Waterville,  Maine.  Here  they  placed 
second  against  the  18  best  teams  in  New  England. 

The  boys’  basketball  team  won  the  South  Shore  Basketball 
League  championship. 

Our  fields,  Mr.  Benson  reports,  are  doing  double  duty  and  are 
slowly  being  spoiled  for  play  areas  for  all  groups.  In  the  Spring, 
for  instance,  girls’  baseball,  boys’  baseball,  and  track  must  use  the 
same  field  as  do  hockey  and  football  in  the  fall.  We  need  additional 
playing  fields  as  soon  as  possible. 

Although  Mr.  Benson  fails  to  mention  it,  I  know  that  he  is 
concerned  about  our  running  track  which  is  in  deplorable  condi¬ 
tion  and  which  is  a  fifth  of  a  mile  to  a  lap  rather  than  the  conven¬ 
tional  quarter  mile.  How  he  has  developed  such  excellent  runners 
on  such  a  poor  running  surface  I  do  not  know. 

Physical  education  in  the  schools  is  hampered  by  the  fact  that 
Central  School,  housing  700  pupils,  has  no  facilities  for  indoor 
training.  There  is  a  great  need  for  a  playroom  in  that  school.  The 
outdoor  facilities  at  Jenkins  will  be  ready  next  fall.  Wampatuck 
as  well  as  Jenkins  will  have  then  ample  out-door  and  indoor 
facilities. 

HEALTH:  Pupils  in  Grades  2,  5,  7,  9,  and  11  receive  a  thorough 
physical  examination  from  Dr.  Max  D.  Miles,  School  Physician,  or 
from  the  parents’  physician.  All  boys  and  girls  planning  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  competitive  sports  and  those  recently  moved  to  Scituate 
are  examined  by  Dr.  Miles.  All  pre-school  children  are  examined 
about  four  months  before  entrance  into  the  schools. 

Where  defects  are  found,  parents  are  notified  at  once.  “It  is 
our  task,”  says  Dr.  Miles,  “to  discover  handicaps,  not  to  treat  them.” 

Beginning  this  year,  all  school  personnel  are  required  to  take 
a  physical  examination  once  every  three  years.  Cafeteria  workers 
must  take  the  Wasserman  test  as  well.  Chest  X-rays  every  three  years 
have  been  required  since  the  state  law  was  passed. 
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Dr.  Miles  and  our  nurses,  Miss  Margaret  O’Donnell,  and  Mrs. 
Flora  D.  White,  worked  with  the  Board  of  Health  at  five  of  their 
polio  clinics,  administering  the  Salk  vaccine. 

Too  much  of  the  nurses’  time  is  demanded  by  pupils  who  come 
to  school  with  cuts  and  bruises  which  were  gained  at  home.  Our 
nurses  will  administer  first  aid  when  a  child  is  hurt  or  is  taken  ill 
in  school.  However,  parents  are  requested  to  take  the  child  to  their 
family  physician  for  difficulties  which  have  their  origin  at  home. 
Naturally,  we  cannot  say  that  we  shall  refuse  to  administer  first  aid 
to  a  child  who  comes  to  school  with  a  home-gained  injury,  but  we 
do  request  parents  to  care  for  such  things  at  home. 

Our  nurses  are  required  to  do  these  things:  Examine  the  hear¬ 
ing  and  vision  of  all  pupils  annually.  Check  all  returning  pupils 
whose  absences  have  been  caused  by  illness.  Check  all  pupils  re¬ 
ferred  to  her  by  teachers  because  of  suspected  illness.  Check  all 
pupils  whose  absence  has  been  frequent  because  of  unexplained 
illness. 

She  shall  transport  to  the  home  and  deliver  to  parents  ill  chil¬ 
dren  whose  parents  cannot  call  for  them.  She  shall  keep  interlock¬ 
ing  office  hours  so  that  one  of  the  two  nurses  is  available  at  all  times 
during  the  school  day.  They  are  to  be  on  duty  from  8:00  a.m.  till 
3:30  p.m. 

She  shall  administer  first  aid  to  pupils  who  need  it,  minor  cases 
only.  She  shall  notify  parents  at  once  in  other  cases  and  shall  request 
the  parent  to  take  the  child  to  the  family  physician.  When  parents 
cannot  be  located  or  when  they  give  their  consent,  the  nurse  may 
take  the  child,  after  consultation  with  the  school  principal,  to  the 
school  physician  or  another  available  physician.  The  nurses  shall 
not  prescribe. 

The  nurses  shall  assist  the  school  physician  at  all  physical  exam¬ 
inations,  shall  check  the  buildings  once  each  month  for  health  con¬ 
ditions,  shall  make  monthly  reports  in  duplicate  to  the  principal, 
shall  set  up  a  program  in  health  instruction  approved  by  the  Scitu- 
ate  School  Health  Council,  shall  measure  each  pupil’s  height  and 
weight  annually,  shall  take  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  see  that 
remedial  suggestions  resultant  from  physical  examinations  are 
followed,  shall,  with  cooperation  of  school  physician  and  physical 
education  teachers  set  up  a  plan  of  corrective  exercises  for  pupils 
who  need  them;  shall  keep  up-to-date  records  of  each  pupil  in  her 
schools  on  the  health  record  form  provided  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health. 
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SCITUATE  ADULT  EVENING  SCHOOL:  The  Scituate  Eve 
ning  School,  directed  by  Judson  R.  Merrill,  Administrative  Assist¬ 
ant,  includes  in  its  curriculum  three  classes  in  wordworking;  two 
in  sewing,  one  beginning  and  one  advanced;  two  in  ceramics,  one 
beginning  and  one  advanced;  ladies’  gymnasium,  needlecraft, 
braided  rugs,  hooked  rugs,  photography,  and  navigation. 

The  people  seem  to  favor  the  vocational  courses  rather  than 
cultural.  The  classes  in  languages,  English,  and  great  books  as  well 
as  classes  in  typewriting,  not  too  successful  last  year,  were  not  re¬ 
peated  this  year. 

Mr.  Merrill  who  believes  the  Adult  Evening  Program  to  be  one 
of  the  best  on  the  South  Shore,  is  desirous  of  keeping  it  so,  and 
requests  that  residents  who  have  ideas  and  suggestions  contact  him. 
He  states:  “These  evening  classes  belong  to  you,  the  people  of 
Scituate,  and  it  is  our  desire  to  offer  the  courses  you  want.”

SCITUATE’S  CAFETERIAS  AND  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PRO¬ 
GRAM:  In  September  this  year  the  High  School,  Central  School, 
and  Jenkins  School  Cafeterias  as  well  as  the  Hatherly  School  Milk 
Program  were  consolidated  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Timpany.  To  effect  this,  the  Massachusetts  School  Lunch  Program, 
the  Town  Treasurer,  the  Town  Accountant,  the  school  principals, 
and  the  cafeteria  managers,  collaborated  to  set  up  the  new  program 
under  one  head. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  state,  we  adopted  a  uniform  menu  on 
an  a  la  carte  basis  with  only  the  Type  A  menu.  The  1955  and  1956 
percentages  of  pupils  buying  the  platters  and  milk  (type  A)  shows 
how  successful  this  change  has  been: 

October  1955:  55%  of  pupils  buying  Type  A  Lunch 
September  1956:  65%  of  pupils  buying  Type  A  Lunch 
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October  1956:  75%  of  pupils  buying  Type  A  Lunch 

November  1956:  about  85%  of  pupils  buying  Type  A  Lunch 

The  Office  of  the  School  Lunch  Program  has  commended  Mrs. 
Timpany  on  the  results  in  a  November  16  letter  from  Mr.  Stalker. 

In  September  (or  later)  the  new  Wampatuck  School  Cafeteria 
will  open. 

Under  the  consolidated  plan,  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
are  combined  as  one  account  to  the  Town  Accountant  and  Treas¬ 
urer.  However,  the  office  books  show  expenditures  and  receipts  for 
each  school  separately.  In  this  way,  there  is  control  of  profit  and 
loss  in  each  cafeteria. 

All  schools  continue  to  operate  under  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  School  Lunch  Program.  We  have  one  standardized  Type  A 
menu  consisting  of  2  oz.  of  protein;  6  oz.  of  vegetable  and/or  fruit; 
a  serving  of  bread,  muffins,  etc.;  2  teaspoonfuls  of  butter  and  i/2  pint 
of  whole,  white  milk.  The  government  continues  to  send  us  sub¬ 
sidies  each  month  for  which  we  pay  40  cents  a  case  to  defray  trans¬ 
portation  expenses.  We  are  reimbursed  9  cents  for  each  complete 
meal  and  4  cents  for  milk  alone,  with  the  exception  of  Hatherly 
School  milk  for  which  we  receive  3  cents.  Meal  prices  remain  at  20 
cents,  although  the  majority  of  school  lunches  throughout  the  state 
are  25  cents.  Milk  alone  sells  for  3  cents  and  adults’  meals  are  30 
cents,  since  we  receive  no  reimbursement  for  them. 

More  and  more,  educators  throughout  the  country  are  finding 
that  the  school  lunch  plays  an  important  role  in  the  school  curricu¬ 
lum.  What  is  taught  in  the  four  walls  of  the  classroom  and  from 
between  the  pages  of  books  has  a  great  deal  more  effect  upon  men¬ 
tally  and  physically  alert  students.  Statistics  have  found  that  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  malnutrition  among  our  teen-agers.  We  wonder 
in  this  day  and  age,  how  this  can  be  true?  Yet,  surveys  show  that 
serious  deficiencies  do  exist  in  the  diets  of  students  from  all  eco¬ 
nomic  levels.  This  is  due,  they  say,  to  a  great  number  of  working 
mothers,  indifference  on  the  part  of  some  parents,  and  the  bad  eat¬ 
ing  habits  of  the  children  themselves.

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Here  in  Scituate,  with  the  one  Type  A  lunch,  we  hope  to  teach 
our  students  the  importance  of  nutrition  and  to  get  them  to  eat 
what  is  served  each  day.  True,  there  are  some  dishes  that  do  not 
appeal  to  their  likes,  but  with  the  cooperation  of  cafeteria,  parents, 
teachers,  and  students,  we  hope  (for  their  own  sakes)  they  will 
learn  to  eat  everything.  The  meal  each  day  supplies  them  with  one 
third  to  one  half  of  the  daily  nutritional  diet.  Charts  have  been 
issued  everyone  showing  the  importance  food  plays  in  our  lives.  Let 
us  all  recall  the  famous  adage  that  “As  the  twig  is  bent,  so  grows 
the  tree". 

LIBRARIES:  The  high  school  library,  directed  by  Miss  Eleanor 
Gile,  Librarian,  owes  its  growth  to  approximately  3350  volumes  in 
the  school  year  of  1955-1956  to  several  factors.  In  the  first  place, 
the  townspeople  have  been  alert  to  the  need  of  good  books  for  their 
children  and  have  appropriated  the  necessary  funds.  Secondly,  the 
Scituate  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  continued  to  support  the 
library  with  a  generous  gift,  spent  this  year  on  reference  books.  The 
junior  high  students  have  contributed  money  from  a  magazine 
project  to  buy  50  new  books  which  they  have  enjoyed  reading. 
And  lastly,  many  friends  of  the  school  have  donated  books  from 
their  personal  collections. 

Because  we  have  more  books,  both  fiction  and  non  fiction,  we 
are  able  to  be  of  greater  service  to  the  student  population.  Many 
boys  and  girls,  not  living  near  a  public  library,  can  now  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  oportunity  to  obtain  good  reading  material  here  in 
school.  Each  additional  reference  book  means  further  aid  to  the 
development  of  good  study  habits  which  are  essential  in  preparing 
for  college. 

This  year  we  have  felt  able  to  start  duplicating  books  most  used 
by  teachers  who  send  their  pupils  to  the  library  for  reference  work. 
We  hope  to  be  able  to  add  more  such  books  another  year.  In  time, 
we  should  have  sufficient  copies  to  lend  to  individual  teachers  for 
classroom  libraries. 

Each  year,  the  English  classes  in  Grades  7  and  8  are  given 
lessons  on  the  use  of  the  library  by  the  librarian.  The  seventh  grade 
has  a  week  of  fundamentals;  the  eighth  receives  instruction  on  how 
to  do  more  difficult  reference  work,  including  the  use  of  the  Reader’s 
Guide.  Other  classes  come  to  the  library  for  whatever  instruction 
their  subject  teachers  deem  necessary. 

Many  students  show  an  interest  in  the  library  other  than  in 
coming  in  to  read  or  to  do  reference  work.  In  September,  about  35 
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students  signed  up  to  work  as  student-librarians.  They  are  required 
to  know  the  fundamentals  of  filing  cards  and  of  putting  books  back 
in  their  proper  classifications  on  the  shelves.  They  learn  responsi¬ 
bility  of  doing  their  tasks  well,  no  matter  what  they  may  be.  For 
relaxation,  they  have  a  library  club  which  entertains  occasionally. 
The  big  event  of  this  year  was  a  Christmas  party  to  which  were  in¬ 
vited  student-librarians  of  neighboring  South  Shore  high  schools. 

We  like  to  feel  that  we  are  working  side  by  side  with  the  town 
librarians  to  aid  in  the  mental  growth  of  the  youth  in  Scituate. 
Occasionally,  the  librarians  meet  to  discuss  common  problems.  This 
fall,  for  the  first  time,  the  three  libraries  sponsored  a  Book  Week 
Contest,  which  was  considered  sufficiently  successful  to  bear  repeti¬ 
tion  another  year. 

MUSIC  PROGRAM:  The  following  musical  activities  were  fea¬ 
tured  in  the  elementary  grades  during  the  past  year: 

Programs  by  the  Central  School  Boys  Glee  Club  at  the  Annual 
Spring  Concert  and  the  Boys  Glee  Club  and  bands  at  the  May 
P.T.A.  meeting. 

A  variety  show  presented  by  the  sixth  grades  in  June. 

Christmas  assemblies  in  the  three  elementary  schools  with  all 
classes  participating. 

A  program  of  Christmas  music  by  the  combined  sixth  grades 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  Lincoln. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  for  its  gift 
of  records  and  subscriptions  to  “Keyboard  Junior.” 

The  inclusion  of  grades  five  and  six  in  the  Jenkins  School  led 
to  an  extension  of  the  instrumental  program  to  a  third  school.  This 
expansion,  combined  with  the  largest  enrollment  of  beginners,  re¬ 
sulted  in  173  students  registered  for  lessons  in  October.  We  put 
students  on  a  rotating  basis  and  elminated,  for  the  time  being,  ele¬ 
mentary  school  band  rehearsals. 

Instrumental  Music  Instruction  Policy  Adopted  by  the  School 
Committee: 

1.  School  instrumental  music  instruction  shall  be  provided 
only  for  groups  of  three  or  more  pupils  playing  the  same  or  related 
instruments  and  only  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  group  partici¬ 
pation.  Parents  shall  provide  individual  instruction  in  techniques. 
The  schools  shall  not  provide  individual  lessons  at  any  time. 
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2.  Classes  or  groups  of  the  same  or  related  instruments  must 
number  at  least  three  pupils,  preferably  more,  never  less. 

3.  Group  instruction  shall  be  provided  for  pupils  only  when 
practicable  and  possible  and  only  for  instruments  which  are  nor¬ 
mally  considered  a  part  of  a  band  or  orchestra.  Instruction,  for 
instance,  on  piano  and  accordion  shall  not  be  provided. 

4.  Pupils  shall  be  assigned  to  group  music  lessons  by  the  prin¬ 
cipals  assisted  by  Director  of  Music  in  such  a  manner  that  the  pupil’s 
academic  work  does  not  suffer.  This  may  be  done  in  free  periods 
or  on  a  rotating  schedule.  Principals  shall  see  that  all  groups  have 
at  least  three  pupils  as  noted  above. 

5.  The  underlying  purpose  of  school-sponsored  group  instruc¬ 
tion  shall  be  participation,  immediate  or  future,  in  the  school  band 
or  orchestra  and  to  that  end  such  instruction  shall  be  in  groups  as 
noted  above  to  stimulate  group  playing  and  techniques. 

The  purchase  of  cymbals,  a  sousaphone,  bassoon,  French  horn, 
piccolo,  and  tympani  greatly  enhances  the  potential  of  the  high 
school  performing  groups.  Scituate  was  represented  by  students  in 
the  All-State  Band,  Chorus  and  Orchestra  and,  for  the  first  time,  in 
the  All-New  England  Band  and  Orchestra. 

All  students  in  the  junior  high  school  were  given  a  voice  test 
to  determine  the  type  of  voice,  quality  and  range.  This  test  deter¬ 
mines  the  placement  of  each  voice  to  its  respective  part.  As  a  result, 
two  and  three  part  singing  can  be  accomplished  successfully. 
Records  are  played  as  a  means  of  audio-aids  to  develop  a  keener 
sensitivity  and  appreciation  of  all  music. 

The  High  School  Glee  Club  stresses  greater  exactness  of 
musicianship.  The  results  of  continuing  interest  is  evident  with  a 
volunteer  Glee  Club  of  sixty  voices  and  a  Girls  Choir  that  together 
with  Orchestra  performed  at  the  Thanksgiving  Assembly,  the 
Christmas  Concert  and  Christmas  School  Assemblies.  The  choral 
groups  and  Band  participated  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
Music  Festival  in  May. 

ART  EDUCATION:  The  Art  Education  Program  includes  the 
teaching  of  drawing,  painting,  design,  lettering,  clay  and  paper 
sculpture  crafts,  and  we  continue  to  work  towards  a  creative  art 
program  which  is  devoted  to  freeing  the  child  from  the  use  of 
patterns,  and  copying  adult  art  projects. 

There  seems  to  be  a  widening  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the 
public  of  truly  creative  drawings  and  paintings  by  children. 
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Many  prizes  were  awarded  Scituate  School  children  by  the 
Mass.  S.P.C.A.  for  their  “Kindness  to  Animals”  posters,  as  well  as 
the  Book  Week  contest  sponsored  by  our  local  libraries. 

A  six  hour  Art  Workshop,  given  by  a  well  known  Art  Consult¬ 
ant,  was  attended  by  over  50  teachers  and  provided  an  opportunity 
to  observe  and  work  with  new  media  in  art  education. 

We  have  rented  several  movies  in  color  which  showed  children 
working  on  interesting  crafts,  providing  added  stimulus  to  class¬ 
room  activities. 

Photographic  records  have  been  made  of  the  many  “Open 
House”  art  exhibits. 

DRIVER  EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING:  The  Driver-Educa¬ 
tion  Course  is  offered  as  an  extra-curricular  activity  in  the  High 
School  to  students  over  sixteen  years  of  age.  The  program  has  been 
expanded  last  year  by  the  addition  of  another  faculty  member  as  an 
instructor.  Thus,  the  program  has  doubled  its  capacity  to  bring 
this  worthwhile  activity  to  our  students.  Clarence  O.  Atkinson  and 
A.  Leslie  Faulkner  are  the  instructors. 

The  course  includes  both  classroom  work  and  behind-the-wheel 
instruction.  In  order  to  meet  state  requirements  there  must  be  at 
least  twenty  class  sessions  of  one  hour’s  duration  plus  a  minimum 
of  six  hours  behind-the-wheel  driving. 

Students  must  satisfy  two  requirements  in  order  to  qualify  for 
a  certificate.  First,  they  must  successfully  complete  our  own  class¬ 
room  and  road  tests.  Second,  they  must  have  obtained  a  license 
issued  by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  The  certificates  are  issued 
by  the  Registry  but  are  not  valid  until  signed  by  the  Driving 
Instructor. 

We  continue  to  enjoy  the  full  cooperation  of  our  local  auto¬ 
mobile  dealers.  Without  it  our  program  would  have  little  value. 
At  present,  we  are  using  a  1957  Ford  donated  by  Front  Street  Sales 
and  Service  and  a  1957  Plymouth  donated  by  Paul  Young  Motors.

The  view  on  our  cover  is  one  that  combines  beauty  and  history 
to  a  remarkable  degree,  perhaps  nowhere  else  in  Town  could  simi¬ 
lar  conditions  be  found. 

In  the  left  background  we  see  the  spire  of  th  First  Parish 
Church,  occupying  the  hill  where  was  built  in  1774,  the  church 
building  which  was  popularly  known  as  the  “Old  Sloop”,  so 
called  because  of  the  fact  that  its  single  spire  was  the  first  landfall 
seen  by  sailors  coming  in  from  sea.  In  this  building  were  held  our 
Town  Meetings,  and  during  the  Revolution  colonial  troops  were 
quartered  there.  It  was  burned  to  the  ground  in  1879,  and  the 
present  building  was  built  on  the  same  site,  and  which,  in  order 
to  perpetuate  the  old  name,  carries  on  its  spire  a  weather  vane  of 
stainless  steel  in  the  form  of  a  sloop. 

To  the  right  rises  the  famous  “Lawson  Tower”,  or  Chime 
Tower,  built  at  about  the  turn  of  the  century  by  one  of  our  most 
controversial  citizens,  Thomas  W.  Lawson,  to  cover  an  unsightly 
water  stand  pipe.  This  tower,  with  its  stately  Norman  architecture 
and  chime  of  bells,  has  become  known  all  over  the  country;  no  other 
town  has  anything  like  it. 

In  the  foreground  the  old  Cudworth  House,  one  of  the  few 
remaining  really  old  houses  which  we  possess,  and  one  that  has 
never  been  spoiled  by  modernization.  Built  by  Zephaniah  Cud- 
worth,  direct  descendent  of  Gen.  James  Cudworth  of  early  colonial 
fame,  it  is  a  beautiful  example  of  the  building  art  of  the  period; 
and  to  add  a  little  romance  to  the  picture,  here,  in  1801  was  mar¬ 
ried  Cynthia,  daughter  of  Zephaniah,  to  Cap’t  Daniel  Ellms,  thus 
uniting  two  famous  early  families,  Daniel  being  a  direct  descendent 
of  Rodolphus  Ellms. 

The  Cudworth  House  is  owned  by  the  Town  and  occupied  by 
the  Scituate  Historical  Society,  which  maintains  it  as  an  example 
of  18th  century  home  life.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  to  you 
the  highlights  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year. 
In  an  effort  to  present  to  the  citizens  a  concise  and  comprehensive 
outline  of  the  problems  with  which  we  were  confronted,  numerous 
minor,  yet  important  items  have  been  deleted. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen  that  numerous 
benefits  would  accrue  to  the  Town  through  membership  in  the 
National  Rivers  and  Harbors  Congress.  Consequently,  the  neces¬ 
sary  steps  were  taken  to  enroll  Scituate  as  an  active  member.  The 
Chairman  attended  the  annual  conference  in  Washington,  1).  C. 
and  reported  that  the  prospects  of  the  d  own  receiving  Federal  aid 
for  dredging  and  foreshore  protection  work  are  good  if  proper 
planning  and  presentation  is  made. 

The  arrival  of  the  summer  season  brought  the  annual  problem 
of  regulating  boat  usage  on  the  North  and  South  Rivers.  Deter¬ 
mined  to  arrive  at  a  helpful  solution,  we  appointed  a  Committee 
to  study  the  situation,  with  instructions  to  submit  its  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  us.  The  Committee  gave  many  hours  of  its  time  studying 
the  situation  with  the  restdt  that  its  recommendations  were  excel¬ 
lent  and  will  be  presented  to  the  1958  Town  Meeting  for  action. 

Early  in  the  summer  a  situation  arose  which  made  it  apparent 
that  it  might  be  well  for  the  Town  to  establish  ownership  of  North 
Scituate  Beach.  Also  information  received  at  the  Selectmen's  Office 
indicated  that  Federal  funds  may  be  available  for  placing  thousands 
of  tons  of  sand  to  enlarge  the  beach,  subject  to  the  ability  of  the 
Town  to  produce  evidence  of  public  ownership.  Consequently  we 
have  inserted  an  Article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  1958  Annual  Town 
Meeting  requesting  that  the  Town  acquire  title  to  North  Scituate 
Beach. 

The  matter  of  abandonment  of  commuter  service  on  the  Old 
Colony  branch  of  the  Railroad  caused  us  great  concern.  We  made 
certain  that  our  Transportation  Committee  attended  all  hearings 
concerning  the  abandonment  of  commuter  service,  as  we  feel  that 
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the  railroad  is  vital  to  the  economy  of  Scituate.  So  far,  no  definite 
solution  has  been  presented  for  consideration. 

In  accordance  with  your  affirmative  vote  in  March  on  the 
Referendum  authorizing  the  Town  to  provide  a  plan  of  Group  Life 
Insurance,  Group  Accidental  Death  and  Dismemberment  Insurance 
and  Group  Hospital,  Surgical  and  Medical  Insurance  for  certain 
persons  in  the  service  of  the  Town,  we  took  the  necessary  steps  to 
institute  such  a  Plan.  Our  first  selection  of  an  insurance  carrier  was 
rejected  by  the  Town  employees.  Consequently  we  presented  the 
plan  which  is  now  in  effect.  This  is  a  so-called  Fringe  Benefit,  and 
provides  eligible  employees  and  their  families  with  adequate  cov¬ 
erage  from  disastrous  bills  in  case  of  illness.  We  feel  that  we  have 
provided  a  Plan  which  accomplishes  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
intended,  namely,  providing  greater  security  for  the  employee. 

We  have  inserted  several  important  Articles  in  the  Warrant 
for  the  coming  Town  Meeting.  Among  these  is  an  Article  author¬ 
izing  the  Selectmen  to  lease  a  strip  of  land  in  the  rear  of  Cole  Park¬ 
way  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  boat  marina.  This  would  be 
accomplished  by  private  capital,  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  such  a 
marina  would  provide  a  much  needed  facility  for  boat  owners. 
Another  Article  calls  for  the  creation  of  a  “Housing  Authority.” 
This  will  result  in  the  construction  of  low  cost  housing  units  for 
elderly  persons.  The  costs  of  such  dwellings  would  be  borne  entirely 
by  the  State. 

Our  program  of  foreshore  protection  was  of  necessity  halted  by 
the  failure  of  the  voters  to  appropriate  funds  at  the  1957  Annual 
Meeting.  Realizing  the  serious  condition  of  our  foreshores  at  many 
points,  we  have  again  inserted  an  Article  requesting  funds  for  this 
work.  We  urge  your  support  of  this  Article,  as  many  areas  are  at 
present  in  a  dangerous  condition. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  the  various  Town  Departments, 
Town  Officials  and  citizens  who  have  given  us  such  wonderful  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance  in  trying  to  solve  the  many  difficult  prob¬ 
lems  with  which  we  have  been  confronted.

The  following  ex¬ 
ceptions  to  the  above  described  rotation  system  shall  be  allowed: 
three  Patrolmen,  each  from  a  separate  daily  shift  acting  as  a

To  prove  the  age  at  which  the  marriage  contract  may  be 
entered  into. 

To  establish  the  right  to  hold  public  office. 

To  make  possible  statistical  studies  of  the  health  conditions. 

Your  co-operation  to  the  end  that  all  births  may  be  properly 
recorded  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Blanks  for  returns  of  births  will  be  furnished  upon  application 
to  parents,  householders,  physicians,  and  registered  medical  offices 
as  provided  in  Chapter  46,  Section  15,  General  Laws.

SCITUATE  HEALTH  SERVICE,  INC. 


Report  of  the  President 

We  are  a  completely  independent,  volunteer  group  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  are  this  year’s  services  to  our  community. 

The  Well-Baby  Clinic  (12  clinics),  under  the  guidance  of  Dr. 
Olga  Allers  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Alice  Dowd,  R.N.,  the  Board  of 
Health  Nurse,  examined  120  babies  and  counselled  the  Mothers  on 
the  care  and  health  of  their  children. 

The  Immunization  or  Triple  Vaccine  Clinic  had  3  clinic  days, 
held  in  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Health,  and  gave  159  chil¬ 
dren  smallpox,  diphtheria  and  booster  shots. 

We  have  staffed  and  underwrote  all  expenses  (as  needles, 
syringes  and  all  supplies)  involved  during  the  three  (3)  Salk  Vac¬ 
cine  Clinics  when  1794  children  and  adults  were  inoculated. 

A  committee  of  the  Health  Service  has  been  serving  as  assist¬ 
ants  to  Dr.  W.  B.  Parsons  at  the  Dental  Clinics  held  weekly  at  the 
Central  Elementary  School. 

Purchased  all  the  supplies  used  by  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse, 
Mrs.  Alice  Dowd,  R.N. 

In  accordance  with  the  Scholarship  Fund  instituted  in  1954, 
the  sum  of  $100.00  was  given  to  a  High  School  Senior  who  on  gradu¬ 
ation  had  been  accepted  in  an  accredited  School  of  Nursing,  and 
said  amount  of  money  is  given  to  assist  in  the  tuition  fee. 

Mental  Health  is  one  of  our  interests.  The  sum  of  $100.00  was 
given  to  Mr.  Howard  Pierce,  Chief  Probation  Officer  for  Juveniles 
in  Plymouth  County,  to  be  used  for  Scituate  children  as  needed. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth  County  Health  Association 
and  co-sponsored  by  the  Scituate  Board  of  Health,  the  Mobile  X-ray 
Unit,  X-rayed  1078  adults. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Scituate  who  voluntarily  con¬ 
tributed  to  our  organization  during  our  yearly  Fund  Drive  in  July. 
A  contribution  of  $1.00  entitles  you  to  a  membership.  Our  annual 
meeting  in  April  is  open  to  the  public.  The  organization  is  hope¬ 
ful  of  giving  added  services  to  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

During  the  past  year  your  Highway  Department  had  to  curtail 
many  improvements  that  were  planned  for  1957  due  to  the  $26,000. 
decrease  in  our  budget  for  1957  (which  would  have  meant  not 
more  than  $1.00  on  your  tax  rate).  This  meant  cutting  drainage, 
resurfacing  roads  and  many  improvements  which  I  know  would 
have  been  beneficial  to  the  people  of  Scituate,  especially  the  work¬ 
ing  man. 

As  you  remember,  2i/£  miles  of  new  roads  were  accepted  in 
1957  as  public  ways  with  not  one  cent  appropriated  for  their  main¬ 
tenance  which  means  that  this  year  the  cost  to  put  them  in  suitable 
condition  will  be  much  more  expensive.  This  year  again  we  are 
faced  with  accepting  approximately  3  miles  of  new  streets. 

The  demands  for  drainage  installations  all  over  town  still 
head  our  request  list.  We  try  to  do  a  certain  amount  each  year 
in  line  with  our  budget.  As  we  can  readily  see,  the  entire  highway 
appropriation  could  be  spent  on  this  item  alone. 

In  the  spring,  our  first  thought  is  to  clean  our  streets  of  sand 
used  during  the  winter  (for  which  our  power  sweeper  has  paid 
dividends  over  and  over),  repairing  guard  rail  and  street  signs, 
roadside  damage  caused  by  snow  plows,  patching  holes  in  the  road 
surface,  resurfacing,  traffic  regulations  and  parking  spaces.  Most 
of  the  maintenance  work  on  highways,  sidewalk  maintenance  and 
drainage  systems  is  done  during  the  summer  months  with  few  com¬ 
plications  due  to  the  weather  and  not  to  interfere  with  summer 
traffic. 

The  winter  months  are  devoted  entirely  to  snow  removal 
problems.  Snow  removal  equipment  must  be  overhauled  and  put 
in  first  class  condition  and  must  be  ready  to  go  any  time  during 
the  day  or  night  as  the  occasion  arises.  Scituate  can  be  proud  of 
our  snow  removal  program  and  the  cost  is  well  in  line  with  the 
cost  of  other  towns  of  our  size. 

As  you  may  know,  a  year  ago  Scituate  was  awarded  $35,388.09 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  through  their  bond  issue 
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to  be  spent  on  highways  in  Scituate  which  have  the  approval  of 
tliat  Department.  Last  year,  Henry  Turner  Bailey  Road  was  resur¬ 
faced  from  North  Scituate  Village  to  Route  3A.  We  also  used  a 
portion  of  that  money  in  conjunction  with  Chapter  90  for  the 
construction  of  Beaver  Dam  Road  from  Tilden  Road  to  Scituate 
Harbor  with  absolutely  no  cost  to  the  Scituate  taxpayer.  This  work 
must  be  finished  by  June  1,  1958.  We  realize  that  the  work  on 
Beaver  Dam  has  inconvenienced  the  people  of  that  section  and 
we  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  patience.  Our  Chapter  90  for 
1958,  with  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer,  will  be  used  to  resurface  Gan¬ 
nett  Road  from  Mordecai  Lincoln  Road  east  toward  Minot  Beach 
as  far  as  the  money  will  allow. 

You  will  note  that  there  are  no  figures  in  this  report  as  we 
have  been  requested  to  make  it  as  brief  as  possible.  Otherwise  the 
whole  Town  Report  would  be  filled  with  the  activities  of  this 
Department.  If  any  citizen  of  Scituate  would  like  to  know  how 
his  money  has  been  spent  during  the  past  year  on  any  given 
project,  he  will  be  welcome  at  the  Highway  garage  and  we  will 
be  glad  to  go  over  the  figures  with  him. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  Departments  which 
have  co-operated  with  this  Department  and  made  our  work  so 
much  easier  for  1957.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Scituate: 

We  wish  to  report  a  very  favorable  year  in  this  Department. 
As  we  all  remember,  this  past  year  was  one  of  the  driest  on  record. 
With  this  drought  went  a  need  for  extended  use  of  water  for  both 
the  farmer  and  home  owner.  This  Department  kept  a  close  watch 
on  water  tables  in  each  well  and  also  kept  the  use  of  water  restricted 
to  a  minimum.  It  was  curtailed  only  on  one  week-end  when  the 
demand  was  greater  than  the  supply. 

The  results  of  our  exploration  and  testing  this  past  year  have 
produced  a  site  that  will  give  enough  water  to  warrant  a  gravel 
packed  well.  It  will  be  a  welcome  addition  to  our  present  supply 
which  is  adequate  during  the  winter  months  but  not  so  during  the 
summer. 

A  supply  of  water  is  only  as  good  as  its  distribution  system. 
Scituate  is  very  fortunate  to  have  many  miles  of  mains  that  have 
been  installed  within  the  past  twenty  years.  There  are,  however, 
many  streets  with  mains  45  to  55  years  old  that  are  in  need  of  re¬ 
placement.  One  of  these  is  a  6"  cast  iron  main  on  First  Parish  Road, 
from  Kent  Street  to  Cudworth  Road,  installed  in  1902. 

Your  Commissioners  feel  that  an  expenditure  of  $100,000.00 
at  this  time  to  complete  the  entire  street  would  be  unwise  and, 
therefore,  have  submitted  a  plan  to  the  Advisory  Board  that  will 
allow  us  to  install  approximtaely  1000  feet  per  year  until  the  job  is 
completed.  The  funds  for  this  project  would  be  included  in  the 
budget  and  not  raised  under  a  special  article  or  on  a  bond  issue. 

We,  of  the  Water  Department,  will  miss  the  services  of  William 
J.  Lumbert  who  passed  away  during  1957.  For  over  twenty  years  he 
was  the  Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department  and  later  head  of 
the  Civilian  Defense. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  other  Departments  in  Town  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

To:  The  Water  Commissioners  of  Scituate 
Gentlemen: 

Following  is  the  26th  Annual  Report  of  the  Scituate  Water 
Department  recording  the  work  accomplished  during  the  year  1957. 

For  several  years,  the  water  supply  has  become  more  and  more 
inadequate  and,  this  fact  together  with  the  increasing  population 
has  created  a  demand  for  an  additional  supply. 

Exploration  work  has  been  conducted  each  year  in  an  effort 
to  find  a  new  source  of  supply  and  the  results  of  the  borings  and 
pumping  tests  in  the  Hick’s  swamp  area  warrant  the  construction 
of  a  pumping  station. 

Ground  conditions  in  Scituate  are  such  that  no  large  supply 
can  be  found  and  a  well  that  will  deliver  500,000  gallons  per  day  is 
considered  exceptionally  good. 

Owing  to  the  severe  drought  during  the  past  year,  the  water 
tables  have  not  reached  previous  normal  levels  and,  unless  there  is 
considerable  precipitation  before  the  summer  of  1958,  it  may  not 
be  possible  to  allow  as  much  freedom  in  the  use  of  water  as  might 
be  desirable. 

Scituate  was  more  fortunate  than  many  towns  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  United  States  but  there  were  many  days  when  the  supply 

was  so  low  that  the  water  situation  was  very  critical  and  the  water 

/ 

level  in  the  well  fields  became  depleted  to  such  an  extent  that 
continuous  pumping  at  pump  capacity  became  dangerous.  Water 
r  pumped  in  1957  was  60  million  gallons  more  than  in  1956  or  an 
increase  of  19%.  This  increase  in  pumpage  clearly  shows  the  need 
of  continuous  exploration  work  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demand 
as  Scituate  continues  to  grow. 

A  total  of  9117  feet  of  six  to  ten  inch  mains  were  installed  by 

/ 

the  Water  Department  and  private  enterprise,  12  new  hydrants 
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were  added  to  the  system  and  6  hydrants  were  installed  to  replace 
those  broken  bv  automobiles  or  moved  to  new  locations.  171  new 

J 

services  and  142  meters  were  installed  and  61  old  services  were 
renewed. 

A  detailed  Table  of  the  year’s  accomplishments  follow  this 
report  including  the  capital  expenditures  which  determine  the 
Department’s  valuation. 

I  wish  to  thank  both  the  Heads  and  Personnel  of  all  Depart¬ 
ments  for  their  fine  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

On  August  3rd  Patrolman  Carl  C.  Chessia  passed  on  to  his 
reward.  Carl  as  we  all  knew  him  was  a  fine  and  loyal  officer  in  this 
department  for  twenty-eight  years.  His  smiling  face  and  loyal  serv¬ 
ices  are  greatly  missed  by  us  all. 

In  September  of  this  year.  Patrolman  Frederick  W.  Stanley 
retired  after  twenty-eight  years  of  faithful  and  loyal  service  to  our 
Town  as  a  police  officer.  We  all  wish  Fred  many  years  of  comfort 
and  happiness  in  his  retirement. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
all  Town  Officials  and  the  various  Town  Departments  for  their  fine 
co-operation  during  the  year.

CLAM  WARDEN’S  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE 

CLAM  WARDEN 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Mass. 

The  report  is  based  on  the  activities  of  the  Department. 

Humarock  was  again  opened  for  digging  in  November.  The 
clams  in  this  area  are  so  thickly  populated  that  the  flat  has  to  be 
dug  over  to  give  the  rest  a  chance  to  grow  during  the  summer 
months. 

Over  6,000  feet  of  fencing  was  put  out  at  Humarock  and  the 
North  River  Flats.  The  lumber  for  these  fences  was  given  to  the 
Town  of  Scituate  by  the  State,  through  Richard  Burton,  State 
Biologist. 

Three  fenced  areas  have  good  sets  of  clams.  Two  areas  will 
be  opened  in  November  1958,  at  Humarock. 

The  traffic  in  the  South  River  damaged  one  fenced  area  put 
out  this  year  and  the  crabs  cleaned  out  the  clam  seed,  which  was 
one  quarter  inch  in  size.  The  seed  at  this  size  is  so  near  the  top  of 
the  flat  it  is  easy  prey  to  the  crab  unless  protected. 

This  year  four  fences  will  be  put  out  at  Humarock  and  will  in 
time  guarantee  steady  digging.  One  fence  will  be  put  back  at 
Wills  Island,  where  there  is  a  good  set,  a  little  over  one  inch  in  size. 

The  clams  seed  is  on  the  flats  every  year  and  if  given  some 
protection  from  the  green  crab,  it  will  have  a  chance  to  reach  legal 
size.  The  flats  in  Scituate  are  not  rocky  gravel  flats,  as  in  some 
towns,  and  the  crab  has  little  trouble  digging  out  clam  seed. 

Our  work  is  made  possible  by  the  funds  received  from  the  State. 
One  thousand  dollars  was  granted  in  1957.  We  would  like  to  fence 
in  more  areas,  but  funds  are  limited. 

All  mussels  were  cleaned  out  of  the  fenced  in  areas.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

With  the  cooperation  of  those  employed  by  our  Board  and  all 
others  interested  in  health  matters,  your  Board  is  pleased  to  report 
that  our  Town  has  been  free  from  any  serious  epidemics  and  has 
had  very  little  outbreak  of  any  contagious  disease  during  1957. 

During  the  year  all  places  where  food  was  dispensed,  including 
restaurants  and  hotels,  were  inspected  by  the  State  Department  and 
our  Board,  and  as  a  result,  many  corrections  were  made  by  owners 
for  the  best  interests  of  themselves  and  the  public. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Plymouth  County  Health  Association 
and  the  Public  Health  Nursing  Service  a  Chest  X-ray  Clinic  was 
held.  The  results  were  very  favorable;  over  1000  people  took  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  Clinic. 

The  annual  Antitoxin  Clinics  for  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Tetanus  were  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Nursing  Service  and 
more  than  500  children  attended  these  Clinics.  During  the  year 
Polio  Clinics  were  also  held  in  accordance  with  State  recommenda¬ 
tions  and  we  are  pleased  to  report  these  Clinics  were  well  patron¬ 
ized.  All  Town  employees  in  essential  positions  were  inoculated 
against  Asian  Flu,  results  of  which  were  very  satisfactory. 

Our  two  Dumps  have  been  improved  and  the  use  of  them  has 
greatly  increased. 

During  the  summer  months  beaches  under  our  jurisdiction 
have  been  cleaned  whenever  necessary  and  no  complaints  were  re¬ 
ceived  in  regard  to  their  condition. 

With  a  growing  population  our  work  continues  to  increase, 
but  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  Town  still  holds  fast  to  its 
position  as  one  of  the  healthiest  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 
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All  whom  we  employ  have  performed  their  work  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner  and  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them 
for  their  cooperation.  We  wish  also  to  thank  all  Town  Officials  for 
their  ever  ready  assistance  and  cooperation  at  all  times.

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Voters  o  f  Scituate: 

In  our  report  to  the  Town  for  the  year  1946  we  find  the  follow¬ 
ing  paragraph,  “There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  Old  Age  Assist¬ 
ance  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  expenses  will  increase  during 
the  coming  years/’  How  true  this  prediction  was  has  never  been 
better  exemplified  than  by  our  experience  through  the  year  1957, 
especially  in  the  Old  Age  category.  Here  are  some  of  the  increases 
ordered  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

Increases  in  hospitalization  and  nursing  home  rates. 

Increases  in  fuel  and  light  allowances  of  about  50%. 

Increases  in  clothing  allowances  for  nursing  home  patients. 

Cost  of  living  increase  of  5.7%  affecting  every  budget  of  all 
recipients. 

Decrease  in  children’s  legal  liabilities  toward  support  of  their 
parents. 

In  addition  to  the  above  increases  medical  costs  have  soared, 
and  drug  costs  are  sharply  up.  Medical  expenses  are  now  about 
one  third  of  the  total  Old  Age  program. 

In  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  category  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  board  and  clothing  rates  for  children  under  the  care  of 
the  Division  of  Child  Guardianship,  and  the  increases  mentioned 
above  applying  to  O.A.A.  apply  also  to  Disability  Assistance.  The 
A.D.C.  costs  are  further  amplified  by  the  apparently  growing  num¬ 
ber  of  families  being  abandoned  by  husbands,  an  evil  which  must 
be  curbed  in  some  way. 

The  number  of  recipients  on  the  rolls  are  showing  some  ten¬ 
dency  to  increase,  but  on  the  whole  there  is  no  great  change  from 
year  to  year.  We  are  aided  to  some  extent  by  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  newer  names  on  our  lists  have  no  settlement  in  Scituate,  these 
costs  being  billed  to  the  town  or  city  of  settlement,  however  A.D.C. 
costs  are  not  subject  to  our  settlement  laws. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  all  Town  Departments  and  private 
organizations  who  have  assisted  in  carrying  out  this  program.

I  submit  herewith  a  brief  resume  of  the  work  accomplished  by 
this  Department  during  the  past  year. 

Surveyed  and  prepared  acceptance  plans  for  Marilyn  Road,  a 
part  of  Old  Oaken  Bucket  Road;  Vinal  Avenue;  parts  of  James 
Way;  Jackson  Road  and  Old  Colony  Way;  Chittenden  Road,  Brown 
Road,  parts  of  Utility  Road  and  Cedarwood  Road,  Lawson  Ter¬ 
race,  Oakhurst  Road  and  Eisenhower  Lane. 

Plans  for  taking  land  bordering  Scituate  Harbor  at  First  Cliff 
and  land  sold  to  Satuit  Boat  Club,  Inc.  on  Jericho  Road. 

Supervised  topographical  survey  and  plans  of  proposed  site  for 
Town  Hall,  Fire  and  Police  Stations  at  intersection  of  Chief  Justice 
Cushing  Way  and  First  Parish  Road. 

Have  co-operated  with  State  and  County  Engineers  on  High¬ 
way,  Dredging  and  Foreshore  protection  problems  and  with  the 
Planning  Consultant  on  projected  studies. 

Assistance  has  been  given  all  Town  Departments  requiring 
engineering  services.

House  numbering,  additions  and  alterations  to  the  Assessor’s 
Plans,  lines  and  grades  for  Highway  construction,  checking  devel¬ 
opers  and  Land  Court  Plans,  street  layouts,  etc.  have  been  carried 
on  in  a  routine  manner. 

This  Department  has  receive  splendid  co-operation  from  all 
other  Town  Departments,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful.

TREE  WARDEN 


December  31,  1957 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  Hall,  Scituate 

Gentlemen: 

This  year  176  shade  trees  were  planted  along  our  roadsides. 
We  used  moraine  locust,  linden,  willows,  oaks  and  a  variety  of  the 
maples.  As  this  was  the  driest  summer  on  record,  we  had  to  give 
them  extra  care  and  watering  to  keep  them  alive. 

The  Dutch  elm  disease  was  bad  everywhere  and  we  lost  168  of 
our  elms.  We  are  thankful  to  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
for  aiding  us  in  the  removal  of  over  50  of  these  trees  by  their  send¬ 
ing  in  8  men  for  4  days  with  all  their  equipment.  This  expense 
was  borne  entirely  by  their  department.  Because  of  this  help  we 
can  reduce  our  budget  in  1958.  This  spring  we  are  going  to  apply 
the  dormant  spray  to  the  elm  trees  at  night  because  of  the  windy 
days  we  have  at  this  time  of  year.  Towns  such  as  ours  that  have  high 
trees  have  found  that  at  night  with  no  wind  to  bother  them  spray¬ 
ing,  a  much  better  and  quicker  job  can  be  done. 

The  tick  and  Japanese  beetles  are  the  insects  that  give  us  the 
most  trouble  today.  We  spray  all  the  tick  infested  areas,  and  we 
get  good  control  of  them.  The  sprays,  milky  spore  disease  and  the 
introduced  parasites  are  slowly  reducing  the  beetles.  The  gypsy 
moth  is  still  found  by  our  trapping  program  to  be  in  the  western 
part  of  town  and  they  haven’t  spread  out  of  there. 

Every  year  we  have  been  trying  to  improve  our  roadsides,  but 
some  will  still  throw  litter  there  instead  of  going  to  the  dump 
with  it.  We  have  kept  the  corners  and  curves  mowed  and  the  bad 
places  clear  of  brush  and  weeds.  The  poison  ivy  has  been  sprayed 
both  on  and  off  the  roadsides. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  helping  us  in  our 
work  during  the  past  year.

The  trustees  of  the  North  Scituate  Library  Association  submit 
the  1957  annual  report  of  the  Peirce  Memorial  Library. 

The  addition  of  a  new  wing  to  the  physical  plant  of  the 
Library  was  an  outstanding  achievement.  The  room  comprising 
some  four  hundred  square  feet  of  floor  area  and  containing  three 
hundred  feet  of  additional  shelfing  for  books  contains  also  a  glass 
enclosed  office  for  the  Librarian.  The  subdued  lighting,  the  soft 
contrasting  tones  of  the  stained  walls,  and  the  simplicity  of  early 
American  chairs  give  to  this  room  a  charm  all  its  own.  Too  much

We  extend  our  appreciation  to:  the  Scituate  Garden  Club, 
whose  members  kept  the  Library  supplied  with  beautiful  flowers 
through  the  long  dry  summer;  to  Dorothy  (Mrs.  Duke)  Rowat, 
Madeline  Ellis  and  Anna  (Mrs.  Kilborn)  Merritt  for  their  lovely 
and  timely  floral  arrangements;  the  Brownie  Scouts  and  the  Summer 
Bible  School  of  the  First  Trinitarian  Congregational  Church  for 
their  interesting  and  informative  exhibits;  and  to  the  Mariner  Girl 
Scouts,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Lional  Paradis,  for  conducting 
Saturday  morning  story  hours  and  illustrating  them  by  colorful 
posters. 

Circulation  of  books  was  30,071  and  of  magazines  2,750.

ALLEN  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY

Gentlemen: 

The  Allen  Memorial  library  wishes  to  thank  all  those  who 
have  donated  books  in  the  past  year  and  all  those  who  have  helped 
in  many  other  ways.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  the  PM  division 
of  the  Woman’s  Club  for  their  volunteer  assistance  and  to  the 
League  of  Women  Voters  for  the  survey  of  libraries  conducted  by 
their  members.  Their  recommendations  have  been  most  beneficial. 

For  public  information  we  wish  to  repeat  the  library  hours. 
The  library  is  open  week-days  from  2  P.M.  to  8:30  P.M.  and  on 
Saturdays  from  10  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  Circulation  for  the  year  1957 
rose  to  67,337  books  and  periodicals.  This  was  a  twenty  percent 
increase  over  the  previous  year  and  the  largest  increase  in  any  one 
year  for  the  past  eight  years. 

Two  years  ago  we  installed  a  charging  machine  which  greatly 
facilitates  the  handling  of  books.  Since  that  time  2119  adults  and 
children  have  registered  at  the  library.  The  popularity  of  the 
library  with  our  summer  population  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
396  persons  registered  during  the  summer  of  1957.  This  was  an 
appreciable  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

During  1957,  1609  new  books  were  acquired  by  the  library 
either  through  purchase  or  donation.  At  present  there  are  12,000 
volumes  in  the  library.  Membership  in  the  Allen  Memorial  Library 
Association  is  open  to  all  and  may  be  obtained  by  paying  annual 
dues  of  one  dollar  at  the  desk.  We  have  a  few  members  from  out 
of  town  who  pay  $1.50  a  year  for  the  privilege  of  selecting  books 
for  home  reading.  These  patrons  come  from  Hull,  Norwell,  and 
Marshfield.

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 

By  Robert  B.  Ewing,  County  Agent-Manager 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Mass. 

Dear  Sirs: 

The  following  report  from  the  Plymouth  County  Agent-Man¬ 
ager  has  been  written  for  incorporation  in  the  town  reports  in  the 
various  towns  in  the  county.  It  explains  in  some  detail  the  purposes 
of  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service,  and  lists  some  of  the 
services  that  are  offered,  at  no  charge,  to  the  residents  of  Scituate, 
and  other  towns  in  the  county. 

The  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service  (Trustees,  Plymouth 
County  Aid  to  Agriculture),  is  located  in  the  Court  House,  Brock¬ 
ton.  In  cooperation  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  it  provides  information 
to  Plymouth  County  citizens  dealing  with  the  Home,  4-H  Club 
Work  and  Agriculture. 

Increased  requests  for  information  about  the  Home  and  Home 
Grounds  have  come  from  the  folks  who  moved  into  Plymouth 
County  towns  from  the  city.  This  information  has  been  provided 
through  meetings,  news  releases,  radio,  special  activities,  telephone, 
letters,  etc. 

Citizens  of  this  town  should  realize  that  this  is  a  service  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  County,  State,  and  Federal  governments  and  large 
numbers  of  people  are  availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to 
secure  helpful  information  concerning  the  Home,  Home  Grounds, 
4-H  Club  Work,  and  Agriculture.  Requests  for  such  information 
should  be  directed  to  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service, 
Court  House,  Brockton,  Mass. 

Funds  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture  are  derived  principally 
from  the  County.  Some  Federal  funds  are  also  made  available 
through  the  University  of  Massachusetts.  Most  towns  in  Plymouth 
County  make  a  token  appropriation  which  is  used  for  the  general 
expenditures  of  the  Plymouth  County  Extension  Service.  Town 
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Directors  are  appointed  in  those  towns  where  an  appropriation  is 
made.  These  Town  Directors  are  unpaid  volunteer  leaders  who 
serve  as  the  Extension  Service  representatives  in  their  respective 
town. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Plymouth  County 
Commissioners  administers  the  Extension  Service  program  and  is 
composed  of  the  following  members:

FIRE  DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 

The  Fire  Department  was  called  to  588  emergencies  during 
the  year  1957.  There  were  39  bell  alarms,  the  remainder  being 
handled  as  still  alarms  by  the  permanent  personnel.  The  First  Aid 
truck  answered  131  calls.  The  property  loss  was  very  small,  as 
compared  to  the  value  of  those  properties  involved. 

The  apparatus,  equipment,  and  hose  are  in  good  condition 
and,  with  normal  replacement  of  hose,  should  serve  the  department 
efficiently  during  the  present  year. 

The  several  fire  stations  are  in  good  repair,  excepting  only 
Station  No.  3  (North  Scituate).  An  article  to  be  presented  by  the 
Town  Buildings  Committee  at  the  annual  town  meeting  proposes 
the  erection  of  a  new  station. 

Deputy  Chief  Howard  H.  Cole,  who  retired  July  9,  1956, 
passed  away  November  30,  1957.  A  member  of  this  department 
for  thirty-one  years,  Chief  Cole  was  responsible,  in  great  part,  for 
the  development  of  the  department  to  its  present  efficiency.  The 
men  of  the  department  and  the  people  of  the  town  will  long  and 
affectionately  remember  him. 

The  men  of  the  department,  and  I,  express  here  our  thanks  to 
the  fellow  townspeople  and  the  heads  and  personnel  of  the  various 
other  departments  for  the  kindnesses  and  helpfulness  extended  to 
us  during  the  past  year.

Gentlemen: 

During  1957  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  received  and  heard 
30  applications  for  zoning  variances  from  petitioners  because  they 
did  not  come  within  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws.  Fees 
totaling  $490  were  received  from  these  applicants. 

Six  public  hearings  were  held  and  following  decisions  rendered: 
18  variances  were  granted  (some  with  restrictions) 

10  variances  were  denied 

1  application  was  not  acted  upon  because  the  petitioner 
failed  to  appear 

1  application  is  pending,  awaiting  further  information  re¬ 
quested  of  the  petitioner 

Copies  of  all  decisions  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk. 

In  addition  to  these  30  applications  the  Board  held  prelimi¬ 
nary  hearings  before  the  regular  hearings,  interpreting  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  to  persons  interested  in  obtaining  information  on  Zoning 
By-Laws  from  the  Board. 

In  all  cases  before  a  decision  was  made  the  Board  viewed  the 
premises.  There  have  been  no  legal  appeals  from  decisions  of  the 
Board  during  the  year  1957. 

The  Board  also  participated  in  the  Regional  Conference  of 
Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards  held  at  New  Bedford. 

The  fees  received  were  sufficient  to  pay  all  costs  of  the  Board, 
such  as  advertising,  mailing,  reproduction,  conferences  and  secre¬ 
tarial,  the  total  income  being  $490  and  expenses  $453.12.

The  work  of  the  Town  Counsel  during  the  past  year  has  been 
principally  in  the  field  of  “preventive  law”,  that  is,  counselling  the 
Selectmen  and  other  officials  prior  to  their  taking  action,  and  at¬ 
tempting  to  insure  that  the  proper  procedures  were  followed  to 
make  the  action  valid.  In  addition  there  were  several  tax  appeals 
settled,  land  transfers  pursuant  to  votes  of  the  1957  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  and  two  major  takings  of  land.  All  the  active  litigation  con¬ 
cerned  damages  for  the  taking  of  land  by  eminent  domain.  This 
type  of  case  appears  destined  to  constitute  the  major  work  of  the 
immediate  future,  with  the  many  public  works  projected.  These 
cases  may  take  as  long  as  two  weeks  to  try,  and  of  course  many 
weeks  to  prepare  for  trial.  Cases  pending  during  the  past  year  are 
as  follows:

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  SCITUATE  AND  OTHER 
ENACTMENTS  OF  GENERAL  APPLICATION 


Note:  —  The  Building  Laws  and  the  Zoning  Laws  of  the  Town 
have  been  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and  are  therefore  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  this  compilation.  Copies  thereof  may  be  obtained  from 
the  office  of  the  Building  Commissioner. 

So  far  as  practicable  the  form  and  order  of  the  next  previous 
compilation  has  been  preserved. 


General  Conduct  of  Town  Affairs 

Section  1.  The  financial  year  shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of 
January  and  end  with  the  thirty-first  day  of  December. 

Section  2.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday 
in  March. 

Section  3.  Town  meetings  shall  be  notified  by  posting  an  at¬ 
tested  copy  of  the  warrant,  calling  the  same,  in  the  Post  Offices,  at 
the  Town  House,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  appointed  for 
said  meeting,  and  by  publication  in  a  newspaper,  if  any  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Town. 

Section  4.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen, 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  all  other  Town  officers,  and  all  standing 
committees  shall  be  first  in  order,  after  the  choice  of  a  Moderator. 

Section  5.  All  motions  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Moderator  or  Clerk. 

Section  6.  The  number  of  voters  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  at  Town  meetings,  except  such  parts  of  Town  meetings  as 
are  devoted  exclusively  to  the  election  of  Town  officers,  shall  be  two 
hundred;  provided,  however,  that  a  number  less  than  two  hundred 
may  from  time  to  time  adjourn  the  same. 

Section  7.  The  annual  report  of  the  Town  Officers  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  at  least  ten  days  before  the  Town  Meeting. 

Section  8.  The  duties  of  all  Town  Officers  not  specifically  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  law  nor  by  these  rules  shall  be  determined  by  the  rules 
of  parliamentry  law  contained  in  Cushing’s  Manual  so  far  as  they 
are  adapted  to  Town  meetings.  1899,  Art.  9,  I,  1-8 
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Town  Meeting  By-Laws 

1.  If  when  a  motion  is  put  to  the  meeting  for  a  vote,  a  member 
stands  and  requests  a  secret  ballot  he  shall  be  promptly  recognized 
by  the  Moderator  and  if  on  inquiry  by  the  Moderator,  such  member 
is  joined  in  such  request  by  at  least  29  other  members  standing,  the 
Moderator  shall  automatically  order,  without  debate,  that  the  vote 
on  such  motion,  when  taken,  shall  be  by  secret  ballot. 

2.  The  Selectmen  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  service  or 
publication  of  the  Warrant  for  an  Annual  Town  Meeting,  submit 
all  Articles  to  be  inserted  therein  to  the  Advisory  Committee,  who 
shall  determine  under  the  following  headings  the  order  in  which 
said  Articles  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Warrant  by  the  Selectmen: 

1.  Elections  and  Reports 

2.  Fiscal  (operational  general) 

3.  Public  Safety  (Police,  Fire,  Health,  Water  and  Sewerage) 

4.  Education  (Schools,  Libraries) 

5.  Public  Works  (Highways,  Parks,  Waterfront) 

6.  Town  Planning  (Zoning,  Building  Codes,  etc.) 

7.  General  (By-Laws  and  Articles  not  applicable  to  specific 
categories) 

3.  All  Articles  in  the  Warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  order 
of  their  arrangement,  unless  a  two-thirds  majority  votes  otherwise. 

4.  No  vote  of  a  Town  Meeting  may  be  reconsidered  except  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  at  the  same  session  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

Streets  and  Sidewalks 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  or  Road  Commissioner  may  grant 
permits  to  any  persons  to  build  sidewalks  in  front  of  their  own  land, 
or  on  any  of  the  streets  or  ways  of  the  Town,  whenever  the  public 
safety  will  permit;  which  permit  shall  specify  the  width  and  mode  of 
constructing  the  same. 

Section  2.  Whenever  complaint  shall  be  made  to  the  Select¬ 
men  that  the  practice  of  coasting  on  any  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks 
in  the  Town  has  become  dangerous  to  the  public  safety  they  may, 
if  they  shall  judge  it  expedient,  post  up  a  notice  in  some  conspicu¬ 
ous  place,  on  the  side  or  corner  of  such  streets,  forbidding  all  per¬ 
sons  to  coast  upon  the  same;  and  if  any  person  shall  be  found 
coasting  upon  the  same  after  the  posting  of  such  notice  he  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  five  dollars 
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for  every  offense,  to  be  recovered  of  the  offender,  his  parents  or 
guardian. 

Section  3.  Xo  person  shall  wheel,  drive  or  draw  any  handcart, 
bicylcle,  handsled  or  any  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure,  baby 
carriages  excepted,  nor  permit  any  horse  or  other  beast  to  go  upon 
anv  sidewalk,  nor  to  encumber  die  same  with  anv  boxes,  barrels  or 
anv  articles  whatever  to  interfere  with  die  convenient  use  of  the 
same. 

Section  4.  Every  owner  or  occupant  of  premises  in  die  Town 
shall  keep  the  same  free  from  all  nuisances  and  sources  of  filth  injuri¬ 
ous  to  the  public  health  and  safetv;  and  any  nuisance,  source  of  filth 
of  cause  of  sickness  found  on  private  property  must  be  removed 
upon  notice  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  within  such  time  as  it  may 
designate.  If  upon  notice  from  this  board  any  premises  are  not  put 
in  proper  sanitarv  condition,  the  same  shall  be  vacated  upon  the 
order  of  the  Board. 

Section  5.  XT  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any 
public  or  private  way  of  the  Town  die  contents  of  any  sink,  cesspool 
or  privy,  nor  place  any  dead  animal,  or  dead  animal  or  vegetable 
substance,  rubbish  or  garbage  in  the  same,  except  for  the  purpose 
of  immediate  removal  therefrom,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  6.  The  words  “public  or  private  way”  in  the  forego¬ 
ing  section  shall  be  understood  to  include  alleys,  lanes,  yards, 
beaches,  or  any  other  place  where  the  presence  of  such  refuse  shall 
dve  offense  to  neighbors. 

Section  7.  One  or  more  persons  standing  on  any  sidewalk  or 
crosswalk,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  for  foot 
passengers,  who  shall  not  disperse  immediately  when  ordered  by 
anv  of  the  Selectmen,  police  officers  or  constable  of  the  Town,  shall 
severally  forfeit  and  pav  a  fine  of  three  dollars  for  anv  violation  of 
this  By-Law.  1  1899,  Art.  9,  II,  1-7 

Section  8.  Xo  person  shall  use  anv  of  the  bridges  within  the 
Town  for  the  purpose  of  diving,  nor  shall  any  person  swim  in  the 
waters  or  channels  in  the  vicinity  of  such  bridges.  This  By-Law  to 
apply  more  specifically  to  the  Edward  Foster  Road  Bridge  and  the 
Humarock  Bridge  spanning  the  South  River. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  S20.00  for  each  such  offense. 

1957,  Article  45 
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Section  9.  No  person  shall  allow  any  dog  owned  by  him,  or 
under  his  custody  or  control,  to  be  on  any  beach  in  the  Town 
during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September,  except  on 
a  leash  not  exceeding  seven  feet  in  length.  Any  violation  of  this 
section  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars 
for  each  offense.  1950,  Article  49 

1952,  Article  46 


Traffic  and  Highways 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  shall  make  some  suitable  regulations 
for  the  occupancy  of  the  highways  and  streets  of  the  Town  for  park¬ 
ing  of  carriages,  automobiles  or  other  vehicles  as  shall  provide  for 
the  public  safety  and  convenience. 

Section  2.  The  Selectmen  may  make  and  rescind  from  time  to 
time  as  occasion  in  their  judgment  may  require,  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  governing  all  traffic  upon  the  highways  of  the  Town  as  well  as 
the  parking  of  automobiles  and  other  vehicles  thereon.  Violation 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  so  made  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  in  excess  of  S20  for  each  offense. 

Section  3.  Persons  parking  vehicles  in  Town-owned  parking 
spaces  must  do  so  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  or  hereafter  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  other 
Board  having  charge  of  said  parking  space. 

Section  4.  Said  Board  may  require  the  use  of  stickers  desig¬ 
nating  the  holder  as  a  person  duly  authorized  to  use  said  parking 
space. 

Section  5.  The  Parking  of  vehicles  in  private  parking  spaces 
reserved  for  guests  or  customers  of  the  owner  or  tenant  shall  also 
be  subject  to  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 

Section  6.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  provision  of 
these  by-laws  or  rules  and  regulations  passed  thereunder  for  the 
parking  of  vehicles  in  public  or  private  parking  spaces  or  violating 
any  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  governing  the 
parking  and  use  of  vehicles  upon  public  ways  in  the  Town  shall  be 
subject  to  forfeiture  of  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  dollars.

1947,  Article  46 
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Billboards 

Section  1.  No  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall 
erect,  display  or  maintain  a  billboard,  sign  or  other  outdoor  ad¬ 
vertising  device,  except  those  exempted  by  Sections  30  and  32  of 
Chapter  93  of  the  General  Laws, 

(a)  Within  fifty  (50)  feet  of  any  public  way; 

(b)  Within  three  hundred  (300)  feet  of  any  public  park,  play¬ 
ground  or  other  public  grounds,  if  within  view  of  any 
portion  of  the  same; 

(c)  Nearer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  to  any  other  such  billboard,  sign 
or  other  advertising  device,  unless  said  billboards,  signs  or 
other  advertising  devices  are  place  back  to  back; 

(d)  On  any  location  at  the  corner  of  any  public  ways  and  within 
a  radius  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  from  the  point 
where  the  center  lines  of  such  ways  intersect; 

(e)  Nearer  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  any  public  way,  if 
within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same,  if  such  billboard, 
sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall  exceed  a  length  of 
eight  (8)  feet  or  a  height  of  four  (4)  feet; 

(f)  Nearer  than  three  hundred  (300)  feet  to  any  public  way, 
if  within  view  of  any  portion  of  the  same,  if  such  billboard, 
sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall  exceed  a  length  of 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  or  a  height  of  twelve  (12)  feet; 

(g)  In  any  event  if  such  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising 
device  shall  exceed  a  length  of  fifty  (50)  feet  or  a  height  of 
twelve  (12)  feet;  except  that  the  Selectmen  may  permit  the 
erection  of  billboards,  signs  or  other  advertising  devices 
which  do  not  exceed  forty  (40)  feet  in  length  and  fifteen 
(15)  feet  in  height  if  not  nearer  than  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  to  the  boundary  line  of  any  public  way; 

(h)  No  billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising  device  shall  be 
erected,  displayed  or  maintained  in  any  block  in  which 
one-half  of  the  buildings  on  both  sides  of  the  street  are 
used  exclusively  for  residential  purposes;  except  that  this 
provision  shall  not  apply  if  the  written  consent  of  the 
owners  of  a  majority  of  the  frontage  on  both  sides  of  the 
street  in  such  block  is  first  obtained  and  is  filed  with  the 
Division  of  Highways  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
together  with  the  application  for  a  Permit  for  such  bill¬ 
board,  sign  or  other  advertising  device; 
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(i)  No  bilboard,  signs  or  other  advertising  device  shall  be 
erected,  displayed  or  maintained  until  a  Permit  therefor 
has  been  issued  by  the  Division  of  Highways  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  pursuant  to  the  following  provi¬ 
sions:  Upon  receipt  from  said  Division  of  a  notice  that 
application  for  a  Permit  to  erect,  display  or  maintain  a 
billboard,  sign  or  other  advertising  device  within  the  limits 
of  Scituate  has  been  received  by  it,  the  Selectmen  shall 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  said  application,  notice  thereof 
having  been  posted  in  three  public  places  in  said  Town  at 
least  one  week  before  the  date  of  such  hearing.  A  written 
statement  as  to  the  results  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Division,  containing,  in  the  event  of  a  disapproval  of  such 
application,  the  reasons  therefor,  within  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  notice  to  the  Town  that  an  application  for 
such  a  Permit  has  been  made.  The  provision  of  (a),  (c), 
(d),  (e),  (f),  and  (g)  shall  not  apply  to  districts  which  the 
Selectmen  may  determine  are  of  a  business  character. 

Section  2.  This  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  signs  or  other  de¬ 
vices  which  advertise  or  indicate  either  the  person  occupying  the 
premises  in  question  or  the  business  transacted  thereon,  or  adver¬ 
tise  the  property  itself  or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to  let;  and 
provided  further  that  this  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  billboards, 
signs  or  other  advertising  devices  legally  maintained  at  the  time  of 
its  approval  by  the  Attorney-General,  until  one  year  from  the  first 
day  of  July  following  such  approval. 

Section  3.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  By- 
Law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  (SI 00),  and  whoever,  after  conviction  for  such  violation,  un¬ 
lawfully  maintains  such  billboard,  sign  or  other  outdoor  advertising 
device  for  twenty  (20)  days  thereafter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Section  4.  If  any  provision  of  this  By-Law  is  declared  uncon¬ 
stitutional  or  illegal  by  final  judgment,  order  or  decree  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  validity  of  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  not  be  affected  thereby.

Posters  and  Handbills 

Section  1.  Whoever  posts,  affixes  or  in  any  way  attaches  any 
poster,  handbill,  notice,  advertisement  or  placard  to  or  upon  any 
wall,  fence,  building  or  structure,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each 
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offense  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollers.  1899,  Art.  9,  III,  1 

Section  2.  Whoever  paints,  draws  or  stamps  any  letter,  notice, 
figure,  advertisement  or  marks  upon  any  wall,  fence,  post,  tree, 
building  or  structure  not  his  own,  without  the  permission  of  the 
owner  thereof,  or  without  said  permission,  mars,  defaces  or  dis¬ 
figures  in  any  way,  such  wall,  fence,  post,  tree,  buildings  or  struc¬ 
ture,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars.  1899,  Art.  9,  III,  2 

Loitering 

Section  1.  Any  person  or  persons  loitering  about,  or  persons 
congregating  on  a  public  way  or  sidewalk,  or  other  public  place, 
who  shall  not  immediately  desist  from  said  loitering  about  or  dis¬ 
perse  when  ordered  or  requested  so  to  do  by  any  constable  or  police 
officer  of  the  Town,  and  any  person  or  persons  congregating  or 
loitering  about  in  any  schoolhouse  yard,  or  out-buildings,  not  being 
a  member  of  the  public  schools,  who  shall  not  immediately  disperse 
and  leave  the  premises  when  ordered  or  requested  to  by  any  school 
official,  constable  or  police  officer  of  the  Town,  shall  severally  for¬ 
feit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  over  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Bathing  Costumes 

Section  1.  No  person  in  a  nude  state  shall  bathe  or  swim  in 
any  public  or  exposed  place  in  the  Town.  1899,  Art.  9,  III,  4 

No  person  shall  loiter  or  walk  upon  a  sidewalk  or  roadway  in 
a  bathing  costume,  unless  wearing  a  closed  covering;  nor  remove 
any  part  of  their  bathing  costume  on  any  beach,  or  disrobe  for 
bathing  in  a  public  sanitary  or  within  public  view. 

No  person  shall  dress  or  undress  in  a  vehicle  on  any  street, 
sidewalk,  driveway  or  public  beach. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense.

Purchase  and  Sale  of  Junk,  Old  Metals,  and 
Second  Hand  Articles 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  a  dealer  in,  or  the  keeper  of  a 
shop  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second 
hand  articles,  unless  he  receives  a  license  therefor  from  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 
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Section  2.  Every  keeper  of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale  or 
barter  of  junk,  old  metals  or  second  hand  articles,  shall  keep  a  book 
in  which  shall  be  written  at  the  time  of  every  purchase  of  any  such 
article,  a  description  thereof,  and  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of 
the  person  from  whom,  and  the  day  and  hour  when,  such  purchase 
was  made;  and  such  book  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  either  (sic)  of  the  Selectmen,  and  of  any  person  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  make  such  inspection. 

Section  3.  Every  keeper  of  a  shop  such  as  described  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  section,  shall  set  in  a  suitable  and  conspicuous  place  in  his 
shop,  a  sign  having  his  name  and  occupation  legibly  described 
thereon  in  large  letters,  and  all  articles  of  merchandise  therein 
contained  may  be  at  all  times  examined  by  the  Selectmen  or  by 
any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such  examination. 

Section  4.  No  article  purchased  or  received  by  the  keeper  of 
such  a  shop  shall  be  sold  until  a  period  of  at  least  a  week  has 
elapsed  since  the  date  of  its  purchase  or  receipt. 

Section  5.  No  dealer  in  or  keeper  of  a  shop  for  the  purchase, 
sale  and  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second  hand  articles,  shall 
directly  or  indirectly,  either  purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or 
exchange  any  article  of  merchandise  of  a  minor  apprentice,  knowing 
or  having  reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such. 

Section  6.  Every  keeper  of  a  shop  under  a  license  granted  in 
accordance  with  Section  1  of  this  chapter,  shall  close  said  shop  at 
six  o’clock  P.M.,  to  remain  closed  until  six  o’clock  A.M.  the  follow- 
day,  and  no  keeper  thereof  shall  purchase  any  of  the  articles  afore¬ 
said  during  such  hours. 

Section  7.  All  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  incor¬ 
porated  in  every  license  granted  as  aforesaid.  March  5,  1906

Advisory  Committee 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  an  Advisory  Committee 
for  the  Town  which  shall  perform  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  follow- 
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ing  section  of  this  article  and  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws.  Said  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  citizens  of  the 
Town,  which  committee  shall  be  appointed  as  provided  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  section,  and  no  person  holding  an  elective  or  appointive 
town  office  or  receiving  a  salary  from  the  said  Town  shall  be  eligible 
to  serve  on  said  committee. 

Section  2.  Immediately  upon  taking  effect  of  this  by-law  the 
Moderator  shall  appoint  from  the  citizens  of  the  Town  three  mem¬ 
bers  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  dissolution  of  the 
annual  town  meeting  of  1943,  three  members  whose  term  of  office 
shall  expire  at  the  dissolution  of  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1942, 
three  members  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  dissolution 
of  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1941;  and  at  each  annual  meeting 
thereafter  the  Moderator  thereof  shall  fill  vacancies  occurring  in 
this  office.  Said  committee  shall  choose  its  own  officers  and  serve 
without  pay.  Said  committee  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  true  record 
of  its  proceedings  and  annually  file  a  copy  in  the  office  of  the 
Town  Clerk. 

Section  3.  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  articles  in 
any  warrant  for  town  meeting  hereafter  issued.  The  Selectmen, 
after  drawing  any  warrant  for  a  town  meeting,  shall  transmit  imme¬ 
diately  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Advisory  Committee,  and  said  com¬ 
mittee  shall  consider  all  articles  therein  and  shall  report  thereon  in 
print  or  otherwise,  to  the  town  meeting  such  recommendations  as 
it  deems  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.  Upon  written 
request  a  reasonable  time  in  advance  the  Advisory  Committee  shall 
grant  a  hearing  to  the  petitioners  for  any  articles,  before  making 
recommendations. 

Section  4.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  require  the  Select¬ 
men  and  other  Town  officers,  under  whose  direction,  appropriations 
of  money  are  expended,  to  submit  to  them,  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  annual  town  meeting,  an  estimate  of  the  appropriations 
necessary  to  be  made  for  their  various  departments,  and  to  come 
before  them  for  consultation  regarding  the  same,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  said  committee  shall  determine.  A  public  hearing  may  be 
held  upon  all  articles  due  notice  of  which  is  to  be  given  to  the  citi¬ 
zens.  The  Advisory  Committee  shall  state  the  amounts  which  in 
its  opinion  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall 
add  thereto  such  explanations  and  suggestions  in  relation  to  the 
proposed  appropriations  as  it  deems  expedient  and  report  thereon 
as  provided  in  section  three. 
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Section  5.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  com¬ 
mittee  by  any  cause,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Moderator. 
Five  members  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  and  if  any  member  is  absent  from  five  con¬ 
secutive  meetings  of  said  Committee,  except  in  cases  of  illness,  said 
Committee  may  consider  his  position  vacant  and  report  such  vacancy 
to  the  Moderator  who  shall  proceed  to  fill  the  same.  The  term  of 
office  of  any  person  appointed  as  aforesaid  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  whom  he  succeeds. 

Section  6.  The  Advisory  Board  heretofore  established  by  vote 
of  the  Town  is  discharged  upon  qualification  of  the  new  Committee 
hereby  established.

Sale  of  Real  Estate 

Section  1 .  The  Selectmen  are  authorized  to  sell  after  first 
giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  by  publication  one  or 
more  times  at  least  one  week  before  the  sale  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  County  of  Plymouth  and  by  posting  in  four  public 
places  in  the  Town  fourteen  days  at  least  before  the  sale,  property 
taken  by  the  Town  under  tax  title  procedure  provided  that  the 
Selectmen  or  whomsoever  they  may  authorize  to  hold  such  public 
auction  may  reject  any  bid  which  they  deem  inadequate.

Sale  of  Obsolete  Articles 

The  Department  Heads  of  the  Town,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  right  to  sell  Town  owned  useless 
or  obsolete  articles  of  personal  property  after  the  same  has  been 
appraised  by  a  competent  person,  at  a  price  no  lower  than  the 
value  established  by  such  approisal.

Classification  and  Salary  Plan 

(Particular  Schedules  Omitted) 

PART  I  — general 


Section  1.  TITLE. 

The  Classification  of  Positions  and  Pay  Schedules  appended 
hereto  and  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  the  Classification 
and  Salary  Plan  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Plan)  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  salaries  and  wages  to  the  employees  of  the  Town  of  Scituate 
coverd  by  the  Plan. 

Section  2.  COVERAGE. 

The  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  apply  to  all  positions  in 
the  employ  of  the  Town,  except  (1)  those  filled  by  general  election, 
(2)  those  under  the  control  of  the  School  Committee,  (3)  part  time 
professional  services  which  are  more  appropriately  contracted  for 
on  either  a  fee  or  a  contractural  basis,  (4)  part  time  or  intermittent 
official,  executive,  or  other  services  for  which  the  compensation  paid, 
if  any,  represents  an  honorarium  rather  than  actual  pay  for  serv¬ 
ices  rendered,  or  work  performed.  Nothing  herein,  however,  shall 
bar  reference  to  the  Plan  for  assistance  in  determining  the  compen¬ 
sation  of  emplovees  not  covered  by  the  Plan. 

Section  3.  TITLES  OF  POSITIONS. 

Lhe  title  of  each  classification  shall  be  the  official  title  for  all 
purposes  having  to  do  with  the  position  as  such,  and  shall  be  used 
to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates,  and 
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official  records  and  reports,  and  in  every  connection  involving  per¬ 
sonnel  and  fiscal  processes,  but  any  abbreviation  or  code  symbol 
approved  by  the  Personnel  Board  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  title 
to  designate  the  classification  in  any  such  connection. 

(a)  Position  titles  shall  be  interpreted  as  descriptive  only  and 
not  restrictive.  They  shall  be  construed  solely  as  a  means  of  dis¬ 
tinguishing  one  position  from  another  and  not  as  prescribing  what 
the  duties  or  responsibilities  of  any  position  shall  be,  or,  as  modi¬ 
fying,  or  in  any  way  affecting,  the  power  of  any  administrative 
authority,  as  otherwise  existing,  to  appoint,  to  assign  duties  to,  or 
to  direct  and  control  the  work  of,  any  employee  under  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  such  authority. 

Section  4.  RECORDS. 

The  Town  Accountant  shall  keep  such  records  of  all  employees 
of  the  Town,  including  the  name,  age,  date  of  employment,  classi¬ 
fication,  department  in  which  employed,  and  other  information  as 
the  Personnel  Board  shall  deem  necessary.  Department  Heads  shall 
furnish  such  information  as  shall  be  requested  for  this  purpose. 

Section  5.  CONFLICTING  BY-LAWS. 

All  By-Laws  or  parts  of  By-Laws  in  conflict  with  this  By-Law 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  INVALIDITY. 

If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase,  or  figure  of 
this  By-Law  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid, 
such  decision  and  invalidity  or  voidance  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  By-Law.  The  Town  Meeting 
hereby  declares,  that  it  would  have  passed  this  By-Law  and  each 
section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase,  or  figure  thereof  even 
if  it  had  known  that  any  one  or  more  sections,  subsections,  sentences, 
clauses,  phrases,  or  figures  shall  be  declared  unconstitutional  or  void. 

Section  7.  BUDGETS. 

Each  Department  Head  shall  include  in  the  departmental 
budget  a  Pay  Adjustment  Section,  to  provide  funds  for  anticipated 
pay  adjustments  during  the  year,  expenditures  to  be  made  there¬ 
from  only  in  accordance  with  the  Salary  Plan  with  the  approval  of 
the  Personnel  Board. 

Section  8.  CIVIL  SERVICE. 

Nothing  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with 
Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws. 
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Section  9.  EFFECTIVE  DATE. 

Except  as  otherwise  specified  herein,  this  By-Law  shall  take 
effect  January  1,  1956. 

Section  10.  AMENDMENT. 

This  By-Law  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  any 
regular  or  special  Town  Meeting. 


PART  II  — PERSONNEL  BOARD 

Section  11.  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD. 

There  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board  serving  without  compensa¬ 
tion  consisting  of  five  (5)  persons  responsible  for  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  maintenance  of  the  Classification  and  Pay  Plan.  The 
membership  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  be  as  follows:  five  (5) 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  two  (2)  to  serve  for 
one  year,  two  (2)  to  serve  for  two  (2)  years,  and  one  (1)  to  serve 
for  three  (3)  years;  at  the  expiration  of  each  term  of  office,  appoint¬ 
ments  thereafter  shall  be  for  a  three  (3)  year  term.  In  the  event  of 
a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  Personnel  Board,  the 
position  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  original  method 
of  selection  and  for  the  remainder  of  such  unexpired  term  of  office. 
The  members  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  not  be  employees  or 
elected  officials  of  the  Town.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  chairman 
from  its  membership  who  shall  have  the  power  to  call  meetings 
and  who  shall  preside  over  such  meetings.  Any  three  (3)  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  transaction  of  business.  A  majority 
vote  of  such  a  board  shall  prevail  unless  there  be  a  bare  quorum,  in 
which  event  there  must  be  a  unanimous  vote.  The  initial  Board 
shall  be  appointed  within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  the  adoption  of  this 
By-I  ,aw.  Each  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  April  1st,  except  that 
an  incumbent  shall  continue  to  serve  until  his  successor  is  appointed. 
Section  12.  DUTIES  OF  PERSONNEL  BOARD. 

(a)  Administration.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  administer 
the  Plan,  establishing  only  such  policies,  procedures  and  regidations 
as  may  be  consistent  with  the  administration  of  the  Plan. 

(b)  Job  Descriptions.  The  Board  shall  maintain  written  de¬ 
scriptions  of  the  jobs  or  positions  in  the  Plan  describing  the  essential 
characteristics,  requirements  and  general  duties.  The  descriptions 
shall  not  be  interpreted  as  complete  or  limiting  definitions  and 
employees  shall  continue  to  perform  any  duties  assigned  by  their 
Superiors. 
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(c)  Salaiy  arid  Wage  Review.  The  Board  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  not  to  exceed  three  years,  review  the  wage  and  salary  sched¬ 
ules  and  the  duties  of  all  positions  subject  to  the  Plan.  It  shall  keep 
informed  as  to  pay  rates  and  policies  outside  the  service  of  the 
Town,  and  be  in  a  position  to  recommend  to  the  Town  any  action 
deemed  desirable  to  maintain  a  fair  and  equitable  pay  level. 

(d)  Job  Review.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  review  the  work 
of  all  emplovees  subject  to  the  Plan  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
three  years.  The  Board  upon  presentation  of  substantiating  data, 
may  add  a  new  position,  tentatively,  to  the  classification  schedule, 
or  reclassify  an  existing  position  to  a  different  group,  subject  to  the 
subsequent  ratification  of  its  action  by  formal  amendment  of  this 
By-Law  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  Town  Meeting. 

(e)  Reports.  The  Personnel  Board  shall,  when  deemed  neces- 
sarv,  in  advance  of  each  annual  Town  Meeting  at  which  recommen¬ 
dations  of  the  Board  will  be  considered,  prepare  a  printed  report 
for  the  information  of  Town  Meeting  and  town  employees.  The 
Personnel  Board  shall  make  an  annual  report  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  or  before  januarv  15  of  each  year. 


PART  III  —  SALARY  PLAN 

Section  13.  GENERAL. 

(a)  All  present  employees  in  the  Classification  Plan  who  are 
rendering  satisfactory  service  in  the  opinion  of  their  Department 
Head  shall  be  compensated  according  to  the  official  Pay  Plan. 

(b)  No  pay  shall  be  reduced  as  a  result  of  the  installation  of 
this  Plan.  Any  existing  rates  above  the  maximum  shall  become 
Personal  Rates  and  apply  to  the  present  incumbent.  Such  rates  are 
not  subject  to  automatic  changes  until  such  time  as  these  rates  con¬ 
form  to  the  Pay  Plan  or  until  such  time  as  the  position  is  vacated. 
When  the  incumbent  leaves  the  employ  of  the  Town,  or  is  trans¬ 
ferred  to  another  job,  the  rate  shall  disappear.  No  other  employee 
assigned  to,  or  hired,  for  the  job  shall  advance  beyond  the  maxi¬ 
mum  of  the  job. 

(c)  Employees  in  the  continuous  full-time  service  of  the  Town, 
•who  have  a  satisfactory  performance  record,  shall  be  eligible  for  an 
advance  of  one  step-rate  per  year  (the  year  to  be  counted  from  the 
date  of  the  latest  increase),  but  not  more,  until  the  maximum  for 
their  job  is  reached,  subject  to  the  approval  of  their  Department 
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Head  and  the  Personnel  Board.  Any  employee  denied  such  an 
increase  has  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Personnel  Board,  which  will 
confer  with  both  the  employee  and  the  Department  Head.  All  ad¬ 
justments  shall  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  Personnel  Board. 

(d)  Progressions  through  the  rate  ranges  are  not  mandatory 
and  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  merit  and  ability  on  recommendation 
of  the  Department  Head. 

(e)  When  an  employee  is  promoted  to  a  higher  rated  job,  he 
shall  enter  at  the  minimum  of  the  job  rate  range  or  at  his  own  rate, 
whichever  is  the  higher.  He  may  also  receive  a  one  step-rate  increase 
at  the  time,  if  the  Department  Head  feels  that  qualifications  and 
performance  warrant  it,  and  the  Personnel  Board  approves. 

(f)  T  he  Personnel  Board  shall  be  notified  of  all  requisitions 
for  persons  to  fill  positions  or  perform  duties  subject  to  the  Classi¬ 
fication  Plan  and  shall  advise  upon  the  appropriate  classification  to 
which  such  persons  shall  be  assigned. 

(g)  The  hiring  rate  shall  be  the  minimum  of  the  rate  range 
of  the  job  for  which  the  new  employee  is  hired,  unless  otherwise 
authorized  by  the  Personnel  Board.  The  first  six  months  of  employ¬ 
ment  shall  be  a  probationary  period,  at  the  end  of  which  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Head  may  decide  whether  his  performance  warrants  con¬ 
tinued  e  m  p  1  oy  men  t . 

(h)  The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  establish  the 
salary  schedule  which  shall  be  paid  in  a  new  position  title  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town. 

(i)  The  official  Pay  Plan,  when  established  by  the  vote  of  the 
Town,  shall  consist  of: 

1.  Minimium  and  maximum  salaries  to  be  paid  for  each  posi¬ 
tion  included  in  the  Classification  Plan,  and 

2.  Designated  step-rate  increases  for  such  salary  ranges  as  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  be  established  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

Section  14.  VACATIONS. 

To  establish  a  uniform  vacation  policy  throughout  the  Town, 
the  following  annual  vacations  with  pay  will  be  granted  after  the 
following  periods  of  full-time  continuous  employment:  1  week 
after  fi  months;  2  weeks  after  1  year;  .3  weeks  after  10  years;  and  4 
weeks  after  20  years. 
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In  the  case  of  nurses  and  the  Library  staff,  the  Personnel  Board 
may  establish  a  vacation  program  in  accordance  with  the  general 
custom  of  such  professional  groups.  Details  of  vacation  practices 
for  the  several  departments  shall  be  worked  out  under  the  direction 
of  the  Personnel  Board. 

Vacations  with  pay  shall  not  be  granted  to  temporary  em¬ 
ployees.  Vacations  shall  not  be  cumulative  from  year  to  year.  No 
additional  vacation  shall  be  allowed  because  of  a  holiday  in  the 
vacation  period. 

Section  15.  PAID  HOLIDAYS. 

Regular  employees  shall  be  paid  for  each  of  the  following 
holidays  which  fall  on  or  are  observed  on  a  regularly  scheduled 
work  day: 

New  Year’s  Day 
Washington’s  Birthday 
Patriot’s  Day 
Decoration  Day 
Independence  Day 
Labor  Day 
Columbus  Day 
Thanksgiving  Day 
Veteran’s  Day 
Christmas  Day 

Regular  employees  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  other 
than  the  Chiefs  thereof  required  to  work  on  any  of  the  above  speci¬ 
fied  holidays  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  straight  time  in  addition 
to  the  regular  pay  for  that  day,  or,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Chief, 
may  be  given  equivalent  time  off. 

Section  16.  OVERTIME. 

a.  No  overtime  shall  be  paid  to  the  following,  even  though  the 
positions  may  be  referred  to  below: 

Department  Heads 
Professional  Employees 
Custodians 

Others  by  agreement  when  hired. 

b.  The  rates  paid  for  overtime  work  shall  be  one  and  one-half 
times  the  normal  rate.  Work  performed  on  a  paid  holiday  by  regu¬ 
lar  employees  (as  stated  in  Section  15)  occurring  during  the  regular 
work  week,  Monday  through  Friday,  inclusive,  shall  be  paid  for  on 
the  basis  of  straight  time  in  addition  to  the  regular  pay  for  that  day 
as  authorized  under  Section  15.

c.  Office  workers  —  Overtime  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-half 
shall  be  paid  for  all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  33  hours  in  any  one 
week  but  only  if  36  hours  or  more  of  work  during  that  week  has 
been  performed.  Overtime  work  totaling  less  than  3  hours  per  week 
will  not  be  compensated. 

d.  Police  —  Overtime  at  the  rate  of  straight  time  less  any  fees 
collected  shall  be  paid  for  all  time  worked  in  excess  of  8  hours  in 
any  one  day,  but  only  if  9  hours  or  more  of  work  during  that  day 
has  been  performed.  Overtime  work  totaling  less  than  1  hour  per 
day  will  not  be  compensated.  Work  performed  on  a  scheduled  day 
off  or  during  vacation  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  straight  time, 
less  any  fees  collected  in  addition  to  any  regular  pay  applicable  to 
that  day,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  Chief,  the  employee  may  be 
given  equivalent  time  off.  Appearances  in  court  by  police  officers 
shall  not  be  considered  as  overtime. 

e.  Fire  —  Overtime  at  the  rate  of  straight  time  shall  be  paid  for 
all  time  worked  in  excess  of  56  hours  in  any  one  week  but  only  if 
57  hours  or  more  of  work  during  that  week  has  been  performed. 
Overtime  work  totaling  less  than  1  hour  per  week  will  not  be  com¬ 
pensated.  Overtime  for  firemen  called  in  on  off  duty  hours  shall  be 
paid  at  the  rate  of  straight  time,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  Chief, 
the  employee  may  be  given  equivalent  time  off. 

f.  Other  —  if  any  employee  holding  two  or  more  paid  jobs  in 
the  service  of  the  Town  accrues  overtime,  the  Department  Head 
shall  refer  to  the  Personnel  Board  the  determination  of  the  fair 
normal  time  content  of  each  job,  and  to  the  extent  that  each  em¬ 
ployee  works  daily  or  weekly  in  excess  of  that  time,  he  shall  be  paid 
overtime  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one-half. 

g.  There  shall  be  no  pyramiding  of  overtime. 

h.  Overtime  —  definition.  To  qualify  for  payment  at  overtime 
rates,  overtime  work  must  be  performed  in  accordance  with  all  of 
the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  work  must  be  required  to  be  performed  in  addition  to 
the  regular  work  week. 

2.  The  work  must  be  of  an  emergency  nature. 

3.  The  necessity  for  the  work  cannot  be  foreseen  or  antici¬ 
pated. 

4.  The  work  cannot  be  performed  during  the  regular  work¬ 
ing  period  of  the  Department. 

Work  which  is  repetitive,  which  can  be  scheduled  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  its  performance  and  which  can  be  performed 
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during  the  regular  working  period  of  the  Department  must 
be  scheduled  so  that  it  is  performed  during  such  regular 
working  period  of  the  Department. 

Section  17.  SICK  LEAVE. 

No  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  be  granted  during  the  first  3 
months  of  employment.  After  3  months  employment  and  up  to  1 
year,  any  employee  absent  because  of  his  own  sickness  shall  be 
entitled  to  sick  leave  with  pay  for  time  absent  not  in  excess  of  6 
work  days.  After  1  year  of  employment  the  period  in  any  year  for 
which  employees  shall  be  paid  while  absent  because  of  personal 
sickness  shall  be  12  work  days,  plus  the  amount  of  any  accrued  and 
unused  sick  leave  in  previous  years,  not  in  excess  of  a  total,  how¬ 
ever,  of  90  work  days.  Loss  of  time  directly  attributable  to  injury 
incurred  while  performing  assigned  duties  shall  not  be  charged  to 
sick  leave. 

Section  18.  JURY  DUTY. 

An  employee  called  for  jury  duty  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  an 
amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  compensation  paid  for 
a  normal  working  period  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  Court,  ex¬ 
cluding  allowance  for  travel  and  this  will  be  certified  to  by  the 
Town  Accountant  upon  presentation  of  the  check  for  moneys  re¬ 
ceived  for  Jury  Duty.  1956,  Article  3

PLUMBING  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  OF  PLUMBING  and  SANITARY  AGENT 


Board  of  Health 

Town  of  Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

Your  plumbing  inspectors  have  approved  all  plumbing  after 
a  water  test  for  which  permits  have  been  issued. 

As  your  Sanitary  Agent  I  have  attended  to  all  complaints  which 
have  come  to  my  attention  as  well  as  seeking  and  trying  to  remedy 
any  conditions  which  might  become  detrimental  to  the  health  of 
the  citizens. 

After  consultation  with  the  Town  Engineer,  I  have  approved 
all  subdivision  drainage  systems  to  try  to  make  these  areas  properly 
drained  of  surface  water  so  that  the  lots  will  be  suitable  for  the 
disposal  of  sewage  underground.  Our  system  of  storm  drains  in 
many  places  is  inadequate  to  take  care  of  the  water  coming  from 
the  streets  in  the  new  developments,  but  the  road  surveyor  is  doing 
his  best  to  remedy  the  situation  with  the  funds  which  are  made 
available  for  this  purpose. 

Under  the  direction  of  a  committee  selected  from  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  the  Reclamation  Board  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  a  study  was  made  to  control  the  midge  nuisance  at 
Musquashicut  Pond.  The  committee’s  recommendation  was  that 
a  channel  be  opened  up  from  a  point  westerly  of  Gannett  Road 
through  a  new  bridge  and  control  dam  at  Hatherly  Road.  This 
would  raise  the  salinity  of  the  water  in  the  pond  which  would 
make  it  impossible  for  the  midge  to  breed.  The  work  was  completed 
and  the  operation  of  the  gates  turned  over  to  the  Town  on  Septem¬ 
ber  1st.  If  this  method  of  eradication  proves  a  success  it  will  be  of 
great  benefit  to  those  living  within  the  area  and  save  much  money 
as  the  Town  has  spent  thousands  of  dollars  on  insecticides  and 
other  ineffective  measures  in  the  past.  i 

T  his  year  the  legislature  passed  “House  Bill  No.  2822”  which 
would  allow  the  Town  to  borrow  $1,125,000.00  for  the  start  of  a 
system  of  sewerage  and  to  set  up  a  Board  of  Commissioners  to  ad- 
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minister  the  Department.  While  the  Town  is  considered  to  be  in 
good  financial  position,  on  account  of  the  large  expenditures  for 
schools  and  other  public  improvements,  no  appropriation  is  called 
for  this  year,  but  the  construction  of  this  utility  must  be  considered 
in  the  near  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

During  1957  The  Planning  Board  approved  new  subdivisions 
totaling  81  house  lots.  This  is  21  more  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  in  addition  a  number  of  new  house  lots  were  created  under 
circumstances  not  requiring  Board  action.  It  is  significant  that 
developers  are  preparing  for  the  next  upsurge  in  Scituate’s  popu¬ 
lation  during  a  year  when  new  home  sales  have  been  slow. 

During  1957  also  The  Planning  Board  held  its  first  hearings 
under  the  new  Section  3-7  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  covering  Site 
Plan  Approval  of  new  construction  in  business  zones.  The  Board 
feels  that  this  section  has  already  proved  its  worth  in  requiring 
public  discussion  of  design  of  parking  spaces,  driveways,  etc.,  before 
actual  construction. 

At  the  1957  Town  Meeting  the  Board  sponsored  four  articles 
which  were  passed  by  the  Town.  These  provided  for  (1)  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  land  for  the  Town  Office  Building,  Police  Station,  and  Fire 
Station,  future  schools,  and  athletic  fields;  (2)  appropriation  of 
funds  for  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Office  Building,  Police 
and  Fire  Stations;  (3)  appropriation  of  funds  for  purchase  of  a  tax 
billing  and  accounting  machine;  and  (4)  appropriation  of  $5,000 
to  match  a  like  amount  of  Federal  funds  for  a  two  year  program  of 
professional  studies. 

The  first  portion  of  these  studies  is  complete  —  an  entirely 
independent  study  of  the  present  school  plant  together  with  detailed 
recommendations  as  to  the  size,  location,  and  time  of  construction 
of  the  additional  schools  the  Town  will  require.  The  recommenda¬ 
tions  include  specific  sites  for  future  schools  with  the  thought  that 
the  Town  should  acquire  the  land  in  the  near  future  before  it  is 
put  to  other  use. 

The  balance  of  these  studies  will  be  completed  during  1958 
and  include  (1)  analysis  of  existing  streets  with  respect  to  their 
locations  and  present  and  prospective  traffic  loads;  (2)  recommenda- 
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tions  for  major  and  feeder  ways  showing  new,  widened,  or  relocated 
streets  and  connections  with  State  highways;  (3)  detailed  plans  for 
traffic  and  parking  in  Scituate  Harbor;  (4)  surveys  of  and  recom¬ 
mendations  for  recreation  and  public  open  areas,  both  present  and 
future;  and  (5)  a  complete  redrafting  of  the  regulations  governing 
new  subdivisions  in  respect  to  the  facilities  to  be  provided  by 
builders  and  safeguards  to  ensure  performance. 

The  Board  has  provided  that  the  work  of  last  year’s  Harbor 
Development  Committee  be  taken  into  full  consideration  in  all 
studies  affecting  the  Harbor  section. 

The  Planning  Board  examined  in  considerable  detail  the  ad¬ 
visability  of  recommending  a  Public  Works  Department  to  the 
Town  to  replace  the  several  independent  departments  now  handling 
public  works  functions.  It  is  the  Board’s  opinion  that  the  cost  of 
setting  up  and  operating  such  a  Department  will  not  at  this  time  be 
justified  by  the  probable  savings  in  purchasing  of  supplies,  common 
use  of  equipment,  manpower,  etc.  It  is  a  subject  which  merits 
further  study  because  in  years  to  come  such  a  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  will  undoubtedly  become  necessary. 

The  Board  has  looked  into  the  question  of  housing  for  the 
elderly  following  a  pattern  established  in  many  Massachusetts 
cities  and  towns  under  auspices  of  the  State  Housing  Board  and 
recommends  the  establishment  of  a  Scituate  Housing  Authority  to 
work  out  details  and  inform  the  Town  more  fully  on  this  subject. 

Finally,  The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  ap¬ 
preciation  to  the  many  Town  officials  and  others  who  have  joined 
it  throughout  the  year  in  these  various  matters.  The  Public  Works 
discussions  included  the  Selectmen  and  the  officials  of  all  the  Town 
departments  involved,  the  Taxpayers  Association,  and  the  League 
of  Women  Voters.  Especial  thanks  go  to  the  three  man  subcom¬ 
mittee  of  the  Advisory  Committee  who  have  met  with  the  Board 
throughout  the  year  and  contributed  tremendously  to  all  of  the 
thinking  on  all  of  the  subjects.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CILVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 


31  December  1957 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Civil  Defense  Agency  activities  for  the  year  1957  are 
hereby  set  forth  in  this  report. 

On  May  8th,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  J.  Lumbert, 
the  Scituate  Civil  Defense  Agency  was  ordered  to  stand  by  to 
assist  the  area  in  and  around  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  fighting 
local  forest  fires.  Chief  Bartholomew  Curran  responded  quickly 
thorugh  mutual  aid  and  the  CD  emergency  on  each  request  for 
needed  equipment.  By  Sunday  the  emergency  had  diminished 
and  we  were  put  on  normal  operation.  Much  credit  goes  to  the 
men  in  the  Fire  Department,  the  CD  Communications  Center, 
and  the  boys  in  the  Scituate  High  School  Amateur  Radio  Club 
for  their  many  hours  of  service. 

Since  assuming  the  duties  of  director  in  June,  the  following 
items  have  been  accomplished: 

1.  The  moving  of  our  communications  center  from  the  Water 
Department  in  Greenbush  to  the  School  Administration 
Building  on  Cudworth  Road.  Mr.  Edward  K.  Chace  and 
the  School  Committee  are  to  be  commended  on  their  fore- 
sighted  decision  in  granting  us  the  use  of  these  facilities. 
The  location  is  near  perfect  for  our  needs. 

2.  Renovation  of  the  above  room  to  provide  a  separate  en¬ 
trance,  a  small  room  with  three  operating  positions  and 
six  additional  booths  with  keys,  headphones,  and  a  master 
oscillator.  These  booths  will  also  be  used  by  the  various 
departments  of  CD  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.  There 
is  now  adequate  space  for  technical  instruction  in  various 
phases  of  our  work. 

3.  The  purchase  of  an  emergency  power  unit  to  be  used  in 
the  event  of  commercial  power  failure.  This  supplements 
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our  portable  facilities.  We  have  also  increased  the  number 
of  mobile  communicators. 

4.  Revision  of  our  organizational  methods  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  two  Deputy  Directors  —  Judson  Merrill  and  Ernest 
Richardson.  They  will  operate  their  responsibilities  on  a 
functional  basis. 

5.  In  preparation  for  the  overall  policies  of  our  Federal  Civil 
Defense  program,  we  are  stressing  family  preparedness  and 
training.  The  first  step  being  to  set  up  classes  in  first  aid 
under  Red  Cross  instruction. 

6.  Plans  are  being  formulated  for  a  workable  system  of  regis¬ 
tering  volunteers,  training  them,  and  using  them  when  an 
emergency  arises. 

My  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
various  townspeople  who  have  helped  me  in  my  first  six  months 
as  Civil  Defense  Director.

PERSONNEL  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Scituate,  Massachusetts 

The  Personnel  Board  has  actively  administered  the  Town  of 
Scituate  Classification  and  Salary  Plan  in  accordance  with  Section 
12  of  said  plan.  In  retrospect  we  believe  the  Board’s  activities 
in  1957  have  produced  increasingly  co-operative  relations  between 
Town  employees  and  the  Board  which  can  only  result  in  a  fair 
administration  of  the  Plan  to  the  benefit  of  the  employee  and  the 
taxpayer  alike. 

The  latest  study  of  salary  schedules  has  led  us  to  recommend  a 
5%  pay  increase  in  Schedules  I,  II  and  III  with  a  $250.00  maximum 
for  any  individual.  This  decision  was  brought  about  by  the  ever 
increasing  cost  of  living  indices  and  a  study  of  the  relative  salary 
position  for  Scituate  employees  as  compared  with  employees  in 
other  towns  in  eastern  Massachusetts  with  similar  population,  valua¬ 
tion  and  area  characteristics.  The  Board  is  therefore  recommend¬ 
ing  adoption  of  the  following  article  at  the  Town  Meeting  of 
March,  1958:  (Copy  of  article  in  Town  Warrant.)

REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Scituate: 

The  Scituate  School  Committee  submits  its  report  for  1957, 
with  many  of  the  same  problems  facing  them  as  in  previous  years. 

The  enrollment  is  still  increasing,  and  even  with  the  opening 
of  the  beautiful  new  Wampatuck  School,  the  classes  are  still  too 
large  in  many  of  the  rooms.  The  cooperation  of  the  teachers  who 
have  these  rooms  is  greatly  appreciated. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Hatherly  School  will  never  have  to  be  used 
for  school  purposes  again.  The  expense  of  putting  it  in  shape  again 
would  seem  to  eliminate  that  possibility. 

A  new  secondary  school  will  be  necessary  to  take  care  of  the 
large  classes,  which  will  soon  reach  that  level. 

Your  committee,  together  with  other  school  committees  from 
all  over  the  state,  attended  a  series  of  meetings  last  spring  at  Boston 
University.  Many  of  the  problems  which  confront  all  towns,  were 
discussed  in  the  question  periods,  after  listening  to  some  of  the 
most  prominent  school  men  in  the  country. 

A  valuable  oil  painting,  by  Miss  Josephine  Lewis,  Scituate 
artist,  was  presented  by  her  to  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  who 
received  it  with  great  pleasure.  It  is  a  portrait  of  a  Scituate  boy 
and  has  been  placed  in  the  foyer  of  the  Wampatuck  School. 

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  have  the  continued  interest  of  the 
townspeople,  in  all  the  work  of  the  committee,  and  also  to  have 
the  cooperation  of  the  Advisory  Board  which  was  represented  at 
most  of  the  meetings.

You  are  invited 
to  visit  them,  visit  the  classes,  talk  with  the  superintendent,  the 
principals,  and  the  teachers.  Scituate,  like  so  many  towns,  can 
breed  rumors.  When  you  hear  “thus  and  so”  about  your  schools, 
why  not  check  with  someone  who  knows  —  such  as  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools  or  one  of  our  Principals?  You’ll  get  straight 
answers,  and,  if  something  is  wrong,  you  will  get  quick  action. 
No  mumbo-jumbo,  no  double-talk. 

If  you  have  children  in  the  schools,  visit  their  classes,  and,  if 
you  haven’t  any  in  the  schools,  visit  classes.  We  welcome  you. 

We  have  just  two  regulations  which  we  must  ask  you  to  accept:

Kindergarten  hours  are  from  9:30  A.M.  to  11:30  A.M.  or  from 
1:15  P.M.  to  3:20  P.M.  Please  be  careful  to  learn  the  correct  hours 
when  your  child  is  registered. 

Registration  Day:  Children  who  will  enter  Kindergarten  for  the 
first  time  in  September,  1958,  should  be  registered  at  the  school 
he  is  to  attend  Thursday  and  Friday,  August  28  and  29,  1958, 
between  9:00  A.M.  and  12  noon.  You  will  need  to  take  with  you 
his  birth  certificate  and  vaccination  certificate.  You  will  want  to 
take  your  child  to  school  when  he  is  registered  to  let  him  know 
where  the  school  is  and  to  give  him  a  chance  to  meet  some  of  his 
future  friends.  Classes  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  9,  1958. 
Preparation  for  Kindergarten:  Your  child  will  be  more  nearly 
ready  for  Kindergarten  if  he  knows  his  name  and  address,  and  will 
repeat  them  if  asked;  can  speak  clearly  and  thoughtfully;  will  listen 
when  spoken  to;  can  carry  out  simple  instructions. 

He  will  be  happier  in  Kindergarten  if  he  can  put  on  his  own 
clothing,  including  his  rubbers;  has  good  toilet  habits;  has  been 
taught  to  keep  fingers  and  objects  out  of  his  mouth;  has  learned 
to  obey;  stays  with  relatives  and  friends  occasionally  without  crying 
for  his  parents;  accepts  new  friends. 

He  will  fit  more  readily  into  Kindergarten  if  he  can  share 
toys  with  other  children  and  enjoys  taking  small  responsibilities. 

He  will  be  healthier  and  stronger  if  he  eats  without  being 
coaxed;  plays  out-of-doors  when  the  weather  permits;  goes  to  bed 
regularly,  getting  twelve  hours  sleep  each  night. 

You  and  your  child  will  benefit  if  his  clothing  is  simple  and 
washable;  labeled  with  his  name;  provided  with  large  loops  for 
hanging;  equipped  with  pockets;  roomy  enough  to  be  put  on  and 
taken  off  easily. 

All  children  should  be  taught  to  carry  and  use  a  handkerchief, 
and  to  cross  streets  carefully. 

You  can  help  by  providing  in  the  family:  trips  to  parks,  farms, 
train  stations,  airports,  fire  stations;  pleasant  experiences  with 
suitable  stories  read  aloud;  attentive  listening  to  his  experiences; 
answers  to  his  questions. 

Have  you  told  him  that  school  is  a  wonderful  place  to  be? 
Is  he  looking  forward  to  it  with  pleasure?  If  so,  his  chances  for 
happier  and  more  effective  school  experiences  are  much  better.

Story  Telling —  Relating  what  has  happened  at  home  .  .  .  the  new 
baby,  the  picture  he  has  painted,  something  constructed,  the  new 
car,  a  visit  to  a  relative,  a  ride  on  the  train. 

Dancing  and  Singing —  Hopping,  skipping,  and  running  in  rhythm 
.  .  .  dancing  like  whirling  leaves,  or  gliding  like  an  airplane  .  .  , 
singing  of  falling  snow  and  growing  things. 

Looking  at  Books  —  Turning  pages,  looking  at  brightly  colored 
pictures,  telling  others  about  them,  making  up  stories  about  them, 
and  showing  others  what  is  interesting  or  funny. 

Building  with  Blocks  —  The  building  in  which  Daddy  works,  the 
bridge  over  the  river,  the  fire  station,  the  garage,  the  house  ...  all 
the  things  they  have  found  interesting. 

Listening  to  Stories  —  Teacher  reads  from  a  book,  other  pupils  tell 
of  their  activities,  teacher  tells  about  her  vacation  ...  all  like  to 
talk,  and  all  learn  to  listen. 

Sharing  Playthings  —  Taking  turns  with  toys  and  games,  with  scis¬ 
sors  and  paste  brush,  letting  others  play  and  cut  .  .  .  understanding 
how  a  group  can  have  fun  and  get  things  done  too. 

Cutting  and  Pasting  —  Scrap  books,  illustrations  for  a  story,  pic¬ 
tures  for  a  bulletin  board  display,  decorations  and  designs  appro¬ 
priate  for  holidays  .  .  .  creating  in  the  third  dimension. 

Going  on  Trips  —  Visiting  a  fire  station,  a  post  office,  the  grocery 
store,  a  farm,  a  boat  in  the  harbor,  the  train  station,  the  animals 
at  the  park  .  .  .  even  the  neighbor’s  goat! 


WHAT  KINDERGARTEN  WILL  DO  FOR  YOUR  CHILD 

...  It  looks  like  Play  It’s  really  Work  .  .  . 

Writing  Skills  —  Working  with  paints  and  crayons  is  relaxing  and 
gives  the  thrill  of  accomplishment  as  well  as  providing  practice  in 
the  use  of  hand  and  arm  muscles. 
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Language  Skills  —  Speaking  before  a  class,  giving  a  recitation  or  a 
report,  is  sometimes  difficult,  especially  for  shy  children.  Telling 
stories  helps  overcome  this. 

Reading,  Social  Skills  —  Doing  things  with  others,  in  harmony, 
where  the  help  of  all  is  necessary.  Using  words  clearly  to  express 
thoughts,  with  good  pronunciation  of  words. 

Interest  in  Books  —  Books  become  interesting,  friendly  things,  and 
words  in  print  tell  a  story  teacher  will  read,  making  books  and  read¬ 
ing  very  desirable. 

Broadening  of  Interests  —  Knowledge  of  the  world  is  necessary  for 
reading  with  understanding.  Working  together  with  teacher’s  en¬ 
couragement  helps  make  learning  fun. 

Listening  Skills  —  Listening  isn’t  easy  for  an  age  characterized  by 
activity,  but  listening  and  thinking  are  necessary  for  getting  mean¬ 
ing  from  the  sounds  of  words. 

Social  Skills  —  At  home,  playthings  are  mine —  in  school,  ours.  .  .  . 
It’s  a  hard  lesson,  but  a  necessary  one  for  school  and  for  living  with 
others  pleasantly. 

Writing  Skills  —  Cutting  on  a  line  is  hard.  .  .  .  Keeping  paste  within 
bounds  takes  terrific  concentration  .  .  .  small  hands  and  young 
muscles  need  training  and  development  for  pens. 

Reading  Skills  —  Children  need  to  see  for  themselves,  to  touch,  to 
hear,  to  smell  ...  he  builds  understanding,  and  understanding 
plus  a  book  makes  reading  a  wonderful  experience. 

Your  Child’s  Health  is  Very  Important:  Before  starting  school,  it 
is  wise  to:  see  that  good  health  and  eating  habits  have  been  formed; 
have  the  child  examined  by  your  physician  and  dentist;  provide 
protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus;  (a 
booster  shot  is  recommended  before  entrance  to  Kindergarten). 

At  all  times,  you  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  the  following 
symptoms:  cough  or  cold,  running  nose,  fever,  earache  (or  dis¬ 
charging  ears),  rash,  conjunctivitis  (inflamed  eyes),  nausea,  vom¬ 
iting,  swollen  glands,  ringworm.  If  these  symptoms  occur  you  should 
keep  the  child  at  home,  calling  the  family  physician.  (You  will 
want  other  parents  to  do  this  to  prevent  your  child  from  becoming- 
ill;  you  will  want  to  do  your  part  to  keep  illness  from  spreading 
to  others.) 

The  school  nurse  makes  regular  visits  to  the  school  to  examine 
children  whose  condition  warrants  it;  may  visit  vou  to  discuss  the 
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child’s  health  and  his  needs;  will  help  you  to  secure  proper  treat¬ 
ment  through  advice  and  information;  is  a  friendly  person,  anxious 
to  maintain  high  standards  of  health. 

In  school  your  child  will  be  observed  by  the  teacher  and  the 
school  nurse;  given  first  aid  treatment  in  case  of  accident  or  illness 
(you  will  always  be  called  if  he  needs  to  be  sent  home);  examined 
by  the  school  physician  in  Kindergarten;  examined  by  the  school 
dentist  in  grades  1,  2,  3;  given  a  vision  test  each  year,  and  a  hearing 
test  every  year  (if  defects  are  found,  you  will  be  notified  so  that 
you  may  consult  your  doctor  or  dentist). 

We  hope  you  will  visit  the  school  when  notified  that  health 
examinations  are  to  be  given  and  help  in  every  way  to  keep  your 
child  and  others  in  the  best  health  possible. 

YOU  AND  THE  SCHOOL 

School  and  Home  Together  —  When  your  child  enters  school, 
his  teacher  takes  your  place.  It  is  very  important  to  the  child  to  feel 
that  the  teacher  is  a  wise  and  competent  person  whom  you  trust. 
Never  let  the  child  feel  that  you  don’t  approve  of  anything  the 
teacher  does  or  says.  If  you  think  the  teacher  is  doing  or  saying 
things  that  keep  your  child  from  growing  in  the  best  possible  man¬ 
ner,  find  an  opportunity  to  talk  with  her  personally.  It  may  be  that 
the  child  is  misinterpreting  something  the  teacher  says.  It  has  hap¬ 
pened,  you  know! 

The  Telephone  —  The  school  office  will  always  take  care  of  an 
emergency  telephone  call,  but  would  like  to  have  the  cooperation 
of  parents  in  avoiding  calls  like  “Please  tell  Johnny  to  go  to  his 
aunt’s  this  afternoon;  I  have  to  go  down  town.’’  However,  please  do 
use  the  phone  to  make  an  appointment  to  come  and  visit. 

Please  Excuse  —  The  habit  of  being  on  time,  and  of  being  reg¬ 
ular  in  attendance,  can  mean  much  to  the  child,  so  you  won’t,  of 
course,  keep  him  out  unnecesarily,  or  make  him  late;  it’s  a  good 
idea  to  get  him  accustomed  to  taking  an  excuse,  and  one  is  required 
in  kindergarten  after  absence.  If  he  has  been  ill,  please  state  type 
of  illness. 

Visiting  the  School —  Classrooms  are  always  open  to  parents, 
who  are  invited  to  come  for  individual  conferences  with  teacher 
and  principal.  Of  course,  teachers  are  not  free  to  talk  with  parents 
during  the  school  day;  they  must  not  leave  their  classes  unattended. 
Please  call  the  principal  to  make  an  appointment,  for  much  more 
satisfactory  work  will  result  if  pupils  feel  that  home  and  school  are 
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in  harmony.  As  a  parent,  you  know  much  more  about  your  child 
than  the  teacher  can  learn  in  a  few  hours  each  day.  Your  talking 
with  the  teacher  may  be  just  the  help  she  needs  in  understanding 
your  child.  Visit  as  frequently  as  you  feel  the  need. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association:  Parents  of  children  entering 
school  for  the  first  time  will  find  this  organization  a  valuable 
medium  of  exchange  between  parents  and  teachers.  Both  groups 
work  together  not  only  for  local  projects,  such  as  dancing  classes  or 
scout  troops,  but  also  for  broader  objectives  on  a  national  scale  af¬ 
fecting  the  health  and  welfare  of  all  children. 

The  monthly  meetings  offer  programs  which  aid  in  under¬ 
standing  the  development  of  children,  and  provide  opportunities 
for  friendly,  informal  sociability  between  parents  and  teachers. 

Dues  are  fifty  cents  a  year,  and  fathers  are  strongly  encouraged 
to  attend,  as  well  as  mothers.  In  many  schools,  your  child  will  bring 
home  notices  of  meetings,  and  your  attendance  will  please  your 
child,  since  those  present  are  counted  room  by  room.  The  children 
are  proud  to  be  able  to  say  that  their  room  had  the  most  parents 
present. 

Adjustment  of  Parents  and  of  Children 

Entrance  into  school  will  be  a  new  and  strange  experience  for 
many  children.  Not  all  children  will  make  the  adjustment  from 
home  to  school  easily  because  of  differences  in  temperament,  atti¬ 
tude,  and  previous  experience.  If  your  child  has  been  helped  to  look 
forward  to  school  as  a  place  where  he  will  find  new  and  interesting 
experiences  he  will  be  more  likely  to  make  a  good  adjustment. 

Children  who  have  been  accustomed  to  playing  with  brothers, 
sisters,  or  neighborhood  friends,  will  be  more  likely  to  adjust  to  a 
school  group  than  children  who  have  associated  mainly  with  adults. 

The  child  who  has  developed  confidence  in  his  ability  to  take 
care  of  himself  will  feel  more  secure  than  the  child  who  doubts  his 
own  ability.  Encourage  independence  and  self-reliance  in  your  child. 

A  child’s  work  in  school  is  important  to  him.  Show  an  interest 
in  the  things  he  brings  home  from  school.  It  means  much  to  him. 

Information  about  Busses 

Parents  are  asked  to  consult  with  the  principals,  Mr.  Abbott 
and  Mr.  Merrill,  regarding  school  busses,  and  bus  schedules.  Parents 
are  urged  to  impress  their  children  with  the  need  for  safety  on 
school  busses. 
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TO  PARENTS 

Due  to  recent  outstanding  incidents  of  child  molestation,  we 
have  now  become  more  aware  of  this  problem.  Parents,  teachers  and 
policemen  must  work  together  if  boys  and  girls  are  to  be  protected 
from  child  molesters.  This  is  what  you  —  a  parent  —  can  do  to  help: 

Discuss  the  matter  calmly  with  your  child.  Be  sure  that  he  has 
been  instructed  what  to  do  if  he  is  approached;  such  as: 

1.  Refuse  to  get  into  a  stranger’s  car  or  to  go  anywhere  with 
him,  and  get  away  as  fast  as  possible. 

2.  Report  the  incident  to  you,  his  teacher,  or  the  police. 

3.  If  possible,  get  descriptions  of  the  car  and  the  person.  These 
should  be  reported  to  the  police. 

If  you,  yourself,  see  anyone  acting  suspiciously  around  a  play¬ 
ground,  or  near  children  anywhere,  don’t  become  upset.  Observe 
him  so  that  you  can  identify  him  later.  Get  his  automobile  license 
number  if  you  can,  then  notify  the  authorities.  Cooperate  with  Po¬ 
lice  and  School  Officials  in  every  way  you  can.

A.  In  the  Building 

1.  Use  all  schoolroom  materials  and  equipment  properly 

2.  Conduct  self  in  orderly  manner  in  corridors,  on  stair¬ 
ways  and  in  toilets 

3.  Use  care  at  drinking  fountains 

B.  On  the  Playground 

1.  Keep  grounds  safe  for  play  by  removing  harmful  ob¬ 
jects 

2.  Do  not  run  out  into  the  street  after  balls 

3.  Do  not  throw  snowballs  on  playground  or  to  and 
from  school 

4.  Do  not  bring  to  school  articles  which  may  cause 
accidents 

5.  Avoid  strenuous  play  —  younger  children  frequently 
try  to  compete  with  older  children  and  fail  to  realize 
that  they  cannot  play  as  hard  as  older  children.

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Physical  Examinations 

Before  entering  school,  your  child  should  have  a  physical  and 
dental  examination  and  any  defects  found  should  be  corrected  if 
possible  in  order  that  the  child  enter  school  in  the  best  physical 
condition  attainable.  Such  untreated  handicaps  can  seriously  retard 
mental  and  social  development. 

The  periodic  health  examination  of  each  school  child  by  the 
school  physician  is  a  “screening”  examination  to  find  signs  of  trou¬ 
ble  that  might  not  have  been  recognized  before.  Lack  of  time  pre¬ 
vents  complete  study  of  each  child.  Where  serious  defect  is  found, 
the  child  should  be  taken  to  the  doctor  of  the  family’s  choice,  or  to 
a  clinic,  for  more  adecpiate  diagnosis,  and  for  treatment.  The  school 
physician  also  examines  children  sent  to  him  by  teachers  or  the 
school  nurse,  for  special  attention.

THE  HANDWRITING  ON  THE  WALL:  “No,”  said  the  little 

girl  forcefully,  “I  do  not  want  to  get  good  marks.  I’ll  be  laughed 
at  by  my  friends.  None  of  my  friends  get  good  marks.  If  you  get 
good  marks,  you  just  don’t  fit  with  the  crowd.” 

Maybe  you  haven’t  made  this  contact  yet,  or  if  you  have,  per¬ 
haps,  you  have  rationalized  it  away  by  saying  that  it’s  a  phase,  that 
we  all  went  through  it,  that  it  will  pass. 

As  an  educator  with  some  thirty  years  of  experience  with  boys 
and  girls,  I  tell  you  that  it  is  not  a  phase,  that  it  will  not  pass,  not 
until  you  and  I  do  something  about  it. 

Perhaps  your  little  Mary  or  Johnnie  is  the  exception.  Perhaps 
he  DOES  like  to  get  good  marks;  perhaps  he  IS  interested  in  learn¬ 
ing  and  thinking  because  they  mean  something  to  him.  But  are 
you  sure  that  he  isn’t  being  ostracised  and  laughed  at  because  he 
is  different  from  “the  crowd”? 

What  I  am  talking  about  is  not  peculiar  to  Scituate.  Any  school 
man  or  woman  will  tell  you  the  same  things.  Some  of  them  will 
tell  you  that  they  are  thinking  of  leaving  teaching  because  children 
no  longer  want  to  learn. 

We,  as  parents  and  school  people  can  shrug  and  say  that  all 
school  systems  are  afflicted  in  the  same  way,  and  what  can  we  do 
(meaning  we  can’t  do  anything)? 

But  we  as  parents  and  teachers  can  do  something  here  in 
Scituate.  The  handwriting  is  on  the  wall.  A  generation  of  adults 
who  shun  intellectual  activity,  stultified  by  adherence  to  the  criteria 
for  the  mediocre,  will  be  the  alternative  unless  we  do  something 
now. 


WHAT  IS  WRONG  WITH  AMERICAN  EDUCATION? 

First,  we  do  not  train  for  mental  work  and  we  teach  too  little. 

One  of  the  first  duties  of  a  school  is  to  train  pupils  to  work 
with  their  heads,  a  habit  which  must  be  started  in  the  lower  grades. 
Our  high  schools  seldom  force  the  pupil  to  make  a  serious  effort 
nor  do  they  accustom  him  to  systematic,  constant  hard  work.  Most 
troubles  college  freshmen  experience  are  the  result  of  half-hearted 
high  school  training. 
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Parents  and  teachers  appear  to  be  increasingly  reluctant  to 
make  a  child  do  the  things  which  they  believe  to  be  right.  In  the 
home,  democratic  discussions  among  all  the  family  members  have 
too  often  become  free  license  in  which  a  child  “tells  off”  his  parents 
and  the  parents  appear  not  only  to  take  it  —  but  like  it! 

The  adolescent  desires  guidance  and  needs  direction.  He  feels 
insecure  and  confused  when  the  decisions  are  left  to  him,  despite 
the  brave  front  he  may  often  assume.  Parents  and  teachers  increas¬ 
ingly  shirk  the  job  of  setting  a  pattern  for  their  children  and  fail 
to  give  them  the  essential  support  and  direction  they  need. 

We  protect,  direct,  and  support  the  child  with  physical  care. 
Why  can  we  not  in  a  like  manner  administer  to  the  child's  emo¬ 
tional  and  intellectual  needs? 

Systematic  hard  work  in  the  early  years  will  increase  a  child’s 
confidence  in  his  own  mental  powers  and  will  help  him  accumulate 
and  digest  knowledge  easily.  All  of  us  are  familiar  with  the  child’s 
eagerness  to  learn  in  grades  1,  2,  and  3.  Each  of  us  is  familiar  with 
something  which  happens  after  grade  3.  He  no  longer  loves  school. 
He  professes  to  hate  it.  He,  in  most  cases,  does  just  enough  to  get 
by.  Again  this  attitude  is  no  temporary  phase  to  be  shrugged  off. 

A  stiff  program  plus  demands  on  time  and  effort  will  stimulate 
and  encourage  the  pupil  in  grades  1  through  12. 

Have  you  seen  bright  pupils  become  bored,  discouraged,  and 
restless  because  so  little  is  required  of  them?  Which  teachers  do 
you  remember  most  fondly?  Are  they  not  the  ones  who  did  more 
than  merely  keep  you  amused?*  Were  they  not  the  ones  who  really 
taught  you  something — the  ones  who  were  tough  yet  fair? 

The  acquisition  of  knowledge  is  a  serious,  time-consuming 
business.  It  takes  more  than  a  few  forty-minute  periods  a  day,  five 
days  a  week.  Learning  never  stops  with  the  school  bell.  Yet  too 
many  of  our  pupils  think  that  it  does.  Could  it  be  that  our  teachers 
too  seldom  relate  what  they  teach  with  life?  Could  it  be  that  too 
many  teachers  teach  with  an  eye  on  the  clock  and  an  ear  on  the  bell, 
and  that  pupils  get  the  idea  from  their  teachers  that  learning  is 
something  which  takes  place  only  during  the  brief  school  hours 
principally  because  teacher  by  example  appears  to  think  the  same 
thing? 

HOMEWORK?  Our  schools  appear  to  be  so  afraid  of  taxing 
pupils’  time  and  energy  that  they  do  not  dare  to  give  them  much 
homework,  and  what  they  give  is  usually  of  the  superficial  type, 
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consisting  mainly  in  repeating  what  has  been  learned  in  class. 
Homework  should  require  effort  and  the  exchange  of  ideas  with 
others.  Then,  too,  we  still  find  the  teacher  who  gives  homework 
as  a  penalty.  “All  right,  Freddie,”  he  says,  “for  that  you  will  do  200 
problems  tonight!”  Probably  little  Freddie  will  not  misbehave  in 
that  way  again,  but  his  love  of  arithmetic  or  science  will  have  dimin¬ 
ished  because  homework  has  become  the  club  used  to  beat  him  into 
good  behaviour. 

Should  we  allow  youngsters  to  choose  their  own  courses?  I 
often  wonder.  Are  these  adolescents  mature  enought  to  decide  in¬ 
telligently  what  is  best  to  study,  and  to  take  on  themselves  the  task 
of  choosing  a  course  of  study  which  will  affect  their  lives? 

The  European  child  has  no  subject  choices.  But  he  does  have 
a  comprehensive,  stable  curriculum  which  takes  up  the  important 
subjects  gradually  at  the  logical  time.  Native  language,  mathe¬ 
matics,  natural  sciences,  history  (in  a  meaningful,  chronological 
order),  and  geography  are  studied  every  year  and  the  pupil  pro¬ 
gresses  in  them  gradually  and  logically.  Other  subjects  come  when 
a  sound  groundwork  has  been  laid.  When  he  has  finished  second¬ 
ary  school,  he  has  a  firm  grounding  in  the  essential  elements  of  his 
cultural  and  scientific  heritage;  he  knows  how  to  use  his  mind,  and 
he  is  ready  for  advanced,  specialized  study  at  the  university. 

Our  high  schools  can  be  compared  with  cafeterias,  offering 
discreet  fragments  of  modern  knowledge,  not  related  to  each  other, 
not  grounded  on  any  serious  common  foundation,  and  changing 
their  bill-of-fare  at  every  twist  and  turn  of  popular  fad  and  fashion. 
The  pupil  makes  his  selection  from,  courses  reputed  to  be  amusing 
or  easy  or  which  might  possibly  have  immediate  practical  value. 
He  is  likely  to  avoid  those  requiring  much  work  and  long  prepara¬ 
tion  (including  mathematics  and  sciences).  He  is  often  allowed  to 
take  the  courses  in  any  order  he  wishes.  He  is  seldom  called  upon 
to  note  the  common  foundations  and  interrelationships  as  well  as 
essential  common  problems  in  various  subjects.  He  spends  little 
time  on  each.  He  skims  but  does  not  master.  Perhaps  our  secondary 
school  departmentalization  is  responsible.  Reluctance  of  science, 
mathematics,  and  history  teachers  to  stress  grammar  rhetoric,  and 
punctuation;  of  English  teachers  to  stress  the  vocabularies  of  science 
and  mathematics;  the  constant  complaint  of  language  teachers  that 
English  teachers  do  not  teach  grammar,  are  examples  which  might 
well  cause  the  pupil  to  think  that  there  is  no  relationship  between 
subject  fields. 
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HIGH  SCHOOLS  FAIL  IN  PREPARING  PUPILS  FOR 
COLLEGE  IN  THESE  WAYS: 

(])  Some  pupils  cannot  read  college  textbooks.  High  School 
teachers  very  often  refuse  to  shoulder  any  responsibility  for  teach¬ 
ing  reading.  It  is  much  easier  to  shift  the  blame  to  the  elementary 
school  teachers.  If  a  pupil  cannot  read  his  high  school  texts,  how 
can  he  read  college  texts? 

(2)  Pupils  cannot  follow  main  arguments  or  find  the  central 
point  in  what  they  read  because  they  have  not  been  trained  to  do 
so.  Once  upon  a  time,  when  I  taught  college  preparatory  English, 
I  required  all  my  youngsters  to  study  Edmund  Burke’s  “Speech 
on  Conciliation  with  America”.  No  longer  does  anyone  require  it. 
Yet  no  greater  example  of  clear,  systematic  thinking  exists.  Gone 
is  the  joy  of  following  argument  and  evidence  to  a  conclusion.  We 
read  tid-bits  instead,  little  gems  which  might  grace  the  bedside 
table  in  a  guest  room. 

(3)  Pupils  cannot  express  themselves  either  in  writing  or  in 
oral  expression.  Clear,  concise  English  is  a  fundamental  tool. 
What  have  we  done  with  it? 

(4)  Ignorance  of  anything  which  was  not  a  part  of  some  course. 
A  potential  college  freshman  should  have  read,  literally,  hundreds 
of  books:  not  just  fiction:  but  all  manner  of  non-fiction.  He  should 
be  steeped  in  background  which  comes  only  from  reading.  Did 
you  ever  check  the  reading  requirements  of  Phillips  Academy  or 
Phillips-Exeter? 

(5)  Hopelessly  inadequate  orientation  in  the  ways  of  college 
practice:  (a)  note  taking;  (b)  source  material  use;  (c)  freedom  from 
someone  (teacher  or  parent)  sitting  over  a  pupil  requiring  him  to 
do  this  or  that  at  any  set  time;  (d)  no  instruction  in  how  to  study, 
how  to  concentrate,  how  to  get  rid  of  people  nicely  so  that  one 
can  study,  how  to  make  friends,  how  to  budget  one’s  time  between 
studies  and  activities,  and  so  on. 

(6)  Failure  to  develop  active,  critical,  inquisitive  minds.  Our 
democratic  discussions  stress  questions  but  not  substance.  We  pro¬ 
vide  students  with  slogans,  generalities,  and  formulas  by  which 
to  judge  and  criticise  —  but  we  are  slighting  badly  the  knowledge 
which  alone  makes  criticism  meaningful. 

WHAT  MUST  WE  DO?  First,  we  must  re-evaluate  and  re¬ 
align  our  curriculum  so  as  to  make  inter-relationships  ol  subject 
fields  meaningful.  We  must  stop  immediately  “text-book  teaching. 
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If  we  could  throw  away  the  textbooks,  we  would  teach  better.  Some 
of  our  teachers  might  quit,  but  that  might  be  just  as  well.  A  test 
could  be  made.  If  you  cannot  teach  without  a  textbook,  you  are 
teaching  badly.  The  textbook  should  be  the  reference  book,  but 
never  the  curriculum  guide. 

Second,  we  must  set  up  a  program  of  studies  for  the  college- 
bound  which  will  really  prepare  them  for  college. 

Third,  we  must  work  with  parents  and  pupils  to  see  to  it  that 
the  potential  college  pupil  goes  to  college. 

Fourth,  we  much  teach  the  pupil  how  to  think,  how  to  study, 
how  to  concentrate,  how  to  outline,  how  to  take  notes  from  what 
he  reads,  how  to  find  the  basic  thought  in  a  paragraph. 

Fifth,  we  must  stop  clock-watching,  bell-listening,  and  text¬ 
book  teaching. 

Sixth,  we  must  set  patterns  of  study  and  homework  which  are 
stiff,  comprehensive  and  meaningful. 

Seventh,  we  must  bear  down  on  our  bright  pupils.  We  must 
re-evaluate  our  teaching  so  that  pupils  no  longer  merely  memorize 
disparate  facts  and  ready-made  generalizations  which  can  be  regur¬ 
gitated  in  the  test  or  examination.  We  must  award  independent 
thinking  (and  I  underline  that  word). 

The  regular  high  school  academic  course  should  become  the 
purveyor  to  the  college,  admitting  its  students  selectively,  and 
treating  them  as  potential  creative  scholars,  scientists,  engineers, 
or  administrators. 

Other  courses  should  train  the  others. 

Eighth,  we  must  learn  how  to  enrich  a  course,  how  to  make  it 
more  meaningful  through  more  than  the  minimum  essentials  such 
as  one  would  expect  from  the  average  student.  In  that  way  we  can 
engage  the  bright  and  train  him  to  think. 

Ninth,  in  the  grades  we  must,  again,  be  strict,  fair,  and  firm.  We 
must,  of  course,  work  with  as  nearly  homogeneous  groups  as  possible. 
Enrichment  must  be  provided  for  the  bright,  and  remedial  work 
for  the  slow.  We  must,  in  short,  through  our  teaching  and  our 
parenthood  guidance  eradicate  the  philosophy  that  intellectual 
activity  is  sissy,  silly  stuff. 

IF  WE  DO  NOT  DO  THESE  THINGS,  WE  SHALL  SUFFER. 

The  handwriting  is  on  the  wall. 
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CAN  SCITUATE  AFFORD  GOOD  SCHOOLS? 

What  are  good  schools?  Fundamentally,  good  schools  are  those 
which  educate  the  children  to  enter  college  and  stay  in  college  with 
facility  and  which  educate  the  others  to  fill  places  as  good  citizens 
in  the  community.  Good  schools  must  have  adequate  housing  so 
that  the  educative  process  can  take  place  as  it  should.  Good  schools 
must  have  good  teachers.  Education  can  take  place  without  expen¬ 
sive  buildings  but  education  cannot  take  place  without  competent 
teachers.  Obviously,  the  best  schools  have  the  best  teachers. 

However,  when  a  town  grows  from  4900  to  10,000  population 
in  less  than  seven  years,  and  when  a  school  population  moves  from 
1180  to  2600  in  the  same  period,  the  buildings  which  housed  the 
schools  in  1951  will  not  do  in  1958  and  in  the  years  to  come. 

Until  in  1950  when  Scituate  opened  its  22-room  Central  School, 
a  high  school  accommodating  approximately  400  in  grades  7-12 
and  two  six-room  wooden  schoolhouses  were  our  entire  school  plant. 
Since  1951  when  the  Central  School  went  into  full  operation,  the 
Town  and  the  need  for  housing  have  grown.  Today  despite  the 
addition  of  two  new  16-room  elementary  schools,  and  a  $1,000,000 
wing  on  the  high  school,  we  are  faced  with  a  building  program 
which  includes  the  immediate  need  for  a  1000-pupil  capacity  junior 
high  school,  and,  within  two  years,  another  16-room  elementary 
school,  plus  the  possibility  in  1963  or  1964  of  another  addition  to 
the  existing  high  school. 

ARE  OUR  SCHOOLS  COSTING  TOO  MUCH?  The  build¬ 
ing  of  necessary  school  housing  at  a  cost  well  below  the  state 
average  as  our  Building  Committee  has  done  with  the  Jenkins 
School,  the  Jenkins  School  Addition  and  the  Wampatuck  Schools, 
is  not  costing  too  much.  Without  adequate  housing,  education  can¬ 
not  take  place.  Cold  rooms,  lack  of  laboratories,  lack  of  libraries, 
lack  of  play  areas,  pupils  crowded  40  or  more  to  a  room  are  signs  of 
inadequate  education.  At  present,  because  the  existing  high  school 
can  no  longer  house  grades  7  through  12,  we  are  faced  with  “double 
sessions”  until  a  junior  high  school  is  built  to  care  for  grades  7,  8, 
and  9,  thus  leaving  grades  10,  11,  12  in  the  present  building.  Double 
sessions  do  not  make  for  adequate  education.  Periods  are  shortened, 
pupils  receive  less  instruction.  However,  double  sessions  are  prefer¬ 
able  to  cramming  from  40  to  45  in  rooms  and  the  necessity  of  drop¬ 
ping  all  classes  in  which  there  are  less  than  40. 

ARE  OUR  TEACHERS  COSTING  TOO  MUCH?  This  year 
we  start  our  inexperienced  teachers  with  bachelor’s  degrees  at  $3400 
and  $3600  for  those  with  master’s  degrees.  Teachers  may  go  as 
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high  as:  (no  degree)  $5200;  (bachelor’s  degree)  $5400;  (master’s 
degree)  $5700;  each  after  years  of  experience.  Beginning  next  fall, 
we  have  increased  these  salary  ranges:  (no  degree)  no  change; 
(bachelor’s  degree)  $3700-$5700;  and  (master’s  degree)  $3900-$6000. 

WHY  HAVE  WE  DONE  THIS?  Because  we  must  do  it  to 
meet  competition  if  we  are  to  hire  12  additional  teachers  who  will 
be  the  kind  of  teachers  you  and  I  as  parents  wish  to  have  educate 
our  children.  In  other  words,  if  we  do  not  pay  higher  salaries, 
teachers  will  go  where  they  will  —  and  most  of  our  neighboring 
communities  are  paying  comparable  or  better  salaries. 

Some  laymen  still  speak  of  teaching  jobs  as  “snaps”.  I  have 
been  a  teacher  and  I  have  worked  in  offices  and  in  industry.  I  wish 
that  laymen  could  change  jobs  with  Miss  Jones  for  one  year.  I 
doubt  that  Mr.  Layman  would  still  say  that  the  teacher  has  a 
“soft”  job. 

Why?  Say  that  your  little  pride  and  joy  who  is  now  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  grade  suddenly  becomes  not  one  child  but  30  children,  not  just 
like  him,  so  that  you  have  30  second-graders  all  different,  all  as  wide¬ 
awake,  all  as  eager  to  be  challenged,  all  as  slow  to  awaken  to 
activity  as  is  your  one.  Let’s  say  that  you  have  these  30  (you  might 
have  35  or  40,  you  know!  We  have  classes  with  over  40  this  year)  in 
your  charge  from  9:00  A.M.  till  3:00  P.M.  five  days  a  week. 

You  must  be  on  duty  at  8:30  A.M.  to  check  busses,  care  for  the 
playgrounds  or  playrooms,  get  your  room  ready  with  a  few  last- 
minute  touches,  take  a  deep  breath,  and  in  they  come  all  30  (or 
more)  of  the  little  darlings  (and  they  are  that).  Did  you  ever  try 
taking  off  30  or  more  snowsuits  and  putting  them  on  again? 

Your  job  is  to  teach  them  reading,  arithmetic,  spelling,  music, 
penmanship,  geography,  physical  education,  manners,  kindness, 
social  awareness,  and  many  other  things,  but  at  the  same  time  you 
must  keep  order  (and  you  can’t,  you  know,  in  school,  apply  the 
hand  to  the  posterior  as  you  might  at  home),  keep  them  interested 
(and  keep  even  some  awake) ,  keep  others  from  fighting,  others  from 
mutilating  the  furniture.  You  must  take  them  to  the  toilets.  You 
must  hold  their  heads  when  they  are  nauseated.  You  must  eat  with 
them.  You  must  comfort  them  when  they  cry.  You  must  go  out  on 
the  playfield  with  them.  From  9:00  A.M.  until  3:00  P.M.  they  are 
yours,  entirely  yours. 

But,  you  say,  I  can  go  home  at  3:00  P.M.  and  do  what  I  like! 
Can  you,  indeed?  School  for  you  isn’t  “out”  until  3:30  and  often 
not  until  4:30.  You  must  set  up  your  plans  for  tomorrow.  You  must 
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attend  faculty  and  group  meetings.  You  must  correct  papers.  You 
must  record  marks.  You  must  put  material  on  the  boards.  These 
tasks  carry  over  into  the  evening  hours  at  home.  And  then  you  must 
take  courses  so  that  you  can  improve  your  teaching,  and,  perhaps, 
get  an  extra  $200  next  year  after  five  years  such  study  to  get  a  higher 
degree.  You  take  courses  on  Saturdays  too  and  often  in  the  summers. 

Some  teachers  (too  many  teachers)  take  part-time  jobs  to  help 
them  support  their  families.  One  teacher,  a  man,  told  me  that  he 
could  earn  as  much  in  one  week  in  the  summer  driving  a  milk  truck 
as  he  earned  in  two  weeks  teaching  school!  Truck  drivers  are  higher 
paid  than  school  teachers!  The  men  and  women  entrusted  with  the 
all-important  task  of  teaching  our  scientists,  our  leaders,  get  less 
money  than  those  who  work  with  their  hands. 

Are  our  schools  costing  too  much?  Are  we  paying  our  teachers, 
supervisors  and  administrators  too  much?  The  future  of  our  chil¬ 
dren  rests  in  their  hands,  or  should  I  say,  in  YOUR  hands? 

Can  we  afford  good  schools?  Can  we  afford  not  to  have  good 
schools?

EDUCATIONAL  GUIDANCE 

The  college  preparatory  group  is  becoming  increasingly  larger. 
This  year  63%  of  the  senior  class  plan  to  enter  four  year  colleges, 
with  14%  more  applying  to  nursing  schools  and  junior  colleges. 
With  applications  to  the  competitive  colleges  steadily  on  the  in¬ 
crease,  our  geographical  distribution  of  colleges  will  become  greater. 
Graduates  of  Scituate  High  over  the  last  four  years  are  enrolled  in 
a  degree  program  at  over  forty  colleges  including:  Antioch,  Arch¬ 
bishop  Cushing,  Boston  College,  Boston  University,  Bowdoin,  Bowl¬ 
ing  Green,  Brandeis,  Bridgeport,  Brown,  Cornell,  Framingham 
Teachers,  Franklin  &  Marshall,  Harvard,  High  Point,  Lesley,  Lowell 
Tech,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Miami,  M.I.T.,  Michigan,  Michigan 
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State,  Micldlebury,  Nasson,  New  Hampshire,  Northeastern,  Nor¬ 
wich,  Pembroke,  Pennsylvania,  Pennsylvania  State,  Rochester,  Rol¬ 
lins,  Russell  Sage,  Simmons,  Skidmore,  St.  Lawrence,  St.  Michael’s, 
Swarthmore,  Trinity,  Tufts,  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Academy,  U.  S. 
Military  Academy,  U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  Vermont,  Wheelock. 

Parents  of  College  preparatory  students  are  urged  to  combine 
vacation  trips  with  the  visitation  of  colleges  before  the  senior  year. 

Most  boys  who  do  not  take  advanced  training  enter  the  service 
within  a  year  after  graduation.  All  of  the  Armed  Forces  present  pro¬ 
grams  during  the  year.  Girls  who  do  not  plan  to  attend  other 
schools  are  placed  in  Scituate  and  greater  Boston  business  establish¬ 
ments  according  to  their  abilities  as  shown  by  the  Aptitude  Testing 
Battery  of  the  United  States  Employment  Service. 

This  year  Vernon  Drehmahl  from  the  Quincy  Child  Guidance 
Center  has  been  working  in  the  schools  on  Tuesdays  as  a  consulting 
psychologist.  Mr.  Drehmahl’s  main  purpose  is  to  work  with  the 
teachers  to  help  them  with  their  classroom  problems. 

Miss  Barbara  Murphy  continues  to  expand  the  Guidance  Pro¬ 
gram  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  Alumni  and  townspeople  are  invited  to  use  the  occupa¬ 
tional  and  educational  library  in  the  Guidance  Office  in  the  High 
School  on  Tuesday  evenings  at  which  time  the  Guidance  Director 
is  available  for  evening  conferences. 


READING  IN  OUR  SCHOOLS 

Results  of  our  Achievement  Tests  given  in  April  and  May  were 
further  evidence  of  good  teaching  and  further  proved  to  us  that 
many  benefits  are  derived  from  grouping  according  to  reading 
abilities.  This  year,  because  our  classes  in  Grades  one  and  two  are 
smaller,  the  ability  range  within  a  classroom  has  been  narrowed 
for  more  effective  teaching  and  more  chance  for  individual  help. 

We  have  tried  parent-teacher  conferences  in  our  first  grades  to 
replace  a  first  report  card.  We  hope  this  has  brought  the  school  and 
home  together  for  a  better  understanding  of  the  child. 

In  our  Opportunity  Class,  where  children  have  been  placed  for 
extra  help  in  some  particular  field  of  instruction,  we  have  planned 
individual  programs  for  these  pupils,  who  meet  with  regular  classes 
where  we  feel  they  can  gain  needed  security  while  they  are  receiv- 
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ing  instruction  to  build  up  skills  in  their  own  particular  weaknesses 
in  their  own  classroom  with  Mrs.  Trefry. 

We  appreciate  the  opportunity  for  the  afternoon  workshops, 
where  we  meet  with  all  the  teachers  for  discussion  and  evaluation 
of  our  own  reading  program.  We  have  heard  from  and  worked  with 
three  fine  reading  consultants,  Miss  Betty  Sylvester  from  Ginn  and 
Company,  Miss  Frances  Harrington  from  Macmillan  Co.,  Miss 
Lynne  Tillan  from  Scott,  Foresman  Co.  In  these  periods  of  discus¬ 
sion  and  working  together  our  teachers  learned  many  of  the  newer 

practices  and  ideas  for  getting  most  out  of  the  reading  program. 

« 

The  S.R.A.  Reading  Laboratory  has  been  used  in  Grade  7  this 
fall,  where  one  group  is  working  to  improve  reading  ability.  Excel¬ 
lent  progress  has  been  made  with  this  well  planned  program. 

File  library  in  each  school  building  has  helped  provide  much 
needed  material. 

In  November,  in  cooperation  with  our  Parent-Teacher  Associa¬ 
tion,  a  program  was  planned  for  “Know  Your  School’'  Night.  The 
main  theme  of  this  program  was  “The  Reading  Program”  and  was 
very  well  received  by  all. 

The  reading  department  has  found  the  services  of  our  Speech 
Therapist,  Miss  Hoar,  invaluable.  She  has  helped  the  pupils  and 
the  teachers  immeasurably,  and  by  helping  these  children  overcome 
many  of  their  speech  difficulties,  this  success  will,  in  turn,  help  alle¬ 
viate  some  of  their  reading  difficulties. 

Because  we  need  some  form  of  curriculum  guide  in  reading,  we 
are  working  with  the  help  of  our  Cadet  teachers  on  a  compilation 
of  outcomes  and  goals  for  each  grade  level,  which  we  hope  to  have 
ready  for  the  beginning  of  another  school  year.  These  outcomes, 
then,  can  be  elaborated  upon  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 


READING  RESOURCES  IN  OUR  SCHOOLS 

HIGH  SCHOOL:  During  the  past  four  years,  the  John  J.  Heffer- 
nan  Memorial  Library  in  the  Scituate  High  School  has  developed 
from  a  1700-volume  library  to  one  of  approximately  4,000  books. 
This  growth  is  due  to  several  factors:  appropriation  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  donations  from  the  personal  libraries  of  friends  of 
the  school,  and  the  general  interest  of  all  in  having  an  adequate 
library  for  the  students  to  use. 
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A  library  is  not  static.  One  can  never  say,  “We  have  sufficient 
books.  Now,  we  may  relax  in  our  efforts  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
student.”  The  progress  of  science  pushes  us  so  fast  from  one  devel¬ 
opment  to  another  that  the  reading-learning  process  can  never  stand 
still.  For  this  reason,  there  is  a  constant  demand  for  many  new 
science  books.  Also,  in  this  age,  we  are  ever  being  brought  closer 
and  closer  to  all  other  peoples  of  the  world,  a  world  shrinking  daily 
because  of  the  growing  speed  of  transportation  and  communication. 
So,  we  need  the  latest  books  on  economics,  geography,  history  —  all 
means  of  helping  us  to  understand  ourselves  in  relation  to  our 
neighbors.  Lastly,  since  we  pride  ourselves  in  having  a  cultural 
background,  we  must  have  new  fiction  as  well  as  the  classics;  collec¬ 
tions  of  poetry,  essays,  and  plays;  and  works  on  art  and  music.  All 
of  these  types  of  reading  help  make  the  good  student  —  the  future 
citizen  of  our  town,  of  our  country,  and  of  the  world. 

Each  year,  an  attempt  is  made  to  add  new  books  in  all  of  the 
broad  classifications,  stressing  the  weaker  sections  as  far  as  possible. 
During  the  current  year,  for  example,  many  new  science  books  have 
been  purchased,  including  those  in  the  field  of  mathematics  as  well 
as  biology,  physics,  chemistry,  etc.  For  the  student  who  is  mechani¬ 
cally  inclined,  there  are  books  on  applied  science  —  television,  auto¬ 
mobiles,  engineering,  aeronautics  (now,  with  the  emphasis  on  space 
travel).  To  strengthen  the  literature  section,  a  number  of  poetry 
collections  have  been  bought;  also,  several  books  on  modern  drama. 
Since  biographies  give  both  pleasure  and  information  to  the  reader 
on  practically  every  topic,  many  books  of  this  kind  are  added 
annually. 

When  one  comes  to  the  fiction  section,  there  is  no  limit  to  the 
books  that  may  be  purchased.  The  younger  boys  and  girls  at  Scitu- 
ate  High  School  are,  apparently,  avid  readers.  They  like  animal 
stories,  sports  stories,  adventure  stories,  romances  —  all  kinds  of 
stories;  and  they  read  as  long  as  there  is  an  adequate  supply  on  the 
shelves.  The  older  students  often  need  greater  stimulation  than 
their  younger  brothers  and  sisters.  Unfortunately,  the  selection  for 
them  is  more  difficult  because  of  the  stark  realism  of  the  modern 
novel.  At  present,  we  have  a  fairly  good  collection  of  fiction  from 
the  fourth  grade  level  of  reading  ability  to  the  adult  level.  This 
section,  however,  is  one  that  never  stands  still.  And,  although  many 
of  the  students  can  satisfy  their  desires  at  the  public  libraries,  there 
are  some  who  are  greatly  influenced  to  be  readers  because  of  the 
convenience  of  the  school  library.  We,  therefore,  try  to  have  as  many 
novels  as  possible. 
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We,  in  the  library,  like  to  feel  that  we  are  doing  our  share  to 
help  mold  the  boys  and  girls  who  come  to  us  into  good  citizens. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS:  For  many  years  the  library  at  Central 
School  has  been  used  as  a  classroom.  When  plans  could  be  made  to 
use  this  room  as  a  library  this  year,  the  books  on  library  shelves  were 
catalogued  and  prepared  for  circulation. 

The  cataloguing  of  all  library  books  has  been  completed  in  all 
schools  and  as  new  books  are  added,  cards  are  added  to  our  accession 
file  in  each  library. 

The  library  at  Wampatuck  School  has  started  with  a  much 
smaller  number  of  books  but  this  has  been  supplemented  with  a 
supply  of  books  loaned  to  us  by  the  State  Division  of  Libraries. 

We  now  have  13  sets  of  encyclopedias  purchased  during  the 
past  two  years.  Two  sets  are  kept  in  each  library  and  the  other  sets 
are  distributed  to  the  classrooms  as  the  need  arises.  A  representative 
from  World  Book  Encyclopedia  came  to  our  schools  last  spring  and 
gave  lessons  to  all  children  from  grades  three  through  six  in  the 
use  and  value  of  the  encyclopedia. 

With  the  help  and  cooperation  of  our  fifth  and  sixth  grade 
teachers,  we  have  student  librarians  who  take  charge  of  correctly  re¬ 
ceiving  and  discharging  books.  These  children,  boys  as  well  as  girls, 
spend  a  period  of  one-half  hour  as  their  work  period  according  to  a 
posted  schedule. 

We  have  tried  to  keep  our  books  in  three  sections  —  pupil 
library  books,  pupil  reference  books  which  can  be  used  in  the  library 
or  can  be  taken  to  the  classroom,  discharged  to  the  classroom  teacher, 
and  kept  as  long  as  the  class  has  need  for  it  or  until  needed  by  an¬ 
other  class.  Our  third  section  and  at  present  our  weakest  spot  is  the 
reference  shelf  for  teachers.  On  this  shelf  will  be  kept  material  of 
interest  to  the  teachers. 

At  Jenkins  School,  through  the  help  of  one  of  our  teachers, 
a  collection  of  137  back  copies  of  National  Geographic  Magazines 
were  purchased  from  an  estate.  These  are  presently  being  cata¬ 
logued  in  a  topical  index  for  future  use  by  pupils  and  teachers  alike 
for  enrichment  of  the  school  program  with  excellent  material. 

Through  the  budget  we  have  added  from  150  to  200  volumes  to 
each  library,  the  majority  of  these  being  basic  to  a  good  library 
trying  to  cater  to  a  wide  range  of  age  groups  and  interest  levels. 
We  have  made  a  good  start  and  have  a  firm  basis  on  which  to  build 
in  the  future. 
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ASSISTANCE  IN  SPEECH  PROBLEMS 

The  children  in  Speech  Therapy  classes  now  number  48,  rang¬ 
ing  from  Kindergarten  through  High  School. 

Miss  Hoar  sees  all  children  twice  a  week  in  half  hour  therapy 
sessions.  Some  are  seen  individually,  others  in  groups,  depending 
on  the  defect  and  severity. 

Types  of  defects  which  she  treats  include  articulation  errors, 
baby  talk,  lisping,  delayed  speech,  foreign  accent,  voice  disorders 
such  as  week  volume,  hoarseness,  high  or  low  pitch,  excessive 
nasality,  cleft  palate,  and  stuttering. 

OPPORTUNITIES  IN  LEARNING 

The  Opportunity  Class  had  its  beginning  in  the  Spring  of 
1938.  The  first  class  was  held  in  the  old  Jenkins  School,  and  later 
in  the  rooms  over  the  Police  Station.  When  the  Central  Elementary 
School  was  completed,  the  class  was  assigned  to  the  building  in  a 
specially  planned  room.  It  has  been  held  here  ever  since. 

The  class  has  continued  to  function  successfully  for  nearly  20 
years.  The  regulations,  established  in  accordance  with  the  General 
Laws,  Chapter  #71,  Section  16,  as  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Education,  concerning  the  Division  of  Special  Education  have 
greatly  benefited  the  children  concerned  at  little  expense  to  the 
Town  since  it  is  reimbursed  by  the  State  for  expenses  incurred. 

Parents,  aware  of  the  need,  in  some  instances  request  that  their 
children  be  given  the  benefit  of  this  class,  having  found  that  the 
child  has  a  handicap  and  needs  individual  help. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  class  varies  from  year  to  year. 
The  children  work  at  their  own  level  in  whatever  field  help  is 
needed  and  are  seldom  frustrated.  Many  of  these  children  are 
gifted  in  art  and  music.  Many  of  the  pupils  have  gone  back  to  regu¬ 
lar  classrooms  for  various  subjects.  By  so  doing  they  feel  that  they 
are  a  part  of  the  school. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  High  School,  some  of  the  boys 
go  to  the  High  School  for  shop  and  home  economics.  This  experi¬ 
ence  benefits  those  who  leave  school  to  earn  a  living. 

The  integration  program  also  helps  the  pupils  to  develop 
socially  since  they  associate  with  other  pupils  of  their  own  age  and 
interests.  There  have  been  instances  of  misunderstanding  on  the 
part  of  people  as  to  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Opportunity 
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Class.  This  is  most  unfortunate  and  it  is  only  through  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  public  that  the  purpose  and  value  of  the  class  can  be 
realized.  It  seems  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  well-informed  to 
recognize  and  more  fully  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  in  providing  this  “special  help  to  those  who  need  it.”

LEARNING  TO  DRIVE  SAFELY 

The  Driver-Education  Course  is  offered  as  an  extra-curricular 
activity  in  the  High  School  to  students  over  sixteen  years  of  age. 
The  course  includes  both  classroom  work  and  behind-the-wheel  in¬ 
struction.  In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles,  there  must  be  at  least  twenty  class  sessions  of  one 
hour’s  duration  and  a  minimum  of  six  hours  driving. 

Students  must  satisfy  two  requirements  in  order  to  qualify  for 
a  certificate.  First,  they  must  successfully  complete  the  classroom 
work  and  road  test  given  by  the  school.  Second,  they  must  have 
obtained  a  license  issued  by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles.  The 
certificates  are  issued  by  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  but  are  not 
valid  until  signed  by  the  driving  instructor. 

This  year  dual-control  cars  were  supplied  by  Baker  Ford,  and 
Watson  Chevrolet.  Last  year  Paul  Young  Motors  supplied  a 
Plymouth. 

EATING  FOR  HEALTH 

Each  year  the  Federal  government  appropriates  a  certain 
amount  of  money  for  the  use  of  the  School  Lunch  Program.  The 
state  enters  into  an  agreement  with  the  government  and  the  town 
in  turn  enters  into  an  agreement  with  the  state.  The  objectives  of 
the  Lunch  Program  are  to  protect  the  health  of  the  nation’s  chil¬ 
dren,  and  to  encourage  increased  consumption  of  foods  in  temporary 
abundance.  Individual  schools  are  eligible  to  receive  assistance, 
provided  their  programs  meet  all  eligibility  requirements.  The 
lunch  must  follow  the  given  pattern  and  must  provide  one  third  to 
one  half  of  the  daily  nutritional  diet.  The  maximum  rate  of  reim¬ 
bursement  from  the  state  for  each  meal  served  is  nine  cents.  The 
government  continues  its  price  support  program  for  farmers  by 
purchasing  commodities  and  makes  them  available  to  state  agencies 
for  distribution  to  these  schools.  For  these  commodities,  we  pay 
forty  cents  per  case,  to  defray  expenses  of  storage  and  delivery. 
The  amount  received  is  judged  upon  the  amount  of  lunches  served. 
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The  price  charged  per  meal  is  determined  by  the  cost  of  the  food, 
plus  the  overhead  and  labor  cost.  In  general,  food  is  sold  at  cost 
plus  a  margin  large  enough  to  allow  for  unusual  conditions  such 
as  operation  loss,  or  the  building  of  a  reserve  fund  to  draw  against 
for  replacement  or  purchase  of  needed  equipment.  Scituate  is  one 
of  the  few  towns  in  the  state  which  still  retains  only  a  twenty  cent 
charge  per  lunch.  This  is  to  be  increased  to  twenty-five  cents  in 
1958-1959. 

Since  all  cafeterias  were  consolidated  last  year,  the  new  Wam- 
patuck  school  was  added  to  the  consolidation,  saving  a  great  amount 
of  work  on  the  part  of  Principals,  Secretaries,  Town  Accountant 
and  Treasurer.  Making  cake,  cookies,  biscuit  mixes,  mayonnaise, 
using  government  flour,  shortening  and  oil  meant  a  savings  to 
purchase  more  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables.  Buying  in  quantity  also 
meant  more  money  to  equip  some  of  the  schools  with  much  needed 
dishes,  silver,  trays  and  time-saving  equipment.  Canned  foods  were 
purchased  from  the  best  concerns  possible;  milk  put  out  on  bid  for 
quality  as  well  as  price;  meats,  government  and  board  of  health 
inspected;  fruits  and  vegetables,  the  freshest  for  vitamin  content. 
One  Type  A  menu  for  all  schools  was  introduced  to  eliminate  com¬ 
parison  of  cafeterias,  and  to  try  to  teach  the  students  the  importance 
of  eating  the  right  foods.  Although  this  one  Type  A  lunch  met 
with  a  great  deal  of  opposition,  our  participation  for  the  year  in¬ 
creased  over  20%  to  76.6%  according  to  state  reports,  placing 
Scituate  in  one  of  the  higher  brackets  in  the  state  in  1956-57.  Over 
216,687  lunches  were  served  totalling  over  71,880  more  than  the 
previous  year. 

Our  Lunch  Program  is  planned  not  just  to  feed  hungry  stu¬ 
dents,  but  to  be  an  educational  force  —  to  be  part  of  the  total 
school  curriculum;  to  make  itself  felt  in  the  lives  of  the  children 
and  the  community  just  as  are  the  classroom,  library  and  the 
gymnasium.  It  is  a  laboratory  for  learning  about  food,  for  food  is 
not  only  essential  for  the  very  existence  of  man,  but  is  also  essential 
for  health,  growth  and  vigor.  It  is  a  place  that  provides  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  improving  food  habits  by  learning  to  choose  the  right 
kinds  of  food  that  go  to  make  up  a  well-balanced  meal,  practicing 
habits  of  cleanliness  and  good  table  manners,  how  to  live  together, 
to  talk  pleasantly  at  meals  and  to  enjoy  a  social  time.  The  influence 
of  the  School  Lunch  may  reach  into  the  home  with  the  result  that 
there  will  be  a  better  understanding  of  food  habits  in  general  be¬ 
tween  parent  and  pupil  after  bringing  out  changes  in  family  food 
patterns.  All  of  this  suggests  that  the  school  lunchroom  is  more 
than  just  a  place  to  eat.

FINANCIAL  REPORTS  FOR  CAFETERIAS 
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MUSIC  PROGRAM  IS  BUILDING 

The  following  programs  were  presented  in  the  elementary 
grades  during  the  past  year:  Miss  O’Hern’s  4th  grade  and  Mrs. 
Sargent’s  5th  grade  of  Central  School  presented  an  operetta  in  May. 
The  5th  and  6th  grade  Boys  Glee  Club  at  Central  School  presented 
a  program  for  the  P.T.A.  in  May.  All  the  schools  presented  Christ¬ 
mas  programs  with  all  grades  participating. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Wampatuck  School,  along  with  the 
loss  of  one  music  teacher,  made  it  necessary  to  omit  the  5th  grades 
from  the  Beginning  Instrumental  Program.  Beginners  in  the  6th 
and  7th  grades  were  accepted,  and  continuing  students  in  all  grades 
were  taught  on  a  rotating  schedule. 

Scituate  was  represented  again  this  year  in  the  All-State  Band, 
Orchestra  and  Chorus,  the  All-New  England  Band,  Orchestra  and 
Chorus,  and  in  the  New  England  Solo  and  Ensemble  Festival. 

There  is  a  volunteer  girls’  glee  club  of  55  voices  and  a  select 
girls’  choir  which  performed  together  with  the  orchestra  for  the 
Christmas  assembly  at  the  high  school.  Both  vocal  groups  meet  and 
rehearse  during  the  lunch  periods. 

The  choral  groups  and  band  participated  in  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Music  Festival  in  May. 


ART  INSTRUCTION 

New  art  curriculum  guides  have  been  issued  to  all  Elementary 
School  teachers.  These  guides  contain  outlines  of  art  education 
programs  as  well  as  informative  material  on  teaching  crafts,  letter¬ 
ing,  design,  perspective  and  art  appreciation. 

Art  workshops  have  been  held  in  each  school,  where  classroom 
teachers  planned  projects  in  art  which  many  times  helped  in  the 
teaching  of  reading,  science,  history  and  geography. 

Both  members  of  the  art  department  have  attended  local  and 
state  meetings  of  art  educators.  Included  in  the  programs  were 
panel  discussions  and  demonstrations  of  craft  processes. 

Movies,  slides  and  filmstrips  showing  the  making  of  puppets, 
masks,  paper  sculpture,  space  design  and  bulletin  board  planning, 
helped  pupils  produce  the  many  exhibits  seen  by  parents  during 
the  schools’  open  house  evenings. 
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Many  prizes  given  by  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Animals  were  again  won  by  Scituate  boys  and  girls. 

The  High  School  art  courses  have  had  to  be  curtailed.  The 
art  teacher  is  required  to  teach  other  subjects,  have  study  periods  in 
the  art  room  and  travel  to  another  school  daily  to  teach  junior  high 
art.  Oil  painting  and  block  printing  have  been  added  to  the  high 
school  art  courses  this  past  year. 


PHYSICAL  FITNESS  IS  IMPORTANT 

In  the  high  school  this  year,  Mrs.  Mary  Bauer,  girls’  physical 
education  instructor,  and  Mr.  Benson  have  been  working  primarily 
on  the  physical  fitness  of  the  students.  By  giving  standardized  tests 
to  all  students,  they  have  been  able  to  discover  physical  weaknesses. 
From  these  weaknesses  they  have  planned  a  program  attempting  to 
build  up  the  overall  fitness  and  to  help  individually  as  many  stu¬ 
dents  as  possible.  They  are  working  especially  hard  with  the  8th 
grade  students  in  hopes  that  a  more  physically  fit  student  body  will 
reach  their  junior  and  senior  years  in  high  school. 

The  physical  education  teacher  in  the  elementary  grades,  Mrs. 
Anna  Murphy,  also  is  stressing  physical  fitness  in  her  program  along 
with  the  teaching  of  general  skills.  The  new  Wampatuck  and 
Jenkins  School  facilities  are  excellent  and  enhance  the  program 
immensely. 

The  athletic  program  in  the  high  school  has  expanded  tre¬ 
mendously  since  last  year.  Last  fall  more  than  200  students  engaged 
in  athletic  activities. 

We  are  still  lacking  play  area  for  the  fall  and  spring  athletic 
program.  We  are  unable  to  keep  a  suitable  playing  surface  on  our 
varsity  athletic  field  as  it  is  our  one  practice  field.  In  the  fall  of 
the  year  the  varsity  field  is  used  constantly  by  physical  education 
classes  when  the  weather  permits  plus  being  used  after  school  daily 
by  the  field  hockey  and  football  teams.  In  the  spring  the  baseball 
team,  track  team  and  physical  education  classes  wear  the  grass  off 
this  field. 

Scituate  athletic  teams  have  represented  the  school  very  suc¬ 
cessfully,  especially  our  baseball  team  which  won  the  State  Class  C 
championship.  In  track,  Jared  FitzGerald  represented  Scituate  and 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  in  the  N.  E.  Track  Championship  at 
Burlington,  Vermont,  and  won  the  mile  event. 
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Our  girls’  basketball  team  was  co-champion  of  the  South  Shore 
League  with  Marshfield.  Our  girls’  tennis  team  lost  only  one  match. 
The  Scituate  boys’  basketball  team  was  selected  to  enter  the  Tech 
Tournament  and  lost  the  second  game  to  the  eventual  winners  in 
Class  C.  The  won  column  heavily  outweighed  the  lost  column. 
The  coaches  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  fine  work,  and  the 
students  complimented  for  their  fine  sportsmanship,  spirit,  ability, 
and  manner  in  which  they  brought  praise  to  Scituate  High  School. 

The  schools  appreciate  the  cooperativeness  of  the  park,  high¬ 
way,  and  water  departments  of  this  town. 

HEALTH:  REMEDIAL  AND  PREVENTIVE 

Miss  O’Donnell,  who  was  school  nurse  for  the  Hatherly  and 
Central  Schools  last  year,  has  served  as  nurse  at  both  Central  and 
Wampatuck  Schools.  She  divides  her  time  each  day  between  the 
two  schools.  Her  services  are  required  for  first  aid,  care  of  the  sick 
children,  and  to  complete  a  system  of  testing  hearing  and  vision. 

According  to  State  Law,  every  child  in  the  Commonwealth 
must  be  tested  annually  for  loss  of  hearing  or  vision.  They  must 
also  be  weighed  and  measured  regularly. 

Also,  according  to  regulations,  each  child  who  has  been  absent 
for  three  or  more  days  must  be  checked  by  the  family  doctor,  the 
school  physician,  or  by  the  nurse  before  being  readmitted  to  class. 

In  addition,  each  year,  the  children  are  given  physical  exami¬ 
nations  by  the  school  physician.  The  nurse  must  assist  the  doctor 
in  these  examinations. 

Throughout  the  year,  there  are  also  clinics  held  by  the  nurse 
and  physician  at  which  time,  the  children  are  vaccinated  or  in¬ 
oculated. 

It  is  obvious  that  as  the  school  system  grows  and  the  number 
of  pupils  continues  to  increase  more  help  will  be  needed  it  the 
schools  are  to  receive  the  proper  nursing  services. 

Last  year,  new  health  cards  were  adopted  and  all  health  records 
were  transferred  to  these  cards.  When  fully  completed,  much  time 
will  be  saved  in  keeping  health  records. 

The  suggetsed  “School  Health  Program”  as  prepared  jointly  by 
the  Massachustets  Department  of  Education  and  of  Public  Health 
was,  as  far  as  it  was  humanly  possible,  complied  with  during  the 
1957  school  year. 
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Early  in  the  fall,  an  outbreak  of  Asiatic  and  other  types  of 
Influenza  posed  the  only  threat  as  a  major  health  problem  to  the 
schools  and  community. 

The  pupils  of  grades  2,  5,  7,  9,  and  1 1  have  been  given  a  com¬ 
prehensive  physical  examination;  also  the  boys  and  girls  planning 
to  take  part  in  competitive  athletics,  and  the  pupils  who  have 
recently  moved  into  Scituate.  The  children  expected  to  enter 
grade  1  or  kindergarten,  were  examined  in  May  before  entry.  If 
important  defects  were  found  the  parents  were  advised  to  consult 
their  own  physician.  Our  duty  is  to  discover  such  handicaps,  rather 
than  to  treat  them. 

Newcomers  to  the  School  Staff  were  examined,  and  the  schools 
have  been  inspected.  I  attended  home  football  games  to  give  first 
aid  to  injured  players;  and  have  often  been  consulted  about  injuries 
at  school  and  pupils’  illnesses. 

I  worked  with  the  Board  of  Health  at  their  polio  clinics  (3) 
at  school,  giving  the  children  the  Salk  vaccine,  and  gave  45  school 
employees  shots  of  Asiatic  flu  vaccine.

ADULTS,  TOO,  LEARN  IN  OUR  SCHOOLS 

Of  the  sixteen  courses  offered  for  1957-1958  by  the  Evening 
School,  only  three  failed  to  register  a  complete  class.  For  several 
courses  the  demand  was  great  enough  to  hold  classes  more  than 
once  each  week. 

Both  woodworking  classes  met  twice  each  week. 

The  ceramics  course  increased  by  one  class  over  last  year  meet¬ 
ing  three  times  each  week. 

Typing  was  offered  this  year  and  enough  applicants  registered 
to  warrant  two  classes  each  week. 

Cake  decorating,  a  new  course  this  year,  also  met  twice  each 
week. 

Color  and  design,  journalism,  and  children’s  clothing  were 
new  courses  offered  this  year  meeting  once  each  week.  All  other 
courses  were  the  same  as  last  year  meeting  once  each  week. 
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During  the  first  semester  which  ran  from  October  14  to  Decem¬ 
ber  20  there  were  nineteen  class  sessions  meeting  each  week.  Of 
these  classes,  only  color  and  design  and  journalism  fell  below  the 
minimum  attendance  requirements  and  had  to  be  dropped. 

During  the  second  semester  which  will  run  from  January  13 
to  April  4  there  will  be  sixteen  class  sessions  meeting  each  week  since 
cake  decorating  has  been  reduced  to  one  class  each  week. 

The  enthusiasm  which  has  been  shown  for  the  Adult  Education 
Program  is  gratifying.  If  this  program  is  to  serve  you  properly 
please  let  your  wishes  be  known.  You,  the  people  of  Scituate,  deter¬ 
mine  the  curriculum  and  with  you  lies  the  success  of  this  program.
